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BERNARDUS  SUYDAM — A  native  of  Long 
Island,  the  late  Bernardus  Suydam  was  probably  best 
known  in  the  community  of  Elmhurst,  where  he  lived 
for  a  great  many  years.  He  was  endowed  with  excep¬ 
tional  gifts  as  a  business  executive  and  administrator, 
and  consequently  his  affairs  took  on  a  broad  and  varied 
scope  not  only  in  his  immediate  section,  but  in  other 
states  as  well.  He  was  not  less  diligent  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  good  citizenship. 

Mr.  Suydam  was  born  in  Queens,  Long  Island,  August 
to,  1865,  and  represented  one  of  the  old  and  honored 
family  names,  being  a  son  of  Isaac  and  Phoebe  (Ryder) 
Suydam.  The  Ryder  family  came  from  Holland  and 
comprises  some  of  the  original  settlements  in  Western 
Long  Island.  The  grandfather  of  Bernardus  Suydam 
was  Hendrick  Suydam.  Isaac  Suydam  moved  to  Queens, 
Long  Island,  in  1850,  and  was  prominent  as  an  elder  in 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church.  He  developed  a  fine  rural 
estate  in  Queens,  Long  Island.  His  wife,  Phoebe  Ryder, 
was  a  daughter  of  Lawrence  Ryder,  of  the  Flatlands 
district  of  Brooklyn. 

Bernardus  Suydam  was  one  of  a  family  of  ten  chil¬ 
dren.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Queens, 
and  at  the  age  of  fifteen  completed  a  course  in  Brown’s 
Business  College  of  Brooklyn.  For  a  year  and  a  half 
he  was  employed  in  a  forwarding  house  of  New  York 
City,  also  had  some  experience  in  the  cigar  business, 
and  for  about  five  or  six  years  was  associated  with  the 
kid  glove  industry,  the  great  manufacturing  concern  of 
Jacob  Adler  &  Company,  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Suydam  was  then  attracted  to  some  industrial 
development  in  Southwestern  Louisiana,  becoming  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Lake  Charles  Rice  Milling  Company  at 
Lake  Charles,  and  gave  practically  all  his  time  for 
three  years  to  the  development  of  this  business  and  the 
promotion  of  the  rice  industry  in  general.  He  retained 
a  financial  interest  in  this  portion  of  the  South  until  the 
time  of  his  death. 

After  his  return  North,  Mr.  Suydam  located  in  Elm~- 
hurst,  and  in  189S  became  manager  of  the  real  estate 
business  of  the  Cord-Meyer  Company  in  that  village. 
He  also  became  treasurer  and  manager  of  the  Citizens 
Water  Supply  Company;  a  director  of  the  Bank  of 
Jamaica;  and  somewhat  later  he  bought  the  small  coal 
yard  at  Elmhurst.  This  coal  business  he  developed  into 
extensive  proportions,  enlarging  it  until,  eventually, 
under  the  name  of  the  Elmhurst  Coal  Company,  it  oper¬ 
ated  four  coal  pockets,  one  in  Elmhurst,  one  in  Glen¬ 
dale,  one  in  Metropolitan,  and  finally  one  at  Forest 
Hills. 

Mr.  Suydam  was  active  in  all  these  various  enter¬ 
prises  practically  to  the  end  of  his  life,  which  occurred 
December  12,  1919.  He  had  always  given  generously  of 
his  time  and  means  to  community  affairs.  During  the 
World  War  much  of  his  time  was  taken  up  with  his 
duties  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  Liberty  Bonds, 
and  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  Red  Cross.  For  ten 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  City  Board  of 
Education,  was  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Flushing 
Hospital;  was  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  for  a  number  of  years  was  prominent  in  the  New 
York  National  Guard,  joining  it  in  1886  on  reaching  his 
majority.  He  became  a  corporal  in  1889,  a  sergeant  in 


1S92,  and  in  that  year  was  elected  secretary  of  the 
Veteran’s  Association  of  the  city  guard,  for  many 
years  he  was  deeply  interested  in  the  Twenty-third  Reg¬ 
iment  Armory  at  Brooklyn.  As  a  boy  he  was  reared  in 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  Queens  and  later  became 
an  active  member  and  elder  of  the  church  of  that  de¬ 
nomination  in  Elmhurst.  He  was  affiliated  with  Lex¬ 
ington  Lodge,  No.  310,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
filling  all  the  chairs,  and  also  belonged  to  the  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  was  a  member  of  the 
Oakland  Golf  Club,  of  Bayside,  and  the  Democratic 
Club  of  New  York. 

Bernardus  Suydam  married,  April  19,  1893,  Elizabeth 
Grace  Covert,  their  marriage  being  celebrated  in  St. 
George’s  Episcopal  Church  in  Brooklyn.  Mr.  Suydam 
is  survived  by  Mrs.  Suydam,  whose  home  is  on  Whitney 
Avenue,  in  Elmhurst.  He  has  one  son,  Bernardus  Suy- 
darn,  Jr.,  born  July  10,  1900. 


JOHN  TITUS  VAN  DE  WATER— One  of  the 
most  interesting  figures  in  the  Flushing  of  a  day  now 
gone  by  was  John  Titus  Van  De  Water,  who  lived  to 
the  great  age  of  ninety-four  years,  the  spring  of  1924 
seeing  his  passing.  A  man  of  large  benevolence  of  spirit 
and  beautiful  character,  Mr.  Van  De  Water  devoted  his 
entire  lifetime  to  benevolent,  kindly"  activities,  his  voca¬ 
tion  along  the  lines  of  merchandising  and  real  estate, 
while  his  public  service  linked  his  name  with  many 
branches  of  advance  for  many  years.  In  no  small 
degree  Mr.  Van  TJe  Water  was  a  philosopher,  for  he 
accepted  life  as  it  was  given  him,  while  at  the  same 
time,  out  of  the  greatness  of  his  soul  and  from  the 
high  level  of  his  viewpoint,  he  reached  out  to  the  world 
and  became  the  friend  of  all.  Always  a  student  of 
affairs  and  conditions  and  always  logical  in  his  conclu¬ 
sions,  Mr.  Van  De  Water  was  acknowledged  as  one  of 
the  worthy  and  beneficent  spirits  of  his  time,  while  these 
excellent  and  admirable  qualities  endured  throughout 
the  years  and  indeed  until  the  end.  It  is  of  especial 
interest  to  note  that  the  aged  and  still  charming  wife  of 
this  nonegenarian  survives  him  at  the  age  of  ninety-two 
years  in  1924.  This  interesting  and  universally  honored 
couple  have  been  regarded  by  their  numberless  friends 
in  this  section  for  many  years  as  remarkable  examples 
of  beautiful  and  blest  longevity. 

The  Van  De  Water  family  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  distinguished  of  Holland,  and  in  every  generation, 
on  both  sides  the  Atlantic,  the  name  has  stood  for  worthy- 
effort  and  lofty  achievement.  Mr.  Van  De  Water  was 
directly  descended  from  Jacobus  Van  De  Water,  who 
was  burgomaster  of  New  Amsterdam  in  1632.  Jacobus 
Van  De  Water  married  Angeltie  Jurians,  and  the  line 
descends  through  Benjamin  and  Angeltie  (Harmense) 
Van  De  Water;  their  son,  Peter  Van  De  Water  and  his 
wife  Hannah  (Schuyler)  Van  De  Water;  and  their  son, 
John  Van  De  Water  and  his  wife  Phoebe  (Titus)  Van 
De  Water,  who  were  the  parents  of  Silas  Titus  Van  De 
Water,  who  married  Martha  Travis,  and  they  were  the 
parents  of  John  Titus  Van  De  Water,  whose  name  en¬ 
titles  this  review.  Jacobus  Van  De  Water,  the  pioneer 
in  America,  was  one  of  three  brothers,  who  came  to 
the  United  States  in  that  early  day,  he  settling  in  New 
York  City,  one  going  to  New  Jersey  and  the  other 
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pressing  on  up  the  Hudson  River  and  settling  in  other 
sections  of  that  State. 

John  Titus  Van  De  Water  was  born  at  South  Oyster 
Bay,  August  13,  1829,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Flushing, 
April  6,  1924.  His  education  was  received  in  his  native 
community  and  in  Flushing,  where  his  father  for  some 
years  owned  a  farm.  The  death  of  his  father  occurring 
when  the  young  lad  was  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  he 
was  thrown  upon  his  own  resources  and  at  once  entered 
the  business  world.  He  secured  a  position  as  clerk  in  a 
store  in  Brooklyn,  and  from  the  first  his  success  was 
definitely  marked.  He  gave  constructive  thought  and 
tireless  energy  to  the  responsibilities  placed  in  his  hands, 
and  his  faithfulness  to  duty  gave  him  the  immediate 
respect  and  confidence  of  those  with  whom  he  was  iden¬ 
tified  as  an  assistant,  also  with  the  purchasing  public. 
Gifted  with  that  spirit  which  is  satisfied  only  in  inde¬ 
pendent  effort,  Mr.  Van  De  Water  early  established  his 
own  store  in  Flushing,  going  forward  along  the  lines  of 
general  merchandising  and  winning  a  very  considerable 
measure  of  success.  During  these  years  he  gained  not 
only  valuable  experience  in  business  affairs,  but  an  inti¬ 
mate  appreciation  of  the  interests  and  problems  of 
others,  which  throughout  his  lifetime  formed  an  import¬ 
ant  factor  in  his  success. 

As  Mr.  Van  De  Water  changed  the  course  of  his  ac¬ 
tivities  and  entered  the  real  estate  field,  and  this  knowl¬ 
edge  of  men  and  personal  interest  in  the  people  with 
whom  he  dealt  gave  him  more  than  a  superficial  under¬ 
standing  of  the  circumstances  of  his  clients.  This 
placed  him  in  a  position  where  he  encouraged  them  to 
undertake  only  such  a  scale  of  living  as  they  were  able 
to  maintain,  and  in  this  fact  was  perhaps  the  secret  of 
his  success.  His  customers  were  satisfied  not  only  with 
their  purchases,  but  with  the  fact  that  they  were  able 
to  meet  the  terms  of  purchase  and  fulfill  their  obliga¬ 
tions  at  every  point.  Thus  Mr.  V  an  De  Water’s  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  real  estate  field  was  not  a  spectacular 
achievement,  fading  away  in  mediocrity  as  is  too  often 
the  case.  It  was  rather  a  substantial  superstructure  on 
a  solid  foundation  and  bore  a  definite  and  permanent 
significance  to  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  people. 
In  turn,  also,  his  work  reflected  large  prosperity  upon 
the  community  and  the  general  section  in  which  he  was 
active,  and  his  entire  career  formed  a  record  of  com¬ 
mendable  and  admirable  achievement. 

Retiring  from  business  affairs  at  the  age  of  seventy 
years,  Mr.  Van  De  Water  devoted  the  later  decades  of 
his  life  to  those  interests  for  which  a  busy  career  leaves 
scant  opportunity.  Civic  affairs  were  always  of  the 
deepest  interest  to  him  and  he  was  for  years  a  trustee 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  serving  on  the  committee  of 
sites  when  the  first  Flushing  high  school  was  built. 
This  was  the  first  high  school  built  on  Long  Island. 
He  was  a  very  active  member  of  the  old  blushing  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  United  Char¬ 
ities.  His  worth  and  public  spirit  led  to  his  being 
sought  in  many  branches  of  community  endeavor,  and 
as  a  lifelong  Republican  he  was  a  leader  in  party  affairs 
and  an  influential  figure  in  party  councils.  He  never, 
however,  accepted  office,  although  always  doing  much  to 
promote  local  progress  and  interest.  He  was  long  a 
member  of  Cornucopia  Lodge,  No.  563,  Free  and 


Accepted  Masons,  of  Flushing;  a  member  of  the  Flush¬ 
ing  Historical  Society,  also  St.  George’s  Brotherhood. 
Mr.  Van  De  Water’s  gracious  and  lovely  wife  shared  all 
his  charitable  and  benevolent  interests,  and  the  spirit  oi 
this  old-young  couple  was  well  expressed  in  an  inter¬ 
view  quoted  by  a  local  daily  in  noticing  the  death  of  this 
aged  man : 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  De  Water  were  married  nearly 
seventy-live  years  ago,  on  July  3,  1S50.  When  they 
were  asked  a  year  or  so  ago  for  the  secret  of  their 
longevity  they  both  declared  it  lay  in  following  the 
simple  life.  “Our  motto  has  always  been,"  said  Mr. 
Van  De  Water,  “  ‘Do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk 
humbly  with  thy  God.’  *'  His  wife  added:  "We  all 
understand  our  lives  as  we  live  them.  We  must  ac¬ 
cept  what  comes.  We  cannot  understand  young  peo¬ 
ple’s  lives  to-day.  Many  of  their  ways  that  are  dif¬ 
ferent  from  ours  have  their  advantages.  The  world  is 
all  tight  if  we  can  adapt  ourselves  to  it.” 

In  May,  1910,  Mr.  Van  De  Water  read  a  paper  before 
the  Flushing  Historical  Society  recalling  his  recollec¬ 
tions  of  early  times  in  this  community,  when  he  first 
became  a  resident  of  Flushing,  and  this  was  published 
under  the  title  of  “Recollections  of  Flushing  in  the 
Forties.”  Outlining  in  brief  the  general  layout  of  the 
section,  enumerating  many  of  its  business  enterprises 
and  roughly  indicating  the  map  at  that  time,  Mr.  Van 
De  Water  went  on  to  say  in  part : 

We  are  now  again  at  the  corner  of  the  Turnpike 
where  the  old  Tavern  still  stands  as  an  old  landmark, 
about  the  same  (with  few  exceptions)  as  I  saw  it  first 
in  the  fall  of  1840, — when  in  front  of  the  Tavern,  rep¬ 
resenting  the  campaign  of  Harrison  and  Tyler,  was 
a  barrel  of  hard  cider  with  a  diminutive  log  cabin  on 
the  top  of  the  barrel.  This  campaign  I  remember  well. 
This  tavern  was  kept  by  Charles  P.  Lowerre.  who 
was  Town  Clerk  for  many  years  and  whose  descend¬ 
ants  still  live  in  Flushing.  At  this  tavern  the  voters 
of  the  whole  Town  of  Flushing  assembled  for  the 
spring  and  fall  elections,  days  of  great  excitement. 
The  mode  of  voting  then  was  very  different  from  what 
we  are  accustomed  to  now.  It  was  not  unusual  to  see 
a  man  attempting  to  vote  and  a  politician  grab  his 
ticket  and  place  another  in  his  hand, — the  kind  that 
suited  the  politician. 

*«**••••**« 

In  these  early  days  the  "Flushing  Journal'’  was  first 
published  by  Charles  R.  Lincoln  as  owner  and  editor. 
The  population  then  did  not  exceed  two  thousand. 
Comparatively  few  streets  were  laid  out  and  the  farms 
were  not  far  from  the  centre  of  the  village.  1  remem¬ 
ber  as  a  boy  going  across  the  meadows  with  my  father 
to  see  his  old  friends,  Platt  Stratton  and  Samuel 
Nichols,  both  of  whom  owned  and  lived  on  farms  in 
what  is  now  College  Point.  This  section,  when  laid 
out.  was  called  Flammersburg,  then  it  was  changed 
to  Strattonport,  then  to  College  Point.  I  remember, 
in  crossing  the  meadows,  the  tide-water  was  over 
the  road  and  traveling  was  difficult. 

Our  transportation  facilities  to  and  from  the  city 
were  then  very  simple, — stage  in  winter  and  boat  in 
summer, — and  the  fare  was  much  less  than  it  is  now 
by  rail. 

It  is  hard  to  realize  the  many  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  our  "village” — they  have  come  so  grad¬ 
ually:  but  my  memory  goes  back  to  when  we  had  no 
banks,  no  railroads,  no  telegraph,  no  gas,  no  tele¬ 
phones,  no  trolleys,  no  macadamized  street,  no  Oak¬ 
land  water, — only  pumps  and  cisterns, — no  paid  fire 
companies,  no  policemen,  no, — not  even  an  automo¬ 
bile!  Yet,  we  were  happy  and  knew  our  neighbors  as 
we  do  not  know  them  now,  and  loved  the  small  con¬ 
servative  Flushing  which  we  felt  was  in  very  truth 
our  own. 

At  the  age  of  ninety-three  years  Mr.  Van  De  Water 
made  certain  additions  to  this  record  of  early  times, 
which  were  included  in  the  above-mentioned  publication 
and  of  these  additions  the  following  may  perhaps  be  of 
interest : 
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At  the  time  of  which  I  am  ■writing'  Sanford  Avenue 
was  not  laid  out.  It  was  simply  a  country  road  lead¬ 
ing  from  the  Jamaica  Road  in  the  village  out  to 
Fresh  Meadow  and  Rocky  Hill,  divided  now  into  San¬ 
ford  Avenue,  Parsons  Avenue,  Queens  Avenue  and 
Fresh  Meadow  Road.  The  Parsons  Estate  owned  the 
land  extending  from  the  old  High  School  ( P.  S.  20)  on 
this  road  out  to  what  is  now  known  as  Murray  Hill. 
On  the  part  of  this  country  road  which  is  now  known 
as  Parsons  was  situated  the  farm  of  Benjamin  Wil- 
lets.  Surveyor  of  the  Town  of  Flushing.  I  remember¬ 
ing  his  offering  to  sell  this  farm  of  forty-five  acres  to 
mv  father  for  $4,500.  A  few  years  later  he  sold  it  at 
this  price  and  moved  to  Sullivan  County.  He  thought 
he  had  received  a  very  good  price  for  his  farm,  but  not 
many  years  ago  the  same  farm  was  sold  for  $05,000 
and  became  Ingleside. 

$*«******** 

Beyond  this  and  extending  to  the  Rocky  Hill  Road 
was  the  large  farm  of  William  Titus. 

In  naming  these  properties  of  nearly  eighty  years 
ago  I  am  forcibly  reminded  of  how  comparatively 
few  of  the  owners’  descendants  now  occupy  the  old 
landmarks, — and  how  few  old  landmarks  there  are 
left  to  occupy.  Time  has  changed  the  old  Flushing 
very  much,  but  I  wonder  if  we  were  not  then  as  con¬ 
tented  as  we  are  now. 

***♦**••**• 

We  loved  our  village,  our  churches  and  our  neigh¬ 
bors  and  found  our  lives  cast  in  a  very  happy  place,— 
a  place  and  time  I  find  it  very  pleasant  to  look  back 
.upon. 

John  Titus  Van  De  Water  married,  July  3,  1850,  in 
St.  George’s  Church  of  Flushing,  Ellen  Bernetta  Fowler, 
daughter  of  John  Burtis  and  Abbie  (Doughty)  Fowler, 
both  these  names  also  representing  old  Long  Island 
families.  Mrs.  Van  De  Water  was  born  February  26, 
1833,  and  is  thus,  in  1924,  in  the  ninety-second  year  of 
her  age.  She  is  still  in  excellent  health  and  in  full 
possession  of  her  faculties.  She  has  been  a  resident  of 
Long  Island  since  the  age  of  three  months,  and  the 
acquaintance  of  her  honored  husband  dates  back  to  the 
age  of  three  years.  Of  the  nine  children  of  tiiis  inter¬ 
esting  couple  three  died  in  infancy,  Charles  Livingston 
died  in  February,  1919,  and  John  Carpenter  died  Decem¬ 
ber  1,  1912.  The  surviving  children  are:  Rev.  Dr. 
George  Roe,  an  Episcopal  minister,  who  is  prominent  in 
New  York  City;  Martha  E.,  wife  of  Elijah  P.  Rapelye, 
a  jeweler  of  New  York  City;  Eilen  Bernetta;  and 
Clara  Burtis,  wife  of  Benjamin  H.  Thorp,  of  Flushing. 


JUDGE  JOHN  R.  DAVIES— Forest  Hills  Gardens 
is  the  model  home  community  on  Long  Island,  originated 
and  constructed  by  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  and  its 
completeness  and  transit  proximity  to  Manhattan  have 
attracted  a  class  of  people  of  the  highest  type  intellec¬ 
tually.  Many  of  those  attracted  can  spend  only  part  of 
the  year  there,  but  they  all  come  back,  especially  for  its 
golf  and  tennis,  and  among  these  is  Municipal  Court 
Judge  John  R.  Davies,  of  Manhattan,  who  enjoys  his 
summers  there.  The  judge  is  of  that  type  that,  no 
matter  where  he  happens  to  stop,  shows  an  interest  in 
his  surroundings,  and  then  takes  a  hand  in  helping  to 
improve  them.  During  his  twelve  years’  summer  resi¬ 
dence  at  Sea  Bright,  New  Jersey,  he  led  in  the  activ¬ 
ities  there,  and  recently  has  been  doing  the  same  at 
Forest  Hills  Gardens. 

Although  his  life  and  work  are  in  Manhattan,  because 
of  his  work  in  administering  the  housing  laws  of  the 
State,  he  has  interestedly  watched  the  houses  grow  in 
Queens,  and  when  the  Sage  Foundation,  in  1922,  stepped 
out  of  the  life  and  management  of  Forest  Hills  Gardens, 
he  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  a  director  of  the 


Gardens  Corporation,  which  is  the  body  that  constitutes 
the  unique  self-governing  community  within  the  city  of 
New  York  that  owns  and  operates  and  maintains  its 
streets,  sewers,  parks,  etc.,  and  is  doing  it  satisfactorily 
and  successfully. 

The  judge  is  an  expert  administrator  of  public  af¬ 
fairs,  as  since  his  admission  to  the  bar  in  1900,  he,  in 
1903,  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  from  Wash¬ 
ington  Heights,  and  reelected  in  1905;  during  1906  and 
1907,  he  served  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  as  one  of  the  five  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  of 
New  York  City,  sitting  frequently  on  the  Board  of  Esti¬ 
mate,  he  took  2  deep  interest  in  city  planning  and  budget 
preparation,  and  caused  to  be  instituted  the  segregated 
budget  and  the  annual  corporate  stock  budget,  which  in 
its  first  two  years  cut  down  the  city  expenses  by  over 
nineteen  million  dollars.  His  judicial  career  in  the 
Municipal  Court  since  1908  has  demonstrated  how  tact 
and  courtesy,  combined  with  legal  ability,  can  effectively 
lessen  the  “law’s  delays,”  and  his  publicly  known  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  housing  laws  since  1920  has  saved  many 
a  home  and  thwarted  many  a  would-be  profiteer. 

Judge  John  R.  Davies  was  born  in  New  York  City 
in  1879,  attended  the  public  schools,  City  College,  Colum¬ 
bia  University,  and  the  New  York  Law  School,  where 
he  received  the  degrees  of  LL.  D.  and  LL.  M.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  various  Bar  Associations,  Republican 
Clubs,  church  and  charitable  organizations,  and  the 
7th  Regiment  Veterans,  and  is  president  of  St.  David’s 
Society  of  New  York.  He  gets  his  outdoor  sport  as  a 
member  of  the  Pomonok  Country  Club. 

Judge  Davies  married,  in  1905,  Ruby  C.  Hardy,  a 
descendent  of  Lord  Hardy,  who  was  one  of  the  Colonial 
governors  of  New  York,  and  they  have  two  children,  a 
daughter,  Ruth  Elizabeth,  who  is  attending  Barnard  Col¬ 
lege,  and  a  son,  Richard  Arthur,  a  pupil  at  Kew  Forest 
School. 


DR.  FRANKLIN  H.  BOOTH— A  medical  prac¬ 
titioner  who  can  boast  of  a  good  general  education  at 
one  of  the  old  universities  and  has  obtained  his  profes¬ 
sional  degree  at  one  of  the  leading  medical  schools  with 
properly  equipped  laboratories,  a  teaching  staff  of  lead¬ 
ing  surgeons  and  physicians,  and  every  other  conceiv¬ 
able  help  for  the  attainment  of  the  highest  possible 
standard  of  medical  education,  starts  his  career  with  a 
decided  advantage  as  compared  to  the  less  fortunate 
of  his  professional  brethren,  who,  no  matter  how  effi¬ 
cient  and  experienced  they  become  in  later  life  as  med¬ 
ical  practitioners,  can  never  make  up  for  certain  defi¬ 
ciencies  and  shortcomings  of  their  early  manhood  and 
scholastic  period. 

These  valuable  qualifications  are  possessed  by  Dr. 
Franklin  H.  Booth,  of  Broadway,  Elmhurst,  who  is  one 
of  the  busiest  and  most  respected  medical  practitioners 
of  that  district.  Dr.  Booth  is  a  native  of  Newtown, 
New  York,  where  he  was  bom  in  November,  1876, 
a  son  of  Franklin  Booth,  a  physician  of  Newtown,  now 
Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  and  Lucy  F.  (Newcomb) 
Booth,  both  deceased.  Having  received  his  education  in 
private  schools  of  New  York,  and  Andover,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  he  entered  Yale  University  from  where  he  grad¬ 
uated  in  1898,  with  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and 
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then  entered  the  medical  department  of  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity,  New  York,  the  famous  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  which  he  left  in  1902  with  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Booth’s  father  who  had  been  a 
practicing  physician  at  Elmhurst  for  a  number  of  years, 
died  in  1900  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Eranklin  H. 
Booth,  who  took  over  his  father’s  office  and  genera! 
practice,  which  he  has  conducted  up  to  the  present  time 
to  the  satisfaction  of  his  large  circle  of  patients.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War  he  rendered  valuable  service  to  his 
country,  having  been  examining  physician  on  the  local 
draft  board,  and  served  as  major  in  the  Fourteenth 
New  York  Guard.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Queens 
County  Medical  Association  and  associate  physician  of 
Flushing  Hospital,  an  alumnus  of  Yale  University,  also 
a  member  of  the  Yale  Club  of  New  York  City.  In  pol¬ 
itics  Dr.  Booth  is  an  Independent  and  in  religion  a 
member  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church. 

In  April,  1917,  Dr.  Booth  married  at  Elmhurst,  Sarah 
Garretson,  a  daughter  of  George  and  Cordelia  (Hicks) 
Garretson.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Booth  are  the  parents  of  two 
daughters  and  one  son:  Frances  Elizabeth,  Lucy  Pris¬ 
cilla,  and  Franklin  Garretson. 


JAMES  ALBERT  DAYTON— Nearly  a  quarter  of 
a  century  in  association  with  many  of  the  most  import¬ 
ant  legal  interests  in  New  York  City,  and  of  Long 
Island,  has  placed  the  name  of  James  Albert  Dayton, 
to  the  fore  among  attorneys  in  this  part  of  the  State, 
and  in  particular  in  the  Queens  County  attorneyship 
group  whereof  he  holds  the  office  of  chief  assistant  of 
the  district  attorney.  His  practice  was  established  under 
the  auspices  of  a  careful  training,  and  its  development 
has  been  along  those  lines  of  energy  and  excellence  that 
have  invariably  distinguished  his  legal  dealings  and  made 
way  for  his  present  success  and  his  high  standing  in  his 
profession.  Mr.  Dayton  has  directed  in  a  most  capable 
way  the  offices  he  has  held  with  the  county  bar  and 
other  institutions.  He  is  a  son  of  John  Dayton,  a  builder 
and  contractor,  born  in  Brooklyn,  June,  1853;  and  of 
Elizabeth  Leeds,  born  in  Gloucester,  New  Jersey.

His  abilities  received  the  recog¬ 
nition  due  them,  and  during  the  years  1906,  1907,  and 
1908,  after  having  removed  to  Bayside,  he  held  the 
office  of  deputy  assistant  district  attorney;  and  in  1914, 
1915,  and  1916,  he  was  commissioner  of  public  works. 
He  is  the  present  chief  assistant  to  the  District  Attorney 
of  Queens  County.  Mr.  Dayton  is  also  vice-president 
and  treasurer  of  the  Livingston  Mines  Company.  He 
supports  the  principles  of  the  Republican  party  by  his. 
vote,  but  has  not  held  political  office.  His  fraternal 
affiliations  are  with  Cornucopia  Lodge,  No.  563,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons;  Queensbo  rough  Lodge,  No. 


878,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  a 
former  president  of  the  Queens  County  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion;  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Queens 
Borough  Public  Library  Association;  the  Bayside  Yacht 
Club;  and  the  Belport  Golf  Club.  He  is  a  communi¬ 
cant  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Dayton  married,  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  October 
26,  1909,  Majel  Bishop  Wade,  who  was  born  at  St.  Paul, 
October  23,  1886,  a  daughter  of  Judson  Wade,  who  was 
born  in  New  York  State,  and  of  Mary  (Axtell)  Wade, 
a  native  of  Michigan,  and  they  are  the  parents  of: 
Cynthia  Elizabeth,  born  at  Bayside,  February  8,  1911; 
and  of  Majel  Bishop,  born  at  Bayside,  March  6,  1016. 


JOHN  A.  HODGE — To-day  the  district  manager  of 
the  Illinois  Glass  Company,  in  charge  of  the  sales  in 
Greater  New  York  City  and  State,  and  the  surrounding 
States,  John  A.  Hodge  has  had  an  interesting  career, 
having  worked  up  in  this  line  of  industry  from  the  very 
bottom  of  the  ladder,  his  first  position  in  the  business 
world  having  been  with  this  concern  in  the  factory,  in 
the  capacity  of  an  apprentice  in  the  grinding  room.  His 
progress,  step  by  step,  and  his  success,  until  he  stands 
to-day  in  the  position  of  executive  of  a  great  manufac¬ 
turing  concern,  are  marked  by  industry,  and  a  keen 
interest  in  his  work,  twin  qualities  that,  wrelded  together, 
create  a  key  to  open  that  magic  door,  over  whose 
threshold  he  has  passed. 

John  A.  Hodge  was  born  July  20,  1S78,  in  Golconda, 
Illinois,  son  of  Josiah  P.  and  May  (Clanahan)  Hodge. 
His  father  was  a  native  of  Golconda,  and  was  a  son  01 
Dr.  John  Hodge;  he  was  an  attorney,  and  practiced  law- 
in  Pope  County,  Madison  County,  and  in  Pana,  Illinois, 
and  became  a  judge  in  Pana,  and  served  in  this  capacity 
for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  his  death,  April  1,  1903. 
He  was  ait  attendant  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His 
wife,  Mrs.  Mary  (Clanahan)  Hodge,  and  the  mother 
of  John  A.  Hodge,  is  living  (1924)  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

John  A.  Flodge  attended  the  public  schools  of  Gol¬ 
conda,  and  started  to  work  in  the  factory-  of  the  Illinois 
Glass  Company,  at  an  early  age.  Fie  began  in  the 
grinding  room,  and  for  several  years  worked  there  and 
in  the  factory-,  packing  rooms,  etc.,  learning  thoroughly 
the  production  end  of  the  bottle  business.  That  was 
followed  by  his  promotion  to  receiving  clerk,  anu  after  a 
few-  months,  he  left  to  go  into  the  army  of  the  United 
States  during  the  Spanish-American  War.  He  enlisted 
as  a  volunteer  and  served  in  the  Regular  Army  until  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  in  1899.  Fie  then  went 
to  Indianapolis  for  one  year  and  worked  for  Daniel 
Stewart,  wholesale  druggist.  He  returned  to  the  Illi¬ 
nois  Glass  Company,  being  given  a  clerkship  in  their 
branch  office  at  St.  Louis.  He  remained  here  for  one 
year  and  w-as  then  sent  on  the  road  as  a  traveling  sales¬ 
man,  covering  the  States  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  South  Dakota. 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  Tennessee,  and  Indiana.  He  trav¬ 
eled  for  two  years,  and  was  then  sent  by  the  firm  to 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  where  he  opened  a  branch  office  for 
the  company-,  remaining  in  Cincinnati  from  1903  to  1910. 
At  the  end  of  this  time,  the  firm  sent  him  as  their 
Southwestern  representative  to  Dallas,  Texas,  and  here 
he  handled  the  sales  for  the  States  of  Texas,  Oklahoma, 
and  Arkansas,  remaining  in  this  capacity  from  19:0  to 
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1915.  On  completing  his  organization  here,  he  was  sent 
to  Philadelphia,  and  opened  a  branch  office  for  the  firm, 
handling  the  sales  of  Southeastern  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  States  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  remain¬

Mrs.  Pledge  descends  from  the  famous  Bells  of  Ohio 
and  Virginia,  the  first  ancestor  coming  from  Scotland 
in  1737.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hodge  have  one  daughter,  Vashti 
Bell  Hodge,  born  in  Dallas,  Texas,  February  29,  1913. 


DAVID  G.  MORRISON— For  many  years  estab¬ 
lished  on'  Long  Island,  as  one  of  the  most  substantial 
business  men  in  that  part  of  the  State,  an  expert  in  the 
stone-cutting  and  building  province  of  activity  with 
which  he  had  been  associated  from  boyhood,  and  a 
banker  of  more  than  local  prominence  and  worth,  David 
G.  Morrison  is  accounted  a  man  highly  capable  and 
proven  in  counsel  and  the  direction  of  affairs.  His 
sturdy  abilities  found  expression  in  the  life-long  voca¬ 
tion  in  which  he  made  so  pronounced  a  success,  both  in 
this  country  and  abroad,  and  his  business  title  in  the 
stone-cutting  interests  became  associated,  in  construc¬ 
tion,  with  the  strongest  group  in  the  State,  while  to-day 
he  holds  esteemed  membership  with  many  influential 
building  trades  societies.  In  official  association  with 
banking  and  building  institutions,  Mr.  Morrison  is  a 
factor  of  progress  in  county  and  State.  He  is  a  son  of 
Andrew  and  Ann  (Watt)  Morrison,  both  now  deceased, 
his  father  having  been  a  stone  contractor  in  Dundee, 
Scotland. 

David  G.  Morrison  was  born  January  31,  i860,  in 
Dundee,  Scotland,  and  received  his  education  in  the 
normal  schools  of  his  birthplace.  He  left  school  at

Building  Congress,  all  of  New  York  City.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morrison  are 
the  parents  of :  Louisa  Y.,  now  Mrs.  Colin  C.  Simpson, 
of  Great  Neck,  Long  Island;  Andrew,  engaged  in  the 
marble  business;  David  G.,  Jr.,  manager  of  the  Private 
Estate  Coffee  Company,  of  New  York  City;  Charlotte, 
now  Mrs.  Roy  Fairhrother;  Minnie  Y.,  now  Mrs.  Walter 
M.  Lowerre,  of  Flushing;  John,  now  associated  with 
the  Crane  Stove  Company,  of  New  York  City;  and  Mag¬ 
gie,  Jeannette;  and  Annie,  now  deceased. 


LESTER  C.  RINGE — A  most  satisfactory  account 
of  his  life  purpose  and  plan  is  given  in  its  noteworthy- 
development  in  the  professional  career  of  Mr.  Ringe, 
who,  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Ridgewood,  has  within  a 
very  few  years  achieved  a  creditable  standing,  and  per¬ 
formed  a  work  worth  while.

WILLIAM  J.  GODFREY,  M.  D.— During  the 
World  War  when  America  sent  her  finest  boys  to  the 
battlefront  in  Europe  to  ward  off  the  foul  onslaught  on 
human  liberty  and  civilization,  medical  men  lent  their 
much-wanted  services  to  the  patriotic  cause  and  in  their 
double  capacity  as  healers,  sanitarians  and  hygienists, 
reduced  the  suffering,  assisted  in  preserving  the  lives  of 
all  the  noble  men  who  rallied  to  the  cause  of  country-, 
helped  unfurl  and  proudly  keep  floating  the  star-spangled 
banner,  on  European  battlefields,  in  European  ports,  and 
on  the  high  seas.  While  most  American  surgeons  and 
physicians  were  drafted  into  the  American  Expedition¬ 
ary  Forces  and  the  various  field  hospitals,  the  American 
Navy  also  had  to  have  an  additional  number  of  medical 
men  in  excess  of  the  number  of  regular  navy  doctors 
of  peace  times.  One  of  the  American  medical  men  who 
served  the  cause  of  his  country  in  the  naval  services  is 
Dr.  William  J.  Godfrey,  of  No.  4^9  Broadway-,  Astoria, 
Long  Island. 

Born  April  12,  1895,  in  Long  Island  City,  a  son  of 
James  Godfrey,  dead,  and  Anna  Crawford,  living,  Dr. 
Godfrey  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Long  Island  City,  and  attended  the  New  York  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  then  matriculated  as  a  student  of  the  Bellevue 
Medical  School,  and  the  Long  Island  College  Hospital, 
graduating  in  1918,  with  the  degree  of  Medical  Doctor.

(Tahey)  Geraghty.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Godfrey  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  a  healthy  pair  of  twins:  William  and  Mary,  born 
May  4,  1924,  at  Astoria,  Long  Island. 


REV.  MICHAEL  J.  WALSH— The  varied  interests

He  has  the  friend¬ 
ship  and  good  will  of  a  township  noted  for  its  enterprise 
and  community  zeal.  Pie  is  a  son  of  Caspar  Dimmer¬ 
ling,  a  contractor  and  breaker  builder  in  the  anthracite 
coal  region  of  Pennsylvania,  and  w-ho  was  retired  a 
number  of  years  before  his  death  which  occurred  in 
1900. 

Albert  G.  Dimmerling  was  born  August  12,  1864,  in 
Pottsville,  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  he  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  place.  At  first

Flushing.  Mr.  Dimmerling  resides  at  307  Lincoln  Street, 
Flushing. 


BENJAMIN  MOORE — From  baker  to  the  presi¬ 
dency  of  one  of  the  principal  banks  of  Long  Island  City 
has  been  the  experience  of  Benjamin  Moore,  who  began 
his  career  in  the  bakery  business  with  his  father  fifty 
years  ago  in  Astoria.  After  nearly  a  half  century  of 
steady  progress,  lie  passed  the  management  of  the  con¬ 
cern  on  to  trie  third  generation,  in  order  to  decote  his 
time  to  his  new  office  as  president  of  the  Long  Island 
City  Savings  Bank,  of  which  he  has  been  a  trustee  for 
thirty  years. 

Benjamin  Moore  was  bom  at  Astoria,  Long  Island, 
on  January  27,  1S53,  of  English  and  Scotch  parentage. 
His  grandfather  Joseph  Moore,  and  father  Benjamin 
Moore,  came  to  the  United  States  from  Cheshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  when  the  latter  was  a  youth.  His  mother,  Ann 
Morris  (Parks)  Moore,  who  came  to  New  York  City 
in  her  girlhood,  was  born  in  Aberdeen.  Scotland,  both 
parents  now  deceased.

Moore  retained,  however,  an  interest  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  which  is  conducted  under  the  name  of  Moore’s 
Bakery. 

Mr.  Moore  is  also  associated  with  the  Corn  Exchange 
Bank  of  Astoria  and  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Bankers  Association;  the  New  York  State  Bankers  As¬ 
sociation;  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  fraternal 
orders  be  holds  membership  in  the  Free  and  Accepted 


Masons;  and  finds  his  recreation  in  his  affiliation  writh 
the  Flushing  Country  Club.  His  political  convictions 
are  with  the  Republican  party,  and  he  and  his  family 
attend  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.

and  Mrs.  Moore  have  five  children,  Ella  Louise,  who 
is  now  Mrs.  E.  J.  Morthacker ;  Philip  Bartlett;  Eenja- 
min,  Jr.;  Margaret  Elizabeth;  and  Alexander  Parks; 
all  of  whom  were  born  in  Astoria.

Mr.  Woods  married,  November  17,  1918,  at  Flushing, 
Long  Island,  Florence  R.  Reilly,  born  at  Flushing,  a 
daughter  of  Henry  Reilly,  for  twenty  years  chief  clerk 
of  the  Appellate  term,  now  retired,  and  of  Agnes  (De¬ 
laney)  Reilly,  both  of  whom  are  living. 


EDWIN  P.  ROE,  the  president  of  the  Whitestone 
Bank,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  organizers,  is  the 
type  of  man  who,  brought  up  on  the  paternal  farm  and 
having  worked  on  it  as  a  boy,  still  clings  to  it  affec¬ 
tionately,  and  after  a  busy  and  successful  life  spent  in 
business  and  though  occupying  prominent  positions  in 
banking  and  financial  concerns,  prefers  contact  with  the 
soil  and  the  quiet  pleasures  and  wholesome  pursuits  of 
the  farmer  and  dweller  in  rural  surroundings.  Born 
June  25,  1867,  at  Whitestone,  Long  Island,  a  son  of  Sam¬ 
uel  D.  Roc,  a  farmer,  and  Mary  Emily  (Powell)  Roe, 
daughter  of  Edwin  Powell,  he  attended  public  schools 
and  high  school  at  Whitestone  and  Flushing,  and  after 
leaving  school  went  to  work  on  his  father’s  farm, 
which  he  still  runs  in  a  small  way.  In  1895  he  started  a 
real  estate  and  insurance  business,  which  he  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  conduct  up  to  the  present  time  (1925). 

In  1907  Mr.  Roe  became  president  of  the  Whitestone 
National  Bank,  and  besides  this  position  holds  the  fol¬ 
lowing  leading  responsibilities:  Vice-president  of  the 
Coliege  Point  Savings  Bank;  trustee  of  the  First  Mort¬ 
gage  Guarantee  Company,  of  Long  Island  City;  director 
of  the  Whitestone  Savings  and  Loan  Corporation;  and 
director  of  the  Glen  Cove  Mutual  Insurance  Company; 
and  secretary  of  the  Flushing  Cemetery  Association. 
From  1893  until  its  consolidation  with  New  York  City, 
Mr.  Roe  held  the  position  of  treasurer  of  the  village  of 
Whitestone.  During  the  World  War  he  did  patriotic 
service  as  chairman  of  the  Liberty  Loan  Committee. 
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Mr.  Roe  is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  of  the  Royal  Arcanum,  and  also  holds  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Columbia 
Club.  He  is  a  vestryman  of  Grace  Episcopal  Church. 


HORACE  D.  DOW,  M.  D. — A  leading  figure  in 
professional  circles  in  Maspeth  is  Dr.  Horace  D.  Dow, 
who  for  thirty  years  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine.  With  excellent  and  comprehensive  train¬ 
ing,  both  in  America  and  Europe,  and  long  institutional 
experience,  he  has  devoted  his  entire  career  thus  far  to 
his  activities  in  this  community,  having  opened  his  offices 
at  No.  25  Grand  Street,  in  1894,  and  being  still  located 
at  the  same  address.  Dr.  Dow  is  a  son  of  William  H. 
and  Caroline  (Tuck)  Dow,  both  now  deceased,  the 
father  for  many  years  a  leading  figure  in  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  furniture  in  the  State  of  Maine. 

Horace  D.  Dow  was  born  at  Vassalbourg,  Maine, 
February  15,  1864.  Attending  the  local  public  and  high 
schools  and  later  the  Colburn  Classical  Institute  of 
Maine,  he  covered  the  liberal  arts  course  at  Colby  Col¬ 
lege,  at  Waterville,  Maine,  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  the  class  of  1887,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  For  his  medical  course.  Dr.  Dow  came  to  New 
York  City,  and  entering  New  York  University  was 
graduated  from  that  institution  in  the  class  of  1891, 
with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  Thereafter  for 
two  years  he  served  on  the  staff  of  the  Lying-In  Hos¬ 
pital  in  New  York  City,  and  spent  one  year  in  Europe  in 
advance  study.

He  played  baseball 
for  fifteen  years  and  for  many  years  played  tennis,  but 
now  finds  his  greatest  pleasure  in  golf,  playing  fre¬ 
quently.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Old  Country  Club,  of 
Flushing.  His  religious  affiliation  is  with  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church. 

Dr.  Dow  married,  January  17,  1892,  in  New  York 
City,  Isabel  Munn,  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Caro¬ 
line  Munn.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dow  are  the  parents  of  two 
children:  Horace  G.,  born  June  20,  1896,  who  is  a 
graduate  of  Columbia  University,  and  is  now  in  the 
real  estate  business  in  New  York  City;  and  Dorothy, 
born  February  23,  1808,  a  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute; 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Old  Country  Club,  of  Flushing, 
and  has  won  prizes  in  the  amateur  tournaments. 


ROBERT  PRICE  BELL— Varied  and  interesting 
affairs  have  commanded  the  attention  of  Robert  Price 
Bell,  but  throughout  his  entire  career  thus  far  he  has 
allied  his  work  with  legal  advance.  Mr.  Bell  is  a  man 


of  large  ability,  whose  wide  experience  has  extended 
his  usefulness  to  a  breadth  seldom  achieved  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  professional  practice,  and  the  record 
of  his  life-work  is  of  definite  interest  to  the  people  of 
Long  Island.  He  is  a  son  of  Dr.  Wilson  F.  and  Ade¬ 
line  (Jacques)  Bell,  both  now  deceased,  his  father  a 
prominent  physician  of  his  day  and  surgeon  in  the 
United  States  Navy  during  the  Civil  War.  The  Bell 
and  Jacques  families  are  very  old  ones  in  America,  and 
Mr.  Bel!  is  the  sixth  generation  in  direct  descent  to 
bear  the  name  of  Robert  Price  Bell. 

Robert  Price  Bell  was  born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey, 
January  1,  1867.  His  education  was  begun  in  the  local 
public  schools,  and  following  the  completion  of  a  high 
school  course  at  Newark  he  attended  Newark  Academy, 
in  preparation  for  a  course  at  Princeton  University.  He 
attended  Princeton  University,  however,  for  only  a 
short  period,  having  an  opportunity  to  read  law  under 
the  late  Vice  Chancellor  Howell,  of  Newark.  His  dis¬ 
tinguished  preceptor  is  now  long  since  deceased,  but  the 
inspiration  gained  from  his  teachings  has  been  a  force 
of  marked  importance  in  Mr.  Bell’s  success.  Admitted 
to  the  bar  February  24,  18 88,  Mr.  Bell  established  him¬ 
self  in  private  practice,  but  seven  years  later  accepted 
the  position  of  private  counsel  to  Jacques  Le  Baudy. 
This  gave  him  the  opportunity  to  travel  extensively,  and 
accompanying  Mr.  Le  Baudy  on  his  travels,  Mr.  Bell 
once  made  the  grand  tour  around  the  world.  In  18-98 
Mr.  Bell  became  identified  with  the  “Waterbury  Repub¬ 
lican,”  of  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  in  which  connection 
he  was  engaged  for  some  years.  He  then  established 
himself  in  the  private  practice  of  law  in  New  York  City, 
continuing  until  1912,  when  he  located  permanently  in 
Flushing.  He  has  now  been  active  in  the  community 
for  twelve  years,  and  his  work  is  bearing  direct  sig¬ 
nificance  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  people.  Mr. 
Bell’s  public  services  have  been  limited  to  those  lines 
parallel  with  his  professional  work.  Supporting  the 
Republican  party,  he  accepted  the  appointment  in  1909 
as  deputy  attorney-general  for  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  later,  in  1921,  he  was  appointed  assistant  district 
attorney  of  Queens  County,  in  which  capacity  he  still 
serves.  He  was  active  as  counsel  for  the  county  clerk 
during  the  period  when  Mrs.  Clara  Rogers  held  that 
position,  and  in  all  public  service  his  work  is  eminently 
constructive.  During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Bell  served 
as  chief  registrar  for  the  local  draft  board  and  further 
bore  a  part  in  all  home  war  endeavors.  He  is  a  well 
known  member  of  the  Republican  Club,  and  influential 
in  the  councils  of  his  party. 

Mr.  Bell  resides  with  his  family  at  No.  592  South 
Seventeenth  Street,  Flushing,  Long  Island.  His  office 
is  at  No.  37  Main  Street,  Flushing. 


JAMES  F.  BARRY — Legal  interests  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  James  F.  Barry  for  nearly  twenty  years 
and  after  comprehensive  preparations  for  his  profession 
in  leading  American  institutions,  he  has  given  the  force 
of  his  strong  personality  to  present  day  legal  advance.

A.  C.  COMBES,  JR.,  M.  D.— Added  to  the  sub¬ 
stantial  arid  enduring  traditions,  professionally,  and  the 
valued  direction  of  home  training,  present-day  methods 
and  usages,  likewise,  have  been  the  means  of  equipping 
Dr.  Combes,  Jr.,  to  an  enviable  degree  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as.  medical  practioner  at  Elmhurst.  He  is 
known  throughout  this  section  as  a  physician  of  enter¬ 
prise  and  progress,  and  having  built  his  practice  upon 
approved  foundations,  he  possesses  the  regard  and  con¬ 
fidence  of  a  host  of  friends.  He  is  a  son  of  Dr.  A.  C. 
Combes,  senior,  the  oldest  physician  in  this  neighborhood, 
and  of  Marie  L.  Combes,  who  is  survived  by  her 
husband.

Carsen  Combes,  third,  born  February  8,  1920,  and  of 
Mary  Ellen  Combes,  born  April  22,  1921. 


R.  LESLIE  SMITH — One  of  the  many  lawyers 
who  during  the  World  War  have  rendered  signal  and 
indispensable  services  to  their  country  and  the  cause  of 
the  Allies  in  the  matter  of  recruiting  and  preparatory 
organizing  work  to  marshal  the  forces  of  victory,  is  Mr. 
R.  Leslie  Smith,  who  conducts  a  general  law  practice  in 
the  Astoria  section  of  Long  Island  City,  at  No.  209 
Steinway  Avenue.  Born  on  October  7,  1880,  at  Wood- 
side,  Long  Island,  a  son  of  Robert  C.,  a  bank  official, 
now  deceased,  and  of  Emily  (Burroughs)  Smith,  also 
deceased.  Air.  Smith  after  attending  the  public  and 
high  schools  of  Woodside,  matriculated  as  a  student  of 
Columbia  University  and  in  1901  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws.  In  Alarch,  1902,  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  and  at  the  same  time  became  associated  with 
Ludlow  &  Townsend,  of  New  York  City,  remaining 
with  them  until  1904,  when  he  opened  an  office  of  his 
own,  the  one  on  Steimvay  Avenue,  and  engaged  in  gen¬ 
eral  legal  work  which  he  has  continued  up  to  the  present 
time  with  great  success.

On  October  22,  1907,  Mr.  Smith  married,  at  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Long  Island,  Jennie  Oliver  Jones,  a  daughter  of 
David  O.  and  Winifred  (Owens)  Jones,  both  now  liv¬ 
ing  at  Flushing.  Air.  and  Airs.  Smith  are  the  parents  of 
two  children:  Alarion  E. ;  Robert  L.  The  family  resi¬ 
dence  is  at  Woodside. 


REV.  EDWARD  J.  MURTAUGH,  O.  S.  A.— The 

religious  history  of  Flushing  has  given  to  the  world 
many  names  of  distinction  and  eminent  value  to  the 
people  in  years  gone  by,  the  church  taking  its  place  in 
the  development  and  progress  of  the  community  from 
the  early  years  of  pioneer  effort.  In  the  large  group 
of  devoted  and  brilliantly  endowed  clergymen  who  are 
now  carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  church,  Rev. 
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Edward  J.  Murtaugh,  O.  S.  A.,  is  a  noteworthy  figure, 
for  his  services  to  the  church  which  he  represents  form 
a  record  of  self-forgetfulness  and  whole-souled  devotion 
to  duty.  As  pastor  of  one  of  the  most  important 
churches  of  Flushing  for  the  past  three  years,  he  has 
done  a  great  work  in  this  community,  and  his  efforts  are 
constantly  reaching  wider  and  greater  fruition.  Father 
Murtaugh  is  a  son  of  Edward  J.  and  Mary  (Sea- 
greaves)  Murtaugh,  and  his  father,  who  was  a  noted 
contractor  of  Pennsylvania,  is  now  deceased,  but  the 
mother  is  still  living. 

Father  Murtaugh  was  born  in  Mechanicsville,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  September  30,  1S74.  His  early  education  was 
received  in  the  public  and  high  schools  at  Catasauqua, 
Pennsylvania,  after  which  he  attended  Yillanova  Col¬ 
lege,  at  Yillanova,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  ordained  by 
the  late  Archbishop  Ryan,  September  23,  1S99.  Father 
Murtaugh’s  first  appointment  was  to  the  Augustinian 
Mission  at  Schaghticoke,  New  York,  after  which  for 
sixteen  years  he  was  assistant  of  St.  Augustine’s  Church, 
in  Philadelphia.  At  the  Provincial  Chapter  of  the 
Augustinian  Fathers,  held  in  1918  at  Villanova,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Father  Murtaugh  was  named  procurator  of  St. 
Augustine’s,  and  was  also  elected  a  definiter.  The  ardu¬ 
ous  duties  connected  with  these  offices  engaged  his  atten¬ 
tion  for  the  next  few  years,  then,  in  October,  1921,  he 
was  made  pastor  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  St. 
Nicholas  of  Tolentine,  at  the  corner  of  Flushing  Avenue 
and  Union  Turnpike,  in  Flushing.  The  work  he  has 
accomplished  in  this  parish  is  worthy  of  the  highest 
commendation,  for  in  his  tireless  endeavors  he  has 
brought  the  congregation  to  a  higher  spiritual  level  and 
increased  its  numbers  in  a  marked  degree.  He  has  done 
much  to  improve-  the  church  property  and  beautify  the 
church  edifice,  while  in  his  pastoral  work  among  the 
people  he  has  looked  after  the  spiritual  and  material 
needs  of  his  flock  and  won  their  sincere  and  lasting 
affection.  Father  Murtaugh  is  interested  in  every  phase 
of  civic  or  general  progress,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
World  War,  after  giving  his  tireless  efforts  to  the  activ¬ 
ities  of  the  period,  he  carried  through  a  splendid 
memorial.  At  that  time  he  was  in  Philadelphia,  and 
was  appointed  president  of  a  large  committee  of  citizens 
organized  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  memorial  to 
soldiers  from  the  Sixth,  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Wards 
of  that  city.  Under  Father  Murtaugh’s  able  leadership 
the  committee  raised  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  dig¬ 
nified  and  beautiful  memorial,  which  now  forms  one  of 
the  inspiring  emblems  of  patriotic  spirit  which  mean  so 
much  to  this  country.  He  has  made  his  name  one  of 
definite  and  permanent  significance  to  the  borough  of 
Flushing,  and  in  his  tireless  endeavors  the  people  are 
receiving  large  benefit. 


LOUIS  D.  RETZ,  M.  D. — In  the  prominence  which 
Dr.  Louis  D.  Retz  has  attained  in  Elmhurst,  the  pro¬ 
fession  recognized  a  definite  promise  of  high  attainment 
in  the  future  and  as  one  of  the  representative  young 
men  of  the  day  in  the  medical  professional  he  holds  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  the  people.  A  native  of  the 
State  of  New  York  and  educated  in  its  institutions,  Dr. 
Retz  is  demonstrating  the  lofty  ideals  and  purposes  of 
the  profession  and  his  work  is  contributing  in  no  small 


degree  to  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  people  of 
Elmhurst.  Dr.  Retz  is  a  son  of  Henry  and  Edith 
(Bouck)  Retz,  his  father  the  owner  and  manager  of  a 
chain  of  successful  creameries  until  his  retirement. 

Louis  D.  Retz  was  born  at  Center  Village,  New 
York,  January  9,  1897.  Following  his  elementary 

studies  he  attended  the  Walton  High  School,  class 
1914,  then  entered  Syracuse  University,  from  which  he 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1918. 
Continuing  his  studies  at  the  same  institution,  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the  class 
of  1920,  and  devoted  sixteen  months  to  his  interneship 
at  the  Wyckoff  Heights  Hospital  in  Brooklyn.  He  also 
served  as  assistant  physician  at  the  State  Hospital, 
Brooklyn,  then  in  1922,  established  himself  in  private 
practice  in  Elmhurst.  Going  forward  along  general 
lines  of  practice,  Dr.  Retz  has  developed  his  interests  to 
a  point  where  he  is  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  suc¬ 
cessful  men  in  this  vital  field  and  in  connection  with  his 
private  activities,  he  does  industrial  surgical  work  for 
the  various  corporations  engaged  in  manufacturing 
activities  about  Elmhurst.

FREDERICK  CARPENTER,  M.  D.—In  the  pro¬ 
gressive  group  of  young  men  whose  professional  activ¬ 
ities  are  attracting  the  general  attention  on  Long  Island, 
Dr.  Frederick  Carpenter  holds  leading  rank.  Dr.  Car¬ 
penter  has  demonstrated  his  ability  as  a  physician  and 
surgeon,  and  while  his  standing  in  the  profession  is  high, 
the  practical  application  of  his  endeavors  in  his  work  is 
of  even  greater  significance,  for  his  success  is  of  more 
than  passing  significance.

REV.  JOHN  T1NNEY — In  the  period  of  less  than 
thirteen  years  during  which  Reverend  Father  John 
Tinney  has  labored  in  the  village  of  Springfield,  he  has 
done  wonders  in  the  forwarding,  development  and  up¬ 
building  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen.  Ap¬ 
pointed  to  this  community  for  the  definite  purpose  of 
organizing  this  parish,  and  in  charge  of  its  growth 
from  the  beginning,  Father  Tinney  has  won  a  lofty 
position  in  the  regard  of  his  own  people,  while  he 
commands  the  respect  of  all.  In  every  phase  of  local 
progress  he  endorses  forward-looking  effort,  and  his 
faithfulness  to  his  trust  as  the  spiritual  leader  and  guide 
of  the  people  is  a  shining  example  of  zeal  in  a  holy 
cause.  Father  Tinney  is  a  native  of  Ireland  and  a  son 
of  John  and  Margaret  (Gallagher)  Tinney,  both  now- 
deceased,  his  father  active  as  a  National  school  teacher 
throughout  his  lifetime.

But  notwithstanding  this  discouraging  begin¬ 
ning,  Father  Tinney  persevered  in  his  efforts  for  the 
religious  well  being  of  the  people  and  before  the  close 
of  the  year  a  school  was  founded.  He  built  a  hand¬ 
some  school  building  in  1914,  also  a  rectory,  and  the 
property  is  now  worth  more  than  $300,000.  Among 
those  who  know  Father  Tinney’s  activities  best,  his 
efforts  are  most  sincerely  appreciated  and  it  is  said  by 
them  that  he  is  one  of  the  most  zealous  pastors  in  the 
diocese,  never  ceasing  in  his  efforts  to  advance  the 
welfare  of  the  congregation  and  lead  its  people  to  ever 
higher  levels  of  spiritual  attainment.  Fie  is  one  of  the 
universally  honored  and  well  loved  members  of  the 
clergy  on  Long  Island  to-day,  and  his  work  is  counting 
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largely  for  the  general  prosperity  and  well  being. 
Father  Tinney  is  an  active  and  enthusiastic  member  of 
the  Knights  of  Columbus;  also  a  member  of  the  Holy 
Name  Society. 


JUDGE  JOHN  M.  CRAGEN— The  career  of  Judge 
John  M.  Cragen  is  one  marked  by  honorable  service 
rendered  to  the  people  in  the  various  offices  that  he  has 
occupied  as  well  as  in  the  influence  that  he  has  spread  in 
his  various  civic,  social  and  religious  affiliations.  He  is 
a  citizen  active  in  all  matters  that  pertain  to  the  public 
welfare,  and  his  legal  and  judicial  inind  but  crown  the 
stature  of  a  man  whose  feet  are  firmly  planted  in 
the  integrity  of  character.

Brown,  son  of 
Joseph  Brown,  was  born  in  Astoria,  on  October  19, 
1890.

A  son  Joseph  Brown,  Jr.,  was  born 
April  18,  1914.  Air.  Brown  and  his  family  attend  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Flushing. 


PERCY  LOTT  DE  NYSE— Physician  and  lecturer 
in  well-known  medical  colleges,  Dr.  De  Nyse,  after  a 
decade  of  practice,  came  to  Richmond  Hill,  where  he 
has  followed  his  profession  ever  since.  He  is  one  of  the 
active  citizens  in  the  community  where  he  resides,  and 
his  helpfulness  is  of  a  progressive  nature  that  is  assist¬ 
ing  in  the  development  and  advancement  of  the  com¬ 
munity  along  several  lines.  The  name  De  Nyse  is  of 
French  extraction,  and  in  early  days  was  variously 
spelled,  some  of  the  forms  being  Denice,  Nyssen,  and  de 
Nyse.  Emigrants  of  the  name  came  to  this  country  as 
early  as  1631,  and  settled  in  New  Amsterdam  and  the 
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surrounding  neighborhood.  The  name  Lott  was  originally 
spelled  Loten,  and  one  Peter  Loten  came  to  this  country 
in  1651 ;  the  name  later  took  the  form  of  Lot  and  Lott. 

Percy  Lott  De  Nyse  was  born  October  8,  1883,  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  son  of  Rulif  and  Helen  (Lott) 
De  Nyse,  his  father  during  his  lifetime  in  the  electrical 
typing  business,  and  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  both  of 
his  parents  now  deceased.  The  son  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Brooklyn,  and  at 
Dartmouth  College,  from  which  institution  he  received  his 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1905.  He  then  became  a 
student  at  the  New  York  Homoeopathic  Medical  Col¬ 
lege,  from  which  he  received  his  degree  of  Medical  Doc¬ 
tor,  class  of  1909.  On  the  completion  of  his  studies 
along  this  line,  Dr.  De  Nyse  became  interne  at  the 
Cumberland  Street  Hospital,  and  after  his  service  there, 
began  his  private  practice  in  19x0  in  Brooklyn.

HENRY  C.  BOHACK — A  man  with  an  idea  and 
sufficient  force  and  judgment  to  carry  that  idea  into 
effect — that  is  Henry  C.  Bohack,  and  in  the  magnitude  of 
his  achievement  the  ability  of  the  man  is  very  definitely 
and  comprehensively  appraised.  The  eight  and  one-half 
acres  in  the  borough  of  Queens,  which  are  covered  by- 
buildings  of  the  finest  modern  construction,  forms  the 
center  of  wide  activities  which  have  been  set  in  motion 
and  stabilized  by  this  master  mind,  and  all  for  the  dis¬ 
tribution  among  the  people  of  daily  needs  in  the  way  of 
food  and  household  supplies.  The  alert,  far-visioned 
personality  of  the  man  at  the  head  of  this  great  enterprise 
stands  for  the  highest  efficiency  in  this  branch  of  distri¬ 
bution,  and  this  vast  extent  of  storage  space  and  equip¬ 
ment  is  known  to  the  trade  as  the  great  Bohack  “Cup¬ 
boards.”  Henry  C.  Bohack  is  a  son  of  Christian  and 
Dorothea  (Postel)  Bohack,  his  father  a  successful 
farmer  of  Germany. 

Henry  C.  Bohack  was  born  in  Germany-,  June  15,  1865, 
and  received  a  practical  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  land.  Coming  to  America  at  the  age  of  sev¬ 
enteen  years,  Mr.  Bohack  reached  Brooklyn  in  1882 
and  found  his  first  occupation  as  a  clerk  in  a  small  gro¬ 


cery  store.  Remaining  for  three  years,  he  then  bought 
a  half  interest  in  the  business,  but  at  the  end  of  a  some¬ 
what  longer  period  bought  out  his  partner’s  share.  He 
then  established  his  first  independent  store  May  25,  1889, 
locating  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Givinett  streets, 
and  continued  active  alone  until  1903.  Meanwhile,  during 
this  period  of  some  fourteen  years,  Mr.  Bohack  went 
forward  on  a  decidedly  original  plan.  He  would  train 
a  man  to  conduct  a  store,  sell  him  a  half  interest  in  the 
business,  then  leave  him  to  go  ahead  while  Mr.  Bohack 
himself  started  another  enterprise.  In  the  same  way 
he  would  find  a  suitable  associate,  give  him  a  sound  foot¬ 
ing  or  basis  upon  which  to  go  forward  and  leave  him 
when  he  had  gained  his  strength,  so  to  speak,  to  conduct 
the  business  alone.  In  1903  Mr.  Bohack’s  enterprises  had 
reached  so  widely  and  become  so  important  that  he  felt 
the  need  of  other  associates  with  executive  responsibility. 
He,  accordingly,  incorporated  but  continued  along  the 
same  general  plan.  In  1913  a  reincorporation  was  ef¬ 
fected,  and  an  even  more  definite  policy  of  expansion  was 
adopted.  Throughout  many  of  the  rural  and  suburban 
communities  of  Long  Island,  Mr.  Bohack  established 
stores  in  the  same  manner  until  in  February,  1923,  this 
great  group  included  three  hundred  and  thirty  stores,  of 
which  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  have  meat  departments 
in  addition  to  the  regular  cash  and  carry  grocery  stock. 
During  all  this  history  of  achievement  along  original  and 
eminently  practical  lines  the  problem  of  supply  was  one 
of  the  greatest  of  which  this  important  executive  had  to 
meet.  It  was  characteristic  of  the  man  that  he  saw  the 
problem  and  that  in  an  original  and  thoroughly  efficient 
way.  Securing  a  most  desirable  location  at  the  junction 
of  Metropolitan  and  Flushing  avenues,  in  Queens  County, 
he  began  building.  He  was  not  satisfied  with  only  half¬ 
way  measures,  but  planned  for  the  highest  possible 
achievement.  The  result  stands  in  twenty-five  great 
buildings,  equipped  with  every  modern  device  for  effi¬ 
ciently  and  rapidly  handling  and  storing  grocery  and 
meat  stocks.  These  buildings  cover  a  floor  area  of 
280,000  square  feet,  and  with  the  necessary  avenues  of 
approach  and  division  cover  a  ground  area  of  eight  and 
one-half  acres.  The  plant  includes  an  independent  forty- 
three  car  railroad  siding;  water  supply  system,  and  has  a 
street  frontage  of  1.094  feet.  A  pork  department, 
equipped  for  cutting  hogs,  smoke  houses,  a  bologna 
manufacturing  plant,  a  refrigeration  plant  and  an  ice 
plant,  and  a  three-story  bakery  building,  the  most  modern 
in  the  country,  with  a  daily  capacity  of  30,000  loaves,  are 
additional  features  which  enable  the  Bohack  stores  to 
offer  an  unexcelled  service.  From  these  great  “Cup¬ 
boards”  the  daily  supply  of  meats,  groceries,  fish,  bolog¬ 
nas.  vegetables,  etc.,  gathered  from  the  world’s  choicest 
markets,  and  from  every  country  on  the  face  of  the 
globe,  is  distributed  to  the  retail  stores,  from  which  the 
people  of  the  greater  part  of  Long  Island,  as  well  as  the 
metropolitan  district,  supply  their  daily  needs.  The  plant 
shows  not  only  in  its  inception  and  in  its  design  the  orig¬ 
inality  and  force  of  the  man  who  planned  it,  but  in 
every  detail  of  equipment  and  in  every  phase  of  operation 
as  related  to  the  general  scheme.  Every  precaution  is 
taken  for  the  safety,  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  em¬ 
ployees,  and  it  comprises  from  every  angle  of  vision  an 
eminently  modern  and  model  plant.  The  erection  of 
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this  great  plant  was  begun  in  1920,  and  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  the  entire  plant,  with  the  exception  of  the 
offices  and  bakery  is  all  on  one  floor.  The  office  build¬ 
ings  are  two-story  structures,  the  bakery  three  floors. 

Mr.  Bohack  is  well  known  in  financial  circles.  He 
has  been  a  director  of  the  People’s  National  Bank  since 
its  establishment,  he  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Hamburg 
Savings  Bank,  and  a  member  of  the  advisory  board  for 
Brooklyn  and  Queen  of  the  Bank  of  Manhattan  Com¬ 
pany.  Mr.  Bohack  is  actively  interested  in  the  Brooklyn 
Qiamber  of  Commerce,  as  well  as  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  of  the  borough  of  Queens,  where  he  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors.  Aside  from  these,  Mr.  Bohack 
holds  few  affiliations  which  distract  his  time  and  atten¬ 
tion  from  the  great  achievement  of  his  life,  but  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  the  Benev¬ 
olent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  His  religious  con¬ 
nection  is  with  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Church,  at  Fifth 
and  Rodney  streets,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  of  which  he 
is  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  for  many  years 
he  has  been  a  trustee  of  the  Wartburgh  Orphan  Farm 
School  at  Mount  Vernon,  New  York.

JOHN  JAMIESON — John  Jamieson,  president  and 
director  of  the  Rockaway  Beach  National  Bank,  Rock- 
away  Beach,  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the 
commercial  and  financial  interests  of  that  section  for 
many  years,  having  been  in  the  building  material  and 
coal  business  for  nearly  fifty  years.  His  activities  are 
also  directed  toward  educational,  religious  and  hospital 
affairs  in  Rockaway  Beach,  and  he  is  connected  with 
two  business  men’s  organizations  in  that  vicinity. 

A  native  of  Scotland,  Mr.  Jamieson  is  the  son  of 
James  and  Jane  (Taylor)  Jamieson,  having  been  born 
November  22,  1851.  His  parents  were  both  born  in 
Scotland,  the  mother  on  April  15,  1813,  and  the  father, 
March  1,  1812.  They  emigrated  to  this  country  when 
their  son  John  was  young  in  years  and  settled  in  Brook¬ 
lyn.  In  this  city  John  Jamieson  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools.  In  1874,  wdien  he  was  twenty- 
three  years  of  age  he  engaged  in  business  on  his  own 
account  as  a  builder  at  Rockaway  Beach.  In  1877,  he 
enlarged  the  scope  of  his  establishment  by  selling 
builder’s  materials  and  coal.  Success  attended  his 
efforts  from  the  beginning,  and  in  Rockaway  Beach  and 
vicinity  are  to  be  found  many  buildings  standing  as  tes¬ 
timonials  to  his  ability  as  a  builder.  One  of  his  great¬ 
est  achievements,  however,  is  the  causeway  across 
Jamaica  Bay,  connecting  Rockaway  Beach  with  the  city, 
which  is  now  (1925)  nearing  completion.  Mr.  Jamieson 
was  one  of  the  leaders  in  advocating  this  roadway  and 
has  for  twenty-five  years  worked  zealously  with  those 
associated  with  him  to  bring  about  its  completion. 
Recently,  Mr.  Jamieson  and  those  interested  in  this  great 
undertaking  had  the  gratification  of  witnessing  the  offi¬ 
cial  opening  of  the  first  completed  section  of  this  cause¬ 
way.  This,  when  finished  will  represent  one  of  the  most 
extensive  pieces  of  marine  concrete  construction  in  the 
world,  entailing  a  cost  of  $7,000,000.  At  the  dedication 
ceremonies  at  which  thousands  were  in  attendance,  and 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  well  as  wiany 


other  distinguished  representatives  assisted,  Mr.  Jamie¬ 
son  had  the  honor  of  being  chairman  of  the  meeting. 
In  one  of  the  recent  newspaper  publications  were  found 
these  words:  “Nobody  has  done  more  for  the  Rock- 
aways — especially  in  the  matter  of  the  Causeway — than 
John  Jamieson.”  .... 

Mr.  Jamieson  participates  with  his  fellow  business  men 
in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  community  by  his 
membership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Queens 
and  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Rockaway  Beach.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  filling  the  offices  of  president  and  director  of  the 
Rockaway  Beach  National  Bank,  he  has  been  school 
trustee  ten  years,  having  the  honor  of  being  the  first 
elected  trustee.  He  was  also  the  first  elected  trustee  to 
organize  the  district,  and  held  this  office  for  ten  years. 
He  is  a  director  of  the  Rockaway  Beach  Hospital,  and 
has  been  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  of  Rockaway  Beach,  since  1S85, 
and  during  all  this  time  has  been  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  school. 

John  Jamieson  married,  July  23,  1873,  Fannie  Sturgis, 
of  Brooklyn,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
daughters:  Adelaide,  who  married  William  Rogers; 
Lillian,  who  married  M.  J.  Charde;  and  Ella,  who 
became  the  wife  of  Edward  Zimmerman.  Mrs.  Jamie¬ 
son  passed  away  May  25,  1905,  and  on  January  23, 
1907,  Mr.  Jamieson  married  (second)  Harriet  L.  Bar¬ 
ber.  To  this  marriage  has  been  born  four  children: 
Constance,  Malcolm,  Walter,  and  Frank. 


REV.  JOSEPH  A.  GOELLER— Many  years  of 
loving  service  in  the  interests  of  religion  stand  to  the 
credit  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Goeller,  who  for  eighteen 
years  has  served  the  parishioners  of  Brooklyn  and  Long 
Island  without  hope  of  greater  reward  than  a  con¬ 
sciousness  of  being  in  the  right,  and  of  having  performed 
his  duties  as  he  saw  them  without  swerving  to  more  gain¬ 
ful  occupations.  Fie  stands  to-day  as  a  true  son  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  loved  and  respected  not  only  by  a  wide 
circle  of  friends,  but  by  the  many  people  with  whom  he 
has  come  in  contact,  in  his  own  and  other  denominations. 

Rev.  Joseph  A.  Goeller  was  born  December  3,  1882, 
in  Elmont,  Long  Island,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Mag¬ 
dalena  Goeller.  His  father  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade 
and  a  wagon  manufacturer  of  Elmont,  having  gone  there 
in  the  year  1871.  After  an  honorable  and  useful  life 
he  passed  away,  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him.  Father 
Goeller  in  his  youth  had  a  profound  love  for  the  church, 
and  obtained  his  early  education  at  St.  Boniface  Pa¬ 
rochial  School  of  Elmont,  and  later  in  1S96.  entered  St. 
Anselm’s-  College,  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  and  in 
1901  St.  John’s  Seminary.  After  completing  his  semi¬ 
nary  course  he  was  ordained  a  priest  on  June  9.  1906. 

After  his  ordination,  he  said  his  first  mass  in  his  home 
parish,  St.  Boniface,  at  Elmont.  That  same  year  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  first  assignment  to  St.  Barbara,  Brooklyn,  a 
post  at  which  he  remained  for  a  period  of  four  years, 
from  1900  to  1910.  F'or  the  next  fourteen  years  he  was 
assigned  to  St.  Benedict’s,  also  of  Brooklyn.  His  service 
at  St.  Benedict’s  terminated  in  1924.  The  confidence  of 
his  superiors  was  manifested  in  the  fact  that  in  July  of 
the  latter  year  he  was  sent  to  Rosedale,  Long  Island,  to 
establish  a  new  parish  under  the  patronage  of  St.  Clare. 
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At  the  present  time  he  has  a  temporary  church,  but  in 
the  near  future  expects  to  break  ground  for  a  new 
permanent  church  and  rectory’  at  a  cost  of  §175,000. 


WILLIAM  JOSEPH  DOLAN — A  prominent 
banker,  clubman  and  citizen  in  Far  Rockaway  is  William 
Joseph  Dolan,  a  native  of  the  place,  who  has  lived  there 
all  his  life  and  achieved  success.  Mr.  Dolan  has  risen 
from  junior  clerk  in  a  small  Far  Rockaway  bank  to 
manager  of  the  Rockaway  Park  branch  of  a  large 
merged  banking  corporation.  lie  is  active  in  civic  af¬ 
fairs,  and  is  known  tor  his  interest  in  the  city. 

William  Joseph  Dolan  was  born  in  Far  Rockaway', 
November  23,  1882,  the  son  of  Timothy  W.  Dolan,  a 
builder,  and  Catherine  Dolan.  Fie  was  educated  in  St. 
Mary’s  School  and  in  the  Far  Rockaway  High  School. 
His  first  banking  experience  was  acquired  in  the  em¬ 
ploy  of  the  Far  Rockaway  Bank  as  junior  clerk.  This 
bank  later  merged  with  the  Bank  of  Long  Island,  Mr. 
Dolan  continuing  as  clerk  with  the  amalgamated  con¬ 
cern.  Later,  when  the  merged  corporation  united  with 
the  Bank  of  the  Manhattan  Company,  Mr.  Dolan  was 
appointed  manager  of  the  Rockaway  Park  branch,  and  in 
addition  to  this  has  been  elected  an  officer  of  this  com¬ 
pany  and  made  assistant  cashier. 

His  activity  in  the  interests  of  the  city  and  county 
brought  Mr.  Dolan  a  trusteeship  in  the  Queensborough 
Public  Library,  a  post  which  he  still  holds.

GRANVILLE  HARMAN  FtOME — Identified  with 
many  business  enterprises  during  his  career  and  to-day 
Granville  Harman  Rome  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  October 
9,  1R82.  He  is  a  son  of  William  M.  and  Sarah  J.  Rome, 
the  former  a  Civil  War  veteran,  and  in  vocation  an 
internal  revenue  collector.  He  acquired  his  formal  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Brooklyn  public  schools  and  high  school,  and 
finishing  his  studies,  became  associated  with  the  Boyn¬ 
ton  Furnace  Company,  and  later  connected  with  the 
Brevoort  Savings  Bank  of  Brooklyn.  Later  he  became 
secretary  of  the  Bulkley  &  Horton  Company,  president 
of  the  Cohassett  Realty  Company,  trustee  of  the  Bre¬ 
voort  Savings  Bank,  secretary  of  the  B.  &  H.  Holding 
Company,  and  president  of  the  Phillip  &  Sussman 
Corporation,  and  vice-president  of  the  Long  Island  Bond 
and  Mortgage  Guarantee  Corporation.  Besides  being  a 
trustee  of  the  Brevoort  Savings  Bank  he  is  a  member  of 
the  finance  committee  and  also  on  the  appraisal  board, 
and  is  a  director  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associ¬ 
ation,  Bedford  branch.  In  fraternal  circles  he  is  a

JAMES  T.  HALLINAN — Taking  rank  among  the 
younger  leading  lawyers  of  New  York  City,  James  T. 
Hallinan,  of  the  firm  of  Hallinan  &  Groh,  located  at  No. 
35  Nassau  Street,  is  also  prominent  in  fraternal  circles, 
particularly  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks,  since,  as  president  of  the  corporation  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  building  committee  of  Queensborough  Lodge. 
No.  878,  he  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the  construction 
and  completion  of  the  recently  dedicated  million-dollar 
Elks’  home,  one  of  the  finest  and  most  sumptuously 
appointed  lodge  buildings  in  the'  United  States.  Mr.

His  father  born  in  Calicoon,  Sullivan  County,  New 
York,  has  been  retired  for  many  years  from  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  a  builder  in  New  York  City,  and  lives  at 
Kingsbridge,  New  York.

Having  attended  the  grade  and  high  schools  of  New 
York  City  James  T.  Hallinan  next  entered  the  New 
York  Evening  High  School  for  Young  Men,  whence  he 
was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1909.  He  then,  having 
elected  the  law  as  his  profession,  entered  the  New  York 
Law  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  the  class 
of  1911  with  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  He  was  admitted  to 
practice  before  the  courts  of  the  State  of  New  York 
in  October,  1911.  Fie  at  once  entered  upon  the  practice 
of  his  profession,  establishing  the  law  firm  of  Hallinan

Mr.  Hallinan  married,  July  8,  1916,  at  New  York 
City,  Elizabeth  Weeks,  daughter  of  Charles  E.  and 
Mary  Weeks,  of  that  city.  They  have  three  children: 
I.  Joan,  born  June  I,  1918.  2.  Richard,  born  April  1, 
1922.  3.  Patricia,  born  October  7,  1923. 


THEODORE  J.  GROH— In  the  legal  affairs  of 
Long  Island  Theodore  J.  Groh  holds  a  noteworthy  posi¬ 
tion,  and  his  work  is  counting  in  more  than  a  casual  way 
for  the  general  welfare  and  progress  of  the  region. 
He  is  a  prominent  metropolitan  lawyer,  with  offices  on 
Nassau  Street,  and  a  branch  office  in  Long  Island  City, 
which  has  developed  and  grown  to  increasing  import¬ 
ance.  As  a  resident  of  Elmhurst  he  is  recognized  among 
the  progressive  and  noteworthy  men  of  the  day.  He  is 
a  son  of  Julius  T.  and  Catherine  (Roesner)  Groh,  of 
German  descent,  and  respected  residents  of  New  York 
City  for  many  years.  The  father,  who  died  May  29, 
1920,  was  active  for  many  years  in  manufacturing  and 
industrial  circles,  but  lived  retired  for  some  time  prior 
to  his  death.  The  mother  died  January  15,  1914. 

Theodore  J.  Groh  was  born  in  New  York  City,  August 
23,  1885.  Receiving  his  early  education  in  Public  School 
No.  14,  he  attended  Newtown  High  School,  covered  the 
classical  course  at  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  College,  and 
then  prepared  for  his  professional  activities  at  the  New 
York  Law  School,  being  graduated  with  the  class  of 

1912.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  his  native  State  in 

1913,  following  which  he  immediately  established  him¬ 
self  in  the  practice  of  law  at  No.  35  Nassau  Street,  New 
York  City,  where  he  is  still  located,  in  the  successful 
partnership  known  as  Hallinan  &  Groh.  The  success  of 


this  firm  is  a  matter  of  general  recognition,  and  as  a 
leading  member  of  the  firm  Mr.  Groh  commands  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  the  profession  generally.  In 
October,  1923,  Mr.  Groh  founded  a  branch  office  in  Long 
Island  City,  at  No.  316  Bridge  Plaza  South,  thus  en¬ 
abling  Mr.  Groh’s  many  Long  Island  clients  to  reach 
him  more  conveniently.  However,  due  to  the  pressure 
of  business  at  the  metropolitan  office,  Mr.  Groh  was 
forced  to  discontinue  this  lucrative  branch  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  in  October,  1924,  which  necessary  action  was  a 
source  of  disappointment  to  the  Long  Island  clients,  who 
had  come  to  appreciate  his  services.  Mr.  Groh  to-day 
is  one  of  the  important  and  prominent  members  of  the 
local  legal  fraternity,  and  his  reputation  as  a  talented 
lawyer  has  spread  throughout  Greater  New  York.

LAURENCE  COLLINS— In  the  world  of  con¬ 
struction  on  Long  Island  Laurence  Collins  is  recognized 
as  a  man  of  important  interests  and  wide  activities,  and 
with  headquarters  at  Whitestone  he  is  doing  a  large  and 
constantly  increasing  business.  His  interest  in  other 
branches  of  present-day  advance  links  his  name  with 
many  useful  endeavors,  and  he  is  considered  one  of  the 
foremost  men  of  the  day  in  this  community.  He  is  a  son 
of  Laurence  and  Mary  (Quinn)  Collins,  his  father 
active  as  a  farmer  and  contractor  during  his  lifetime,  but 
both  parents  now  deceased.

When  the  amount  of  value 
constantly  under  its  supervision  is  considered,  together 
with  the  number  of  residences  which  have  been  built  and 
purchased  by  its  aid,  this  is  a  very  remarkable  and 
highly  commendable  record.  In  public  affairs  Mr.  Col¬ 
lins  takes  a  deep  interest,  although  caring  little  for  the 
honors  of  office.  He  served  as  assessor  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  was  formerly  a  trustee  of  the  old  village  of 
Whitestone.  In  addition  to  his  position  as  a  charter 
member  of  the  Whitestone  Building  and  Loan  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  a  charter  member  of  the  Whitestone  Bank,  of 
which  he  is  a  member  of  its  first  board  of  directors,  Mr. 
Collins  is  affiliated  with  the  Whitestone  Improvement 
Association,  the  Whitestone  Business  Men’s  Association, 
and  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  His  religious  affiliation  is 
with  St.  Luke’s  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Laurence  Collins  married,  February  2,  189S,  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  Catherine  Frances  Martin,  daughter  of  Lawrence 
and  Catherine  (Slavin)  Martin,  prominent  residents  of 
Brooklyn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Collins  are  the  parents  of  five 
children :  Laurence  F.,  John  II.,  Catherine  C.,  Mar¬ 
guerite,  and  Thomas  A. 


JOHN  E.  LAUL,  M.  D. — Among  the  professional 
men  of  Elmhurst  who  have  cast  their  lot  with  that  of 
their  home  township,  retaining  old  friendships  and  add¬ 
ing  thereto  many  new  ones,  was  Dr.  Laul,  who  estab¬ 
lished  his  headquarters  here,  and  was  in  practice  tor 
some  years,  with  the  success  consequent  upon  the  faith¬ 
ful  administration  of  training  and  skill.  Dr.  Laul  pos¬ 
sessed  to  a  pleasing  degree  of  utilization  the  gift  of  a 
comprehension  of  the  general  and  the  local  requirements 
of  his  profession.  He  was  a  faithful  servant  of  his 
country  in  the  World  War.  He  was  a  son  of  John  and 
Catherine  Laul,  both  of  whom  are  living,  Mr.  Laul,  Sr., 
having  retired  from  the  proprietorship  of  a  hotel  in  1916. 

Dr.  John  E.  Laul,  was  born  in  Elmhurst,  May  26,  1894. 
and  died  May  12,  1924.  He  received  his  early  education 
in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Elmhurst,  but  later 
went  to  the  Newtown  High  School,  and  in  preparation 
for  his  life  work,  he  graduated  at  New  York  Hospital 
and  Flower  Hospital  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Med¬ 
icine.  He  entered  into  the  practice  of  medicine  in  his 
home  town  in  1020,  and  so  continued  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  carried  on  a  general  practice,  and  proved 
very  successful  throughout  his  career. 

At  the  call  of  the  World  War  Dr.  Laul  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Navy  in  1017,  with  the  rank  of  lieu¬ 
tenant,  being  stationed  at  both  the  Naval  Hospital  in 
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Philadelphia,  and  in  Washington.  He  was  not  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  in  1919,  but  he  remained  in  the  Reserve  Force  until 
he  received  his  discharge  in  September,  1921.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Newtown  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Pro¬ 
tective  Order  of  Elks,  and  was  a  communicant  of  the 
Lutheran  Church. 


JOHN  PASTA,  though  still  a  young  man,  has 
already  made  for  himself  a  favorable  reputation  in  the 
Brooklyn  and  New  York  courts,  where  he  is  regarded  as 
one  of  the  promising  members  of  the  younger  generation 
of  attorneys. 

The  son  of  Santi  and  Santa  Pasta,  Mr.  Pasta  was 
born  on  October  10,  1897,  in  Brooklyn.  He  went 
through  the  graded  schools  of  that  city,  and  then  fin¬ 
ished  at  the  Brooklyn  Boys’  High  School,  always  having 
the  intention  to  become  a  lawyer  foremost  in  his 
mind.  Therefore,  after  his  preparatory  education,  he 
attended  the  College  of  the  City  of  New’  York,  and 
on  finishing  there  studied  at  the  Columbia  University 
Law  School.  He  was  an  apt  student,  and  the  prominent 
attorneys  of  his  section,  recognizing  his  ability,  lost  no 
time  in  seeking  his  services  for  their  offices  when  his 
college  course  was  finished.  The  district  attorney’s 
office  of  Queens  offered  a  favorable  opportunity,  and 
Mr.  Pasta  became  affiliated  wfith  it.  He  has  also  been 
identified  with  the  sheriff’s  office  of  Queens  County. 
During  the  World  War  Mr.  Pasta  relinquished  many 
favorable  opportunities  and  a  growing  practice  to  enter 
the  service  of  his  country  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve.  He  is  prominently  affiliated  with  several  fra¬ 
ternities  and  associations,  being  president  of  the  national 
organization  of  Alpha  Phi  Delta,  a  member  of  the 
American  Legion;  belongs  to  the  New  York  County 
Lawyers’  Association;  Queens  County  Bar  Association; 
the  Woodhaven  Civic  Association;  the  Exchange  Club 
of  Woodhaven,  and  the  Law  Club  of  the  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity  Law  School.  He  also  belongs  to  St.  Thomas’ 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  of  Woodhaven. 


SAMUEL  GALLUCCI — It  is  a  continual  source  of 
satisfaction  to  Mr.  Gallucci,  one  of  the  foremost  men  in 
the  plumbing  business  in  and  about  the  Corona  neigh¬ 
borhood  in  Long  Island,  that  he  turned  his  early  attention 
and  his  mechanical  zeal  and  abilities  to  securing  the 
trade  that  has  made  him  adequate  returns,  and  making 
himself  master  thereof  at  the  outset  of  his  career,  for 
success  and  leadership  in  his  line  has  resulted  from 
faithful  application  and  making  the  most  of  opportuni¬ 
ties  presented.  His  was  the  case  of  the  boy  who  started 
life  with  no  fortune  and  no  influential  friends,  but  one 
who,  willing  to  work  and  to  learn,  found  firm  footing  and 
the  eventual  highway  to  a  summit.  His  was  an  example 
for  either  native  or  foreign-born  to  pattern  after,  since 
his  whole  attitude  towards  life  in  general  and  good  cit¬ 
izenship  in  particular  was  based  upon  a  plan  of  toil, 
learning  a  trade,  and  rising  by  sheer  personal  ambition 
for  usefulness  to  front  rank  in  industry.  He  is  a  son 
of  Theodore  Gallucci,  who  was  born  and  educated  in 
Naples,  was  a  shoe  merchant  there  for  a  time,  and  later 
came  to  Corona,  Long  Island,  and  followed  his  calling 
here.  He  died  here  May  5,  1906,  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
three  years,  living  retired  from  business  at  the  time  of 


his  demise.  The  mother,  Rose  (De-Bonis)  Gallucc . 
was  born  in  1846,  and  died  in  June,  1912.  These  parents 
had  six  children:  1.  R.  J.,  who  died  in  1920.  2.  Michael 
A.,  who  died  in  1912.  3.  Samuel,  of  whom  further.  4. 
Mary,  who  married  Vincent  Iaricci,  of  Forest  Hills, 
Long  Island.  5.  Louis,  a  biography  of  whom  follows. 
6.  Theresa  C. 

Samuel  Gallucci  was  born  in  Italy,  June  25,  1876,  and 
came  with  his  parents  to  America  in  1881,  receiving  his 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Corona.  He  then  gave 
his  full  attention  to  learning  the  plumber’s  trade,  and 
with  an  apprenticeship  of  five  years  as  plumber's  helper 
in  New  York  City,  he  gained  a  clear  and  practical  irsigh: 
into  the  various  branches  of  the  business.  In  1S93  he 
first  established  his  place  of  business  at  Corona,  and  he 
has  continued  there  to  the  present,  surmounting  every 
obstacle  that  stood  in  the  way  of  the  attainment  he 
sought.  Mr.  Gallucci  started  his  plant  at  No.  20-38 
Railroad  Avenue,  Corona,  in  a  small  way,  with  no  help¬ 
ers,  and  dependent  only  upon  his  ingenuity  and  pluck, 
but  he  gradually  built  up  his  business  until  to-day,  with 
one  hundred  men  in  his  employ,  he  is  recognized  as  the. 
largest  plumbing  contractor  and  dealer  in  plumbers’  sup¬ 
plies  in  this  section  of  the  State.  He  is  a  shareholder 
in  the  Queensborough  National  Bank,  and  is  one  of  the 
leading  stockholders  in  the  moving  picture  enterprise  at 
Corona. 

Mr.  Gallucci’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of  the 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Sons  of 
Italy,  and  the  Master  Plumbers’  Association ;  and  he  is  a 
member  of  the  North  Side  Democratic  Club.  Pie  is  a 
communicant  of  St.  Agnes’  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Mr.  Gallucci  married,  September  12,  1899,  at  Corona. 
Rose  Dobran,  a  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Anna  Dobra n. 
neither  of  whom  is  living.  They  are  the  parents  of 
three  children:  Teddy,  born  in  June,  1901;  Victor,  born 
in  1903 ;  and  Arthur,  born  in  October,  1905. 


LOUIS  GALLUCCI — A  successful  lawyer  of  C cr- 
ona,  Long  Island,  Louis  Gallucci,  a  native  of  the  evo-r- 
famed  land  of  “Sunny  Italy,”  is  established  in  his  adopted 
country,  and  has  made  an  important  place  for  himself  in 
his  chosen  vocation.  Pie  is  active  in  all  local  movements 
that  tend  towards  the  progress  and  development  of  his 
community,  and  he  has  served  his  section  in  various  ca¬ 
pacities.  Pie  is  interested  in  the  civic  and  fraternal  life 
of  the  locality,  and  is  active  in  legal  organizations. 
Louis  Gallucci  was  born  in  Naples,  Italy,  October  25. 
1882,  son  of  Theodore  and  Rose  (De-Bonis)  Gallucci 
(see  preceding  sketch). 

Louis  Gallucci  came  to  America  with  his  parents  when 
he  was  a  very  young  child,  and  began  attending  the 
Corona  public  schools,  and  also  attended  the  high  sch:  :"- 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1900.  On 
the  completion  of  his  high  school  studies,  he  took  up 
the  study  of  law,  attending  the  New  York  Law  Schcci. 
frorn  which  he  was  graduated  in  KX4  with  the  degree  c  i 
Bachelor  of  Laws.  In  June  of  the  same  year.  1904,  he 
was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  opened  offices  in  Corona,  on  National  Avenue, 
where  he  has  established  himself  in  practice.  He  bus 
moved  steadily  forward  to  a  substantial  success,  and  is 
held  in  high  repute  in  the  locality  and  over  an  extended 
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area,  his  services  having  been  in  demand  in  an  ever- 
increasing  radius.  Mr.  Gallucci  has  never  found  it  nec¬ 
essary  to  make  a  change  in  the  location  of  his  offices, 
and  he  is  still  at  his  original  establishment.

Louis  Gallucci  married,  February  7,  1914,  at  Corona, 
Long  Island,  Ernestine  .Iaricci,  daughter  of  Achillies 
and  Concetta  (D’Aquila)  Iaricci.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gal¬ 
lucci  are  the  parents  of  one  child,  Ernestine,  born  No¬ 
vember  25,  1920.

MURRAY — Owner  and  editor  for 
twenty-four  years,  of  "  I  he  Wave,”  of  Rockaway  Beach, 
■  a  native  of  Van  Etten,  Chemung  County,  New  York, 
;;,-r  c',r>  of  Dr.  Charles  A.  and  Mary  (Briggs)  Murray,  a 
•  hng  family  of  that  section,  where  the  father  practiced 
r  "  ncine  for  a  half  century  and  served  in  leading  polit- 
‘M  positions  in  the  town  and  county.  In  that  town  the 
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son  also  served  as  Town  Clerk  for  three  consecutive 
terms,  held  the  position  of  village  treasurer,  library 
trustee,  and  started  his  career  in  the  publishing  business. 
At  the  age  of  twelve  years  he  established  and  printed 
the  School  Record,  followed  four  years  later  with  a  reg¬ 
ular  weekly  newspaper,  the  “Valley  Breeze,”  a  success¬ 
ful  publication  for  ten  years  under  his  ownership  and 
management. 

At  the  end  of  that  period,  in  the  spring  of  1901,  he 
purchased  “The  Wave”  from  James  Keenan  and  located 
with  his  family  at  Rockaway  Beach.

Richard  Saville  Newcombc  was  .born  in  New  York 
City  in  the  year  1880,  a  son  of  Richard  S.  and  Ida  M.

Mr.  New- 
combe  is  also  vice-president  of  the  Queens  County  Boy- 
Scout’s  Sustaining  Association.  His  religious  affilia¬ 
tion  is  with  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Richard  Saville  Newcombe  was  married,  at  St. 
Stephen’s  Episcopal  Church,  New  York  City,  in  the  year 
1905,  to  Rosena  Reis,  a  daughter  of  George  C.  and 
Elizabeth  (Dithridge)  Reis.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newcombe 
reside  at  Forest  Hills,  Long  Island. 


ALEXANDER  PAUL — A  varied  and  eventful  ca¬ 
reer  has  been  that  of  Alexander  Paul,  at  present  engaged 
in  a  profitable  real  estate  business  in  Corona,  Long 
Island,  after  many  years  spent  in  the  building  trade  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  Mr.  Paul  is  a  native  of 
Scotland,  though  now  long  and  intimately  associated 
with  the  affairs  of  his  adopted  country. 

Alexander  Paul  was  born  in  Uddingston,  Lanarkshire, 
Scotland,  in  1871.  He  received  his  education  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Scotland,  and  in  the  Hutchieson  High 
School  of  Glasgow,  Scotland.  His  first  employment  was 
as  a  carpenter  in  his  native  country,  but  after  he  had 
been  engaged  in  that  occupation  for  some  eighteen 
months,  in  the  year  1889,  he  decided  to  come  to  America. 
Mr.  Paul's  early  memories  of  work  in  this  country  are 
associated  with  Madison  Square  Garden,  that  famous  old 
monument  of  the  New  York  of  a  few  decades  ago,  which 
has  played  such  a  prominent  part  in  the  life  of  the  city, 
and  has  just  recently  been  given  over  to  the  work  of 
demolishment,  to  make  place  for  a  more  modern  struc¬ 
ture.  He  was  the  first  man  sent  up  to  work  as  a  carpen¬ 
ter  at  the  top  of  the  tower,  then  the  highest  in  the  city, 
from  which  Diana  was  to  look  out  over  the  square 
below. 

After  his  arrival  in  the  United  States  Mr.  Paul  made 
a  tour  of  the  southern  section  of  the  country,  and  then 
was  engaged  by  Sloane  &  Moller  to  work  at  his  trade  of 
building  construction  and  remained  with  the  same  concern 
for  a  period  of  twenty-eight  years.  Later  he  spent  some 
time  on  a  housing  project  in  Chester,  Pennsyd vania, 
where  he  was  engaged  in  providing  interior  fittings  for 
William  Crawford,  a  builder  of  New  York  City.  Ill¬ 
ness  brought  an  end  to  that  undertaking,  but  he  later  pro¬ 
vided  interior  fittings  for  the  new  depot  at  New  FTaven, 
Connecticut,  and  then  was  transferred  to  the  Harkness 
Memorial  dormitories  then  in  process  of  construction  at 
Yale  University,  on  which  project  he  served  as  superin¬ 
tendent  over  the  woodwork. 

Five  years  ago,  Mr.  Paul,  whose  work  had  for  y-ears 


brought  him  into  close  contact  with  the  building  up  of 
new  communities,  resolved  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  for  real  estate  speculation  within  commut¬ 
ing  distance  of  New  York  business  sections.  He  there¬ 
fore  located  in  Corona,  and  began  speculating,  making 
investments  in  real  estate  as  far  out  as  West  Sayviile. 
Long  Island.  In  March,  1925,  he  secured  a  license  as 
real  estate  broker,  and  definitely  established  himself  in 
this  business,  with  every  assurance  of  continued 
prosperity. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Paul  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Order,  being  a  member  of  Pyramid  Lodge,  No.  490,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons.  His  religious  associations  haw- 
been  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but  he  now  attends 
the  Broadway  Tabernacle,  in  New  York  City. 


DR.  M.  RUSSELL  NELSON— The  real  study  of 
the  modern  physician  and  surgeon  may  be  said  to  begin 
after  receiving  his  diploma  as  Doctor  of  Medicine,  when 
he  is  conventionally  supposed  to  be  able  to  practice 
medical  art  and  be  responsible  for  the  safety  of  any 
patient  whom  he  undertakes  to  treat  for  one  of  the 
many  ills  and  weaknesses  that  our  flesh  is  heir  to.  In 
reality  it  has  for  a  long  time  been  recognized  that  in¬ 
stead  of  being  “let  loose,”  as  it  were,  on  suffering  hu¬ 
manity  the  young  doctor  ought  to  devote  some  time — 
the  longer  the  better— to  serious  practical  studies  at  the 
bedside  in  the  clinical  wards,  where  it  is  easier  to  get 
practical  experience  than  it  is  in  the  private  practice. 
Dr.  M.  Russell  Nelson,  who  conducts  a  general  medical 
practice  at  No.  532  Jamaica  Avenue,  Astoria,  Long 
Island,  has  entered  his  professional  life  after  receiving 
ample  practical  experience  of  the  most  varied  character, 
collected  during  bis  interneships  is  three  of  the  biggest 
New  York  hospitals,  including  an  institution  wholly  de¬ 
voted  to  obstetrical  cases. 

Dr.  Nelson  is  a  native  of  Radnor,  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  was  born  on  March  21,  1897,  as  a  son  of  William  F. 
Nelson,  a  retired  real  estate  broker,  and  Lucelle  (Terell) 
Nelson,  who  are  living  in  Pennsylvania.  He  received  hi.- 
education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  his  native  place 
and  then  became  a  student  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  from  where  he  graduated  in  1917  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science.  In  1920,  after  attending  all 
prescribed  medical  courses,  he  attained  the  professional 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  then  served  as  in¬ 
terne  in  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  the  Seaview  Hospital,  and 
the  Manhattan  Maternity  Hospital.  Only  in  1922,  after 
he  was  well  prepared  by  his  practical  work  as  a  hospital 
physician  and  after  he  had  had  abundant  opportunity 
of  acquainting  himself  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  all  kinds  of  diseases  and  the  management  of  child 
birth  and  maternity  cases,  did  Dr.  Nelson  start  his  pri¬ 
vate  practice  in  Astoria,  Long  Island,  at  No.  532  Ja¬ 
maica  Avenue.  Dr.  Nelson,  who  is  a  most  successful 
practitioner,  with  a  laree  circle  of  patients  and  friends, 
still  keeps  up  his  connection  with  the  Bellevue  Hospital. 
During  the  World  War  he  rendered  important  service 
to  his  country  by  holding  a  position  in  the  Medical  Col¬ 
lege  Officers’  Training  Corps. 

Dr.  Nelson  holds  membership  in  the  Medical  Society 
of  New  York  State,  and  in  several  other  medical  associ¬ 
ations,  and  is  medical  lecturer  at  the  New  York  Tuber- 
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cular  Association.  At  one  time  he  held  the  office  of  1 
president  of  the  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  fraternity  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  of  the  David  Hale  Williams 
Surgical  Society  of  the  same  university.  He  is  an  inde¬ 
pendent  in  politics,  and  in  religion  a  member  and  attend¬ 
ant  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


J.  GERARD  McLAUGHLIN  is  a  leading  member 
of  the  bar  in  Jamaica.  A  World  War  veteran  and  a 
descendant  of  one  of  the  first  families  in  Jamaica,  Mr. 
McLaughlin  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  the 
city,  one  held  in  high  esteem  and  greatly  respected.  He 
is  a  foremost  club  and  fraternal  man,  and  a  leader  in  the 
social  life  of  the  community. 

J.  Gerard  McLaughlin,  the  son  of  John  J.  McLaugh¬ 
lin,  city  engineer  of  Jamaica  and  one  of  its  most  prom¬ 
inent  realtors,  and  of  Adelaide  (Carroll)  McLaughlin, 
both  of  whom  died  some  years  ago,  was  born  in  Jamaica, 
October  5,  1S90. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  began  his  education  in  his  native  city, 
being  graduated  from  public  and  high  school.  Subse¬ 
quently,  he  took  an  engineering  course  in  the  New  York 
University  and  later  attended  Fordham  University.  In 
1917  he  was  graduated  from  the  Brooklyn  Law  School 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Before  he  could 
take  the  bar  examinations  the  World  War  broke  out, 
and  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air  Service,  event¬ 
ually  being  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant.  He  was  in 
the  service  nearly  two  years,  six  months  of  which  time 
he  served  in  France.  On  his  discharge,  Mr.  McLaugh¬ 
lin  returned  to  Jamaica,  took  the  bar  examinations  and 
was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  and  Long  Island 
bars  in  1919.  Early  in  1922,  having  made  as  complete 
preparation  for  his  career  as  few’  men  have,  he  began 
a  general  legal  practice  in  Jamaica,  where  he  has  re¬ 
mained  ever  since,  his  reputation  rising  with  the  years, 
so  that  now  he  is  an  acknowledged  leader  of  the  Jamaica 
bar.  Mr.  McLaughlin  is  a  member  of  the  Queens 
County'  Bar  Association,  the  Nassau  Bar  Association,  and 
of  the  Council  in  Jamaica  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  married  Ethel  Riblett,  daughter  of 
William  B.  and  Anna  M.  Riblett,  in  Flushing,  Long 
Island,  January  29,  1922.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  are 
members  of  the  Jamaica  Roman  Catholic  Church.  They 
reside  at  No.  150  Lowell  Avenue,  Floral  Park,  Long 
Island,  while  Mr.  McLaughlin’s  offices  are  located  at 
No.  9050  Parsons  Boulevard,  in  Jamaica. 


LEWIS  S.  PATTERSON— In  the  drug  and  chem¬ 
ical  business  on  Long  Island,  Lewis  S.  Patterson  is 
well  known,  having  been  identified  with  various  enter¬ 
prises  at  different  points  for  many  years,  and  for  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century  continuously  active  as  treasurer  of  the 
Johnston  Drug  Company.  Mr.  Patterson  is  a  graduate 
of  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  with  his 
long  experience  and  prominence  in  the  trade,  he  has  won 
a  largely  noteworthy  position.  He  is  a  son  of  James 
and  Elizabeth  (Stratton)  Patterson,  his  father  for  many 
years  active  as  a  farmer,  but  now  deceased,  the  mother 
still  living. 

Lewis  S.  Patterson  was  born  in  Roxbury,  Delaware 
County,  New  York,  December  4,  1867.  Receiving  his 
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early  education  in  the  public  schools,  he  later  attended 
Cazenovia  Seminary,  in  Cazenovia,  New  York.  Fol¬ 
lowing  his  graduation  from  Cazenovia,  he  was  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  public  school  at  Middlesex,  Yates  County, 
New  York,  for  one  year,  then  taking  up  his  professional 
preparations  at  the  New  York  College  of  ^Pharmacy,  he 
graduated  from  there  in  189S,  and  in  the  fall  of  that  year 
entered  the  widely  prominent  organization  known  as 
the  H.  S.  Johnston  Drug  Company.  At  the  time  this 
concern  conducted  five  stores,  and  during  a  period  of  one 
or  two  years  Mr.  Patterson  acted  as  relief  clerk,  serv¬ 
ing  at  any  of  these  stores  as  his  services  were  required. 
In  the  fall  of  1899  he  resigned  from  the  concern,  and  for 
about  one  year  he  was  active  in  the  employ  of  a  leading 
druggist  of  Amityville,  in  Suffolk  County.  Returning  to 
the  Johnston  organization  in  1900,  he  was  elected  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  company,  which  office  he  held  until  January, 
1925.  In  March,  1924,  he  purchased  the  First  Aid 
and  Industrial  Chemical  Departments  from  the  H.  S. 
Johnston  Drug  Company  and  formed  the  Patterson 
Sales  Company,  which  is  now7  doing  an  extensive  busi¬ 
ness  with  industrial  plants  and  transportation  companies. 
In  many  branches  of  current  advance  Mr.  Patterson  has 
borne  a  worthy  and  constructive  part  throughout  his  en¬ 
tire  career  thus  far.  His  only  public  service  has  been 
as  a  member  of  the  Elmhurst  branch  of  the  National 
Security  League,  which  was  organized  in  1916,  and  he 
served  as  secretary  of  this  organization  from  its  incep¬ 
tion  until  normal  conditions  w'ere  again  in  effect  after  the 
close  of  the  World  War.  Fie  is  a  member  of  the  Men’s 
League  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  served 
as  its  president  during  the  years  1921-22.  He  has  for 
many  years  been  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Elmhurst,  and  is  a  member  of  its  board  of 
trustees. 

Lewis  S.  Patterson  married,  in  New  York  City,  in 
July,  1909,  Blanche  Bellamy,  a  member  of  a  prominent 
family,  and  they  reside  in  Elmhurst. 


JAMES  E.  WILKINSON— A  prominent  figure  in 
legal  circles  on  Long  Island  is  James  E.  Wilkinson, 
whose  endeavors  have  carried  him  to  an  enviable  position 
and  whose  interest  in  all  advance  forms  an  influence  for 
local  and  general  progress.

DR.  L.  HOWARD  MOSS— A  member  of  the 
American  medical  profession  who  during  the  World 
W'ar  rendered  national  service  to  hi?  country  by  acting 
as  medical  examiner  of  one  o:"  the  local  draft  boards  for 
passing  men  of  military  age  for  service  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States,  is  Dr.  L.  Howard  Moss, 
who  conducts  a  medical  practice  at  No.  8601  One  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Fourteenth  Street,  Richmond  Hill,  New  York. 

Dr.  Moss  is  a  native  of  Highland  Falls,  New  York, 
where  he  was  born  on  September  7,  1883,  as  a  son  of 
Leonard  C.  Moss,  a  carriage  builder,  and  Martha 
(Starrett)  Moss,  both  living,  and  obtained  his  first  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  public  schools  of  Rochester,  New  York,  and 
Vermont.  He  then  entered  Vermont  University  as  a 
student,  and  after  completing  all  his  courses  obtained 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  His  medical  education 
he  received  as  a  student  of  the  Medical  Department  of 
Columbia  University,  New  York,  where,  in  1900,  he 
took  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  In  1901  he 
began  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  soon  chose 
surgery  as  his  specialty.  Dr.  Moss  at  present  occupies 
the  positions  of  surgical  director  in  the  Jamaica  Hospital, 
associate  surgeon  in  the  Flushing  Hospital,  and  attending 
surgeon  in  the  Queensborough  Hospital.  In  politics  Dr. 
Moss  is  an  independent,  in  religion  a  member  and  attend¬ 
ant  of  the  Baptist  Church.  During  the  World  War  Dr. 
Moss  occupied  the  position  of  medical  examiner  of  the 
local  Draft  Board  No.  183,  and  discharged  the  responsible 
task  connected  with  that  office  to  the  complete  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  military  and  war  office  authorities.

In  June,  1900.  Dr.  Moss  married,  at  London,  Ontario, 
Edith  Johnson,  a  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  S.  John¬ 
son,  deceased,  and  Mrs.  Adelia  Johnson,  living.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Moss  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  Edith 
Helen,  L.  Howard,  Jr.,  Theodore  J.,  and  Thomas  L. 

REV.  ANTHONY  E.  BOURKE—’ The  capabil¬ 
ities  of  the  aggressive  priest  in  the  modern  parish  may 
not  be  more  happily  exemplified  than  in  the  case  of  Rev. 
Father  Bourke,  who  in  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  St. 
Clement’s  Giurch,  at  South  Ozone  Park,  has  fulfilled 
an  executive  charge  and  guardianship  of  a  large  Catholic 
population  that  redounds  to  the  credit  of  a  progressive 
pastor.  Both  as  curate  in  Brooklyn  and  as  pastor  at  St. 
Clement’s  Church,  Father  Bourke  has  entered  heartily 
upon  the  duties  of  his  vocation,  and  as  one  of  the  actual 


builders  in  a  very  promising  section  of  Long  Island, 
where  church,  school  and  convent  are  meeting  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  community,  he  has  already  accom¬ 
plished  a  work  of  continuously  increasing  value. 

A  son  of  David  and  Katherine  Bourke,  Rev.  Anthony 
E.  Bourke  was  born  August  15,  1867,  in  Rathlee,  County 
Sligo,  Ireland.  His  parents,  whose  home  was  in  New 
York  City,  returned  for  a  short  visit  to  the  land  of  their 
fathers,  where  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born. 
Whilst  there  his  father  died  and  the  family  returned  to 
the  United  States  in  1885,  and  he  became  a  member  of 
the  Sunday  school  teaching  staff  of  St.  Michael’s  Ca¬ 
thedral  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  He  matriculated 
for  his  college  course  at  the  University  of  Ottawa,  in 
Canada,  where  he  graduated  with  high  honors  with  the 
class  of  1894,  and  afterwards  he  studied  for  the  priest¬ 
hood  at  St.  John’s  Seminary,  in  Brooklyn.  Fie  was  or¬ 
dained  by  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Charles  E.  McDonnell,  D.  D., 
on  June  4,  18*98.  Father  Bourke’s  first  assignment  was 
to  SS.  Peter  and  Paul’s  Parish,  in  Brooklyn,  as  assist¬ 
ant,  and  from  there  he  went  to  Sacred  Heart  Parish,  in 
Brooklyn,  where  he  was  stationed  eighteen  years.  On 
July  22,  1916,  he  became  pastor  of  St.  Clement’s  Parish, 
at  South  Ozone  Park,  where  there  were  but  one  hundred 
communicants  at  the  time,  and  in  order  to  care  for  the 
large  increase  in  the  Catholic  population,  Father  Bourke 
had  the  former  church  building  remodeled  and  enlarged, 
though  its  inadequacy  became  more  apparent  from  year 
.to  year.  Eventually,  in  1922,  ground  was  broken  for  the 
present  beautiful  new  church  building,  which  in  architec¬ 
ture  is  of  old  English  Gothic  style,  and  when  it  is  com¬ 
pleted  there  will  be  seating  capacity  for  1,000,  which  will 
take  care  of  the  parish  for  years  to  come.  There  are 
now  about  1,500  souls  in  St.  Clement’s  Parish.  Father 
Bourke,  who  celebrated  his  twenty-fifth  jubilee  in  June, 
1923,  and  who  has  as  his  assistant  Rev.  Father  James 
V eale,  D.  D.,  has  secured  land  for  a  convent  and  school, 
which  are  to  be  erected  in  the  near  future.  Father 
Bourke  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 


G.  HUGO  KOCH — The  ideal  real  estate  and  insur¬ 
ance  man  is  an  ambitious,  progressive  and  alert  type,  who 
was  often  trained  in  other  branches  of  business,  but  pos¬ 
sessing  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  locality,  of  condi¬ 
tions  and  men,  and  the  capacity  for  turning  his  gifts  to 
good  account,  naturally  drifted  into  real  estate  and  allied 
pursuits.  G.  Hugo  Koch,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Suv- 
dam  &  Koch,  real  estate  and  insurance  agents,  of  No.  303 
Thirteenth  Street,  College  Point,  began  his  business 
career  as  an  errand  boy  for  his  father,  who  for  many 
years  had  conducted  a  retail  meat  business,  which  is  still 
run  by  Mr.  Koch’s  brother. 

G.  Hugo  Koch  was  born  in  College  Point,  Long  Island, 
August  18,  1S89,  a  son  of  Ferdinand  Koch,  who  died  in 
September,  1905,  and  Elizabeth  (Haubeil)  Koch,  who 
died  in  March,  1904.  Ferdinand  Koch  was  village  trus¬ 
tee  and  excise  commissioner  of  the  village  of  College 
Point  before  consolidation,  and  a  volunteer  fireman, 
and  one  year  before  his  death  was  representative  and 
delegate  to  the  Retail  Meat  Merchants’  Convention  in 
Watertown,  New  York.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Haubeil) 
Koch  was  a  sister  of  }acob  F.  Haubeil,  who  ran  “Ye 
Old  Tavern,”  located  at  Broadway  and  Main  Street, 
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1 'lushing,  for  thirty-five  years,  and  a  daughter  of  Karl 
Haubeil,  for  over  forty  years  owner  of  the  old  Wash¬ 
ington  Plotel  at  Twelfth  Street  and  Sixth  Avenue,  Col¬ 
lege  Point,  and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  village  fire 
department,  of  College  Point.  After  attending  public 
schools  in  College  Point  for  six  years,  serving  an  ap¬ 
prenticeship  in  his  father’s  business,  Mr.  Koch  entered 
the  employ  of  the  New  York  Telephone  Company,  in 
ioio,  as  installer,  and  worked  until  May,  1923,  at  Queens, 
Brooklyn;  and  New  York  City.  Pie  was  associated  with 
Mr.  Suydam  in  the  real  estate,  insurance  and  building 
business  until  January  1  1924.  when  the  partnership  of 
Suydam  &  Koch  was  founded  and  the  firm  located  at 
its  present  address  in  College  Point. 

Mr.  Koch  is  a  shareholder  in  the  College  Point  Sav¬ 
ings  Loan  Association;  president  of  the  Suylio  In¬ 
vesting  Company;  a  member  of  McMarvin  Lodge,  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  of  Anchor  Lodge,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons;  of  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose; 
and  for  one  year  was  treasurer  of  the  Matinecock  En¬ 
campment,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Pie  also 
holds  membership  in  the  Fellowcraft  Club  of  College 
Point;  and  the  Bell  Trowell  Club  of  New  York.  He 
is  an  attendant  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  College  Point. 

G.  Hugo  Koch  married,  on  November  24,  1916,  Nellie 
O.  Ring,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  a  daughter  of  Gou- 
brandt  Ring,  who  was  a  shoemaker  for  Hanan  &  Sons, 
and  made  some  of  the  shoes  that  were  on  exhibition  for 
that  firm  at  the  World’s  Fair  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  of 
Johanna  Ring,  who  is  still  living. 


CARSTEN  H.  LUDDER — One  of  the  most  prom¬ 
inent  of  Brooklyn’s  attorneys  is  Carsten  H.  Ludder,  who 
is  in  general  practice  at  Greenpoint.  Since  1915  he  has 
been  in  practice  at  the  same  locality,  and  by  dint  of 
honest  application  to  legal  matters  has  obtained  a  wide 
reputation  as  an  efficient  and  thoroughly  conscientious 
lawyer. 

Carsten  H.  Ludder  was  horn  on  August  iS,  1893,  at 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  son  of  Henry  G.  and  Annie  (Ver- 
hage)  Ludder.  His  father  is  a  widely  known  real  estate 
operator,  having  been  in  the  real  estate  business  in  this 
section  for  about  forty  years.  Both  of  his  parents  are 
at  present  living  at  Greenpoint.  After  completing  the 
public  school  course  of  his  native  birthplace,  Carsten  H. 
Ludder  attended  high  school.  He  set  his  mind  on  ac¬ 
quiring  a  knowledge  of  the  law  for  his  life  work,  and 
with  that  end  in  view,  took  a  course  of  study  at  the 
Brooklyn  Law  School  of  the  St.  Lawrence  University. 
He  was  graduated  in  1914  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  the  following 
year.  Pie  has  been  in  private  practice  since  that  year 
in  the  same  office  where  his  father  carried  on  the  real 
estate  business. 

Carsten  H.  Ludder  served  as  a  private  during  the 
World  War,  being  in  the  305th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
which  was  a  part  of  the  Seventy-seventh  Division.  Alto¬ 
gether  he  was  eighteen  months  in  the  service,  thirteen  of 
which  were  spent  on  the  other  side.  He  saw  action,  and 
participated  in  the  battle  of  the  Argonne  Forest  and 
Chateau-Thierry.  No  mishap  befell  him.  and  at  the  end 
°f  his  period  of  service  he  was  honorably  discharged. 

Despite  the  many  duties  involvent  upon  him  to  a 
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growing  clientele,  Mr.  Ludder  finds  time  to  devote  to  the 
interests  of  the  community.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  order,  the  American  Legion,  the  Junior  Order 
United  American  Mechanics,  and  the  Broadway  Flushing 
Civic  Association.  Politically,  Mr.  Ludder  is  a  Demo¬ 
crat,  and  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  Democratic  Club. 

Carsten  PI.  Ludder  married,  on  December  27,  1920, 
in  Brooklyn,  Emily  Larsen,  daughter  of  Magnus  and 
Peteria  Larsen,  of  Jackson  Heights.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lud¬ 
der  have  two  children:  Carsten  H.,  Jr.,  and  Rodney  E. 
They  are  members  of  the  English  Lutheran  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  of  Flushing,  which  said  church  was  founded 
by  Mr.  Ludder. 

STEPHEN  F.  BURKARD— The  profession  of  the 
law  has  commanded  the  attention  of  Stephen  F.  Burkard 
for  the  past  six  years,  and  with  his  unusually  exhaustive 
preparations  for  his  work  and  the  natural  ability  with 
which  he  is  endowed,  he  has  risen  to  a  position  of  as¬ 
sured  prominence,  and  his  future  is  considered  most 
promising.

Stephen  F.  Burkard  married,  in  June,  of  1018,  at  Camp 
Meade,  Maryland,  Rose  Meisenhelder,  daughter  of 
Charles  and  Rose  Meisenhelder,  residents  of  Queens, 
Long  Island.  Air.  and  Mrs.  Burkard  reside  at  11220 
Myrtle  Avenue,  Richmond  Hill. 
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J.  DE  RAISMES  COMBES— One  of  Whitestone’s 
leading  general  practitioners  is  Dr.  J.  de  Raismes 
Combes,  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  on  Long 
Island,  a  family  which  dates  back  to  the  old  colonial 
days,  and  a  World  War  veteran  who  gave  medical  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  United  States  and  to  England  through  the 
Allied  arrangement,  and  prominent  society  and  fraternal 
man  of  Whitestone,  Flushing,  Elmhurst  and  the  Greater 
City  and  all  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Dr.  Combes 
has  an  unimpeachable  reputation  for  skill  in  his  profes¬ 
sion  and  among  his  patients  and  others  of  Whitestone, 
and  for  his  social  intercourse.  He  is  a  man  esteemed  for 
countless  and  variegated  accomplishments. 

Dr.  J.  de  Raismes  Combes  was  born  in  Elmhurst, 
Ivong  Island,  February  10,  1891,  the  son  of  Dr.  Abbott 
C.  Combes,  who  is  a  well-known  medical  votary,  and 
Marie  L.  (de  Raismes)  Combes,  both  of  whom  are 
descended  from  illustrious  forefathers  of  the  colonial 
epoch  of  United  States  history.  The  junior  Dr.  Combes 
was  educated  in  public  schools  at  first,  and  he  later  at¬ 
tended  the  St.  Paul’s  School  in  Garden  City,  Long  Island, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1911.  Subsequently,  he

Shortly 
after  his  commission  came  he  was  ordered  overseas,  to 
report  to  the  58th  London  Division  of  the  British  Army, 
at  London,  and  he  served  with  this  division’s  medical 
unit  in  Belgium  and  France,  and  performed  distinguished 
service  at  the  battles  of  the  Somme  and  Lens.  On  June 
5,  1919,  he  was  discharged,  but  on  his  return  to  the 
United  States,  bearing  a  captain’s  commission,  which 
was  bestowed  upon  him  in  February,  1919,  he  enlisted  in 
the  medical  section  of  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps,  and 
on  November  5,  1924,  was  promoted  to  major  in  the 
section. 

One  month  after  his  discharge  Dr.  Combes  had  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  practice  in  Flushing.  Popularity  and 
success  were  soon  his  in  this  city,  but  he  moved  to 
Whitestone  in  1921,  where,  with  offices  on  Eighth  Ave¬ 
nue,  he  is  now  a  leader  in  the  medical  profession,  as  well 
as  being  an  esteemed  citizen  active  in  all  civic  arid  com¬ 
munity  affairs  and  in  social  and  fraternal  circles.  Dr.

NATHANIEL  ROBARDS  WILKES— Since  first 
coming  to  NTew  York  in  1901,  Nathaniel  Robards  Wilkes 
has  been  associated  in  the  mercantile  industry  of  the 
great  metropolis.  Hi«  career  has  been  one  of  steadfast 
growth  and  development,  from  his  first  position  to  his 
final  achievement  as  an  official  and  director  in  a  number 
of  companies  of  cotton  goods  enterprises  and  of  allied 
pursuits.  Fie  is  prominent  in  many  organizations  that 
are  interested  in  bettering  conditions  of  the  communities 
with  which  they  are  connected,  and  is  well  known  in  club 
circles  in  the  metropolis  and  its  vicinity,  besides  being 
active  in  civic  life. 

Mr.  Wilkes  was  born  November  11,  1881,  in  Columbia,

JOHN  J.  CLARKE— Accomplishment  has 
marked  the  milestones  in  the  life  work  of  Rev.  Father 
Clarke  since  he  first  began  his  activities  in  Long  Island 
parishes,  the  record  having  been  that  of  devotion  to  his 
several  curacies,  the  establishment  of  a  parish,  and  the 
founding  of  convent  and  school.  He  has  had  a  bread 
experience  in  his  various  Long  Island  charges,  and  has 
witnessed  the  growth  and  provision  for  a  number  of 
Catholic  communities.

He  then  became  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  St.  Francis  Xavier  Seminary,  in  New  York  City, 
and  at  St.  Mary’s  College,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  after 
which  he  was  a  seminarian  at  St.  John’s,  in  Brooklyn, 
and  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  June  6,  1903.  He 
said  his  first  mass  at  the  Church  of  Our  Lady  of  Mount 
Carmel,  in  Astoria,  and  successive  assignments  there¬ 
after  were  at  the  Church  of  the  Presentation,  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  and  at  St.  Patrick’s,  at  Long  Island  City.  Father 
Clarke  had  the  honor  of  establishing  the  parish  at 
Douglaston,  and  he  went  to  St.  Patrick’s  in  1922.  He 
has  just  completed  a  convent  and  a  new  school,  the  latter, 
with  its  fourteen  classrooms,  costing  about  $250,000. 
He  is  a  trustee  of  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Long  Island  City.

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ERNEST  J.  ROGERS,  who'  is  a  successful  and 
prominent  leather  goods  manufacturer,  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  citizens  of  Richmond  Hill.

Mr.  Rogers  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  belongs 
to  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Richmond  Hill,  and 
is  a  member  of  the  Crescent  Athletic  Association  in 
Brooklyn,  in  which  he  holds  a  high  record  as  an  athlete 
and  sportsman.  Mr.  Rogers  attends  the  Richmond  Hill 
Congregational  Church 

Mr.  Rogers  married  Evelyn  Jordan,  in  Malden,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  1902,  and  there  is  one  son  of  this  union, 
Lyman,  born  in  1903. 


WILLIAM  H.  FITZPATRICK— Though  he  is  now 
retired  from  the  activities  of  his  former  business,  Mr. 
Fitzpatrick  continues  to  maintain  a  vital  interest  in  all 
that  appertains  to  the  continuous  advancement  of  the 
township  of  Flushing.

John  Sutphin  Duryee  was  born  in  Newtown,  in  1800, 
and  he  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  that  place,  whose  loca¬ 
tion  is  at  Train  Meadow  Road,  between  Jackson  and 
Astoria  avenues,  East  Elmhurst.  Mr.  Duryee  met  his 
death  in  a  tragic  manner  in  1864  as  a  result  of  being 
gored  by  a  bull.  His  wife,  Elizabeth  Rapelye  (Law¬ 
rence)  Duryee,  who  died  March  17,  1884,  was  born,  mar¬ 
ried  and  passed  away  in  the  old  homestead  to  which  ref¬ 
erence  is  made. 


REV.  JOHN  REYNOLDS— The  devoted  efforts 
of  Rev.  John  Reynolds,  of  Long  island  City,  mean  much 
to  the  great  parish  of  which  he  is  the  head,  and  in  turn 
bear  direct  and  vital  significance  on  the  progress  and 
prosperity  of  the  civic  body.  Father  Reynolds  has  for 
more  than  thirty  years  served  the  church  and  its  people, 
giving  to  his  holy  offices  the  single  minded  and  conse¬ 
crated  efforts  so  vitally  needed  in  any  calling  dedicated 
to  the  spiritual  growth  and  welfare  of  the  people.  A 
brilliant  orator,  and  no  less  noted  for  his  tireless  efforts 
among  his  congregation  in  their  daily  lives,  Father  Rey¬ 
nolds  is  universally  beloved  among  his  parishioners  and 
respected  by  his  contemporaries.  He  is  a  son  of  Tim¬ 
othy  and  Mar>-  (Mulligan)  Reynolds,  his  father  a 
farmer  of  Ireland  throughout  his  lifetime. 

Father  Reynolds  was  born  in  Longford,  Ireland,  in 
June  of  1871.  Following  his  elementary  and  prepara¬ 
tory  studies  he  attended  All  Hallow’s  College,  in  Dublin, 
Ireland,  where  he  was  ordained  to  the  holy  priesthood  in 
1S93.  Coming  to  America  within  the  year,  he  first  served 
as  assistant  priest  in  some  of  the  leading  parishes  of  the 
East.  He  was  then  made  assistant,  of  the  Church  of  St. 
John  the  Evangelist,  in  Brooklyn,  then  later  was  assist¬ 
ant  of  St.  Anne’s,  and  also  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Family.  In  1922  Father  Reynolds  was  appointed  pastor 
of  St.  Mary’s  Church  in  Long  Island  City,  where  he  has 
since  done  much  to  develop  the  church  society  and  to 
beautify  the  property,  administering  the  affairs  of  the 
parish  wisely  and  well.  This  parish  was  established  in 
1868,  and  its  first  pastor  was  Rev.  John  Crimmins.  The 
Rev.  John  McGuire  built  the  church  and  plant. 

JAMES  SETH  COOLEY,  M.  D.— A  man  who  left 

the  impress  of  his  strong  personality  upon  the  new 
county  of  Nassau,  and  will  be  long  remembered,  is 
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James  Seth  Cooley,  M.  D.,  but  noted  as  an  educator 
rather  than  as  a  practitioner  of  medicine.  Dr.  Cooley 
was  born  June  29,  1845,  at  South  Hartford,  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  New  York.  His  father  was  Seth  Cooley, 
by  trade  a  tailor,  and  his  mother,  Mary  (Ingalsbe) 
Cooley.  Dr.  Cooley  attended  the  North  Granville 
Academy,  being  graduated  in  1862.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  Fort  Edward  Institute  in  1865;  and  from  Wil¬ 
liams  College  in  1869,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1876;  and  from  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  the  City  of 
New  York  in  1877.  He  was  an  instructor  at  the  Fort 
Edward  Institute  from  1869  to  1873;  principal  of  the 
Glens  Falls  Academy,  1873  to  1876.  He  practiced  medi¬ 
cine  at  Sandy  Hill,  New  York,  from  1877  to  1880,  mov¬ 
ing  to  Luzerne  and  in  18S6  to  Glen  Cove,  Long  Island, 
where  he  lived  until  1910,  when  he  removed  to  Mineola. 
He  was  school  commissioner  in  Queens  County  from 
1894  until  1900;  district  superintendent  of  schools  for 
the  First  District  of  Nassau  County  from  1900  to  the 
day  of  his  death,  October  18,  1923.  He  also  served  as 
coroner  of  Nassau  County.  He  was  president  of  the 
Nassau  County  Historical  Society;  president  of  the 
Mineola  Library  Association;  and  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Queens-Nassau  Medical  Society;  secretary  of  the 
Nassau  Hospital  Association:  secretary  of  the  Fort 
Edward  Institute  Alumni  Association;  secretary  of  the 
class  of  ’69  of  Williams  College;  and  a  member  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  the  Bird  Club,  and  the  School 
Masters’  Club.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  Glen  Cove. 

Dr.  Cooley  was  married,  June  20,  1872,  at  Willsboro 
Point,  Essex  County,  New  York,  to  Mary  Reba  Clark, 
daughter  of  Orrin  and  Mary  (Moon)  Clark.  They 
were  the  parents  of  two  children:  Mary  Hope,  bom 
July  25,  1873;  and  Ernest  Granville,  born  July  17,  1875.

Born  in 
January,  1895,  in  New  York  City,  a  son  of  William  Meyer, 
an  engineer,  and  Anna  (Bunke)  Meyer,  both  living  in 
New  York  City,  Mr.  Meyer  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  and  the  De  Witt  Clinton  High  School, 
and  in  1920  began  the  publication  of  his  paper.  Two 
years  afterwards  he  bought  the  “Whitestone  Herald,” 
which  had  been  fifty-three  years  in  existence  at  that 
time,  and  a  year  later  he  started  to  publish  the  “College 
Point  News”  and  the  “Bavside  Review.”  A  few  months 
later  he  acquired  the  “Jackson  Heights  Herald”  and 
started  the  “Flushing  Home  News.”  Mr.  Meyer  is  now 
the  publisher  of  five  weekly  newspapers  and  also  con¬ 
ducts  a  job  printing  plant.  From  1912  to  191S  he  served 
in  the  Merchant  Marine,  and  during  the  World  War 
served  his  country  and  the  Allied  cause  on  board  of 
submarines  of  the  United  States  Navy,  crossing  the  sea 
many  times.  Mr.  Meyer  is  a  member  of  the  Whitestone 
Improvement  Association,  the  Baysidc  Merchants’  As¬

Father  Donnelly  was  born  October  26,  1852,  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  son  of  Owen  and  Ann  (O'Brien)  Don¬ 
nelly,  his  parents  both  deceased.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn,  and  at  St. 
Xavier’s,  New  York,  and  in  1872  he  went  to  Rome, 
where  he  attended  the  North  American  College,  and  was 
ordained  at  Rome  in  1877.  After  his  ordination  he  re¬ 
turned  to  the  United  States,  and  said  his  first  Mass  at 
SS.  Peter  and  Paul’s  Church,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
His  first  appointment  was  as  assistant  at  St.  Michael’s 
Church,  in  Flushing,  Long  Island,  in  1877,  and  there 
lie  has  remained  during  all  these  years,  doing  splendid 
service,  and  earning  the  love  and  honor  of  his  parish¬ 
ioners.

LOUIS  PHILIP  PICKS,  JR.— A  descendant  of 
an  old  family  who  originally  came  to  this  land  from 
Alsace-Lorraine,  Louis  Philip  Picks,  Jr.,  is  to-day  well 
known  over  a  broad  area  as  the  vice-president  of  The 
Picks  Reed  Company.  The  family,  members  of  which 
have  been  in  this  country  for  a  number  of  generations, 
was  represented  in  the  service  to  our  country  during  the 
Civil  War  by  Mr.  Fick’s  grandfather,  who  took  part  in 
that  great  conflict.

City ;  and  displays  in  Grand  Rapids,  High  Point,  Chi¬ 
cago,  New  York,  Jamestown,  Dallas,  Philadelphia,  and 
Cincinnati.  The  firm  manufactures  and  sells  reed  fur¬ 
niture,  fibre  furniture  and  baby  carriages.

September,  1850;  his  mother  was  born  in  Washington 
Heights,  New  York,  in  February,  1S52.  In  1875,  when 
their  son  Joseph  was  three  years  of  age,  they  removed 
to  Jamaica  and  took  a  residence  on  Lincoln  Avenue, 
near  Rockaway  Road.

Douglas  A.  Disbrow,  (q.  v.),  treasurer.

Disbrow,  under  the  firm  name  of  Disbrow  Brothers, 
and  became  active  in  the  electrical  contracting  business. 
In  1903  the  firm  discontinued  this  line  in  order  to  give 
their  entire  attention  to  dealing  in  automobiles.  Subse¬ 
quently  an  establishment  at  No.  13S-43  Hillside  Avenue, 
Jamaica,  was  opened,  the  firm  becoming  agents  for  the 
White  Steamer  and  Ford  cars,  which  they  handled 
until  1905.

JOHN  C.  TEAS,  M.  D.— A  native  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  which  he  received  his  educational 
training,  Dr.  John  C.  Teas  has  demonstrated  his  ability 
in  no  uncertain  way  and  has  well  earned  his  title  to  suc¬ 
cess.  He  is  a  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Holmes) 
Teas,  his  father  active  as  a  Presbyterian  clergyman  until 
his  retirement,  now  a  resident  of  Atlantic  City,  New 
Jersey. 

John  C.  Teas  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  December  7, 
1878.  Receiving  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools,  he  attended  the  Philadelphia  high  schools  and 
thereafter  covered  the  Liberal  Arts  course  at  the  LTni- 
versity  of  Pennsylvania.  Taking  up  his  professional 
preparations  in  the  medical  department  of  the  same 
university,  Dr.  Teas  received  his  medical  degree  upon 
his  graduation  on  June  18,  1902.

1925,  Rev.  Father  James  J.  Kennedy,  who  succeeded 
the  beloved  pastor,  Father  Harley,  after  the  latter’s  de¬ 
mise,  to  the  pastorate  of  St.  Gerard’s  Church,  in  Hollis, 
Long  Island,  has  already  made  his  influence  felt.  Com¬ 
ing  as  he  did  after  the  long  and  loving  service  of  Father 
Harley,  he  took  up  his  duties  with  so  gentle  a  sense  of 
the  feelings  that  had  been  borne  to  his  predecessor, 
that,  unwittingly,  he  has  won  his  way  into  the  hearts  of 
his  parishioners.  Ordained  more  than  two  decades  ago, 
he  has,  during  this  long  period,  filled  a  number  of  pas¬ 
torates,  in  all  of  which  he  has  rendered  a  fine  and  grate¬ 
ful  service,  having  built  up  his  parishes,  winning  many 
souls  from  their  wayward  ways,  and  having  to  his 
credit  the  building  of  a  school  and  a  convent.  Since 
coming  to  his  present  field  of  endeavor,  he  has,  within 
even  this  short  time,  met  the  needs  of  his  followers,  and 
has  prepared  a  constructive  program  that  promises  to 
be  greatly  beneficial  for  the  upbuilding  and  progress 
of  the  parish.  .Father  Kennedy  is  already  planning  to 
make  come  true  his  dream  of  a  new  church  and  convent 
here,  within  the  near  future,  and  his  parishioners  are 
fully  in  accord  with  his  hopes,  and  are  showing  them¬ 
selves  to  be  ready  and  willing  to  follow  his  leadership 
in  the  spiritual  and  temporal  direction  of  these  hopes  of 
the  church.

Francis  Xavier  Church,  also  in  Brooklyn,  where  he 
began  his  clerical  life.  In  1919  he  became  pastor  of 
St.  John’s  Parish,  Central  Islip,  and  it  was  during  his 
pastorate  here  that  he  built  a  school  and  convent.  In 
February,  1925,  he  was  appointed  pastor  of  St.  Gerard’s 
Church,  Hollis,  Long  Island,  New  York.  This  assign¬ 
ment  was  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the 
beloved  pastor,  Father  Harley,  who  had  just  finished 
building  a  combination  church  and  school.

THOMAS  J.  TOWERS— Along  general  lines  of 
legal  advance,  Thomas  J.  Towers,  of  Jamaica,  has  won 
large  distinction  and  gratifying  success.

Ur.  Fisher’s  abilities  and  skill  have  received  their  due 
recognition  in  general  practice  in  the  medical  world  and 
from  the  general  public  in  Greater  New  York,  yet  is 
he  still  more  widely  known  and  appreciated  for  his 
special  and  particular  knowledge  of  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat  departments  of  medical  science,  and  in  which 
he  received  that  thorough  training  that  led  to  his  pres¬ 
ent  well-established  interests  therein.

He  subsequently  became 
associated  with  his  father  in  the  fishing  business,  and 


thus  followed  one  of  the  main  vocations  of  the  Tuthill 
family  on  Long  Island.  Leaving  that,  he  was  for  six 
years  identified  with  the  building  business,  and  in  1912 
formed  a  partnership  with  Herbert  Schellinger  and 
bought  out  the  hardware  business  of  August  Dunstaider. 
In  1919  Mr.  Tuthill  became  sole  proprietor,  and  has 
since  continued  this  business  under  his  own  name  in 
Richmond  Hill.  He  has  one  of  the  leading  stores, 
supplying  all  kinds  of  hardware  and  implements  in  this 
section  of  Long  Island.  Mr.  Tuthill  is  president  of  the 
Richmond  Hill  Board  of  Trade,  and  is  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  order  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  His  church  affiliation  is  the  Baptist. 

Mr.  Tuthill  married,  in  February,  1901,  Elizabeth 
Kuppfer,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Anton  Kuppfer. 


DR.  HARRY  CALVIN  CRAWFORD— The  entry 
of  the  United  States  into  the  World  War  at  the  side 
of  England,  France,  Italy,  and  other  associated  powers, 
the  Allies,  put  our  nation  which  as  a  democratic  republic 
is  primarily  a  nation  of  workers,  traders,  cultivators  of 
art,  science,  invention,  and  the  arts  of  peace  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  ward  off  the  blow  which  the  monarchial  and 
reactionary  powers  of  Europe  had  aimed  at  liberty  and 
democracy  the  world  over. 

It  had  for  the  time  being  temporarily  converted  itself 
into  a  big  fighting  machine  consisting  of  men,  beasts 
and  inanimate  things.  The  latter  had  to  be  produced, 
assembled,  tested  and  dispatched  to  the  theatre  of  war 
with  lightning  rapidity,  the  men  had  to  be  selected, 
drilled,  housed,  clothed,  fed,  medically  cared  for  and 
sent  across  the  sea  to  camps,  military  bases  and  to  the 
fighting  line.  But  the  beasts,  most  of  them  horses  and 
mules  had  to  be  dealt  with  and  put  under  the  special 
care  and  protection  of  the  Veterinary  Corps  of  the 
United  States  Army  and  to  be  nursed  back  to  health  in 
veterinary  hospital  camps. 

Among  the  veterinary  surgeons  of  America  who  ren¬ 
dered  national  service  to  his  country  by  joining  tire 
Veterinary  Corps  was  Dr.  Harry  Calvin  Crawford,  a 
native  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  born  on 
November  21,  1885,  a  son  of  Col.  John  G.  Crawford,  a 
native  of  Oakham.  Massachusetts,  a  lawyer,  and  Mary 
(Harrington)  Crawford,  who  was  born  at  Worcester, 
Massachusetts.  Dr.  Crawford  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire,  and  having  completed  his  preliminary  stud¬ 
ies  entered  the  School  of  Veterinary  Medicine  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  as  a  student  and  after  pass¬ 
ing  all  the  prescribed  courses,  academical  exercises  and 
examinations,  took  in  1909.  the  degree  of  a  doctor  of 
veterinary  medicine.  He  started  his  veterinary  practice 
in  the  same  year  in  New  York  City,  and  continued 
there  till  1921,  when  he  moved  to  Jamaica,  Long  Island. 
During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Crawford  served  like  other 
members  of  his  profession  in  the  veterinary  corps  of  the 
United  States  Army  and  had  charge  of  veterinary  camp 
hospitals.  In  politics  Dr.  Crawford  is  not  a  member 
of  any  political  party  but  votes  independently,  and  in 
religion  he  is  an  undenominational  Christian.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association. 

On  June  27,  1918,  he  married  at  New  York  City, 
Freda  Meyer,  who  is  a  native  of  Saxony,  where  she  was 
born  on  December  9,  1885. 
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CLIFFORD  B.  MARSHALL— In  legal  circles  in 
Jamaica,  Long  Island,  Clifford  B.  Marshall  holds  a 
promising  position,  and  as  one  of  the  forward  looking 
men  of  the  day  his  world  is  expecting  much  of  the 
future.  A  veteran  of  the  World  War  and  well  known 
in  fraternal  circles,  Mr.  Marshall  is  thoroughly  repre¬ 
sentative  of  present  day  progress  in  America.  He  is 
a  son  of  George  and  Myra  T.  (Barker)  Marshall,  both 
born  in  Brooklyn,  his  father,  who  was  a  leading  con¬ 
tractor  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  is  now  deceased. 

Clifford  B.  Marshall  was  born  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island, 
October  20,  1S96.  His  education  was  begun  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  his  birthplace  and  later  attending  the 
Jamaica  High  School  he  early  made  his  choice  of  a  pro¬ 
fession,  and  took  up  his  studies  at  the  Brooklyn  Law 
School.  He  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1918,  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  the  same  in¬ 
stitution  conferred  upon  him  in  1922  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Laws.  Admitted  to  the  bar  of  his  native 
State  on  November  21,  1919,  following  his  return 

from  military  service,  Mr.  Marshall  entered  practice  in 
an  independent  way  in  Jamaica  his  office  being  in  The 
Bank  of  Manhattan  Building,  Jamaica.  He  has  since 
gone  forward  with  marked  success  and  now  holds  an 
assured  position  in  his  chosen  profession.  He  handles 
a  general  legal  practice.  An  Independent  in  political 
conviction,  Mr.  Marshall  lias  never  thus  far  accepted 
public  responsibilities  of  a  political  nature,  but  in  the 
activities  of  the  World  War  he  bore  a  noteworthy  part. 
He  served  in  France  for  many  months  as  a  member  of 
Company  A,  303d  Battalion,  Heavy  Tank  Corps.  Fra¬ 
ternally'  he  is  affiliated  with  Woodhull  Lodge,  No.  9S2, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons ;  and  the  Theta  Phi  Law 
Fraternity;  he  is  also  on  the  Jamaica  Real  Estate  Board. 
He  is  a  member  of  First  Church  of  Christ  Scientist, 
Jamaica. 


DR.  HENRY  A.  REISMAN — A  New  Yorker  by 
birth,  who  studied  science  and  medicine  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  for  his  post-graduate  studies  returned  to  his 
native  city,  where  he  now  conducts  a  successful  medical 
practice  is  Dr.  Henry  A.  Reismnn,  who  was  born  April 
•r,  1898,  at  New  York  City,  a  son  of  Jacob  Reisman,  a 
merchant,  and  Sophia  (Grohman)  Reisman,  both  living 
in  Jamaica,  Long  Island.  Dr.  Reisman  received  his 
preliminary  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
his  native  city,  and  then  entered  the  famous  Jeffer¬ 
son  Medical  College  at  Philadelphia,  as  an  under¬ 
graduate  studying  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
which  he  obtained  in  1920,  and  for  the  professional  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  which  was  conferred  upon 
him  in  1922.  After  completing  his  medical  studies  he 
practised  for  some  time  as  an  interne  in  the  Williard 
Packer,  St.  John’s  and  the  Post-graduate  hospitals, 
which  greatly  added  to  his  knowledge  of  medicine  and 
surgery.  In  January,  1923,  he  started  at  Jamaica,  Long 
Island,  a  general  medical  practice  which  he  has  con¬ 
tinued  with  marked  success  up  to  the  present  time.  In 
politics  Dr.  Reisman  is  an  Independent.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Jewish  faith  and  attendant  of  the  Synagogue, 
Temple  Israel,  Jamaica.  His  internal  and  other  asso¬ 
ciations  include  membership  of  the  local  lodge  of  the 


Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  the  ?v. 
and  County  Medical  Association;  and  the  Americi- 
Medical  Association. 


MAJOR  JAMES  CATING-A  gallant  officer  of  • 
Civil  War,  serving  in  the  Union  Army,  and  one  who  re¬ 
ceived  high  encomiums  from  his  superior  officers  as  to  • 
ability  and  action,  followed  by  promotions  until  he  attair.r- 
his  high  office  of  major,  James  Cating,  deceased,  was  a! 
a  successful  manufacturer,  building  up  a  splendid  org-.r.- 
ization  under  the  disadvantages  of  physical  afflict; 
sustained  during  his  service  to  his  country.  A  man  . ; 
splendid  character,  straightforward  and  staunch,  ; 
courage  and  endurance,  as  weil  as  his  ability,  won  :  - 
him  the  esteem  and  regard  of  his  community,  and  wh  n 
he  passed  on  he  left  to  his  son  the  legacy'  of  his  work 
and  his  deeds,  and  a  name  redolent  of  high  honor. 

Major  James  Cating  was  born  January  1,  1840,  :r. 
Brooklyn,  New  York.  He  received  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  city',  and  while  still  a  b-  . 
entered  the  employ  of  John  Redell,  of  Jersey  City,  in  tre 
rope  works,  to  learn  the  trade,  and  was  so  engaged  when 
the  Civil  War  broke  out.  At  the  first  call  for  troops  he 
entered  the  service,  April  26,  1861,  in  Company  H,  com¬ 
manded  by  Captain  Garret  D.  Van  Ripen,  who  subse¬ 
quently  became  mayor  of  Jersey  City,  and  attached  to  the 
2d  Regiment  of  New  Jersey  Volunteers,  and  served  nr.: 
the  expiration  of  the  three-month  term  of  service.  Or. 
September  9,  1S61,  he  reentered  the  service  with  Compar..- 
B,  Captain  Frank  B.  Nettler,  of  the  6th  New  York  Cav¬ 
alry,  as  a  private,  was  promoted  to  sergeant,  and  spem 
some  weeks  drilling  his  company,  and  then  participate : 
in  the  engagements  at  Rappahannock  River,  Staffer  1 
Court  House,  Acquia  Creek,  Antietam  and  Fredericks¬ 
burg.  His  distinguished  gallantry  during  these  eng; 
ments  caused  him  to  be  honorably  mentioned  by  his 
perior  officers,  and  he  was  promoted  during  the  same 
year  to  the  ranks  of  second  lieutenant  and  first  lieuten¬ 
ant.  He  was  absent  from  his  regiment  during  much  or 
the  time  on  detached  service,  at  different  period?  bein’ 
on  the  staffs  of  Generals  Pleasanton,  Buford,  FitzhuF 
Devine  and  Lepier,  and  while  serving  on  the  staff  c : 
General  Pleasanton  he  was  associated  with  Colonel  Cu¬ 
ter,  afterwards  general,  whose  friendship  Mr.  Carin’ 
enjoy'ed  up  until  the  time  of  the  former’s  death.  In 
1863  he  participated  in  the  battles  of  Chancellorsvi  : 
Beverly  Ford,  Aldie,  Nyperville,  Middleburg,  Gettys¬ 
burg,  Williamsport,  Boonsboro,  Beaver  Creek,  Hagers¬ 
town,  Falling  Waters,  and  also  at  New  Market,  Beak  r 
Germania  Ford,  battle  of  the  Wilderness,  Mine  Run.  a* 
other  engagements,  among  them  Gordonviile,  Deep  B  t- 
tom  and  Ream’s  Station,  in  1864.  In  August,  1864.  b 
was  detailed  as  aide-de-camp  to  Brigadier-General  Bo¬ 
vine,  commanding  the  2d  Brigade,  1st  Colored  Divisi  - 
and  took  part  in  several  important  engagements;  on  Sep¬ 
tember  28  he  was  ordered  by  Generals  Merritt  and  Dev 
to  carry  dispatches  to  the  18th  Regiment,  New  Ycr< 
Dragoons,  commanded  by  Colonel  Gibbs ;  then  on  rece"- 
naisance;  he  was  attacked  by  rebels,  and  after  a  ho*  y 
contested  hand-to-hand  fight,  was  severely  wounded, 
and  his  horse  was  shot  under  him;  both  of  his  order!  - 
were  killed,  and  he  and  his  men  were  captured  and  take- 
to  Richmond,  Virginia.  He  was  confined  tor  severe 
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weeks  in  Libby  Prison,  and  after  being  exchanged,  was 
KtU  to  the  hospital  at  Annapolis,  Maryland.  He  subse- 
cucntly  joined  his  command,  and  participated  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  important  engagements  during  1865.  At  the 
battle  of  Five  Forks,  in  command,  General  Merritt,  of 
the  lead  horses  of  the  cavalry  corps,  a  most  important 
and  responsible  position,  while  making  observations  in 
front  of  the  enemy,  he  observed  a  regiment  of  raw  troops 
in  retreat,  and  while  trying  to  rally  them  and  prevent 
the  lines  from  being  broken,  he  was  wounded  by  a  ball 
striking  his  ankle.  It  was  then  about  midday  and  he 
continued  on  duty  until  the  late  afternoon,  when  he 
was  removed  to  the  hospital,  and  was  absent  from  duty 
for  several  weeks.  During  this  time  he  received  the 
appointment  of  brevet  major  of  the  United  States  Vol¬ 
unteers,  and  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  Company 
C,  2d  Brigade,  New  York  Cavalry,  stationed  at  Louis¬ 
ville,  Kentucky.  He  was  made  chief  of  staff  under 
General  Lepier,  and  appointed  inspector  of  cavalry  for 
the  department  of  Kentucky.  He  remained  here  until 
mustered  out  of  the  service.  He  subsequently  applied 
for  a  position  in  the  regular  army,  and  a  few  of  the  tes¬ 
timonials  herewith  quoted  display  the  high  appreciation 
in  which  he  was  held  by  his  superior  officers : 

I  have  known  Major  Gating-  for  several  years.  He 
proved  himself  a  most  gallant  and  efficient  officer, 
and  is  entitled  to  consideration  and  favor  of  the 
Government.

Brovet  Major  James  Caring-  served  under  my  com¬ 
mand  from  his  entry  into  service,  June,  1801,  to  the 
rlose  of  the  war.  He  served  for  two  years  on  my  staff. 
tVas  known  as  one  of  the  most  gallant  and  efficient 
officers  in  the  cavalry  corps,  and  was  twice  severely 
wounded.  It  was  on  my  recommendation  he  was  suc¬ 
cessively  promoted,  and  I  now  respectfully  and  ear¬ 
nestly  recommend  that  he  be  commissioned  in  the 
cavalry  service  if  he  desires  to  enter  the  army,  and  I 
know  his  appointment  will  be  to  the  interest  of  the 
service.  THOS.  C.  DEVINE, 

Brevet  Brigadier-General  United  States  Army, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Sth  Cavalry. 

Immediately  upon  retiring  from  military  life,  Major 
Cating  came  to  Maspeth,  and  in  spite  of  the  suffering  that 
he  endured  through  the  many  following  years,  up  until 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  worked  courageously,  and  es¬ 
tablished  himself  in  the  rope  industry,  his  rope  works 
being  to-day  at  the  original  location  where  he  started. 
The  business  was  begun  in  a  small  way  in  1S66,  but  it 
grew  rapidly,  and  it  is  to-day  the  only  one  of  its  kind 
in  the  borough  of  Queens,  and  employs  about  sixty 
I>eople.  The  concern  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
all  kinds  of  manila  and  sisal  rope,  and  Major  Cating, 
who  was  active  up  until  his  demise,  built  up  the  business, 
which  is  to-day  carried  forward  by  his  son,  William  B. 
Cating,  who  took  it  over  after  his  father's  death,  Feb¬ 
ruary  5,  1893,  at  Maspeth.  Major  Cating  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  in  his  politics,  and  while  active  in  his  party,  never 
wished  for  office.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  Miz- 
pah  Lodge,  No.  73S,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  the 
Royal  Arcanum;  and  was  a  member  of  Mansfield  Post, 
No.  35,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  and  of  the  Military 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion. 

Major  James  Cating  married,  in  1864,  in  New  York 
City,  Kate  L.  Finlay,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  five 
children:  1.  William  B.,  a  biography  of  whom  follows. 


2.  Kate  L.  3.  Amelia.  4.  James,  deceased.  5.  Gertrude, 
deceased. 

A  man  of  high  spiritual  qualities,  embodying  daring, 
courage  and  endurance,  with  a  far-seeing  vision,  good 
judgment  and  business  acumen,  Major  Cating  "was  suc¬ 
cessful  in  his  career  as  a  soldier  and  as  a  business  man, 
and  the  character  that  he  developed  through  his  long 
years  of  life  and  work  not  only  endeared  him  to  all  who 
knew  him,  but  won  for  him  the  honored  esteem  of  all 
who  knew  of  him.  He  has  left  behind  a  name  that  is 
richly-  endowed  with  the  virtues  for  which  the  young  of 
the  present  generation  are  striving. 


WILLIAM  B.  CATING — At  the  early  age  of 
twenty-two  years  William  B.  Cating  became  a  master 
builder  and  proprietor  of  his  own  business  at  Maspeth, 
Long  Island,  and  six  years  later  he  assumed  control  of 
the  rope  business  established  by  his  father  nearly  sixty 
years  ago,  and  which,  through  his  death,  was  bequeathed 
to  his  son,  who  is  now  sole  proprietor  of  the  Cating  Rope 
Works.  The  death  of  the  father  -was  the  result  of  in¬ 
juries  received  in  battle  during  the  Civil  War,  when  his 
horse  fell  upon  him,  and  both  were  shot,  and  he  was 
taken  prisoner.  The  father  left  a  splendid  legacy  of 
precious  memory  and  a  firmly  established  business  for 
his  son  to  treasure  and  to  build  upon,  and  his  passing  was 
the  culmination  of  many  years  of  suffering,  endured 
bravely  and  courageously,  while  he  built  up  the  well- 
known  firm  above  mentioned. 

William  B.  Cating  was  born  May  19,  1868,-  at  Maspeth, 
Long  Island,  the  son  of  Major  James  and  Kate  L. 
(Finlay)  Cating  (see  preceding  biography).  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  attending  School  No.  18,  and  on  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  his  studies,  went  to  work  for  his  father  in  the 
rope  works,  where  he  remained  for  two  years,  learning 
the  foundation  of  the  workings  of  the  concern.  He  then 
went  with  Travers’  Brothers,  of  New  York  City,  in  the 
rope  and  twine  business,  and  remained  with  them  for 
three  years,  and  making  a  departure  then,  he  became 
associated  with  Dayton  &•  Oaklcv,  carpenters  and  build¬ 
ers  at  Maspeth,  remaining  with  them  for  two  years, 
learning  the  trade.  He  then  started  in  business  for 
himself  at  Maspeth.  remaining  at  it  for  two  years,  and 
was  making  good  progress  when  his  father’s  illness, 
brought  on  again  by  his  war  wounds,  compelled  him  to 
take  up  the  duties  that  his  father  was  forced  to  abandon, 
and  he  took  over  the  operations  of  the  rope  works.  On 
the  death  of  his  father  the  Cating  Rope  Works  were 
bequeathed  to  the  son,  and  Mr.  Cating  has  been  in 
charge  of  them  ever  since,  and  has  done  much  to  de¬ 
velop  them  along  progressive  lines.  He  is  a  stockholder 
in  the  Manufacturers’  Trust  Company;  is  a  member  of 
Elmhurst  Lodge,  No.  878,  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks ;  is  a  Republican  in  his  politics ;  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  borough  of 
Queens;  also  of  the  Maspeth  Board  of  Trade;  belongs 
to  the  Jackson  Heights  Golf  Club;  and  in  his  religious 
connection  is  a  member  of  St.  Joan  d’Arc  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  of  Jackson  Heights. 

William  B.  Cating  married,  April  2S,  1904,  at  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Long  Island,  Agnes  J.  Clark,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  two  children:  Rita  A.  and  William  C. 
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ISAAC  E.  EDELMAN,  M.  D.— With  a  thorough 
application  and  an  energy  characteristic  of  his  methods 
while  in  training,  at  hospital,  and  in  the  first  years  of 
his  career,  Dr.  Edelman  pursues  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  at  Woodhaven  where  he  maintains  offices  of  the 
most  approved  up-to-date  style  and  equipment.  Of  dis¬ 
position  sympathetic  and  genial,  and  with  a  mind  open 
to  every  feature  of  the  advancement  of  the  theory  and 
practice  of  medicine,  he  has  won  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  a  large  circle  of  friends.  He  is  a  son  of 
Samuel  Edelman,  a  retired  cloak  and  suit  manufacturer, 
and  of  Annie  (Levy)  Edelman. 

Isaac  E.  Edelman,  M.  D.,  was  horn  August  22,  1897, 
at  Brooklyn,  and  received  his  preliminary  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  birthplace,  afterwards  taking 
the  college  course  at  Columbia  University.  Preparatory 
to  his  career,  he  graduated  from  Long  Island  Medical 
College,  with  the  class  of  1921,  receiving  his  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  then  interned  at  both  the 
Memorial  Plospital  of  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  and  the 
Kingston  Avenue  Hospital,  for  Contagious  Diseases. 
Dr.  Edelman  began  his  practice  at  Richmond  Hill,  in 
1922,  where  he  continues  to  the  present;  he  is  also  as¬ 
sociated  with  Jamaica  Hospital;  and  is  a  members  of 
both  State  and  County  Medical  societies.  Dr.  Edelman 
had  two  brothers  who  answered  the  call,  when  our  coun¬ 
ty  was  sending  men  across ;  they  both  served  in  the 
United  States  Forces. 


CLINTON  F.  BALL — The  world-university  train¬ 
ing  secured  from  association  with  the  public  press,  and 
the  liberal  insight  into  the  trend  of  the  times  and  affairs 
gained  in  the  newspaper  realm,  have  occupied  the  life¬ 
long  interest  and  attention  of  Mr.  Ball,  the  editor  and 
proprietor  of  the  “Queens  Review”  and  of  the  “Floral 
Park  Review,”  at  Queens,  Long  Island;  and  the  gather¬ 
ing-in  and  the  dissemination  of  the  news  of  a  generation 
Has  been  the  source  and  the  theme  of  his  greatest  activ¬ 
ity.  Mr.  Ball  has  enjoyed  the  enviable  opportunity  of 
the  all-round  reportorial  assignment  in  a  massive  news¬ 
paper  field  like  New  York  City,  and  graduating  through 
so  thorough  a  course  upon  leading  journals,  his  experi¬ 
ence  finds  happy  expression  to-day  at  his  own  editorial 
desk.  He  is  a  sou  of  Allred  Ball,  who  was  born  in 
England,  and  who  is  now  retired  from  active  work,  and 
of  Charlotte  (Watson)  Ball,  who  also  is  a  native  of 
England. 

Clinton  F.  Ball  was  Lorn  in  Rutherford,  New  Jersey, 
November  12,  1892,  and  received  his  early  education  at 
the  public  and  high  schools  at  Richmond  Hill.  There¬ 
after,  in  special  preparation  for  his  life-work,  he  ma¬ 
triculated  at  Eaton  College,  in  England,  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  a  general  course  with  the  class  of  1911.  Mr. 
Ball  made  his  earliest  start  in  the  newspaper  business  in 
1908,  and  he  served  in  general  newspaper  work  on  vari¬ 
ous  newspapers  in  New  York  City,  notably  as  reporter 
with  the  “Tribune,”  the  "Post,”  the  “Sun”  and  the 
“Globe.”

practice.  Added  to  his  attainments  in  training  c 
experience,  which  is  inclusive  of  his  service  in  t 
World  War,  Dr.  Dillon  has  a  personality  that  has  w 
many  friends;  and  his  affiliation  with  medical  and  ct 
societies  is  indicative  of  his  popularity. 

A  son  of  Harvey  Dillon,  a  merchant  tailor,  and  Am. 
Dillon,  Dr.  Samuel  Dillon  was  born  in  April,  1S96,  -

National  Bank  of  Far  Rockaway.  Long  Island,  she" 
after  his  graduation  from  law  school,  went  to  the  defe" 
of  the  Allies  in  the  World  War  having  been  a  mem. 
of  the  96th  Squadron,  United  States  Air  Force;  and  v 
also  attached  for  part  of  the  war  period  to  the  Han  . 
Paige  Aircraft  Division.  His  legal  training  was  go' 
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extended  practice  in  a  law  office,  but  it  has  stood  him 
in  excellent  stead  in  his  calling  as  a  banker,  now  an 
officer  and  formerly  an  occupant  of  minor  but  ascend¬ 
ing  positions  in  the  Far  Rockaway  Bank. 

Mr.  Hcyson  is  the  son  of  Harry  G.  and  Ida  (Sul¬ 
livan)  Heyson,  his  father  having  been  a  banker.  The 
son  was  born  in  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  November  8, 
1S91.  The  family  removed  to  Far  Rockaway  and  he 
attended  the  public  schools  of  that  village,  and  entered 
the  Bingham  Military  School  at  Asheville,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  he  was  prepared  for  college.  He  entered 
New  York  University,  studied  law,  commerce  and 
finance,  and  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1916.  During 
his  college  years  he  was  connected  with  the  National 
Bank  of  Far  Rockaway  in  the  capacity  of  clerk  and 
teller  for  a  period  of  about  two  years.

RAYE  P.  WOODIN — The  satisfaction  of  having 
been  an  active  factor  in  the  building  up  of  a  leading 
business  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  belongs  to  Mr.  Woodin, 
who,  during  the  nearly  two  decades  in  which  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company, 
has  officially  cooperated  in  its  remarkable  prosperity. 
The  note  of  progress  that  had  been  sounded  in  the  com¬ 
pany’s  affairs  at  just  about  the  time  when  he  joined  in 
with  its  interests,  in  1905,  has  gradually  proven  a  trum¬ 
pet  call  to  the  various  energies  of  the  concern,  whose 
enterprise  along  all  lines  is  unflagging  to-day.  Mr.

Raye  P.  Woodin  was  born  in  Hillsdale,  Columbia 
Count}',  New  York,  February  29,  1876,  and  the  family 
afterwards  removing  to  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  he 
received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  that  State, 
and  also  at  Williams  College,  Williamstown,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  graduating  there  with  the  class  of  1898.  Upon 


graduation  he  taught  school  for  one  year  in  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  he  then  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Charles 
Giddings  for  about  three  and  one-half  years.  Upon  his 
admission  to  practice  at  the  bar  in  1903,  he  received  the 
appointment  of  clerk  of  the  district  of  Southern  Berk¬ 
shire,  which  clerkship  he  held  until  the  year  1905.  It  was 
then  that  he  went  to  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  as  examiner 
for  the  Jamaica  branch  of  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust 
Company,  at  a  time  when  the  company  had  but  thirty- 
five  employees  on  its  payrolls  there.  There  are  four 
hundred  and  twenty  at  the  present  time,  and  branch 
offices  have  been  established  at  both  Long  Island  City 
and  Mineola,  C.  S.  Wright  being  the  manager  of  the 
branch  at  Mineola.  Mr.  Woodin  received  appointment 
as  assistant  manager  at  Jamaica  in  1907,  and  as  manager 
in  1919,  and  in  1922  he  was  made  vice-president  in 
charge  of  the  Jamaica  branch.  And  here,  a  brief  survey 
of  the  history  of  the  branch  will  be  in  place. 

In  or  about  the  year  1889,  this  section  of  the  business 
of  the  trust  company  was  started  by  Charles  E.  Russell, 
who  came  from  Brooklyn  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  Rus¬ 
sell  eventually  became  the  head  of  this  branch,  and  is  now 
counsel  for  the  company  at  Jamaica,  and  a  member  of 
the  board  of  council  for  the  entire  company.  At  the 
beginning  of  activities  here  a  single  room  was  deemed 
sufficient  for  all  the  business  purposes  of  the  branch,  that 
room  being  located  in  the  building  where  now  stands  the 
structure  of  the  Lawyers  Mortgage  Company.  With  the 
increase  of  the  company’s  Jamaica  interests,  during  the 
years  1903  and  11904,  the  property  at  No.  354  Fulton 
Street  was  purchased,  and  in  1906  a  building  was  erected 
and  the  business  installed  there  the  same  year,  with  the 
opening  of  the  banking  department,  and  with  Robson  E. 
Low  at  its  head.  Frank  E.  Hurley,  then  chief  of  the 
closing  department  at  Brooklyn,  was  given  the  business 
management  of  the  Jamaica  office,  and  eventually  that  of 
general  manager.  Mr.  Hurley  remained  here  until  1919, 
the  year  that  Mr.  Woodin  was  appointed  manager;  then, 
in  sequence,  as  assistant  managers,  came  P.  C.  Robertson, 
W.  Goodenough  and  Douglas  McKee.  Howard  L. 
Ketcham  was  appointed  manager  of  the  banking  depart¬ 
ment  in  1921.  It  was  in  May,  1023,  that  the  new  build¬ 
ing,  devoted  to  the  specific  purposes  of  title  work  and 
banking,  was  opened  at  No.  354  Fulton  Street,  which 
structure  possesses  a  safe  deposit  vault  of  present-hour 
construction,  and  with  fireproof  vaults  for  the  storage 
of  title  papers  and  related  valuables. 

Mr.  Woodin  supports  with  his  vote  the  Republican 
ticket;  his  fraternal  affiliations  are  with  the  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons;  and  his  religious  fellowship  is  with 
the  Congregational  Church. 

DR.  DAVID  S.  HERMAN — A  thorough  study  of 
the  so-called  pre-medical  sciences,  that  is,  physics,  chem¬ 
istry  and  biology  as  applied  to  the  theory  and  practice 
of  medicine  has  for  some  time  past  been  recognized  as 
an  essential  and  indispensable  pre-requisite  of  an  in¬ 
telligent  and  thorough  grasp  of  the  medical  subjects 
proper,  of  anatomy,  physiology,  therapeutics,  and  as 
time  goes  on  increasing  stress  is  being  laid  on  the  im¬ 
portance  of  these  preliminary  studies.  Many  State 
Boards,  above  all  that  of  New  York  State,  will  on  no 
condition  issue  a  license  to  a  medical  man  permitting 
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him  to  engage  in  legitimate  practice  within  the  territory 
of  the  State  unless  he  can  furnish  proof  of  having  not 
only  studied  and  assimilated  the  medical  sciences  and 
acquired  the  practical  skill  of  a  surgeon  and  physician, 
but  also  had  a  thorough  scientific  grounding  in  these 
introductory  studies.  Dr.  David  S.  Herman  before 
taking  up  the  study  of  medicine  not  only  attended  to 
lectures  and  pursued  studies  in  these  sciences  but  ob¬ 
tained  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  the  same 
institution  of  learning  who  later  conferred  upon  him 
the  diploma  and  standing  of  a  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

Dr.  Herman  is  a  native  of  New  York  City,  where  he 
was  born,  October  22,  1S96,  as  a  son  of  Julius  Herman, 
a  builder,  and  Ida  (Gillman)  Herman,  who  are  both 
living  at  Richmond  Hill,  Long  Island.  Dr.  Herman  re¬ 
ceived  his  first  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools 
of  New  York  City,  and  attended  a  course  of  manual 
training  in  the  Polytechnic  Institute.  For  a  time  he 
served  as  an  assistant  in  the  Department  of  Bacteriology 
in  the  Hoagland  Laboratory  of  the  Long  Island  Medical 
School,  and  the  Department  of  Health,  New  York  City. 
He  then  entered  Columbia  University  as  a  student  of 
science  and  medicine,  and  in  1919  took  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  and  two  years  later  added  to  it  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  conferred  upon  him  by 
the  same  university.  After  this  he  pursued  post-gradu¬ 
ate  studies  and  acquired  practical  experience  at  the  bed¬ 
side  by  serving  as  an  interne  at  the  Kingston  Avenue 
Hospital  and  the  Manhattan  Maternity  Hospital  where 
he  accumulated  the  experience  so  necessary  to  the  general 
practitioner  who  is  often  called  to  intervene  in  urgent 
obstetrical  and  gynecological  cases.  After  relinquishing 
his  position  as  an  interne  in  the  hospital  he  started  a 
practice  of  his  own  in  Richmond  Hill,  Long  Island, 
which  he  has  continued  up  to  the  present  time  ( 1924) 
with  great  success.  His  fraternal  and  other  associa¬ 
tions  include  membership  of  the  Council  Lodge  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  Richmond  Hill;  of  the  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  the  Kings  County  Med¬ 
ical  Society;  the  Associated  Physicians  of  Long  Island; 
the  Brooklyn  Botanic  Garden;  and  the  Phi  Lambda 
Kappa  Fraternity,  having  been  the  first  President  of  its 
Columbia  University  Chapter.  At  the  present  time 
(1924)  he  is  the  President  of  the  Phi  Lambda  Kappa 
Alumni  Club  of  Newr  York  City. 


HENRY  CHARLES  FREY— In  legal  affairs  on 
Long  Island,  Henry  Charles  Frey  holds  noteworthy 
prominence,  and  his  interests  center  in  Jamaica.  Fie  is 
connected  with  financial  affairs  in  a  professional  way, 
and  in  various  branches  of  organized  endeavor  he  is  well 
known  in  this  section.  Alert  to  every  phase  of  com¬ 
munity  and  general  advance  and  always  progressive  in 
spirit,  Mr.  Frey  is  a  thoroughly  representative  and  uni¬ 
versally  esteemed  citizen. 

Henry  Charles  Frey  was  born  at  Buffalo,  New  York, 
August  22,  1882,  and  left  an  orphan  during  infancy. 
Receiving  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools,  he 
later  attended  Olean  High  School  at  Olean,  New  York, 
then  entered  Cornell  University,  where  he  covered  the 
liberal  arts  course,  graduating  from  that  institution  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1904;  Mr.  Frey  took

born  at  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frey 
are  the  parents  of  one  daughter:  Kathryn,  born  August 
10,  1912,  at  Jamaica. 


JARVIS  E.  SMITH — An  outstanding  figure  in  legal 
advance  of  Long  Island  to-day  is  Jarvis  E.  Smith,  whose 
offices  are  located  at  No.  360  Jamaica  Avenue,  and  whose 
influence  is  felt  in  legal  circles,  also  along  the  line  of  his 
specialty,  real  estate  law.  Mr.  Smith  has  risen  to  his 
present  prominence  through  his  own  energy  and  initiative, 
and  his  success  has  given  him  an  enviable  position  in 
present-day  advance.

and  the  like,  and  his  success  along  these  lines  have  given 
him  the  reputation  of  an  authority  in  real  estate,  law, 
and  technical  legal  actions.

DR.  CLIFFORD  F.  DOWKONTT —  No  matter 
how  excellent  the  teachers  of  a  medical  school,  how 
lavish  the  financial  endowments  from  public  or  private 
sources,  how  up-to-date  and  replete  with  the  most 
modern  apparatus,  the  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories 
and  how  high  the  intellectual  endowments,  the  intelli¬ 
gence  and  the  industry  of  the  students,  few  who  know 
actual  conditions  will  deny  the  truth  that  the  most  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  young  doctor’s  education  is  obtained 
not  before  but  after  he  gets  his  diploma  and  degree 
and  bids  a  temporary,  in  some  cases,  a  permanent  good¬ 
bye  to  his  text- bonks  and  other  scholastic  helps.  "What 
he  begins  to  realize  after  leaving  the  university  is  that 
medicine  is  really  more  of  an  art  than  a  science,  and  that 
like  other  arts  it  can  not  be  learned  out  of  books,  but 
by  constant  contact  with  practice,  with  actual  cases 
which  can  be  best  obtained  in  the  operating  theatres 
and  in  the  clinical  wards  of  well  organized  and  sci¬ 
entifically  conducted  hospitals.  Dr.  Clifford  F.  Dow- 
kontt,  who  conducts  a  successful  general  practice  at  No. 
19  Hardenbrook  Avenue,  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  very 
wisely  put  in  two  full  years  as  interne  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  in  which  period  he  had  abundant  opportunity 
for  a  practical  first  hand  study  of  all  diseases  of  an 
acute  and  chronic  character,  and  of  all  possible  emer¬ 
gency  cases  in  which  the  general  practitioner  might  be 
called  in  for  prompt  help  and  relief,  before  undertaking 
to  establish  a  practice  of  his  own. 

Dr.  Dowkontt  is  a  native  of  New  York  City,  where 
he  was  born  May  27,  1893,  the  son  of  Dr.  George  G. 
Dowkontt,  a  physician  in  New  York  City,  deceased; 
and  Mrs.  P'rances  (Fenius)  Dowkontt,  living.  Dr. 
Dowkontt  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
and  high  schools  of  his  native  city  and  graduated  as  a 
doctor  of  medicine  from  the  old  established  and  famous 
University  of  Yale,  where  he  had  been  for  years  attend¬ 
ing  lectures  on  medicine  and  surgery.  After  two  years 
of  post-graduate  practical  work  as  an  interne  of  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  he  started  a  practice  of  his  own  but 
remains  associated  with  the  Jamaica  Hospital  being  at¬ 
tached  to  the  outside  honorary  staff  of  that  institution. 
In  politics  Dr.  Dowkontt  is  an  Independent,  and  in 
religion  a  member  and  attendant  of  the  Congregational 
Church.  His  professional  associations  include  member¬ 


ship  of  the  Queen's  County  Medical  Society;  and  the 
Woodman’s  Camp,  being  a  physician  for  the  City  Camp. 


ERNEST  MacDONALD  MORRISON— The  law 
has  claimed  the  constructive  attention  of  Ernest  Mac¬ 
Donald  Morrison,  since  the  completion  of  his  educational 
preparation,  now  a  period  of  about  ten  years,  and  for 
the  past  three  years  active  in  Brooklyn.  His  work  gives 
clear  evidence  of  the  marked  ability  with  which  he  is 
endowed  and  equally  of  the  careful  attention  which  he 
gives  to  every  matter  entrusted  to  his  hands.  In  his 
progress  in  the  profession  he  lias  made  his  influence  felt 
in  a  very  practical  and  definite  way,  and  his  usefulness 
as  an  individual  and  as  a  citizen  parallels  his  professional 
prominence. 

Mr.  Morrison  is  a  member  of  an  old  family  of  Scot¬ 
land,  which  was  transplanted  a  few  generations  ago  to 
Canada,  where  the  family  was  established  at  Peterboro. 
William  John  Morrison,  father  of  Mr.  Morrison,  was 
born  in  Peterboro,  Canada,  and  died  in  1919,  at  the  age 
of  sixty  years,  in  Brooklyn.  A  man  of  pleasing  pres¬ 
ence  and  fine  initiative,  he  was  a  successful  promoter  of 
various  business  interests,  making  work  of  this  nature 
his  life  achievement.  The  mother,  Mary  A.  (Olmsted) 
Morrison,  was  born  at  Ancaster,  Wentworth  County, 
Ontario,  and  died  at  Toronto,  Canada,  in  1904,  at  the  age 
of  forty-eight  years.  Of  their  five  children  Mr.  Mor¬ 
rison  is  the  only  one  now  living. 

Ernest  MacDonald  Morrison  was  born  in  Toronto, 
Canada,  September  7,  1888,  and  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  his  birthplace.  Pie  was  for 
a  time  active  in  the  business  world,  then  took  the  regent’s 
examination  which  he  successfully  passed  and  entered 
Brooklyn  Law  School  of  Saint  Lawrence  University, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1912,  and  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1914,  he  has  since  been  active  in  practice  in 
an  independent  way,  and  from  1914  until  1921  maintained 
offices  at  No.  2  Rector  Street,  New  York  City.  In  May 
of  the  latter  year  Mr.  Morrison  established  his  present 
offices  at  No.  180  Montague  Street,  Brooklyn,  where  he 
has  developed  a  very  extensive  and  influential  clientele. 
Able  and  profoundly  informed  on  legal  procedure,  both 
past  and  present,  Mr.  Morrison  is  widely  sought  in  the 
capacity  of  counsel,  particularly  in  real  estate  matters  in 
which  he  specializes.  His  principal  activity  is  in  this 
field  and  in  the  Surrogate  Courts,  and  his  influence  is 
steadily  widening  and  growing.  Pie  is  now  numbered 
among  the  largely  successful  professional  men  of  the 
day,  and  his  work  will  unquestionably  carry  him  to 
greater  prominence. 

A  resident  of  Queens  Village,  Long  Island,  every 
branch  of  community  or  general  advance  holds  strong 
appeal  for  Mr.  Morrison,  and  his  efforts  for  local  prog¬ 
ress  are  well  directed  and  untiring.  Some  years  ago, 
observing  the  lack  of  a  suitable  structure  in  which  civic 
interests  might  center,  he  conceived  the  idea  of  erecting 
a  large  community  building  in  Queens  Village.  There 
was  no  theatre,  hall  or  other  place  of  entertainment 
where  young  or  old  might  gather  of  an  evening  or  holi¬ 
day/  With  the  wholly  commendable  initiative  of  the 
man  who,  seeing  a  public  duty  undone,  assumes  it,  Mr. 
Morrison  instituted  the  movement  which  has  resulted  in 
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the  erection  of  a  splendid,  spacious  building,  costing 
close  to  a  quarter  million  dollars,  as  a  community  home. 
It  is  about  150x150  in  ground  dimensions,  and  contains 
auditorium,  moving  picture  theatre,  lodge  room,  assem¬ 
bly  room,  bowling  alleys,  and  billiard  room;  four  stores 
and  four  office  suites  provide  a  means  of  permanent  in¬ 
come.  Mr.  Morrison  is  a  director  and  the  secretary  of 
the  corporation  which  has  been  formed  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  building  and  personally  has  entire  charge 
of  all  the  legal  affairs  of  the  company. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Morrison  served  on  the 
local  draft  board.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with 
Orion  Lodge,  No.  717  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of 
which  he  was  Master  during  the  years  1921  and  1922, 
and  now  carries  a  most  beautiful  diamond  and  solid  gold 
emblem  given  him  as  a  token  for  his  services.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  De  Witt  Clinton  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons;  Damascus  Commander)',  No.  58,  Knights 
Templar;  and  the  Queen  Masonic  Club.  He  attends  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  is  a  liberal  contributor  to  its 
benevolent  and  charitable  activities. 

Ernest  MacDonald  Morrison  married  in  Brooklyn,  on 
August  2 2,  1912,  Ruth  Ida  Penn,  who  was  born  in  Pat¬ 
erson,  New  Jersey,  daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
Caroline  (Evarts)  Penn,  both  now  deceased.  William 
Penn  was  descended  from  an  old  Penn  family  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morrison  are  the  parents  of  two 
sons:  William  Jolin,  bora  August  26,  1913;  and  Norman 
Edward. 


ISAAC  E.  GREENBERG,  M.  D.— As  Dr.  Green¬ 
berg  was  about  to  enter  upon  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession,  the  United  States  sided  with  the  Allies  in  the 
World  War,  and  he  enlisted  in  the  medical  corps  of 
the  1st  Army  Corps,  and  receiving  the.  commission  of 
lieutenant  went  overseas  attached  to  Evacuation  Hos¬ 
pital  No.  21,  and  was  promoted  to  captain.  He  gave 
valued  service  for  one  and  a  half  years,  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  in  1919  at  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  a  practitioner  at 
Rockaway  Beach,  Long  Island,  where  his  skill  as  a 
physician  and  surgeon  is  recognized  throughout  the 
section,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  staffs  of  two  hospitals. 

Dr.  Greenberg  is  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Rachel 
Greenberg,  and  was  born  in  New  York  City,  June  6, 
1893.  His  parents,  natives  of  Russia,  the  father  de¬ 
ceased,  were  for  many  years  residents  of  New  York 
City,  where  the  senior  Greenberg  was  a  dealer  in  cloaks 
and  suits.  The  son  Isaac  attended  the  New  York 
public  schools,  and  was  graduated  from  high  school 
into  Long  Island  College  Hospital,  whence  he  was 
graduated  in  the  class  of  1916  with  the  degree  of  M.  D. 
Fie  served  as  interne  at  Greenpoint  Hospital,  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  for  eighteen  months  and  in  the  Department 
of  Health  Plospital,  Kingston  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  for 
five  months.  In  1920  he  removed  to  Rockaway  Beach 
and  opened  an  office  there  for  the  general  practice  of 
medicine.  Fie  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the  staffs 
of  the  Rockaway  Beach,  and  St.  Joseph’s  hospitals, 
where  he  specializes  in  surgical  work. 

Dr.  Greenberg  is  a  Democrat  in  his  politics.  He  is  a 
member  of  Olympia  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
of  Far  Rockaway;  the  Knights  of  Pythias;  Modern 


Woodmen  of  the  World;  the  New  York  State  Medical 
Society;  Queens  County  Medical  Society;  and  Temple 
Israel,  Rockaway  Beach. 


ARTHUR  L.  LEE — By  the  peculiar  twist  of  a  kind¬ 
ly  fate  have  so  many  men  been  beckoned  to  notable  ca¬ 
reers;  on  some  little  incident  of  life  has  hinged  the  door 
of  opportunity  ready  to  the  grasp  of  him  who  has  the 
courage  to  swing  it  wide  and  enter;  with  the  election 
of  some  profession  or  the  entrance  upon  a  vocation  has 
come  “the  big  chance”  to  get  on  in  the  world  to  those 
who  have  yielded  to  the  urge  within  them,  yet,  despite 
the  growing  frequency  of  such  happy  turns  of  events  in 
America — “The  Land  of  Opportunity” — one  never  tires 
of  hearing  of  those  courageous  persons,  or  of  those 
beneficiaries  of  the  kindly  fates,  who  have  risen  to  lofty 
pinnacles  in  the  careers  in  which  their  lot  has  been  cast. 

Some  forty  years  ago  there  was  born  of  old  Colonial 
parentage  in  New  Britain,  Connecticut,  a  boy  of  the 
name  of  Arthur  L.  Lee.  By  a  chain  of  events,  which 
now  in  the  correct  perspective  are  seen  to  have  been  links 
forged  by  or  for  him  to  bind  him  to  the  great  task  for 
which  he  is  eminently  fitted  by  nature  and  training,  he 
has  arrived  at  the  highly  important  post  of  managing 
director  of  the  hotels  McAlpin  and  Martinique  of  New 
York  City,  operating,  probably  the  largest  hotel  invest¬ 
ment  in  a  single  company  in  the  world,  and  embracing 
a  capital  investment  of  more  than  twenty-six  millions 
of  dollars.  Thousands  upon  thousands  of  exacting  hotel 
partons — regulars  and  transients — have  come  to  link  the 
name  of  Mr.  Lee  inseparably  with  those  of  the  great 
hostelrics  over  whose  destinies  he  presides.  Perhaps  no 
other  man  in  the  world  has  such  a  wide  acquaintance — 
both  intimate  and  more  distantly  related — as  he.  In  fact, 
with  the  vast  majority  of  those  who  live,  for  longer  or 
shorter  periods,  at  the  McAlpin  or  the  Martinique,  Mr. 
Lee’s  name  is  synonymous  for  those  of  the  two  hotels. 
His  contact  with  the  traveling  public  cannot  be  valued 
in  terms  of  dollars;  it  is  of  a  nature  and  a  quality  that 
elevates  it  above  the  merely  commercial  appraisal  to  the 
plane  of  friendship,  bespeaking  volumes  for  the  service 
that  binds  together  a  satisfied  clientele,  the  medium  by 
which  the  public  is  given  satisfaction  and  the  genius  who 
provides  in  large  measure  the  elements  that  go  to  make 
up  the  measure  of  the  hotels’  good  will. 

Mr.  Lee’s  early  boyhood  was  spent  in  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania.  Now  approach  the  events  which  have 
marked  his  career  to  the  present  time.  In  1900  he  came 
to  New  York  City.  In  1903  he  married  Emma  Lola 
Palmer,  a  daughter  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  of  Pitts¬ 
burgh.  Mr.  Lee  became  an  assiduous  student  of  ac¬ 
countancy,  having  elected  that  profession  for  his  life 
work — as  he  then  sincerely  believed.  He  became  a  certi¬ 
fied  public  accountant;  and  he  also  has  the  degree  of 
Chartered  Registered  Accountant  to  Great  Britain.  He 
specialized  in  the  hotel  industry  as  an  accountant,  and  is 
the  inventor  of  a  special  system  of  accounting  for  hotel 
use,  known  as  the  Lee  Ledger  Patent,  which  has  been 
installed  in  many  of  the  larger  hotels  of  the  United 
States. 

Mr.  Lee  was  the  accounting  director  of  the  famous  old 
Knickerbocker  Flotel  and  manager  of  the  Catskill  Moun¬ 
tain  Flouse.  He  installed  his  system  in  the  Hotel 
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Sfc Alpin  at  the  time  of  its  opening  in  1912,  which  then 
was  the  largest  hotel  in  the  world,  and  he  was  its  account¬ 
ing  director  for  a  number  of  years. 

At  the  time  the  Boomer-Dupont  hotel  chain  was 
formed  Mr.  Lee  was  made  one  of  its  executives,  and  was 
accounting  director-in-chief  over  all  its  property,  which 
embraced  the  Waldorf,  McAlpin  and  Martinique,  the 
Claridge  and  Woodstock  hotels,  the  Fifth  Avenue  Res¬ 
taurant,  the  Yates  Restaurant,  the  Cafe  Saver  in,  the 
Tiffin  Products  and  Louis  Sherry’s  Restaurant  in  New 
York  City,  the  Bellevue-Stratford  in  Philadelphia,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  the  New  Willard  in  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia.  When  the  McAlpin  and  Martinique  hotels 
withdrew  from  the  Boomer-Dupont  chain,  Mr.  Lee  re¬ 
signed  from  the  corporation  and  assumed  the  managing 
directorship  of  the  hotels  McAlpin  and  Martinique. 

In  1911  Mr.  Lee  removed  with  his  family  to  Long 
Island,  where  he  built  a  home  on  Normal  Road.  Fie 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  erection  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Jamaica,  being  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  and  treasurer  of  the  building  fund.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lee  are  both  active  in  hospital  work,  and  they  are 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Jamaica  Hos¬ 
pital.  The  new  Jamaica  Hospital,  which  recently  was 
built,  was  constructed,  equipped  and  completely  furnished 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Lee,  who  was  chairman  of 
the  construction  committee. 

Mr.  Lee  is  a  member  of  all  the  branches  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  being  in  the  Grand  Commandery 
of  Knights  Templar  of  New  York  State.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Rotary,  Kiwanis  and  Explorers’  clubs  of  New 
York,  the  Jamaica  Club  of  Jamaica,  and  of  the  Belle- 
claire  Golf  and  Country  Club,  of  which  he  has  been 
treasurer  since  its  organization.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Sons  of  the  Revolution,  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  and  of  the  New  York  State  and  the  New 
York  City  Hotel  associations. 

Mr.  Lee’s  summer  home,  “Idlewood,”  is  located  in  the 
heart  of  the  Adirondacks,  on  Fourth  Lake.  He  is  also 
the  owner  of  a  large  olive  grove  in  California,  which  is 
situated  in  the  celebrated  Maywood  olive  section.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lee  have  one  son,  Arthur  L.  Lee,  Jr.,  who  is  a 
student  at  St.  John’s  Military  Academy  in  New  York. 


HARRY  SPITZ,  M.  D. — Among  the  younger  phy¬ 
sicians  of  Long  Island  who  are  taking  rank  with  those 
who  by  zeal  and  skill  are  gradually  broadening  out  in 
the  field  of  their  profession,  Dr.  Spitz  has  laid  the 
foundation  for  a  successful  career,  with  his  headquarters 
at  Richmond  Hill.  He  made  choice  of  his  profession 
with  a  large  view  of  its  principles  and  requirements,  and 
entering  upon  its  duties  with  high  regard  for  its  respon¬ 
sibilities,  he  has  proved  his  worth  both  to  his  colleagues 
and  the  community.  As  he  answered  the  call  of  the 
World  War,  and  shared  in  that  service  as  a  medical 
officer,  sc  in  the  everyday  service  to  mankind  he  offers 
bis  life’s  best  gifts  through  his  profession.  He  is  a  son 
of  Nathan  Spitz,  a  retired  clothing  manufacturer,  and  of 
Julia  Stern,  both  of  whom  are  now  living. 

Harry  Spitz,  M.  D.,  was  born  July  27,  1896,  in  New 
*nrk  City,  and  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the 
Public  and  high  schools  of  his  birthplace.  He  then  took 
3  course  in  New  York  University,  and  in  1919  was 


graduated  at  the  Bellevue  Medical  School  with  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  After  his  course  as  an  in¬ 
terne  at  Harlem  Hospital,  he  commenced  general  pri¬ 
vate  practice  in  1920  at  Richmond  Hill,  where  he  con¬ 
tinues  to-day ;  he  is  also  associated  with  St.  John’s  Hos¬ 
pital.  At  the  call  of  the  World  War  Dr.  Spitz  was  a 
member  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Medical  Corps.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  State  and  of  Queens  County  Medical 
associations. 

Dr.  Spitz  married,  October  19,  1919,  in  New  York 
City,  Pauline  Sternman,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Re¬ 
becca  Sternman,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  Martin  M. 
Sternman. 


RICHARD  J.  BARRY,  who  is  one  of  the  success¬ 
ful  lawyers  of  the  younger  group,  was  born  in  Long 
Island  City,  July  9,  1893,  and  is  a  son  of  Dr.  John  H. 
and  Sophia  (Goldner)  Barry,  his  father  a  native  of  New 
York  City,  and  for  many  years  health  officer  of  the 
metropolis.  His  mother  was  born  in  Queens  County, 
Long  Island.  Mr.  Barry  gained  his  early  education  in 
the  public  and  high  schools  of  this  section  and  later  at¬ 
tending  Manhattan  College,  thereafter  entered  New  York 
University  Law  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
the  class  of  1919.  Admitted  to  the  bar  within  the  year, 
he  established  himself  in  practice  in  Long  Island  City, 
and  has  been  continuously  active  since.  During  the  years

importance  to  the  community. 

A  Democrat  by  political  affiliation,  Mr.  Barry  has 
never  as  yet  been  active  in  public  life,  except  in  line  with 
his  profession.

Richard  J.  Barry  married,  in  New  York  City, 
Josephine  O’Neil,  born  in  New  York  City,  daughter  of 
Paul  F.  and  Margaret  O’Neil.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barry 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Margaret  and  Richard, 
both  born  in  Queens  County. 


WILBUR  L.  LOSEE— Occupying  the  office  of 
president  of  the  Queens  County  Motor  Vehicle  Dealers’ 
Association,  an  important  organization  of  men  attached 
to  the  trade  in  that  section  of  Long  Island,  Wilbur  L. 
Losee,  of  Jamaica,  is  acknowledged  to  be  an  authority 
in  that  line  of  business,  in  which  as  student  of  mechanics 
and  operation,  salesman  and  branch  manager  he  has  met 
with  unqualified  success  in  his  chosen  field.  NT r.  Losee 
is  a  well-known  Mason  and  Elk,  and  is  an  ardent  yachts¬ 
man,  in  which  snort  and  recreation  he  finds  much  health¬ 
ful  diversion  from  his  business  activities.  He  is  also  an 
ardent  follower  of  bicycle  racing,  and  for  eight  years 
was  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  contenders  in 
bicycle  riding.  Fie  began  his  cycling  career  in  1S94, 
being  entered  in  an  open  competition  race  at  Madison 
Square  Garden,  in  which  lie  finished  second.  He  did 
considerable  riding  from  that  time  until  1900,  when  he 
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rode  his  last  race  for  the  American  championship  in  Buf¬ 
falo,  during  the  Pan  American  Exposition,  finishing  in 
second  place. 

Mr.  Losee  is  the  son  of  Leander  and  Abbie  C.  (Pad¬ 
gett)  Losee,  both  of  whom  are  natives  of  Freeport,  where 
he  was  born  April  20,  1879.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools,  and  after  filling  early  positions  of 
employment,  he  engaged  in  the  automobile  industry,  be¬ 
coming  connected  in  1907  with  the  W inton  Company  at 
Brooklyn.  He  was  with  that  concern  three  years,  and  in 
1910,  he  went  to  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  and  had  charge 
of  the  rental  of  cars  for  eight  years.  In  1918  he  became 
connected  with  the  Paige  Motor  Car  Company  of  New 
York,  as  salesman  and  remained  with  that  company  in 
that  capacity  for  ten  months.  Plis  next  move  was  to  the 
Hudson  Motor  Company  of  New  York,  Inc.,  as  sales¬ 
man,  occupying  that  position  for  six  months.  Mr.  Harry 
Haupt,  president  of  the  Hudson  Motor  Car  Company 
of  New  York,  Inc.,  recognizing  the  managerial  ability  of 
Mr.  Losee  chose  him  as  the  logical  man  of  the  New 
York  organization  to  establish  the  sale  of  the  Hudson  and 
Essex  car  in  Jamaica.  Consequently,  in  June,  1920,  Mr. 
Losee  came  to  Jamaica  and  opened  a  branch  of  the  Hud¬ 
son  company  at  the  “Monument,”  corner  of  Hillside  and 
Bergen  Avenues.  He  has  made  an  eminent  success  of  the 
branch,  doing  a  large  business  in  the  sale  of  Hudson  and 
Essex  vehicles. 

Mr.  Losee  is  rated  as  an  independent  in  his  political 
preferences.  He  is  a  member  of  Montclair  Lodge,  No. 
144,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  Freeport  Chapter,  Royal 
Arch  Masons;  Nassau  Commandery,  Knights  Templar; 
Kismet  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine ;  member  and  Past  Exalted  Ruler,  Mont¬ 
clair  Lodge,  No.  891,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks;  member  of  the  Brooklyn  Young  Men’s  Chris- 
tion  Association;  and  the  Freeport  Yacht  Club.  Mr. 
Losee  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Wilbur  L.  Losee  married,  October  7,  1903,  at  Bronx- 
dale,  New  York,  Emma  E.  Wrigley,  daughter  of  John 
and  Anna  Wrigley.  They  are  the  parents  of  five  chil¬ 
dren:  Marion,  born  in  Bronxdale,  July  21,  1905;  Viola 
born  in  Verona,  April  8,  1909;  Ruth,  born  March  11, 
1911;  and  Wilbur  L.,  Jr.,  born  November  15,  1913,  in 
Montclair ;  and  Emma,  born  in  Roosevelt,  Long  Island, 
August  17,  1919. 


JOHN  F.  FAIGLE,  M.  D.  — With  the  interests  of 
the  health  and  progress  of  the  community  foremost  in 
thought  and  plan,  Dr.  Faigle,  born  on  Long  Island,  and 
practicing  his  profession  at  Jamaica,  has  there  entered 
upon  a  large  sphere  of  usefulness  and  creditably  as¬ 
sumes  the  responsibilities  of  his  vocation  with  an  ap¬ 
preciative  medical  clientele.  His  training  in  the  World 
War  and  in  his  present  field  has  satisfactorily  set  forth 
his  abilities  as  being  thoroughly  capable  in  the  arts  of 
his  profession.  He  is  a  son  of  John  Faigle,  a  retired 
butcher,  and  of  Elizabeth  Faigle,  deceased. 

Dr.  John  F.  Faigle  was  born  March  20,  1895,  at  Great 
Neck,  and  his  elementary  education  was  received  in  the 
public  and  the  high  schools  of  his  birthplace.  Matric¬ 
ulating  at  Syracuse  University,  he  received  his  medical 
degree  in  the  class  of  1920.  He  then  interned  at 
Wyckoff  Heights  Hospital,  and  in  1921  established  his 


offices  in  Jamaica,  where  he  has  conducted  a  general 
practice  since.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
Wyckoff  Heights'  Hospital.  During  the  World  War  he 
was  a  member  of  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Re¬ 
serves.  Dr.  Faigle’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of 
the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  he  is  a  member  of 
the  American;  the  State;  and  the  County  Medical  So¬ 
cieties.  He  is  a  communicant  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church. 

He  married,  July  18,  1923,  Berenice  Butler,  a  daughter 
of  Willis  and  Cora  Butler,  both  of  whom  are  living. 


JAMES  H.  STA.NSBURY — The  commercial  and 
industrial  activities  of  James  H.  Stansbury  during  his 
active  career  in  Brooklyn  and  in  various  sections  of 
Long  Island  revealed  in  him  the  spirit  of  a  worthy  and 
honorable  citizen  and  the  resourcefulness  of  the  man 
who  rises  from  discouragement  only  to  achieve  wider 
or  greater  results  for  the  very  struggle  which  he  has 
gone  through.  Mr.  Stansbury  was  an  able  and  efficient 
executive,  as  well  as  a  finished  craftsman,  and  in  all 
that  he  achieved,  his  vision  of  the  future,  both  for  the 
general  well-being  and  his  own  prosperity,  governed  and 
guided  his  activities.  He  was  a  son  of  Theodore  and 
Sarah  (Barber)  Stansbury,  his  father  a  prominent 
builder  of  Williamsburg.  The  Stansbury  family  bore 
arms  as  follows: 

Arms — Per  pale,  argent  and  or,  a  lion  rampant  sable. 

James  H.  Stansbury  was  born  in  the  Williamsburg 
section  of  Brooklyn,  July  3,  1S60.  His  education  was 
received  in  the  local  schools,  and  as  a  young  man  he 
went  to  Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  active 
in  the  jewelry  business  for  a  time.  Poor  health,  how¬ 
ever,  compelled  him  to  abandon  an  indoor  interest,  and 
returning  to  Long  Island  he  devoted  his  attention  to  the 
building  business.  In  this  connection  he  worked  up 
from  the  bottom  of  the  ladder,  learning  the  elementary 
principles  of  carpenter  work  and  general  construction 
by  applying  his  original  viewpoint  and  his  natural  in¬ 
ventive  ability  to  the  work  to  excellent  effect.  Spending 
several  years  on  Long  Island  in  building  activities 
solely,  he  invented  the  barrell  jack,  which  came  into 
general  use  among  building  contractors  over  a  very 
extensive  section  of  America.  Locating  in  Jamaica, 
Long  Island,  about  1891  he  began  the  manufacture  of 
this  barrell  jack  for  the  trade,  but  disposed  of  this 
interest  to  establish  himself  in  the  building  business  in 
an  independent  way.  Thus  his  lifetime  was  principally 
spent  in  construction  activities,  and  for  many  years  he 
dealt  in  lumber  on  a  very  considerable  scale  as  well  as 
operating  in  the  building  field.  From  his  modest  start, 
when  he  even  went  so  far  as  to  cut  timber,  bearing  a 
part  in  the  logging  work,  also  the  work  of  the  sawmill 
where  the  logs  were  converted  into  lumber,  to  his  out¬ 
standing  position  as  a  successful  executive  in  the  build¬ 
ing  world,  Mr.  Stansbury’s  career  was  one  of  remark¬ 
able  achievement.  For  a  number  of  years  prior  to  his 
death  he  maintained  a  lumber  yard  and  plant  at  Hollis, 
Long  Island,  and  became  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of 
this  community.  A  lifelong  Republican,  yet  holding  the 
interests  of  the  people  far  above  any  partisan  consider¬ 
ation,  Mr.  Stansbury  bore  an  active  share  in  civil  prog¬ 
ress,  although  his  chief  delight  when  relieved  of  the 
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-r[S  t.f  business  was  the  comfort  and  peace  of  the  fire- 
j:i!e.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Jamaica. 

James  H.  Stansbury  married,  in  1884.  Mary  Strick- 
jand,  of  Lawrence,  Long  Island,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Frances  (Mott)  Strickland,  and  granddaughter  of 
y.unuel  Strickland,  who  came  to  Flushing  from  Eng¬ 
land  as  a  young  man.  The  Mott  family  is  an  old  and 
distinguished  one  of  Long  Island.  Mr.  Stansbury  is 
.  arrived  by  his  wife  and  their  only  son,  James  Claud, 
who  is  a  resident  of  Jamaica,  and  was  a  partner  with 
his  father,  now  succeeding  him  as  the  head  of  the  in¬ 
terest,  a  sketch  of  whom  follows.  The  Stansbury 
family  residence  is  at  No.  154  Bergen  Avenue,  Jamaica, 
Long  Island. 


JAMES  CLAUDE  STANSBURY— Among  the 
more  extensive  of  the  business  concerns  of  Jamaica, 
Long  Island,  the  lumber  and  coal  firm  of  which  Mr. 
Stansbury  is  the  head,  it  has  achieved  an  interesting 
prominence  during  the  past  twenty  years,  due  to  the 
practical  direction  and  foresight  of  its  founder,  J.  H. 
Stansbury,  who  has  provided  for  it  the  qualifications 
of  durability  and  excellence.  Mr.  Stansbury  keeps  in 
close  touch  with  all  that  concerns  the  advancement  of 
the  interests  of  this  section,  an-d  his  membership  with 
civic  organizations  is  of  long  standing.  He  is  a  son  of 
James  H.  Stansbury,  a  lumber  dealer,  who  was  born 
in  Brooklyn,  and  who  died  August  20,  1923,  and  of 
Mary  Strickland,  who  was  born  in  Cedarhurst,  Long 
Island. 

James  Claude  Stansbury,  was  born  at  Cedarhurst, 
Long  Island,  April  4,  18S6,  and  he  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  public  and  the  high  schools  at  Jamaica. 
Early  in  life  he  interested  himself  in  the  lumber  and 
coal  business  that  had  been  founded  by  his  father,  and 
in  1906,  his  association  with  that  enterprise  began. 
Mr.  Stansbury  is  a  Republican  and  votes  the  ticket  of 
that  party.  He  expresses  his  personal  interest  in  the 
township’s  progress  in  his  membership  with  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce;  and  the  Board  of  Trade;  and  is  active 
in  the  interests  of  the  Jamaica  National  Bank.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Stansbury  married  at  Liberty,  New  York, 
October  12,  1911,  Harriet  Finney,  of  Sheffield,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  a  daughter  of  E.  E.  Pinnev,  of  Sullivan 
County,  New  York,  and  of  Amelia  (Young)  Pinncy. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stansbury  are  the  parents  of  two  children: 
James  Pinney  Stansbury,  who  died  at  the  age  of  six 
and  a  half  years;  and  Richard  Strickland  Stansbury, 
who  was  born  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  June  24,  1915. 


LELAND  E.  LA  BAR — To  the  number  of  American 
bankers,  who  at  the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  the 
World  War  rallied  to  the  colors  of  their  country  in 
defence  of  its  interests,  which  were  also  those  of  liberty 
and  democracy  the  world  over,  belongs  Mr.  La  Bar, 
who  is  connected  with  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Jamaica,  Long  Island. 

Mr.  La  Bar  is  a  native  of  Newark  Valley,  New 
York,  where  he  was  bom  on  September  3,  1S9X,  as  a 
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son  of  Dallas  F.  La  Bar,  constructor  and  builder,  and 
Julia  L.  (Hooker)  La  Bar.  Mr.  La  Bar,  who  is  in  every 
respect  a  “self-made”  man,  and  owes  his  high  position 
in  the  banking  world  to  no  outside  help  but  only  to  his 
superior  ability,  ceaseless  industry,  and  steady,  faith¬ 
ful  performance  of  duties  undertaken,  received  his  first 
education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  at  Owego,  and 
Jamaica,  Long  Island.  He  also  attended  for  some  time 
the  professional  courses  given  for  prospective  members 
of  the  banking  profession  at  the  American  Institute  of 
Banking.  Having  completed  his  studies  there,  he  en¬ 
tered  the  service  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Jamaica, 
as  a  clerk,  and  gradually  worked  his  way  up  to  the 
position  of  cashier  and  a  director  of  the  bank,  which 
he  holds  at  the  present  time.  Mr.  La  Bar  is  one  of 
the  most  progressive  young  representatives  of  the  bank¬ 
ing  profession  in  New  York  and  is  interested  in  all 
movements  of  general  and  public  value  to  the  community. 
He  served  his  country  as  a  member  of  the  First  Re¬ 
serve  of  Engineers,  later  called  the  Eleventh  Engi¬ 
neers,  and  saw  active  service  overseas  during  the  World 
War  in  the  Somme,  Cambrai  Offensive,  Lys  Defensive, 
North  Picardy,  and  the  St.  Mihiel  Offensive,  returning 
to  this  country  after  twenty-one  months  of  absence.

JOHN  II.  MACDONALD,  M.  D.— Accorded  that 
generous  welcome  to  the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Jamaica  that  is  assured  the  physician  trained  in  hospitals 
and  in  general  nractice  of  highest  repute.  Dr.  Macdon¬ 
ald  has  established  his  offices  among  an  appreciative 
people,  and  secured  for  himself  an  enduring  regard  both 
for  the  continuous  proof  and  expression  of  his  skill  and 
his  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  and  advancement  of 
this  township.

NICHOLAS  M.  PETTE— With  abundant  oppor¬ 
tunity  afforded  for  the  exercise  of  his  talents  both  in 
the  political  field  and  in  general  private  practice  of  his 
profession  at  Jamaica,  Mr.  Pette  has  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  the  law  in  various  of  its  branches,  while 
his  capabilities  in  public  office  have  been  satisfactorily 
tested.  As  an  Assemblyman,  he  has  represented  his 
district  in  a  desirable  and  thorough  manner;  as  an  at¬ 
torney  in  practice  he  is  an  exponent  of  the  highest 
principles  of  his  profession.

His  usefulness 
as  a  citizen  parallels  his  progress  as  a  professional  in  .• 
and  in  his  well-rounded  interests  his  tireless  cndea%-crs 
are  counting  for  the  general  good.  Mr.  Wood  is  a  - 
of  Henry  D.  and  Rosaetta  (Gleason)  Wood,  his  father 
a  native  of  Connecticut  and  his  mother  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Henry  D.  Wood  has  for  many  years  been  active 
as  a  carpenter  and  builder,  and  is  a  man  of  outstand¬ 
ing  prominence  in  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts.

Walter  Henry  Wood  married,  October  7,  1907,  at 
Lenox,  Massachusetts,  Jennette  Avery,  born  in  Lenox, 
Massachusetts,  and  is  a  daughter  of  William  D.  and 
Mary  (Harding)  Avery.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  are  the 
parents  of  two  sons:  Walter  Henry,  Jr.,  born  in  Brook¬ 
lyn;  and  Wellington,  born  in  Woodhaven. 

GEORGE  FORBES,  M.  D.— The  place  that  the 
X-ray  had  made  for  itself  in  the  medical  world  is  made 
of  continuous  value  by  such  devoted  practitioners  as 
Dr.  Forbes,  who  by-  means  of  this,  one  of  the  greatest 
inventions  and  discoveries  of  modern  times,  has  broad¬ 
ened  the  scope  of  the  specialization  of  the  examining 
physician,  lessened  human  suffering,  and  demonstrated 
many  of  the  problems  in  medical  science.

ALEXANDER  BILLS — As  assistant  secretary  of 
the  Home  Title  Insurance  Company,  Mr.  Bills  is  oc¬ 
cupying  a  position  of  importance  and  trust  in  the  finan¬ 
cial  sphere  of  Jamaica,  and  his  ability  and  efficiency  in 
his  present  position  hold  promise  of  far  reaches,  to  be 
attained  in  the  future.  Backed  by  his  legal  train¬ 
ing,  his  grasp  of  the  details  of  matters  brought  to  his 
attention,  and  his  breadth  of  vision,  together  with  his 
sound  judgment,  place  him  in  line  for  future  executive 
work,  of  which  the  present  holds  so  fair  an  assurance. 

Alexander  Bills  was  born  August  24,  18S4,  at  Hills¬ 
dale,  New  York,  son  of  Amos  and  Harriet  (Moore) 
Bills,  his  mother,  born  in  March,  1863,  at  Stephentown, 
New  York;  his  father  a  native  of  France,  born  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1861,  and  whose  occupation  was  that  of  a  farmer. 
The  son,  Alexander,  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high 
schools  of  Chatham,  New  York,  and  he  subsequently 
attended  the  Albany  Law  School,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  September,  1909, 
as  an  attorney.

Alexander,  born  September,  1914;  and  William  A.,  born 
in  March,  1917,  both  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island. 


RUSSELL  J.  McGRAW,  M.  D.— Well  known  in  the 
medical  profession  of  Richmond  Hill,  as  well  as  by  a 
large  clientele  of  its  citizenry,  for  not  only  skill  in  his 
profession  but  also  for  his  service  to  the  United  States 
Government,  during  the  great  World  War,  and  his 
present  activities  in  the  civic  life  of  the  section,  Dr. 
Russell  J.  McGraw  has  well  established  himself  in  the 
esteem  of  the  community. 

Russell  J.  McGraw  was  born  February  12,  1894,  at 
Long  Island  City,  Long  Island,  son  of  John  and  Emily 
(Jefferies)  McGraw,  the  father  employed  by  the  City 
Department;  both  now  living  at  Richmond  Hill,  where 
the  son  is  established  in  practice.  He  was  educated  in 
the  public  and  high  schools  of  Richmond  FI  ill,  then 
attended  Long  Island  College  Hospital,  being  gradu¬ 
ated  therefrom  in  1916,  with  his  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Phi  Delta  Med¬ 
ical  Fraternity.

Since  his  return,  and  on  re¬ 
ceiving  his  honorable  discharge,  Dr.  McGraw  returned 
to  his  civilian  duties,  taking  up  again  his  private  prac¬ 
tice  and  his  hospital  work.  Fie  is  active  in  the  civic, 
fraternal,  and  military  life  of  the  community,  being  a 
member  of  the  National  Guard,  in  which  he  holds  the 
rank  of  major.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Legion,  and  works  actively  for  the  betterment  of  the 
condition  of  those  men  who  gave  themselves  to  their 
country,  and  who  are  now  paying  the  full  price  of  their 
heroic  duty  in  their  daily  lives  of  handicap.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Kings  County  Medical  Association, 
and  fraternally  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Colum¬ 
bus.  In  his  religious  connection  he  is  a  member  o?  the 
Holy  Child  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Dr.  Russell  J.  McGraw  married,  in  September,  1922, 
at  Thousand  Islands,  Alice  Collins. 


TFIEODORE  J.  VAN  HOREN— The  builder  of 
a  new  era  in  the  modern  township  holds  as  high  a  place 
in  the  estimation  of  history  as  the  founders  themselves. 
Evidences  of  Mr.  Van  Horen’s  enduring  work  in  the 
further  upbuilding  and  the  general  beautifying  of 
Jamaica,  Long  Island,  are  apparent  to  the  most  casual 
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visitor  and  observer,  and  the  testimony  of  townspeople 
in  all  departments  of  business  and  social  life  are  to  the 
effect  that  Jamaica  is  made  a  progressive  town  because 
of  his  presence  and  activities.  Within  the  comparatively 
few  years  during  which  Mr.  Van  Horen  has  taken 
leadership  in  the  making  of  a  modernized  community, 
topographically,  at  least,  he  has  had  the  privilege  of 
bringing  about  very  comprehensive  and  complete 
processes  of  development  of  the  section.  He  is  a  son 
of  Francis  Van  Horen,  a  jeweler,  born  in  Louvain, 
Belgium,  March  27,  1S26,  and  of  Martha  (Melling) 
Van  Horen,  born  in  Denbigh,  Wales,  January  11,  1827. 

Theodore  J.  Van  Horen  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  April  12,  1S62,  and  received  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  place.  He  prepared  himself 
for  the  profession  of  Certified  Public  Accountant,  and 
continued  actively  in  that  certified  practice  in  Wall 
Street,  New  York  City,  for  a  quarter  century.  In 
1906,  he  transferred  his  interests  to  those  of  realty,  and 
that  year  he  entered  upon  the  real  estate  business  at 
Jamaica,  where  he  is  reckoned  as  one  of  the  pioneers  in 
the  constructive  transformation  of  the  town.  He  has 
been  one  of  the  most  extensive  purchasers  of  farmlands 
in  this  section,  that  have  been  converted  into  city  areas, 
and  within  a  very  recent  period  he  has  erected  an  at¬ 
tractive  block  of  business  buildings  opposite  Long 
Island  Railroad  main  station.  .  Incidentally,  through  his 
property,  he  has  built  ten  miles  of  sidewalks  in  Jamaica. 
In  the  political  arena,  Mr.  Van  Horen  supports  the 
Republican  ticket.  His  religious  fellowship  is  with  the 
Tompkins  Avenue  Congregational  Church. 

Mr.  Van  Horen  married,  August  19,  1S96,  Frances  A. 
Cotton,  a  daughter  of  George  and  Ermina  Cotton,  born 
at  Leesburg,  Pennsylvania,  May  7,  1S62,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  George  F.  Van  Horen,  born  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  February  24,  1901. 


GEORGE  A.  GOETZ — To  the  successful  planning 
and  substantial  course  of  his  life-work  in  Long  Island, 
Mr.  Goetz  has  associated  himself  with  projects  in  the 
banking  world  that,  in  their  turn,  with  ability  and  de¬ 
votion  appreciated,  have  brought  to  pass  well-merited 
promotions.  Manager  of  the  branch  of  the  Bank  of 
Manhattan  at  Richmond  Hill,  South,  his  responsibilities 
cover  an  increasing  field  of  financial  interests.  His  in¬ 
terest  in  civic  matters  is  such  that  he  holds  official  posi¬ 
tion  in  organizations  established  for  the  promotion  of 
the  welfare  of  the  township.  He  is  a  son  of  George 
Z.  Goetz,  a  salesman,  who  was  born  in  Germany,  and  of 
Margaretha  Goetz,  who  is  also  a  native  of  Germany. 

George  A.  Goetz  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  August  10, 
1892,  and  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  at  Rich¬ 
mond  Hill.  He  at  once  put  into  effect  his  aspirations 
for  a  financial  career,  and  became  associated  with  the 
Richmond  Hill  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Long  Island, 
as  an  office  boy,  May  11,  1911.

Homeyer  and  of  Emma  J.  (Ulinger)  Homeyer;  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  George  A.  Goetz,  Jr.,  born  at 
Ridgewood,  September  27,  1921. 


JAMES  G.  HOWARD,  M.  D.,  one  of  the  success¬ 
ful  medical  tnen  of  this  section,  and  who  also  rendered 
valuable  service  during  the  Great  World  War  in  the 
United  States  Medical  Corps,  is  held  in  high  estc  rn 
and  honor  by  his  fellow  citizens;  not  alone  for  his  work 
in  his  profession,  which  covers  a  wide  area,  and  in  which 
he  has  a  fine  clientele,  but  also  for  his  civic  interest,  and 
the  work  he  has  done  in  ways  that  have  influenced  a 
better  and  more  progressive  programme  for  the  gen¬ 
eral  welfare.  Dr.  Howard  comes  of  an  old  and  sub¬ 
stantial  line  of  forebears,  and  the  origin  of  the  name 
itself  as  a  surname,  is  of  more  than  usual  interest,  be¬ 
cause  it  has  two  distinct  origins,  one  official,  the  other 
baptismal;  one  representing  the  once  familiar  office  of 
Hayward,  “the  hayward”  a  keeper  of  cattle,  meaning 
literally  “hedge-watcher”;  there  were  two  kinds  of  Hay¬ 
wards,  the  hayward  of  the  town  or  village,  who  kept 
the  common  cattle  from  straying  or  trespassing,  and  the 
hayward  of  the  manor  or  religious  house;  the  other 
origin  representing  the  even  earlier  personal  name 
Hercward.  Both  of  these  names  totally  distinct  in 
origin,  early  had  a  determined  bias  towards  the  form 
Howard,  and  in  time  reached  it.  Only  a  small  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  Howards,  however,  seem  to  have  sprung 
from  the  Hayward,  as  the  name  mostly  developed  into 
that  settled  form  of  nomenclature,  and  is  so  found  in 
our  directories.  The  baptismal  form,  “the  son  of 
Heward”  seems  to  have  developed  through  different 
stages  into  Hercward,  Harward,  Harvard  or  Heward 
and  Howard.  It  is  commonly  found  in  the  twelfth, 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries,  and  had  already  be¬ 
come  a  surname  when  the  Hundred  Rolls  were  com¬ 
piled.  Most  of  the  Howards,  according  to  the  authority 
Bardsley,  are  unquestionably  descendants  of  the  per¬ 
sonal  name.  We  find  the  name  Hewardus  as  a  surname 
as  early  as  1273  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and  sufficient 
evidence  to  prove  conclusively  that  Plercward  was  the 
same  as  Heward,  and  Heward  as  Howard.  This  name 
is  found  very  frequently  in  England,  the  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
folk’s  name  belonging,  according  to  the  same  authority 
to  the  direct  line  of  Hereward  the  Wake,  a  note  0?  Ins 
succession  in  15S2  reading:  “Succeeded  in  15S2  as  Vis- 
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count  Howard  of  Binden.”  It  is  because  of  the  double 
origin  of  the  name  that  it  is  so  widely  spread  over  Eng¬ 
land  as  a  surname. 

Dr.  James  G.  Howard  was  born  September  5,  1S77, 
in  Clinton  County,  New  York,  son  of  George  W.  B. 
and  Mary  (Jacobs)  Howard,  his  father  a  farmer  held 
in  high  repute  in  the  neighborhood  where  he  had  long 
been  a  resident,  his  parents  are  now  (1924)  deceased. 
The  son  received  his  education  in  the  High  School  of 
Montpelier,  Vermont,  and  then  attended  the  Long  Island 
College  Hospital,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
the  class  of  1910,  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine.  On  the  completion  of  his  studies  he  became  in¬ 
terne  at  the  Busnwick  Hospital,  and  after  one  year’s 
service  in  this  institution,  began  his  private  practice  at 
Richmond  Hill,  Long  Island,  where  he  has  conducted  a 
general  practice  up  to  the  present  time,  remaining  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  Bushwick  Hospital,  and  becoming 
also  associate  physician  at  the  Jamaica  and  St.  Mary’s 
hospitals.  He  has  been  very  successful  in  his  work,  and 
has  built  up  a  splendid  practice  and  a  large  clientele, 
his  magnetic  personality  winning  him  many  friends. 
During  the  Great  World  War,  Dr.  Howard  served  in 
the  United  States  Medical  Corps,  with  the  rank  of 
captain,  and  after  receiving  his  honorable  discharge,  re¬ 
turned  again  to  his  private  practice.  He  is  active  in  the 
civic  life  of  his  community  and  also  in  its  fraternal  and 
social  affairs.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medi¬ 
cal  Association;  the  County  and  State  Medical  associ¬ 
ations;  the  American  Legion;  and  belongs  to  the  Rich¬ 
mond  Hill  Lodge,  No.  890,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons; 
and  is  also  a  member  of  Kismet  Temple,  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  In  his 
religious  affiliation  he  attends  the  Methodist  Church. 

Dr.  James  G.  Howard  married,  May.  1,  1911,  at  New¬ 
ark,  New  Jersey,  Mabel  Clark,  daughter  of  Charles 
and  Imogen  (Borum)  Clark,  her  parents  are  deceased. 


GEORGE  MUELLER — The  practical  and  increas¬ 
ing  claims  of  the  real  estate  profession  have  absorbed 
the  attention  of  Mr.  Mueller  for  more  than  thirty  years 
in  growing  sections  of  Long  Island,  and  particularly  and 
more  recently  on  the  Jericho  Turnpike  at  Queens. 
Capably  versed  in  realty  insurance  and  related  branches 
of  activity,  his  status  in  his  profession  is  that  of  the 
enterprising  and  far-sighted  leader  along  those  lines  that 
have  resulted  in  the  general  upbuilding  of  this  com¬ 
munity.  He  is  a  son  of  John  M.  Mueller,  whose  life¬ 
long  vocation  in  Brooklyn  was  that  of  cooper,  and  who 
served  in  the  Civil  War;  and  of  Anna  M.  Kempt, 
neither  of  whom  is  living.

His  attention  was  then  turned  to  the 
advantages  of  salesmanship,  and  for  a  period  of  five 
years  he  was  engaged  in  the  activities  of  salesmanship, 
insurance  and  real  estate.  In  1S94,  he  entered  the  busi¬ 
ness  world  on  his  own  account,  with  real  estate  offices 
in  Brooklyn.  Afterwards  he  removed  his  business  to 
Cypress  Hills,  at  Richmond  Hill ;  and  eventually,  in 
1921,  he  came  to  Queens,  and  established  his  present 
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office  at  the  Jericho  Turnpike.  In  politics,  he  votes  an 
Independent  ticket.  Flis  religious  fellowship  is  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Mueller  married  (first),  April  2,  1891,  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  Henrietta  Englis,  a  daughter  of  George  W.  and 
Henrietta  Englis,  and  by  whom  he  had:  George  A., 
who  during  the  World  War  served  twenty-eight 
months  overseas,  as  top-sergeant,  in  the  Ninth  Aerial 
Squadron;  Florence  E. ;  and  Ethel  M.  Neither  Mr. 
Mueller’s  first  wife  nor  her  parents  are  living.  He 
married  (second),  June  20,  1918,  at  Brooklyn,  An¬ 
toinette  Habbell,  a  daughter  of  Christian  Habbell  and 
Eliza  (Gall)  Habbell,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  Caro¬ 
line  G.  Mueller. 


HARRY  I.  HUBER — His  close  attention  to  an  in¬ 
creasing  general  law  practice  established  by  Mr.  Huber 
in  Brooklyn  in  1904,  and  his  decided  abilities  both  as  an 
attorney  and  as  a  factor  in  civic  and  political  interests 
have  secured  for  him  an  honored  prominence  in  his 
profession  and  in  the  political  activities  both  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  New  York.  Mr.  Huber  is  a  type  of  citizen  who 
invariably  associates  himself  with  the  city’s  progressive 
causes,  is  an  active  participator  in  events  and  move¬ 
ments  that  indicate  municipal  improvement,  and  has  the 
good  will  of  his  fellow-citizens  for  the  high  standards 
he  follows  in  his  calling. 

A  son  of  Rev.  B.  G.  Huber,  a  clergyman  of  the  United 
Brethren  faith,  and  of  Naomi  J.  (Cormany)  Huber, 
Harry'  I.  Huber  was  born  February  28,  1873,  in  Shire- 
manstown,  Pennsylvania,  and  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania.  His  liberal  arts  course 
was  taken  in  Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  where  he  grad¬ 
uated  in  1898,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 
He  also  studied  law  in  that  college,  as  well  as  in  the 
office  of  Hon.  T.  Z.  Minehart,  and  admitted  to  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  bar,  he  practiced  his  profession  in  that  State 
from  1900  to  1904.  In  1904  he  was  admitted  to  practice 
at  the  New  York  bar,  and  has  maintained  his  offices  in 
Brooklyn  since  that  time.  Mr.  Huber  is  a  Democrat  in 
politics,  and  was  a  candidate  in  Franklin,  Pennsylvania, 
for  the  State  Legislature  in  1S9S,  and  for  Congress  in 
the  Seventeenth  Pennsylvania  Congressional  District  in 
1902.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Dem¬ 
ocratic  Assembly  of  1911.  Mr.  Huber  was  active  in 
the  World  War  drives  and  on  various  committees,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Local  Exemption  Board  No.  183. 
for  Queens  County. 

Mr.  Huber’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of  Rich¬ 
mond  Hill  Lodge,  No.  892,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons; 
of  Richmond  Hill  Council,  No.  1625,  Royal  Arcanum; 
and  of  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
fraternities;  and  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Bar  Association,  and  of  the  Brooklyn  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  His  religious  fellowship  is  with  the  First  Meth¬ 
odist  Episcopal  Church  of  Morris  Park,  Richmond  Hill. 

Harry  I.  Huber  married,  June  26,  1900,  at  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  Emily  McKee  Weidler,  a  daughter  of 
Rev.  Isaac  and  Mary  Weidler,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  the  following  children :  Margaret  W.,  born  June  28, 
toot;  Harry  I.,  Jr.,  born  September  7,  1902;  and  Helen 
McKee,  born  July  3,  1910. 
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FREDERICK  W.  BACKUS,  M.  D.— The  name 
Backus  is  interesting  in  its  origin,  and  is  often  also 
spelled  in  English,  Backhouse  and  Bacchus.  This  sec¬ 
ond  spelling  is  however  often  wrongly  interpreted,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  authority  Halliwell,  who  mistakenly  inter¬ 
prets  it  as  coming  from  a  back-house  or  wash-house. 
In  reality  it  has  its  derivation  from  the  local  “at  the 
bake-house”  meaning  having  residence  therein,  and  was 
originally  spelled  “Bake-howse,  or  Bakynge-house.” 
This  latter  interpretation  is  by  the  authority  Bardsley, 
and  the  name  is  found  as  early  as  1379,  Thomas  del 
Bakhouse  bearing  it  at  that  early  period.  Names  are 
curious  things  in  their  derivation,  some  coming  from 
the  occupation  formerly  practiced  by  their  bearers,  as 
this  one  probably  did,  while  others  are  according  to 
locality,  or  taken  from  the  father’s  given  name.  The 
name  Stevens,  which  was  the  maiden  name  of  the 
mother  of  Dr.  Backus,  is  derived  from  this  latter  class, 
coming  from  the  baptismal  name,  meaning  the  “son  of 
Stephen”  an  early  form  of  the  spelling  of  the  name. 

Dr.  Frederick  W.  Backus  was  born  September  20, 
1892,  in  Queens  County,  son  of  G.  C.  William  and 
Helen  (Stevens)  Backus,  his  father,  who  was  a  farmer 
of  that  district,  deceased,  his  mother  still  living  (1924). 
His  father  was  a  man  highly  esteemed  and  honored  in 
the  community  where  he  had  lived  and  worked  and 
died,  having  always  been  active  in  all  matters  that  per¬ 
tained  to  the  development  and  progress  of  the  section. 
The  son  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Jamaica,  and  then  attended  the  New  York  Homeopathic 
Medical  School,  a  member  of  Phi  Alpha  Gamma  Fra¬ 
ternity,  serving  also  in  the  Flower  Hospital,  and  re¬ 
ceiving  his  degree  of  Medical  Doctor  in  1915.  He  be¬ 
came  interne  at  the  Jamaica  Hospital  upon  his  gradu¬ 
ation,  remaining  there  until  1917,  when  he  began  his 
private  practice,  establishing  himself  in  general  practice, 
which  he  has  followed  ever  since,  gradually  taking  up 
nose  and  throat  work.  He  is  now  on  the  associate  staff 
of  Jamaica  Hospital,  and  has  made  for  himself  a  name 
and  a  place  over  a  large  district  of  the  outlying  country¬ 
side,  where  people  who  have  need  of  his  services  know 
that  he  is  ready  to  come.  He  has  well  earned  the  hon¬ 
ored  esteem  in  which  he  is  held,  and  his  clientele  is  con¬ 
tinually  growing.  Dr.  Backus  is  progressive  in  his 
practice,  and  keeps  abreast  of  the  times  in  matters  of 
scientific  research,  discovery  and  practice.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Homeopathic  Medical  Society;  the 
Queens  County  and  State  Medical  associations.  In  his 
fraternal  affiliation  he  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
Order,  being  a  member  of  Hillside  Lodge,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  No.  894,  and  in  his  religious  con¬ 
nection  he  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church. 
Dr.  Backus  takes  an  active  interest  in  civic  matters, 
especially  in  regard  to  those  affairs  that  have  to  do 
with  the  health,  education  and  recreation  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  he  is  especially  interested  in  the  children, 
and  the  opportunities  afforded  them  for  natural  and 
healthful  development.  His  present  standing  in  the 
locality  where  he  is  established  is  a  well  earned  one,  and 
his  future  is  full  of  promise  for  even  greater  attain¬ 
ments. 

Dr.  Frederick  W.  Backus  married  in  January,  1916, 


at  Woodhaven,  Nellie  E.  Field,  daughter  of  Edmar, ; 
and  Elizabeth  (Loux)  Field,  her  father,  now  deceaw 
her  mother  still  living  (1924).  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Backus 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Ruth  E.,  and  Walter 
A.,  born  respectively,  May  7,  1917,  and  June  5,  1919. 

GEORGE  KISSAM  COOKE— A  useful  life  invari¬ 
ably  performs  something  worthy  itself,  and  of  value  t 
generations  to  come.  George  Kissam  Cooke  followed 
an  axiom  of  that  kind,  not  for  the  axiom’s  sake  but  bi 
cause  like  Captain  John  Cook  who  must  be  a  discoverer, 
he  must  do  something  worth  while  for  his  time  and  for 
times  to  come — he  must  invent  something  to  add  to 
ease  and  comfort  of  humanity.  Therefore  George 
Kissam  Cooke  invented  the  rubber  stamp,  the  first  to 
do  so;  he  invented  faucets  to  prevent  waste  and  to  save 
time;  and  so  he  kept  on  in  such  mind-discovery  for  the 
benefit  of  the  race.  Meanwhile  he  secured  his  own  last¬ 
ing  renown,  and  incidentally,  his  inventions  brought  him 
prosperity,  unlike  many  other  inventors. 

A  son  of  Edward  Pratt  Cooke  and  Anna  E.  (Kissam; 
Cooke,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  George  Kissam  Cooke 
was  born  May  17,  1844,  in  New  York  City,  and  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools  at  Hartford.  When  he  was 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  he  went  to  Sacramento,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  but  after  five  years  in  the  West,  he  returned 
to  New  York  City.  Already,  however,  at  eighteen 
years,  he  had  begun  to  put  into  practice  his  inventive- 
abilities;  and  among  the  first  of  his  most  valuable  ex¬ 
ploits  was  the  invention  of  the  rubber  stamp,  for  the 
manufacture  of  which  he.  established  a  factory  on  Cham¬ 
bers  Street,  New  York  City.  In  1876,  he  established 
manufacturing  branches  in  London  and  Paris,  and  in 
the  management  of  his  enterprises,  Mr.  Cooke  re¬ 
mained  in  Europe  eleven  years,  when  he  sold  out  those 
interests  and  returned  to  the  United  States.  At  about 
that  time,  he  invented  the  self-lighting  gas-burner.  One 
of  the  most  important  products  of  this  inventive  genius, 
now  in  general  use,  was  the  push  faucet,  now  manu¬ 
factured  under  his  name.  His  son,  George  W.,  has  im¬ 
proved  upon  the  article,  which  has  also  been  adopted  by 
the  Standard  Oil  Company.  The  George  W.  Cooke 
Company  are  now  manufacturers  and  patentees  of  spe¬ 
cial,  separable,  oil  drain  and  lever  faucets.  Mr.  Cooke. 
Sr.,  was  also  patentee  of  several  minor  but  very  useful 
patents,  for  which  the  world  in  general  is  grateful  to 
him. 

Mr.  Cooke  married,  in  1869,  Charlotte  M.  Wilson,  3 
daughter  of  John  W.  and  Mary  Frances  (Jones)  Wil¬ 
son.  John  W.  Wilson  was  a  sea  captain,  born  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Boston.  Mrs.  Cooke 
is  a  lineal  descendant  of  John  Winthrop,  first  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  Mr.  and  Mrs 
Cooke  were  the  parents  of:  Anna  Kissam  Cooke,  who 
was  born  in  Germany,  and  died  in  1875,  she  was  the 
wife  of  Walter  II.  Callahan;  Oliver  Dudley  Cooke,  who 
was  with  the  Brooklyn  Naval  Reserve  in  the  Spanish* 
American  War,  and  is  now  in  the  real  estate  business  in 
Brooklyn;  and  George  Winthrop  Cooke,  an  inventor  o: 
faucets,  and  who  has  a  manufactury  in  Jamaica  an : 
Brooklyn.  George  Kissam  Cooke  was  a  veteran  of  the 
Civil  War,  having  served  in  the  71st  New  York  Sta:.' 
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Militia;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  was  mustered  into  Lafayette  Post  No. 
1411,  Department  of  New  York.  In  politics  he  was 
a  Republican;  and  was  a  member  of  the  Free  and  Ac¬ 
cepted  Masons.  Mr.  Cooke  was  a  communicant  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  old  Kissam  house, 
on  Fulton  Street,  Jamaica,  where  the  family  resided 
many  years;  was  recently  sold  by  Mrs.  Cooke. 

George  Kissam  Cooke  died  March  31,  1916.  His 
name  is  noteworthy  among  the  successful  inventors  of 
his  generation;  and  the  usefulness  of  his  inventions 
are  recorded  in  practical,  everyday  life. 


HAMBLETON  R.  WILLEY— Creating  a  large 
field  of  action  in  realty  by  his  own  valued  efforts,  Mr. 
Willey,  in  association  with  his  brother  Stewart,  has 
performed  no  small  share  in  aiding  the  growth  and  the 
general  advancement  of  Queens.  With  a  practical 
vision  for  the  future  of  home-making  and  of  industry 
in  this  section  of  Long  Island,  enlarged  and  clarified 
by  experience  in  the  newspaper  line,  he  has  found  a 
large  interest  on  the  vocation  of  the  development  of  real 
estate  and  the  firm  of  Willey  Brothers  has  already  made 
creditable  history  for  itself  by  wise  and  substantial 
operations.  Mr.  Willey  is  a  son  of  Samuel  H.  Willey, 
who  was  born  at  St.  Michael,  Maryland,  and  whose  pro¬ 
fession  is  that  of  proofreader,  he  has  been  employed  by 
the  “Washington  Post,”  for  fifteen  years;  and  Edith 
V.  (Stewart)  Willey,  who  was  born  at  Easton,  Mary¬ 
land. 

Hambleton  R.  Willey  was  born  at  Easton,  Maryland, 
January  20,  1888,  and  received  his  education  in  the 
public  and  high  schools  of  Washington,  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia.  Until  1913  he  was  engaged  in  various  activities, 
including  mechanical  and  machinist’s  work,  superintend¬ 
ing  construction  of  federal  buildings,  newspaper  work, 
and  government  activities,  he  joined  his  brother  Stewart 
in  general  construction  work  which  later  developed  into 
the  real  estate  business  known  as  the  firm  of  Willey 
Brothers  which  has  practically  built  up  and  developed  in 
a  modern  manner  the  large  territory  between  Queens 
and  Bellaire,  Long  Island. 

Though  an  Independent  voter,  Mr.  Willey  is  at  all 
times  interested  in  the  progress  of  events  political.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War,  while  in  the  service  he  acted  as 
superintendent  of  building  and  of  general  land  improve¬ 
ment  and  magazine  powder  manufacturing,  etc. 


STEWART  WILLEY— When  the  story  is  told  in 
full  of  the  work  of  the  builders  of  Long  Island,  that 
of  Stewart  Willey,  in  the  Queens  and  Bellaire  section 
will  possess  attention  because  of  wholesale  plans  success¬ 
fully  directed  and  carried  through,  to  the  modernization 
of  an  attractive  territory.  In  bulk,  a  good-sized  town¬ 
ship  has  developed  under  his  supervision,  and  land  other¬ 
wise  of  unproductive  value  has  been  made  to  blossom 
with  many  scores  of  excellent  homes.  A  captain  of  con¬ 
struction,  and  an  expert  statistician  of  real  estate  in¬ 
formation  he  stands  at  the  head  of  realty  men  and  or¬ 
ganizations  in  a  section  of  which  Queens  is  a  center. 
Mr.  Willey  is  a  son  of  Samuel  H.  Willey,  who  was 
born  in  St.  Michael,  Maryland,  and  has  been  a  proof¬ 
reader  on  the  “Washington  Post”  for  fifteen  years;  and 
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of  Edith  V.  (Stewart)  Willey,  born  at  Easton,  Mary¬ 
land,  both  of  whom  are  living. 

Stewart  Willey  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  September  7,  1890,  and  his  education  was  received 
in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  after  which  he  continued  in  a  collegiate 
course  at  The  George  Washington  University.  He  be¬ 
came  associated  with  construction  work  and  real  estate 
activities  in  New  York,  and  on  January  16,  1914,  started 
in  business  for  himself,  and  in  the  general  real  estate 
at  Queens,  in  May,  1921;  his  brother  Hambleton  R.  joined 
him  in  partnership  in  1923,  the  firm  being  known  as 
Willey  Brothers,  Inc.  Since  the  firm  started  their  oper¬ 
ations  here,  they  have  built  approximately  five  hundred 
houses,  practically  connecting  the  Bellaire  and  Queens 
townships  as  to  the  construction  of  buildings.  Mr.  Wil¬ 
ley  is  president  of  the  company,  wThich  is  one  of  the  most 
enterprising  and  progressive  of  such  concerns  in  this 
part  of  Long  Island.  Pie  is  interested  also  in  the 
financial  concerns  of  the  township,  and  is  now’  assisting 
in  the  organization  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Queens.  He  votes  an  Independent  ticket  in  politics. 

Mr.  Willey  was  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserves  in  190S-1910.  He  is  a  member  of  many 
fraternal  organizations  and  clubs,  namely:  The  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  inclusive  of  Jamaica  Chapter; 
the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rites,  and  Kismet 
Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine;  and  Pilgrim  Commandery,  Knights  Templar; 
Long  I  Grotto,  New  York  Athletic  Club,  Lions  Club 
of  Jamaica,  Hillcrest  Golf  Club;  the  Citizens’  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Queens  and  Bellaire,  Incorporated ;  Jamaica 
Real  Estate  Board,  Queens  Borough  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  Jamaica  Board  of  Trade.  Plis  religious 
fellowship  is  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


GEORGE  ADAMS,  SR. — Long  Island  industry  in 
its  lumber-dealing  interests  has  a  crowning  feature  in 
the  George  Adams  Lumber  Company,  Incorporated,  that 
was  established  by  George  Adams,  Sr.,  at  Imvood,  more 
than  a  quarter  century  ago,  and  based  upon  the  excellent 
business  principles  that  have  been  the  standard  of  the 
company  since  it  was  founded  in  188S.  Mr.  Adams,  ex¬ 
pert  in  his  field,  and  directing  an  extensive  programme 
of  business  throughout  the  year,  displayed  an  intense 
interest  in  his  calling  from  early  boyhood,  and  his  prog¬ 
ress  has  been  marked  with  undeviating  adherence  to  prin¬ 
ciples  of  probity  and  integrity.  He  is  a  son  of  Jacob 
Adams,  a  cooper  by  trade,  and  of  Elizabeth  (Blum) 
Adams,  both  of  whom  were  born  in  Germany. 

George  Adams,  Sr.,  was  born  in  New  York  City, 
March  14,  1853,  and  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  birthplace.

Mr.  Adams  married,  August  22,  18S4,  in  Ohio,  Kath¬ 
erine  Koppe,  who  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  a  daughter 
of  Jacob  Koppe,  a  native  of  Germany,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of:  George,  Jr.,  born  in  New  York  City;  Minnie, 
born  at  Inwood ;  William  F.,  Louis  H.,  both  born  in 
Inwood. 


ALBERT  EDWARD  GILMARTIN,  M.  D.— Of 

the  medical  fraternity  in  the  Grcenpoint  section  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  few  have  had  a  more  general  experience  or  a  wider 
scope  for  the  practice  of  the  profession  than  Dr.  Gil- 
martin  who,  by  land  and  sea,  in  war-time  camp  and  in 
hospital  and  infirmary,  has  served  with  that  precision 
and  skill  that  have  secured  him  his  high  status  as  a 
general  practitioner  in  Long  Island  to-day.  A  Long 
Island  native,  Dr.  Gilmartin  has  given  the  larger  part 
of  his  career  to  this  section  of  the  State,  where  he  is 
accounted  one  of  the  most  reliable  and  best  equipped 
physicians  of  his  long  standing  here.  He  is  a  son  of 
Michael  and  Elizabeth  (Clark)  Gilmartin,  both  deceased. 
Michael  Martin,  a  farmer,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil 
War,  a  member  of  the  127th  New  York  Volunteers,  who 
was  wounded  in  the  leg  while  in  the  service. 

Albert  Edward  Gilmartin,  M.  D.,  was  born  April  29, 
1875.  in  Westbury,  and  he  attended  the  public  schools  in 
Westbury  and  the  Mineola  High  School.  He  then  gave 
his  attention  to  a  medical  career,  and  graduated  at  the 
Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  where  he  received  his 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  March,  1807.  Dr.  Gil¬ 
martin  then  interned  at  the  Brooklyn  Eastern  District 
Hospital,  and  at  the  Amsterdam  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Hospital,  and  later  was  ship  surgeon  on  the  Red 
D  Line.  He  established  his  general  practice  at  Green- 
point  in  1899,  which  he  has  conducted  to  the  present 
time.  He  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  German 
Hospital  ten  years.  Dr.  Gilmartin  resided  and  had  his 
office  in  Grcenpoint  to  1923,  when  he  removed  his  resi¬ 
dence  to  Flushing,  though  maintaining  his  Greenpoint 
office.  During  the  World  War  he  was  chairman  of  the 
local  Draft  Board  No.  55,  so  continuing  seven  months, 
when  he  resigned  and  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps  of 
the  United  States  Army.  He  served  from  January, 
1918,  to  December,  191S,  in  Southern  camps,  and  re¬ 
ceived  his  discharge  as  lieutenant.  Dr.  Gilmartin’s  fra¬

Dr.  Gilmartin  married  (first),  in  October,  1898,  Eva 
Dorman  (deceased),  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter,  Bea¬ 
trice  May,  born  in  1906.  He  married  (second)  Ada 
(Haglund)  Anderson,  daughter  of  August  and  Josephine 
Haglund.  Mrs.  Gilmartin  had  a  daughter  by  a  former 
marriage,  Laura  Anderson,  born  in  1911. 


WALTER  ROBERTS — Those  who  pass  and  admire 
casually  or  profoundly  the  rich  objects  of  art  which 


adorn  the  interior  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Di¬ 
vine,  or  w'hich  crown  the  massive  portals  of  the  Grand 
Central  Terminal  in  New  York,  which  never  close, 
rarely  think  of  the  highly  perfected  organization  which 
created  them.  Walter  Roberts,  president  of  William 
Bradley  &  Sons,  finds  the  joy  of  living  in  the  ornamental, 
or  rather  the  artistic  stone  and  marble  work  of  the  finest 
buildings  in  the  metropolis.  The  company  both  manu¬ 
factures  and  erects,  and  although  most  of  their  business 
is  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York,  buildings  as  distant  as 
California,  Canada,  South  America  and  the  Canal  Zone 
owe  their  beauty  and  solidity  to  their  skilled  workman¬ 
ship.  They  furnished  and  set  much  of  the  marble  and 
stone,  exterior  and  interior,  in  the  Grand  Central  Sta¬ 
tion,  the  Woohvorth  Building,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank, 
the  Bowery  Savings  Bank,  Greenwich  Savings  Bank, 
the  Cunard  Building,  the  Public  Library,  the  Equitable 
Life  Assurance  Company  Building,  the  American  Tele¬ 
phone  and  1  elegraph  P'-ilding,  the  Hotel  Commodore, 
and  the  stores  of  Altn  n,  Lord  &  Taylor,  and  Saks; 
and  portions  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Djvine. 

The  plant  and  yards  on  Vernon  Avenue,  Long  Island 
City,  just  north  of  the  Queensborough  Bridge,  cover 
four  acres  of  ground.  The  business  was  established  in 
Brooklyn  in  i8‘  5,  where  it  was  conducted  until  1907, 
when  it  was  removed  to  the  site  now  occupied.  It  is 
conceded  to  be  one  of  the  most  modern  in  the  world; 
and  it  is  the  largest  independent  mill  in  the  wrorld. 
The  yard  is  equipped  with  large  travelling  cranes,  elec¬ 
trically  operated,  and  with  other  machinery  of  the  most 
modern  type.  From  three  hundred  to  four  hundred  men 
are  employed  in  the  shops,  and  from  one  hundred  to  two 
hundred  on  buildings  on  which  the  company  has  contracts. 
Many  of  the  employees  are  experts  in  the  trade,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  statuary  in  the  Grand  Central  Station 
and  some  of  the  other  buildings  mentioned,  which  statues 
were  carved  in  the  plant  before  they  were  erected. 

Walter  Roberts,  president  and  general  manager  of  the 
great  industry,  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  August  9,  1SS0. 
His  father,  Joseph  Roberts,  was  born  in  England  and 
died  in  Brooklyn.  His  mother  was  Emily  (Hill)  Rob¬ 
erts,  who  died  in  Brooklyn.  Walter  Roberts  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn.  He  entered  the 
employ  of  William  Bradley  &  Sons  in  1893  as  accountant. 
He  became  assistant  treasurer  in  1907,  and  general  man¬ 
ager  and  secretary'  in  1910.  He  was  made  president  and 
general  manager  in  1924.  Fie  was  a  member  of  the  Vet¬ 
eran  Corps  of  Artillery,  is  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Athletic  Club;  the  Building  Trades’  Employers’  Associ¬ 
ation;  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  borough  of 
Queens;  the  Queens  Valley  Golf  Club;  the  General  So¬ 
ciety  of  Mechanics  and  Tradesmen;  the  Kew  Gardens 
Country  Club ;  and  the  Union  Congregational  Church 
of  Richmond  Hill. 

Mr.  Roberts  was  married  (first)  in  Canada,  in  1903, 
to  Grace  Skeith,  who  died  in  1908  and  left  a  son.  Walter 
Roberts,  Jr.,  now  in  preparatory  school.  He  married 
(second)  Elizabeth  Flarrison,  in  Philadelphia,  in  iqto, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  Harrison  and 
Malcolm  Roberts.  Mr.  Roberts  appreciates  the  work 
his  company  does  as  an  art  lover  and  a  doer  proud  of 
his  achievements. 
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BYRON  RUFUS  NEWTON— A  long  and  useful 
career  in  affiliation  with  many  branches  of  progressive 
interest  is  that  of  Byron  Rufus  Newton,  who  tor  the 
past  few  years  has  been  practically  retired  from  business 
activity,  but  is  still  alert  to  every  branch  of  progressive 
thought  and  effort.  Mr.  Newton  is  a  descendant  of  one 
of  the  oldest  lines  of  Colonial  ancestry  of  New  Eng¬ 
land,  being  of  the  ninth  generation  in  descent  from 
Richard  Newton,  who  came  from  England  about  1628, 
settling  in  Sudbury,  Massachusetts.  As  one  of  the  fear¬ 
less  consecrated  pioneers  of  that  early  day  Richard  New¬ 
ton  and  his  immediate  descendants  were  actively  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  early  development  of  Massachusetts  Colony. 
His  mother,  Irene  (Scott)  Newton,  was  also  descended 
from  Scotch  and  English  pioneers  of  the  New  England 
group. 

Byron  R.  Newton  was  born  in  the  township  of  Wirt, 
Allegany  County,  New  York,  August  4,  1S61.  His  early 
education  was  fragmentary,  consisting  of  winters  at  the 
district  schools,  a  few  terms  at  Friendship  (New  York) 
Academy,  and  one  year  at  Oberlin  College.  His  higher 
education,  however,  was  chiefly  acquired  through  his 
long  activity  in  newspaper  -work  and  his  extensive  and 
judicious  reading.  Mr.  Newton’s  early  years  were  spent 
on  the  farm,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  he  bxame 
identified  with  the  “Elmira  Advertiser,”  which  -/as  his 
introduction  to  the  newspaper  world.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  continued  in  this  field  in  Buffalo,  being  identi¬ 
fied  with  several  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  that  city. 
From  1892  to  1900  he  was  located  at  the  State  capitol 
at  Albany  as  legislative  correspondent  for  the  “Buffalo 
Evening  News,”  and  this  led  to  his  wider  usefulness  in 
the  journalistic  field.  He  served  as  war  correspondent 
in  Cuba  for  the  Associated  Press  through  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  and  afterwards  reported  the  proceedings 
of  the  British-American  Joint  High  Commission  and 
other  important  events  for  the  Associated  Press.  In 
1901  Mr.  Newton  was  appointed  by  Governor  Roosevelt 
as  secretary  of  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo, 
and  following  the  duties  of  this  position  he  joined  the 
staff  of  the  “New  York  Herald”  1902.  He  remained  in 
that  position  for  eight  years,  during  which  time,  as  a 
forceful  writer  he  became  identified  with  many  of  the 
important  political  and  other  events  of  the  period.  He 
was  an  ardent  admirer  of  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  became 
active  in  his  presidential  campaign  in  1912.  This,  to¬ 
gether  with  his  prominence  in  newspaper  work,  led  to 
his  appointment  in  March,  1913,  as  private  secretary  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and 
he  served  in  that  capacity  until  October  1  of  the  same 
year,  when  he  was  made  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury.  This  office  he  ably  filled  for  four  years,  and 
on  October  1,  1917,  was  appointed  Collector  of  the  Port 
of  New  York,  which  office  he  filled  until  May  15,  1921. 
Meanwhile,  during  the  years  1915-20,  inclusive,  Mr. 
Newton  served  as  a  member  of  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  for  Aeronautics,  his  deep  interest  in  the  con¬ 
quest  of  the  air  making  his  work  in  this  connection  par¬ 
ticularly  constructive. 

Mr.  Newton  is  a  member  of  the  Poetry  Society  of 
America,  and  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  literary 
periodicals  of  the  country.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Wake¬ 
field  National  Memorial  Association  for  the  preservation 


of  Washington’s  birthplace  in  Virginia,  and  is  associated 
with  several  other  patriotic  societies.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  National  Press  Club,  of  Washington,  and  the  Old 
Country  Club  at  Flushing.  From  childhood  he  has 
found  his  recreation  in  music,  having  played  the  violin 
since  the  age  of  ten,  and  is  actively  interested  in  musical 
affairs.  Outdoor  sports  also  command  a  share  of  his  at¬ 
tention,  and  he  takes  great  pleasure  in  golf.  Fie  is  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  order;  and  of  All  Saints’  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  of  Eayside,  Long  Island,  of  which  he  is 
a  vestryman.

JOSEPH  CURTIS  MELLOR— Head  of  a  large 
productive  business  in  Long  Island  City,  Joseph  Curtis 
Mellor,  president  of  the  C.  A.  Willey  Company,  auto 
paint  manufacturers,  was  born  in  Chelsea,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  October  13,  1885.  Flis  father  was  Joseph  Samuel 
Mellor,  born  in  Lowell.  Massachusetts,  and  his  mother 
was  Mary  E.  (Willey)  Mellor,  sister  of  Charles  A. 
Willey,  since  dead,  the  founder  of  the  business  which 
bears  his  name.  Joseph  Samuel  Mellor,  the  father,  died 
in  Malden,  Massachusetts,  in  1915. 

After  attending  the  high  school  in  Chelsea,  Mr.  Mel¬ 
lor  came  to  New  York  City  in  1902,  and  to  Flushing  a 
year  later.  He  started  in  the  Willey  factory  in  1902  as 
an  apprentice,  and  to-day  is  at  its  head.  He  succeeded 
William  Orr,  when  he  retired  as  president  in  19 22.  The 
business  of  which  Mr.  Mellor  is  the  head  is  international 
in  scope  and  efficiency,  superiority  of  product  and  ad¬ 
herence  to  the  “Golden  Rule”  have  given  it  a  growth 
which  has  been  steady  from  the  first  and  continues  still.

DANA  WALLACE — Filling  the  distinguished  and 
largely  responsible  position  of  district  attorney  for  the 
State  of  New  York,  Dana  Wallace  is  one  of  the  prom¬ 
inent  men  of  the  day  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island.  Trained 
in  the  foremost  institutions  of  the  Ea<t,  and  possessing 
the  comprehensive  ability  of  such  broad  significance  in 
his  profession,  Mr.  Wallace  has  risen  to  his  present 
noteworthy  position  through  his  worth  as  a  citizen  and 
legal  practitioner.  He  is  a  son  of  Joseph  and  Elmira 
Wallace,  his  father  a  well-known  sea  captain  of  his  day. 

Dana  Wallace  was  born  in  Millbridge,  Maine,  July 
17.  iS77-  The  family  locating  in  Brooklyn  during  his 
childhood,  he  attended  the  local  public  schools  and  fol¬ 
lowing  the  completion  of  his  high  school  course  entered 
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Dartmouth  College  for  his  classical  studies.  Taking  up 
his  professional  preparations  at  Yale  University  Law 
School,  he  was  graduated  from  that  institution  in  the 
class  of  1897,  when  still  to  young  for  admission  to  the 
bar,  but  was  admitted  in  1900,  when  he  became  active  in 
practice  in  Jamaica  and  went  forward  independently 
until  his  largely  increased  clientele  made  it  advisable 
to  receive  an  associate.  Since  1916  Mr.  Cramer  has 
been  identified  with  Mr.  Wallace  as  a  partner,  and  these 
progressive  men  have  become  a  strong  influence  for 
advance  in  this  section.  With  offices  located  at  No.  15 
Herriman  Avenue,  Jamaica,  they  command  a  very  exten¬ 
sive  and  lucrative  practice. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Wallace  has  been  an  influential 
figure  in  the  Republican  party  and  one  of  its  acknowledged 
leaders.  He  was  brought  forward  as  assistant  district 
attorney,  in  which  office  he  served  for  six  years  under 
two  political  administrations,  and  was  later  elected  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  of  the  State  ot  New  York,  and  with  the 
close  of  the  year  1923  completed  a  three-year  term  in 
that  important  office.

Mr.  Wal¬ 
lace  attends  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


DR.  WILLIAM  K.  ROGERS  was  born  December 
8,  1894,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  son  of  the  Rev.  Robert 
and  Susan  (Groves)  Rogers,  his  father  a  clergyman, 
and  both  of  his  parents  now  living  (1924).  The  son 
received  his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
his  native  city  and  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  of  Garden  City, 
subsequently  attending  Jefferson  Medical  College,  of 
Philadelphia,  one  of  the  oldest  medical  colleges  in  the 
United  States,  and  which  has  had  international  recogni¬ 
tion  for  many  years,  in  fact,  prior  to  that  of  any  of  our 
other  institutions  of  the  kind.  He  was  graduated  from 
this  college,  class  of  1919.  with  his  degree  of  Medical 
Doctor,  and  then  became  interne  at  the  Brooklyn  Hos¬ 
pital.  On  the  completion  of  two  years’  sendee  here  he 
started  in  his  private  practice,  in  1021,  establishing  him¬ 
self  along  general  lines,  and  he  has  continued  a  general 
practice  up  to  the  present  time  (1924).  He  is  on  the 
staff  of  the  Flushing  Hospital,  and  is  making  a  reputa¬ 
tion  for  himself  that  is  being  well  earned.  His  love  of 
his  work,  coupled  with  his  industry  and  his  high  ethical 
ideas,  make  him  one  who  is  in  great  demand,  and  the 
future  holds  promise  of  large  things  in  store  for  him. 
During  the  World  War  Dr.  Rogers  served  during  1917 
and  1918  in  the  United  States  Medical  Corps,  stationed 
in  this  country.  On  receiving  his  honorable  discharge 
he  returned  to  his  civilian  duties.  He  is  an  active  and 
progressive  citizen,  laboring  for  the  welfare  of  his 
community,  and  he  is  held  in  high  regard  by  all  who 
come  in  touch  with  him  in  both  his  professional  duties 
and  in  his  social  life.  He  is  a  member  of  the  County, 


State  and  American  Medical  associations,  and  c: 
Associate  Physicians  of  Long  Island.  Fraternally,  i> 
Rogers  is  a  member  of  Bayside  Lodge,  No.  999,  Free  -- ' 
Accepted  Masons.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Lion  C  V 
of  Bayside.  In  his  religious  connection  he  is  a  men.  * 
of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Dr.  William  K.  Rogers  married,  in  October,  1923. 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  Edith  Archer,  daughter  of  Ge  - 
and  Alice  Archer,  her  parents  both  living  (1924;.  £}- 
and  Airs.  Rogers  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  GerL 
deine,  born  December  25,  1924. 


JOHN  R.  AITCHISON,  one  of  the  most  promint:,: 
and  wealthy  jewelers  of  New  York  City,  a  resident  c; 
Bayside,  Long  Island,  for  nearly  twenty  years,  was  berr. 
in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  March  6,  1868,  the  son  of  Jchr. 
Aitchison,  a  jeweler  of  Edinburgh,  who  died  in  1&S4, 
and  Jenet  (Rankine)  Aitchison,  who  died  shortly  aft- 
her  husband. 

Mr.  Aitchison  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  ci 
Scotland,  and  in  the  Moray  House,  one  of  Edinburgh'; 
private  schools.  He  descended  from  a  line  of  illustrious 
jewelers — whose  taking  up  of  the  profession  dates  back 
to  the  fifteenth  century — he  was  hardly  twenty  years 
old  when  he  entered  the  employ  of  Aitchison  Brothers,  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  and  London,  England,  a  jewelry 
house  operated  by  his  uncles. 

In  1890  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  entered  a 
partnership  with  E.  B.  Meyrowitz,  at  No.  104  Eas: 
Twenty-third  Street,  New  York  City,  and  together  they 
operated  as  opticians,  both  becoming  leaders  in  that 
field.  In  1901  he  started  in  the  optical  business  for  him¬ 
self  at  No.  no  East  Twenty-third  Street,  and  later 
opened  a  branch  at  No.  1167  Broadway.  Eventually  he 
opened  the  store  and  office  at  No.  483  Fifth  Avenue, 
which  he  now  maintains. 

Mr.  Aitchison  married,  on  December  15,  1891,  in  Lon¬ 
don,  Margaret  Don,  the  daughter  of  Duncan  Don,  keeper 
of  records  in  Edinburgh.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Aitchison  have 
four  children:  Edith;  Bruce;  Dorothy;  Donald. 


DR.  JACOB  N.  FEINBERG— Patriotism  like  any 
other  sentiment  has  different  degrees  of  intensity  and 
can  be  measured  by  the  greatness  of  the  sacrifice  which 
the  individual  citizen  is  ready  to  offer  on  the  altar  of  his 
country.  As  the  old  Quaker  said  to  the  man  who  was 
bemoaning  and  bewailing  the  misfortune  of  a  poor  friend 
in  breaking  his  leg  and  thereby  being  deprived  of  his 
means  of  livelihood:  “To  which  extent  art  thou  sorry, 
friend?  I  am  sorry  to  the  extent  of  a  hundred  dollars!” 
While  some  patriots  in  the  late  war  were  very  eager  to 
accept  “work  of  National  importance”  at  home  and  were 
greatly  thrilled  by  reading  the  war  news  in  a  rocking 
chair  at  their  domestic  fireside,  others  were  burning  to  - 1 
to  the  front  and  risk  life  and  limb  in  the  battle  line  in  the 
defence  of  American  interests  and  human  liberty  and 
democracy.  The  liberal  professions,  both  legal  and  med:- 
cal,  to  their  honor  be  it  said,  furnished  a  strong  contin¬ 
gent  of  volunteers,  anxious  to  go  overseas  and  share  any 
danger  or  hardship  involved  in  the  life  of  a  soldier.  They 
also  brought  another  sacrifice  which  especially  in  the  case 
of  physicians,  should  not  be  underestimated,  the  probu- 
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bility  of  having  their  clientele  and  professional  connec¬ 
tions  greatly  reduced  and  returning  to  practice  which 
often  had  to  be  built  up  anew,  after  years  of  patient 
plodding  in  the  attempt  to  get  and  hold  a  circle  of  patients 
and  establish  permanent  family  connections..  A  medical 
man  who  gave  two  years  of  his  life  to  the  service  of  his 
country  in  the  World  War,  one  of  them  spent  overseas 
in  France,  is  Dr.  Jacob  N.  Feinberg,  of  No.  282  Thir¬ 
teenth  Avenue,  Astoria,  Long  Island. 

Dr.  Feinberg  was  born  April  10,  1889,  at  New  York 
City,  a  son  of  Joseph  and  Rose  (Lipsius)  Feinberg,  both 
living,  and  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
and  in  the  Fushing  High  School;  and  then  entered  as  a 
student  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  School,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine,  in  1914.  After  this,  he  pursued  some  very 
thorough  post-graduate  studies,  acting  at  the  same  time 
as  an  interne  at  the  Newark  and  Lying-in  hospitals.  In 
1916  he  started  a  private  practice  of  his  own,  at  Astoria, 
Long  Island,  which  he  has  continued  with  great  success 
ever  since.  During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Feinberg  did 
valuable  service  for  his  country  by  being  connected  with 
the  Medical  Corps  for  two  years,  with  the  rank  of  cap¬ 
tain,  and  serving  twelve  months  in  France.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  merican  Medical  Association;  the  State 
and  County  Medical  societies;  the  Association  of  Mili¬ 
tary  Surgeons ;  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital ;  and  also  holds  membership  in  the  Masonic 
order. 


REV.  RICHARD  J.  HAMILTON— Hard  work 
and  perseverance,  and  an  undeviating  purpose  in  behalf 
of  St.  Gabriel’s  comparatively  new  parish  at  East  Elm¬ 
hurst,  has  brought  forth  most  encouraging  tokens  for 
Father  Hamilton,  the  founder  of  this  attractively  situated 
parish,  and  a  community  of  people  who  had  theretofore 
to  travel  long  distances  to  Mass,  have  their  spiritual 
needs  satisfied.  Father  Hamilton  has  always  lived  in 
the  State,  and  his  charges  have  been  only  in  Long  Island, 
so  that  he  well  knows  this  section  of  New  York  and  the 
requirements  of  a  parish  thus  established.  His  faithful 
service  to  St.  Gabriel’s  and  its  neighborhood  has  its 
fruition  already  in  a  church  home  which,  it  is  an¬ 
nounced,  will  be  entirely  completed  in  1925. 

A  son  of  Patrick  Hamilton  and  of  Margaret  (Cotter) 
Hamilton,  both  of  whom  were  born  in  Ireland  and  died 
in  New  York  City,  Rev.  Richard  J.  Hamilton  was  born 
in  New  York  City,  where  he  attended  the  parochial 
schools.  He  obtained  his  Bachelor’s  degree  at  St.  Fran¬ 
cis  Xavier’s  College,  afterwards  graduating  at  St. 
John’s  Seminary,  in  Brooklyn.  He  was  ordained  to 
the  priesthood  in  1908  by  Right  Rev.  Bishop  McDonnell, 
D.  D.,  and  he  said  his  first  Mass  at  St.  Francis  Parish, 
in  Brooklyn.  Father  Hamilton’s  first  assignment  was  as 
assistant  at  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Church,  and  then  he 
was  assigned  to  St.  Jerome  and  St.  Ambrose  parishes. 
While  at  St.  Ambrose  Parish,  he  was  chaplain  of  the 
fire  department. 

In  July,  1923,  Father  Hamilton  had  the  privilege  of 
founding  St.  Gabriel  Parish,  at  East  Elmhurst,  when 
he  broke  ground  for  a  church  edifice  of  old  English 
Gothic  architecture,  which,  when  completed,  will  have 
a  seating  capacity  for  nine  hundred  communicants.

GODFREY  F.  BAUER,  D.  D.  S.— Engaged  for  a 
number  of  years  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  of 
dentistry,  and  most  of  the  period  of  that  activity  with 
his  offices  at  College  Point,  Dr.  Bauer’s  work  is  known 
to  residents  and  visitors  to  this  section  of  the  State  as 
that  in  which  undoubted  skill  and  increasing  experience 
combine  for  the  high  standard  of  success  attained.  A 
young  man  as  to  his  years,  yet  Dr.  Bauer’s  repute  has 
already  become  akin  to  that  of  the  veteran  in  the  pro¬ 
fession  because  of  the  excellent  service  he  has  rendered 
the  public  through  his  ministrations.  He  is  a  son  of 
Godfrey  Bauer,  who  is  active  as  assistant  cashier  of  the 
Kings  County  Savings  Bank,  in  Brooklyn,  and  of  Jane 
Ann  (McCall)  Bauer,  both  parents  residing  with  their 
son  at  College  Point. 

Dr.  Godfrey  F.  Bauer  was  born  at  Maspeth,  April 
17,  1896,  and  he  received  his  preliminary  education  at 
St.  Agnes’  Parochial  School,  at  Maspeth.  Fitting  him¬ 
self  for  his  professional  career  he  matriculated  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee,  where  he  graduated  with  the 
class  of  1920,  receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental 
Science.  He  began  the  practice  of  dentistry  at  an  office 
in  the  Times  Building,  New  York  City,  but  after  a 
year  at  that  location  he  went  to  College  Point,  where  he 
had  resided  fur  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  he  there  es¬ 
tablished  his  headquarters  and  began  practising  at  No. 
307  Thirteenth  Street.  For  service  in  the  World  War 
Dr.  Bauer  enlisted  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  Decem¬ 
ber,  1917,  and  was  stationed  on  duty  at  Memphis,  Tenn¬ 
essee,  receiving  his  discharge  as  hospital  apprentice  De¬ 
cember  12,  1921.

JOSEPH  PICKETT  SLENSBY— A  distinguished 
figure  in  Richmond  Hill  is  Joseph  Pickett  Slensby,  suc¬ 
cessful  lawyer,  bank  official  and  a  progressive  participant 
in  fraternal  advance.

ALBERT  C.  GRIFFIN,  M.  D.— The  man  who  at¬ 
tains  to  a  great  success  is  the  man  who  is  not  above 
doing  the  little  things  of  life  that  come  to  his  hand  to 
do;  for  the  law  that  underlies  the  development  of  qual¬ 
ities  from  potentialities  is  just  the  same  natural  law 
that  bui1'4  up  mountains  from  little  particles  that  com¬ 
prise  it.  Each  little  step  that  one  takes  helps  to  better 
one’s  stride,  and  it  is  the  result  of  many  little  successes 
that  makes  possible  the  great  success  as  an  attainment 
so  well  worth  while.  Dr.  Albert  C.  Griffm  started 
out  in  his  profession  with  high  ideals  to  serve  mankind, 
and  from  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  his  practice  he 
has  not  failed  in  the  little  things.  To-day  he  stands 
very  high  in  the  community  where  he  has  established  him¬ 
self,  and  he  is  still  doing  all  in  his  power  to  serve,  not 
alone  along  professional  lines,  but  even  in  his  periods  of 
relaxation  and  recreation  he  may  be  found  studying  and 
working  at  a  new  science,  the  recent  and  modern  radio, 
in  which  he  finds  his  pleasure,  making  outfits  for  his 
friends  in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness.

Dr.  Griffin  finds  that  he  can  also  think  out 
many  of  his  medical  problems  at  the  same  time  that  his 
hands  are  so  engaged  in  a  mechanical  endeavor,  and  this 
has  been  proved  to  be  a  fact  by  many  of  our  greatest 
men.  Recreation  is  not  necessarily  the  doing  of  nothing; 
for  different  occupation  is  rest,  and  rest  is  recreation, 
and  the  most  advanced  minds  generally  are  the  busiest 
minds,  finding  their  rest  in  other  fields  of  work.  Dr. 
Griffin  is  an  active  civic  worker  also,  and  alert  in  frater¬ 
nal  and  all  welfare  advance,  as  is  also  his  helpmate,  Mrs. 
Griffin,  and  they  have  both  earned  the  respect  and  es¬ 
teem  of  their  community.

Since  that  time  Dr.  Griffin  has  moved  steadily  forward, 
attaining  an  ever-widening  field  of  service,  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  no  one  stands  higher  in  the  regards  ci 
his  community  than  he  does.

of  publicity  for  the  same  organization.  She  is  also  pres¬ 
ident  ot  the  Social  Welfare  League  of  Whitestone.  She 
is  a  member  of  the  Quaker  Church,  serving  as  an  active 
member  in  the  Friends'  Quaker  Church  at  Flushing. 


REV.  JOSEPH  A.  BENNETT— In  the  course  o: 
the  thirty-five  years  of  the  priesthood  of  Rev.  Father 
Bennett,  he  has  brought  to  fruition  many  plans  for  the 
establishment  of  his  charges  upon  firm  and  bread  bases, 
and  has  been  the  means  of  securing  for  St.  Stanislaus 
Kostka  Parish  at  Maspeth,  a  most  desirable  church  ari 
rectory.  A  quarter  of  a  century  as  pastor  of  the  cr.e 
parish  has  brought  Father  Bennett  into  close  cooperation 
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with  the  many  needs  of  this  growing  and  important 
parish  of  the  Catholic  population  of  Long  Island,  and  he 
has  faithfully  fulfilled  his  large  opportunities  for  service 
at  this  field  of  labor.  He  is  a  son  of  Edward  Bennett, 
retired,  and  who  now  resides  with  Father  Bennett,  and 
of  Mary  Bennett,  deceased. 

Rev.  Father  Joseph  A.  Bennett  was  born  in  Ireland,  and 
he  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  parents  when  a 
child,  and  attended  the  academies  of  St.  Peter  and  St. 
Mary  Star  of  the  Sea,  in  Brooklyn,  after  which  he 
graduated  at  St.  Francis  Xavier  College.  In  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  priesthood,  he  graduated  at  St.  Mary’s  Sem¬ 
inary',  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  received  his  ordi¬ 
nation  December  21,  1889,  from  His  Eminence  Cardinal 
Gibbons.  His  first  assignment  was  to  the  Church  of  Our 
Lady  of  Victory',  in  Brooklyn,  and  he  founded  the  church 
of  St.  Joseph,  at  King’s  Park.  Father  Bennett  went  to 
St.  Stanislaus  Kostka  Parish,  at  Maspeth,  as  pastor,  in 
1900,  where  he  has  remained  to  the  present  (1925).  July 
1,  1924,  he  completed  a  new  church  and  rectory  for  this 
parish,  at  a  cost  of  about  $225,000.

Immaculate  Association ;  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Long 
Island  Press  Association,  and  the  Newspaper  Qub. 

Beniamin  Marvin  married  Rose  L.  Salmon,  daughter 
of  Adolph  and  Frieda  (Lorance)  Salmon.  Mrs.  Mar¬ 
vin  is  a  graduate  of  Barnard  College,  from  which  she 
received  her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  and  of  Columbia 
University,  from  which  she  received  her  Master  of  Arts 
degree.  She  is  now  treasurer  of  the  Jackson  Hills  De¬ 
velopment  Corporation,  a  director  of  the  Roman  Con¬ 
tracting  Company,  and  president  of  the  “Long  Island 
Daily  Press.”  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Marvin  are  the  parents  of 
two  sons:  Earl  Marvin,  born  March  27,  191S,  at  Hollis; 
and  Wilbur  Marvin,  born  April  8,  1921,  at  Hcllis. 


ERNEST  J.  HABIGHORST — Following  unremit¬ 
tingly  the  particular  lines  of  law  business,  in  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  which  he  has  been  markedly  associated  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  Mr.  Habighorst, 
vice-president  of  the  New  York  Title  and  Mortgage 
Company,  has  won  the  reputation  as  master  in  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  problems  that  relate  to  the  title  and  mortgage 
specialty.  Of  that  group  of  men  who  throughout  Long 
Island  have  made  their  life-study  of  the  subject,  few 
have  familiarized  themselves  more  completely  there¬ 
with,  and  the  many  individual  demands  and  inquiries 
appertaining  thereto  that  arise  always  find  in  Mr. 
Habighorst  a  thorough  and  scholarly  exponent.  Both

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Habighorst  are  the 
parents  of  three  children:  1.  Ernest,  a  graduate  of 
Columbia  University,  now  (1924)  connected  with  the 
Mortgage  Sales  Department  of  the  New  York  Title  and 
Mortgage  Company.  2.  Curtis  Baker,  now  attending 
Columbia  University,  class  of  1925.  3.  Virginia,  now 

attending  the  Cathedral  School  of  St.  Mary,  at  Garden 
City,  Long  Island.

His  chief  leisure  interest  is  fishing.  He  attends  Temple 
Israel,  of  Far  Rockaway. 

Sidney  Frank  Strongin  married,  June  15,  1913.  in 
Brooklyn,  Dora  V.  Bottlestone,  of  Buffalo,  New  York, 
daughter  of  Charles  Bottlestone.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Strongin 
are  the  parents  of  two  children :  Edward  E.,  bom  De¬ 
cember  23,  1914;  and  Joan  R.,  born  March  9,  1920.  The 
family  residence  is  at  No.  1022  Franklin  Avenue,  Far 
Rockaway,  New  York. 


EDWARD  A.  MANDEL — One  of  the  prominent 
business  men  of  Bayside,  Long  Island,  Air.  Mandel,  who 
was  among  the  first  to  open  a  business  in  this  section, 
has  had  the  gratification  of  seeing  that  his  business  grew 
with  the  place.

Dr.  James  F.  Tobin,  of  Flushing,  Long  Island,  is  rapidly 
making  his  way  as  one  of  the  rising  young  physicians 
of  the  metropolitan  area.  He  has  offices  in  Flushing, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Flushing  Hospital. 

Dr.  Tobin  is  the  son  of  James  and  Margaret  Tobin, 
And  was  born  in  Suffi.eld,  Connecticut,  July  5.  1806. 
He  attended  the  grade  and  high  schools  of  Suffield. 
Having  been  graduated  from  high  school,  he  entered 
Yale  University,  where  he  remained  for  one  year, 
leaving  that  institution  to  enter  Fordham  University, 
whence  he  was  graduated,  and  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.

He  served  as 
interne  at  St.  Vincent’s  Hospital  for  eighteen  months, 
And  then  entered  upon  private  practice  at  Gardiner,  New 
1  ork,  where  he  remained  for  a  brief  period.  He  came  to 
live  in  Mushing  and  to  take  up  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  there  on  October  15,  1923,  where  he  does  a  gen¬ 


eral  practice  of  medicine.  Dr.  Tobin  is  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles, 
and  St.  Andrew’s  Roman  Catholic  Church.

Alvan  T.  Payne  was  born  in  Long  Island  City,  New 
York,  July  20,  1871,  and  Benjamin  B.  Payne  was  born 
in  Long  Island  City,  January  4,  1882.  Their  parents 
were  Alvan  T.  and  Martha  (Brown)  Payne.  The  father 
was  a  lawyer  and  practiced  his  profession  in  Long 
Island  City  for  over  forty  years,  until  his  death  in  1908. 
Upon  the  death  of  their  father  the  brothers  continued 
in  partnership  under  the  firm  name  of  A.  T.  &  B.  B. 
Payne,  their  present  office  being  located  at  No.  175 
Hunter  Avenue,  Long  Island  City,  New  York.  The 
brothers  are  the  counsel  of  the  Long  Island  City  Savings 
Bank,  succeeding  their  father,  who  was  the  bank’s  first 
counsel. 

Alvan  T.  Payne  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
Long  Island  City,  and  private  schools  in  Rockland  and 
Delaware  counties,  New  York,  and  studied  law  in  New 
York  Law  School.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1893 
and  formed  a  partnership  in  the  practice  of  law  with  his 
father.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  being  a  vestryman  of  Grace  Church  of  Jamaica; 
a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  the 
Queens  County  Bar  Association,  the  Queens  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Long  Island  City 
Savings  Bank.

Benjamin  B.  Payne  was  educated  in  public  schools  in 
Rockland  County,  in  a  private  school  in  Westchester 
County,  and  in  New  York  University.  He  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  bar  in  1905.  He  commenced  the  practice  of 
law  with  his  father  and  brother.  Fie  is  a  member  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Richmond  Hill,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Queens  County  Bar  Association,  and 
Island  City  Lodge,  No.  586,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 
In  politics  he  is  a  Democrat. 


REV.  WARD  G.  MEEHAN— The  message  that 
Rev.  Father  Ward  G.  Meehan  brought  home  from 
France  through  his  participation  in  many  of  the  most 
critical  events  of  the  World  War,  was  indeed  one  of 
victory  and  of  renewed  inspiration  in  his  career  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  mankind,  for  the  St.  Joan  of  Arc  example  that 
was  brought  vividly  before  him  while  abroad  is  one  that 
directs  the  affairs  of  his  parish  at  Jackson  Heights  at 
this  hour,  in  the  founding  there  of  the  church  in  that 
saint’s  name.  In  his  World  War  chaplaincy  and  cap¬ 
taincy  as  well,  and  in  his  priestly  service  in.  Long  Island 
charges,  Father  Meehan  has  fulfilled  with  devotion  and 
proven  ability  the  duties  and  the  behest  of  his  high  call¬ 
ing,  and  he  possesses  the  complete  trust  and  good  will 
of  a  steadily  increasing  parish.  He  is  a  son  of  John  J. 
Meehan,  who  was  a  general  freight  agent  of  the  Dela- 
ware-Susquehanna-Schuylkill  Railroad,  and  of  Theresa 
(Fitzgerald)  Meehan,  both  ot  whom  arc  deceased. 

Rev.  Father  Ward  G.  Meehan  was  born  June  3,  1884. 
in  Brooklyn,  and  after  attending  the  parochial  schools 
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and  the  Christian  Brotherhood  School,  he  took  his  col¬ 
lege  course  at  St.  Charles  College,  Ellicott  City,  Mary¬ 
land,  and  afterwards,  graduating  at  St.  John’s  Seminary, 
was  ordained  to  the  priesthood,  May  19,  1909,  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Charles  E.  McDonnell,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Brooklyn.  Father  Meehan  was  first  assigned  to  St. 
Theresa’s  Parish,  in  Brooklyn,  and  then  took  a  post-grad¬ 
uate  course  at  the  Catholic  University  in  Washington, 
and  received  his  Doctorate  in  Sacred  Theology.  At 
the  close  of  the  World  War  he  established  St.  Joan  of 
Arc  Parish,  at  Jackson  Heights,  Elmhurst. 

Father  Meehan  enlisted  September  18,  1917,  in  the 
World  War,  and  was  assigned  to  Fort  Jay,  New  York, 
as  lieutenant  chaplain  of  the  infantry,  whence  he  was 
sent  to  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  with  the  both  Infantry, 
5th  Division.  Fie  was  sent  overseas  in  March,  191S, 
and  he  served  until  April,  1919,  participating  in  many 
of  the  most  important  engagements.  He  was  at  Bac¬ 
carat  in  July,  1918;  at  Grand  Pre,  Luneville,  and  Meuse, 
Argonne,  from  October  to  November  1 1,  191S;  at  Si- 
zerais,  September  10 ;  St.  Mihiel,  September  12  to  15;  at 
Verdun,  Pont  "au  Mousson,  September  22,  1918;  at  the  de¬ 
fence  sector;  at  Alsace,  that  year,  at  the  Arnould  sec¬ 
tor  (Lorraine),  in  July,  1918;  at  St.  Die  sector  (Lor¬ 
raine),  in  June,  1918.  He  was  made  commandant  of 
the  Army  Chaplain  s  School  at  Le  Mans,  from  Decem¬ 
ber,  1918,  to  March,  1919.  Serving  with  the  Army  of 
Occupation  one  month,  he  was  commissioned  captain 
August  4,  1918;  and  he  served  as  assistant  port  chaplain 
at  Hoboken  prior  to  his  resignation,  which  occurred 
October  1,  1919.  For  valor  and  devotion  to  duty,  he  was 
awarded  a  Croix  de  Guerre.  Vv  hen  Father  Meehan  was 
about  to  leave  France  he  was  presented  with  a  large 
statue  of  St.  Joan  of  Arc,  in  token  of  the  love  and  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  there.  He  was  unable  to  bring  so 
large  a  statue  to  this  country  with  him,  but  when  he 
came  back  to  the  United  States,  he  was  directed  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  parish  of  St.  Joan  of  Arc,  and  he  was  then  able 
to  send  for  the  statue.  He  was  assigned  to  the  St.  Joan 
of  Arc  Parish  at  Jackson  Heights,  June  5,  1920,  where 
he  then  built  a  temporary  church,  his  plans  for  the  future 
including  those  for  the  construction  of  a  beautiful  edifice 
of  Gothic  architecture,  a  replica  of  the  Sainte  Chapelle 
Roman  Catholic  Church  at  Paris,  which  is  considered 
the  first  piece  of  Gothic  architecture  in  the  world.  In 
1921,  Father  Meehan  established  a  grammar  school  that 
now  has  two  hundred  and  twenty  pupils,  the  teachers 
being  the  Gray  Nuns  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  their  mother 
house  being  at  Philadelphia.  He  has  recently  completed 
a  two-story  brick  schoolhouse  (but  the  foundation  is  laid 
for  a  four-story  building)  containing  eight  school  rooms 
and  an  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  for  eleven  hun¬ 
dred,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  borough  of  Queens.  In 
1924  he  organized  a  Council  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
at  Jackson  Heights.  He  is  a  member  of  Lodge  No.  878, 
Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  at  Elmhurst,  is 
chaplain  of  Elmhurst  Post,  American  Legion,  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  borough  of  Queens. 
Father  Meehan  is  very  popular  with  all  creeds  at  Jack- 
son  Heights,  and  he  finds  recreation  in  out-of-door 
sports,  mainly  tennis  and  golf.

ABRAHAM  JOSEPH  STAUB— Prominently  iden¬ 
tified  with  legal  advance  in  the  metropolitan  district, 
with  offices  in  New  York  City,  Abraham  Joseph  Staub, 
of  Far  Rockaway,  Queens  County,  is  broadly  represen¬ 
tative  of  present-day  advance  in  professional  circles,  aro 
his  success  is  a  matter  of  definite  achievement  and  his 
name  has  become  one  of  the  noteworthy  names  of  the 
metropolis.  Mr.  Staub  is  broadly  progressive  in  spirit, 
and  in  his  steady  advance  has  risen  to  an  influential  posi¬ 
tion.  Fie  is  a  son  of  David  W.  Staub,  who  was  bom  in 
Austria  and  came  to  America  in  1876,  locating  in  New 
York  City.  He  became  successful  as  a  manufacturer, 
and  continued  active,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Oc¬ 
tober  11,  1921.  The  mother,  Fannie  B.  Staub,  is  still 
living,  and  resides  in  Forest  Hill,  Long  Island.  The 
children  of  these  parents  nunber  seven,  cf  whom  five  are 
now  living:  Edward,  of  Brooklyn;  Abraham  Joseph, 
of  further  mention;  Samuel,  of  Brooklyn;  Gussie,  wife 
of  Edward  I.  Diamond,  of  Forest  Hills,  Long  Island; 
and  Louis,  of  Brooklyn. 
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Abraham  Joseph  Staub  was  born  at  the  family  home 
in  New  York  City,  January  6,  1883.  His  education  was 
begun  in  Public  School  No.  4,  of  that  city,  then  later 
he  entered  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York.  His 
graduation  from  New  York  University  Law  School 
occurred  in  1908  and  the  following  year  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  Brooklyn.  Beginning  practice  in  New 
York  City,  he  was  first  active  in  the  law  department  of 
the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company,  where  he  con¬ 
tinued  for  about  five  years.  He  was  then  (1913.)  made 
assistant  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
serving  for  eight  years.  Mr.  Staub  has  since  been  active 
in  independent  practice  and  has  won  a  largely  successful 
position  in  his  chosen  field  of  endeavor.  He  is  a  well 
known  member  of  the  Masonic  order,  being  identified 
with  various  bodies,  including  Kismet  Temple,  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.

Abraham  Joseph  Staub  married,  on  January  30,  1917, 
Fay  Goldberg,  who  was  born  in  New  York  City,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Edwin  D.,  who 
was  born  January  9,  1918;  and  Leila  M.,  who  was  born 
on  October  22,  1924. 


REV.  JOHN  B.  GARBOTTINI,  a  Roman  Catholic 
priest  whose  parish  at  Woodhaven,  Long  Island,  has  grown 
under  his  far-seeing  guidance  from  a  small  church  estab¬ 
lished  by  him  in  1906  to  a  large  and  thriving  congregation 
in  which  he  has  established  unique  place  and  where  he  is 
held  in  high  regard.  He  was  born  in  Italy  in  August, 
1874,  the  son  of  Andrew  and  Pauline  Garbottini,  both 
natives  of  Italy.  His  education  was  received  in  Italy, 
where  he  graduated  from  Brescia  Seminary  and  was 
ordained  into  the  priesthood  in  1898. 

Father  Garbottini  served  the  priesthood  in  his  native 
country  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  then  became  a 
missionary.  He  was  sent  to  America  in  1906,  and  his 
first  duties  here  were  to  establish  the  parish  of  the  Na¬ 
tivity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  of  which  he  is  now  pastor. 
He  built  a  church,  rectory  and  small  school  in  1906,  and 
so  successful  were  his  endeavors  that  in  a  few  years  he 
saw  the  parish  outgrowing  his  expectations  and  pur¬ 
chased  for  its  use  a  much  larger  site.  In  1922  he  built  a 
combination  structure  consisting  of  school,  church  and 
rectory  for  present  use,  with  the  hope  and  plan  of  put¬ 
ting  all  its  space  to  service  as  a  school  in  future  years, 
in  which  event  a  new  and  even  more  pretentious  church 
will  be  constructed.  As  a  church  the  present  building 
will  seat  seven  hundred  persons,  and  there  are  sixteen 
large  classrooms  in  the  school,  the  entire  building  repre¬ 
senting  an  outlay  of  about  §200,000.  The  present  parish, 
in  the  supervision  of  which  Father  Garbottini  has  two 
assistants,  consists  of  4,000  souls,  with  four  hundred  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  school,  taught  by  the  Ursuline  Sisters.  The 
original  parish  property  was  sold  to  the  Polish  Fathers. 
In  the  building  up  of  his  parish  Father  Garbottini  has 
manifested  not  only  unusual  devotion  to  the  spiritual  in¬ 
terests  of  his  people,  but  an  organizing  ability  in  regard 
to  the  material  affairs  of  the  church  that  sets  him  apart 


as  a  leader  of  high  order.  He  is  active  in  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  and  can  be  counted  upon  to  cooperate  with 
every  good  movement  in  the  community. 


JAMES  P.  McMANUS,  M.  D.,  was  born  on  March 
3.  1S90,  in  New  York  City,  son  of  Edward  and  Catherine 
(Boyle)  McManus,  both  living,  his  father  a  farmer  by 
occupation.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Brewster, 
New  \ork,  and  later  prepared  himself  for  his  medical 
career  by  completing  a  course  of  study  at  Columbia 
University.  He  entered  the  College  of  Pharmacy  and 
received  the  degree  of  Ph.  G.  upon  graduation,  in  1909. 
Later,  Mr.  McManus  entered  the  New  York  University 
and  Bellevue  Medical  College,  was  graduated  in  1920, 
and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  Until 
July,  1922,  he  was  an  interne  at  Bellevue,  and  from  that 
year  has  been  established  in  Hollis,  where  he  conducts 
a  general  practice.  He  is  also  at  the  present  time  on  the 
associate  staff  of  the  Jamaica  Hospital.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  State  and  County  Medical  societies,  the  American 
Medical  Association,  Associated  Physicians  of  Long 
Island,  and  is  also  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 

Dr.  James  P.  McManus  was  married,  in  1920,  in  New 
York  City,  to  Constance  Hanwish,  daughter  of  Gerson 
and  Rose  Hanwish,  her  father  still  living.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  James  P.  McManus  are  the  parents  of  one  child, 
Elaine,  born  June  13,  1923.  They  attend  St.  Gerard’s 
Catholic  Church. 


ALFRED  JOSEPH  WENTZ— Among  the  prac¬ 
ticing  lawyers  of  Brooklyn,  every  part  of  the  outside 
world,  outside  of  the  Orient,  is  represented  in  race  and 
religion.  Lithuania,  an  unknown  part  of  Russia  before 
the  World  War,  is  fittingly  represented  by  Alfred 
Joseph  Wentz,  bom  May  8,  1893,  in  Mahanoy  City, 
Pennsylvania.  He  is  the  son  of  John  and  Margaret 
(Vilkaitas)  Vencius,  immigrants  from  Lithuania.  His 
father  came  to  Shenandoah,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  killed 
in  a  mining  accident  at  Minersville.  His  mother  is  liv¬ 
ing  in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania.  They  were  the 
parents  of  six  children  who  are  grown  to  maturity, 
namely:  Helen,  who  married  Simon  Nork;  Anthony, 
Joseph,  John,  Alfred  Joseph,  of  this  review;  and  Clar¬ 
ence,  a  graduate  of  the  1925  class  of  the  New  York 
Law  School. 

When  Alfred  Joseph  Wentz  was  two  years  of  age 
his  father  was  killed  and  the  family  moved  to  Shenan¬ 
doah,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  attended  school,  later 
studying  in  Plazleton  and  Wilkes-Barre,  where  the  family 
moved  and  finally  remained.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Wilkes-Barre  High  School  in  19T3;  and  later  attended 
Wyoming  Seminary  at  Kingston,  Pennsylvania.

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dence  is  at  No.  9515  108th  Street.  Richmond  Hill.  Mr. 
Wentz  was  a  college  athlete  and  rowed  on  tire  inter¬ 
collegiate  crew  at  Cornell,  and  was  a  cross-country 
runner.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Lithuanian  Athletic 
Club,  the  Young  Men’s  Lithuanian  Association,  and  the 
Lithuanian  American  Citizens’  Club.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Lithuanian  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Mr.  Wentz  married,  in  New  York  City,  November 
24,  1921,  Julia  Florence  Bubel,  born  in  Gilberton,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  daughter  of  John  and  Dorothy  Bubel,  of  Gil¬ 
berton.  Mr.  Bubel  is  living,  but  his  wife  is  deceased. 


EDWARD  J.  BUXBAUM,  M.  D.,  one  of  the 
younger  physicians  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  who  is  at¬ 
taining  note  in  his  chosen  profession,  is  at  present  con- 
11 -cted  with  the  Mary  Immaculate  Hospital  of  Jamaica, 
where  he  devotes  his  entire  time  to  laboratory  work  in 
pathology.  He  is  the  son  of  Harris  and  Annie  (Ehrlich) 
Buxbaum,  both  of  whom  are  still  living,  the  father  re¬ 
tired  from  active  business  life. 

Edward  J.  Buxbaum  was  born  in  July,  1893,  in  New 
York  City,  and  attended  the  grammar  and  high  schools 
of  New  York,  after  which  he  entered  Union  College, 
where  he  took  his  pre-medical  work.  He  then  entered 
Union  Medical  School,  and  graduated  from  that  institu¬ 
tion  in  1914  with  the  degree  of  M.  D.  During  his  year 
of  interneship  following  graduation,  Dr.  Buxbaum  was 
stationed  at  Mary  Immaculate  Hospital  in  Jamaica  and 
so  formed  the  associations  that  resulted  in  his  later  con- 
noctP  with  that  hospital.  In  1915  ho  began  the  practice 
of  hi*  profession  in  Jamaica,  and  in  the  next  six  years 
built  up  a  substantial  general  practice  there.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Board  during  the 
World  War.  In  1921  the  desire  to  specialize  in  blood 
treatment  and  pathology  sent  him  abroad  to  take  post¬ 
graduate  work  in  that  field  under  masters  of  the  science 
in  Berlin,  and  he  remained  there  for  two  years  as  a  stu¬ 
dent.  Upon  his  return  to  Jamaica  in  1923  he  did  not 
resume  his  general  practice,  but  has  given  all  his  time 
to  laboratory  work  at  Mary  Immaculate  Hospital,  where 
his  specialized  training  is  in  demand  for  blood  tests  and 
pathology,  in  which  he  is  steadily  achieving  a  reputation 
for  expert  work.  Dr.  Buxbaum  is  an  active  member  of 
the  County,  State  and  National  Medical  associations  and 
keenly  interested  in  the  progress  of  medical  science.  Fra¬ 
ternally,  he  is  afiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.

REV.  FREDERICK  V/.  DOTZAUER— Giving  to 
the  high  ,  calling  of  the  priesthood  the  untiring  zeal  and 
consecrated  effort  that  have  become  reflected  in  the 
steady  growth  of  the  parish  and  the  spiritual  increase  and 
enlightenment  of  his  flock,  Rev.  Father  Frederick  W. 
Dotzauer  is  among  the  leaders  of  religious  advance  on 
Long  Island,  and  his  contemporaries  in  Christian  work 
in  Queens  hold  him  in  highest  esteem.  Father  Dotzauer 
has  served  as  pastor  of  tire  Roman  Catholic  Church  of 
SS.  Joachim  and  Anne,  on  Hollis  Avenue,  for  upwards 
of  thirty  years,  and  the  people  have  come  to  revere  him 
for  his  good  works  and  love  him  for  his  faithful  minis¬ 
trations.  He  has  won  the  good  will  and  respect  of  all 
engaged  in  any  religious  endeavor,  and  of  whatsoever 
creed.  He  is  the  son  of  John  Dotzauer,  a  real  estate 
dealer,  and  Mary  Ann  (Sailor)  Dotzauer,  both  of  whom 
are  now  deceased. 

Rev.  Frederick  W.  Dotzauer  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  and  he  first  attended  St.  Nicholas  Parochial  School, 
graduating  with  the  class  of  1877.  He  then  entered  St. 
Vincent’s  College,  in  Pennsylvania,  where  he  studied 
until  1883,  and  afterwards  attended  St.  Mary's  Seminary, 
at  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Father  Dotzauer  was  ordained 
to  the  holy  priesthood  December  22,  1888,  the  only  sur¬ 
vivor  of  his  class,  by  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  John  Laughlin,  the 
first  Bishop  of  Brooklyn.  He  said  his  first  mass  at  St. 
Nicholas  Church,  in  New  York  City,  and  his  first  ap¬ 
pointment  was  to  St.  Nicholas  Church  in  Brooklyn,  as 
assistant  priest.  It  was  his  own  missionary  work  that 
established  the  parish  of  SS.  Joachim  and  Anne  in 
Queens,  in  1896,  and  his  faithful  service  during  the  early 
years  of  its  history  brought  him  commendation  from  his 
superiors  in  the  church,  both  in  the  United  States  and 
in  the  Holy  City  of  Rome.  He  has  served  as  pastor  of 
this  congregation  to  the  present;  children  and  the 
younger  members  of  the  parish  have  grown  up  to  lives 
of  usefulness  and  honor  under  his  spiritual  care,  and  in 
this  parish  a  new  generation  is  rising  to  take  the  place 
of  the  preceding  one.  Father  Dotzauer’s  practical  atti¬ 
tude,  where  the  material  well  being  of  the  parish  is  con¬ 
cerned,  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  most  attractive  church 
properties  among  the  suburban  communities  of  Long 
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LONG  ISLAND— BOROUGHS  AND  COUNTIES 


Island,  and  he  has  labored  unceasingly  for  the  upbuilding 
of  the  parish.  Having  organized  the  church  in  1896,  he 
has  developed  it  from  a  small  beginning  to  its  present 
dignity  and  importance;  and  in  1925  he  began  to  erect 
a  school  building  to  cost  more  than  $325,000.  This  struc¬ 
ture  has  fifteen  large  classrooms,  seating  eight  hundred 
pupils,  and  an  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  more 
than  one  thousand.  It  is  equipped  throughout  in  the 
most  approved  modern  manner,  and  is  one  of  the  finest 
school  structures  in  suburban  New  York  of  Roman  archi¬ 
tecture,  and  three  stories  in  height.  A  convent,  to  be 
built  adjoining  the  school,  will  be  occupied  by  the  Sisters 
of  the  Notre  Dame,  and  the  school  and  convent  are  to 
cover  the  space  of  fourteen  city  lots.  Father  Dotzauer 
has  also  built  a  very  fine  rectory,  the  church  and  rectory 
occupying  eighteen  lots.  The  societies  connected  with 
the  church  consist  of:  Senior  and  Junior  Holy  Name 
societies;  St.  Anne  Society  of  Women;  Blessed  Virgin 
Sodality  for  Young  Ladies;  Guardian  Angel  Sodality 
for  Little  Girls.  The  parish  at  the  time  of  its  founding 
had  but  eighteen  families. 


ABRAHAM  V.  S.  LOTT — The  name  of  Lott  is 
found  under  various  spellings,  such  as  Lotte,  Lotts, 
Lodts,  Lot  and  Lodwick.  The  Loti  family,  down 
through  the  generations,  has  intermarried  with  the 
leading  families  of  Flatbush.  Long  .Island,  until  at  the 
present  time  (1925)  there  are  many  branches  which  can 
be  traced  back  to  a  common  American  ancestor,  Pieter 
I.ott.  A  heraldic  device  was  borne  by  the  Lotts  in 
America,  e-  dally  by  Abraham  Lott,  prior  to  the  Rev¬ 
olutionary  War,  and  is  as  follows: 

Arms — Vert  two  horses  rampant,  facing  each  other; 
dexter,  sinister. 

Crest — A  horse’s  head  erased. 

Motto — Draggo  en  Ver  draggd. 

(I)  Pieter  (or  Peter)  Lott,  the  first  of  the  name  to 
come  to  the  New  World,  came  from  Rinerwald,  a  part 
of  Drenth,  Holland,  according  to  family  tradition,  which 
also  has  it  that  prior  to  his  residence  there  he  lived  in 
England.  History  adds  credence  to  both  these  traditions, 
for  it  is  likely  that  Peter  Lott  left  England  with  the 
Pilgrims,  settled  in  Leyden,  Holland,  later  removing  to 
Rinerwald,  remaining  there  (as  did  several  others) until 
the  majority  of  the  Pilgrims  embarked  on  their  famous 
voyage  to  New  England.  The  English  hypothesis  is 
further  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  patronymic  is 
found  at  an  early  date  in  Cambridgeshire,  England,  ‘‘The 
Hundred  Rolls,”  (1273  A.  D.)  giving  the  following  in¬ 
stances:  Richard  fi!  Lots,  Robert  Lots  and  Walter 
I.otte,  all  of  Cambridgeshire,  as  well  as  William  Lot, 
of  County  Suffolk,  and  John  Lotte,  of  County  Norfolk. 
In  1806  Jeoffrey  Farrant  married  a  Mary  Lott,  as  is 
found  in  the  marriage  license  files  in  Westminster  Abbey. 
The  name  is  classified  as  a  baptismal  name,  meaning 
“the-son-of-Lott,”  and  is  derived  from  the  Biblical  name. 
Lot.  The  leading  personages  of  the  old  Testament  were 
utilized  extensively  as  fontal-names,  and  when  surnames 
sprang  into  favor  in  the  eleventh,  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
centuries,  their  adaptations  were  logical.  The  story  of 
Lot  and  Lot’s  wife  was  an  attractive  one  to  the  peasantry, 
and  the  name,  together  with  Abraham,  Adam,  David, 
etc.,  was  widely  used  in  the  surname  epoch. 
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Thus,  although  not  proved  by  recorded  evidence,  it  is 
likely  that  Peter  Lott  was  a  native  of  England,  went  to 
Holland  with  the  Pilgrims  to  escape  religious  persecu¬ 
tion,  settled  at  Rinerwald,  where  he  remained  until  those 
fearless  seekers  for  religious  rights  and  tolerance  set 
out  for  America,  his  adventurous  spirit,  fired,  no  doubt, 
by  letters  from  Pilgrim  friends.  He  also  came  and 
settled  in  Flatbush,  Long  Island,  in  1652,  and  was 
magistrate  there  in  1656-73,  where  he  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance  in  1687.  Through  marriage,  he  became  fully 
identified  with  the  Dutch,  following  their  customs  and 
religion  and  speaking  their  tongue.  Lie  married  twice, 

his  first  wife,  Gertrude  - ,  died  in  1704-  Later  he 

married  Sarah  - .  He  died  prior  to  June  4,  i73°> 

his  will  being  proved  on  that  date,  and  was  buried  with 
his  wife  in  the  old  Dutch  burying-grounds.  Children:

(II)  Hendrick  Lott,  son  of  Pieter  (or  Peter)  Lott, 
was  born  about  1660.  With  other  members  of  the  fam¬ 
ily,  he  took  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  English  Govern¬ 
ment  in  1687.  About  this  time  be  became  a  member  of 
a  military  company  at  Flatbush.  1  hrough  his  father  s 
will  he  received  a  tract  of  land  at  Flatbush  and  New¬ 
town.  This  he  supplemented  by  the  purchase  of  thirty- 
seven  acres  of  land  in  Flatbush,  and  in  I7°L  in  Part¬ 
nership  with  Polhemus  &:  Cortelyou,  purchased  1,200 
acres  of  land  at  Millstone,  New  Jersey.  In  1683,  he 
married  Catrina  De  Witt,  and  settled  in  Jamaica,  Long 
Island.  Children:  1.  Dorothy,  born  December  14,  1686.

(III)  Johannes  Lott,  son  of  Hendrick  and  Catrina 

(De  Witt)  Lott,  was  born  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  May 
11,  1692.  He  was  named  as  yeoman  in  his  will,  which 
was  dated  April  20,  1771,  and  proved  April  27,  1775.  He 
was  a  man  of  much  wealth  and  influence  in  his  com¬ 
munity.  According  to  the  New  York  Civil  List,  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Assembly  from  1727  to  1747.  On  De¬ 
cember  12,  1719,  he  bought  for  £2,100,  a  tract  of  land 
upon  which  the  Llendrick  I.  Lott  homestead  now  stands 
and  where  John  B.  Lott  and  Andrew  H.  Suydam  now 
reside  (1910).  Here  Johannes  Lott  lived  and  reared 
his  family.  He  acquired  two  other  estates  by  marriage, 
making  him  the  owner  of  an  extensive  estate  at  his 
death.  He  also  owned  part  of  Barren  Island,  and  land 
east  of  Stromkill  or  Yarretson’s  Creek,  west  of  Mill 
Island,  and  north  of  Barren  Island.  In  1714  he  married 
Antje  Rapelje  Folkersen,  sister  of  Folkert  Folkersen, 
a  planter  of  Flatbush.  His  death  occurred  in  Flatbush, 
April  8,  1775.

R.  (Folkcrsen)  Lott,  was  born  March  19,  1736  (or 
December  28,  1734),  and  died  September  27,  1S00;  she 
married  Stephen  Lott,  January  8,  1759.  Stephen  Lott, 
born  October  21,  1735,  came  to  Long  Island  from  Penn¬ 
sylvania  during  the  early  settlement  of  this  region.  He 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  an  immediate  relative  of 
the  second  or  third  generations  of  the  Lott  family  of 
Long  Island.  He  died  December  27,  1817.  Children:

( V )  Johannes  Stephense  Lott,  son  of  Stephen  and 

/.  etje  (Lott)  Lott,  was  born  November  19,  1763,  on 
his  father's  farm  at  South  Jamaica,  in  the  town  of  Ja¬ 
maica,  Queens  County,  Long  Island,  which  later  became 
known  as  Woodhaven.  He  married,  September  10, 
1785,  Pieter  Helletie  Suydam,  daughter  of  John  and 
Fermetie  Phebe  (Hegeman)  Suydam,  who  was  born 
October  28,  1761,  and  died  June  14,  1830.  Johannes  S.

He  was  born  July  31, 
1799.  in  the  family  homestead  at  Jamaica  South,  Wood- 
haven,  Long  Island;  lie  died  in  Newtown,  February  14, 
1871.  He  was  a  farmer,  purchasing  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  acres  in  Newtown  in  1834.  Here  he  lived 
with  his  family  until  his  death.  He  married,  about  1823- 
1824,  Cornelia  Rapalje,  born  in  Jamaica  South,  Long 
Island,  January  15,  1806,  and  died  at  Newtown,  March 
31,  1861,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Charity  (Van  Siclen)

(VII)  Abraham  Van  Siclen  Lott,  son  of  Stephen  i. 
and  Cornelia  (Rapalje)  Lott,  was  of  the  seventh  gener¬ 
ation  of  the  Lott  family  in  America.  He  was  born 
September  5,  1829,  at  the  family  homestead  at  Jamaica 
South,  Woodhaven,  town  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island.  In 
1834,  when  he  was  five  years  of  age,  he  removed  with 
his  parents  to  his  father’s  farm  at  Newtown.  Here 
Abraham  Van  Siclen  Lott  grew  to  manhood.  His  early 
education  was  acquired  in  local  schools,  following 
which  he  attended  the  famous  Jamaica  Academy,  where 
for  four  years  he  was  under  the  expert  tutelage  of  the 
well  known  schoolmasters  Onderdonk,  Brinkerboff  and 
Kelsey,  joint  principals  at  this  one-time  celebrated 
school. 

Upon  the  completion  of  his  course  at  the  Jamaica 
Academy,  Abraham  Van  Siclen  Lott  returned  to  his 
father’s  farm  at  Newtown  to  assist  in  the  cultivation  of 
the  fertile  acres.  Eventually,  he  took  over  the  entire 
management  of  the  farm,  and  after  the  death  cf  his 
lather  he  purchased  the  estate  from  other  heirs  and 
made  agriculture  his  metier.  Mr.  Lott  became  a  very 
successful  farmer,  the  land  to  which  he  gave  such 
scrupulous  care  became  known  as  one  of  the  finest 
farms  in  Queens  County. 

Abraham  Van  Siclen  Lott  was  a  member  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  Newtown  (later  Elmhurst), 
which,  with  his  family,  he  attended  many  years.  In 
any  worthy  movement  tending  toward  the  advancement 
of  the  community  he  was  always  a  moving  factor. 

Abraham  Van  Siclen  Lott  married,  September  13, 
1864,  Cornelia  De  Bevoise,  a  daughter  of  George  C.  and 
Joanna  (Kouwenhoven)  De  Bevoise,  a  native  of  Dutch 
Kills,  Newtown,  Long  Island.  She  was  born  Septeml>er 
13,  1840,  was  educated  by  private  tutors,  and  grew  to 
womanhood  under  refined  and  cultured  conditions.  Both 
socially  and  intellectually  she  was  eminently  fitted  for 
the  position  of  mistress  of  the  Lott  Homestead  at  New¬ 
town.  Her  seven  children  found  her  the  best  of  mothers; 
three  of  her  daughters  further  blessed  her  with  grand¬ 
children,  thus  creating  the  most  enjoyable  family  circle 
possible  to  imagine.  The  four  grandchildren,  one  boy 
and  three  girls,  were  at  home  as  much  with  their  grand¬ 
parents  at  the  homestead  as  at  their  respective  homes.

The  death  of  Abraham  Van  Siclen  Lott  occurred  at 
Newtown,  Long  Island,  on  May  22,  1913.  during  his 
eighty-fourth  year.  Interment  was  in  the  Maple  Grove 
Cemetery,  of  Newtown,  Long  Island.  His  death  brought 
to  a  close  an  honorable,  full  and  constructive  life,  a  life 
tli3t  was  a  credit  to  his  illustrious  Dutch  forebears  and 
a  shibboleth  of  honor  for  his  descendants. 


CHARLES  WILLIAM  FROESSKL— We  find  Mr. 
Froessel  among  the  active  members  of  the  legal  pro¬ 
fession  in  Queens  County.  As  an  assistant  district  attor 
ney,  he  shares  an  important  part  in  the  responsibilities 
of  an  office,  than  which  there  is  none  mere  highly  hon¬ 
ored  in  the  profession  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Trained 
in  the  law,  he  has  not  confined  his  activities  to  this  own 
private  practice,  but  has  been  very  active  in  public  life 
as  well  as  in  civic  and  community  work,  and  he  has 
served  with  distinction  on  many  important  committees 
and  with  organizations  whose  purpose  has  been  commu¬ 
nity  advancement  and  civic  progress. 

Charles  William  Froessel,  the  son  of  Theodore  Froes¬ 
sel,  deceased,  and  of  Barbara  (Hofman)  Froessel,  was 
born  November  8,  1892,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  After 
being  graduated  from  the  elementary  public  schools  of 
Brooklyn  at  the  age  of  12  years,  he  immediately  entered 
commercial  life  as  office  boy  and  subsequently  became  a 
stenographer.  Early  in  life  he  took  art  earnest  interest 
in  public  and  civic  affairs,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen, 
commenced  the  study  of  law  at  the  New  York  Law 
School,  taking  his  studies  after  business  hours.  At  the 
age  of  twenty  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  received  an  appointment  as 
librarian  of  the  New  York  Law  School.  Continuing  his 
studies,  he  received  his  Master’s  degree  the  following 
year.  He  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1915,  and  promptly 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  less  than 
a  year  thereafter  he  was  appointed  sheriffs  counsel  for 
Queens  County,  which  office  he  held,  under  Sheriffs 
Stier,  Mitchell  and  George,  until  the  end  of  1920.  Since 
1924  he  has  held  the  office  of  assistant  district  attorney  of 
Queens  County. 

In  the  World  War  Mr.  Froessel  served  as  an  ensign 
in  the  United  States  Naval  Service.  In  politics  he  is  a 
Democrat  and  has  held  office  in  local  Democratic  organ¬ 
izations.  He  has  been  active  in  church  life,  and  is  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ridgewood  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church. 

Mr.  Froessel  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  Queens  County  Bar  Association,  a  member  of 
the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  the  American  Bar 
Association,  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Associa¬ 
tion,  Garrity  Post  of  the  American  Legion  in  Queens 
County,  and  vice-president  of  the  Queens  County  Boy 
Scouts  Sustaining  Association.  His  fraternal  affiliations 
are  with  Queensborough  Lodge,  No.  878,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks;  with  Tadmor  Lodge,  No. 
9-23,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  which  he  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  Senior  Warden;  and  other  bodies  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity.  He  is  also  connected  with  numerous  civic 
associations  in  Queens  County. 
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MARTIN  M.  KITTELL,  M.  D.,  whose  career 
covers  a  period  of  activity  in  his  chosen  profession  of 
more  than  three  decades,  is  marked  not  alone  by  his 
brilliant  achievement  in  that  line,  but  added  to  this  is 
a  splendid  service  rendered  in  the  civic  life  of  the  com¬ 
munities  where  he  resided  and  worked.  For  many  years 
a  resident  of  Kinderhook,  where  he  went  immediately 
on  completing  his  medical  courses,  he  served  that  town 
from  within  the  first  years  of  his  residence,  through 
various  offices,  including  that  of  coroner,  member  of  its 
Board  of  Health,  treasurer  of  the  village,  etc.;  and  on 
coming  to  Jamaica,  after  a  decade  and  a  half  of  prac¬ 
tice  and  service,  he  immediately  put  himself  in  the  way 
of  service  in  his  new  adopted  community.  It  is  to  such 
men  as  Dr.  Kittell,  whose  first  thought  is  for  the  welfare 
of  others,  whose  unselfish  service  builds  up  not  alone  the 
material  life  of  a  section,  but  its  spiritual  life  as  well, 
that  great  debts  of  gratitude  are  owned.  And  t1  t  they 
are  sometimes  paid,  is  well  seen  in  the  honored  esteem  in 
which  the  man  is  held  by  all  who  have  come  in  touch 
with  him,  or  within  the  radius  of  his  influence.  He  was 
a  self-made  man  and  worked  his  own  way  through  life 
and  school.  He  had  a  wonderful  personality;  when 
strangers  stepped  into  his  office,  they  placed  confidence 
in  him  immediately.  He  liked  the  honor  of  being  a 
family  physician. 

Dr.  Martin  M.  Kittell  was  born  October  10,  1S66,  at 
Ghent,  New  York,  son  of  George  H.  and  Mary  Jane 
(Mesick)  Kittell,  his  father  a  well-known  farmer  in  that 
locality,  and  his  family  one  that  was  held  in  honor  and 
esteem  in  the  district,  where  they  were  widely  known. 
The  son  received  his  education  in  the  district  schools, 
and  at  a  private  school  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  He 
entered  the  New  York  Medical  School  in  18S8,  and  on 
the  completion  of  his  studies,  after  receiving  his  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  he  went  to  Kinderhook,  Colum¬ 
bia  County,  in  May,  1891,  and  started  in  the  practice  of 
his  profession.  He  immediately  began  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  health  of  the  district,  and  that  same  year, 
1891,  he  was  elected  coroner,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  for  three  consecutive  terms;  he  also  served  on 
the  Board  of  Health;  was  treasurer  of  the  village;  and 
was  twice  president  of  the  County  Medical  Society.  Dr. 
Kittell  built  up  a  fine  practice  in  the  vicinity,  and  was 
in  great  demand  in  the  surrounding  countryside.  In 
December,  1906,  he  removed  to  Jamaica,  which  offered- a 
large  field  lor  his  powers,  and  here  he  built  up  a  splen¬ 
did  practice,  ami  likewise  served  the  community.  He 
served  a  term  in  the  deaconship  of  the  Dutch.  Reformed 
Church;  was  on  the  active  stall  of  the  Jamaica  Hospi¬ 
tal;  was  physician  to  the  Ottilie  Home  in  Jamaica; 
president  of  the  Queensboro  Hospital;  on  the  asso¬ 
ciated  staff  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  in  all  of  which  he 
was  very  active  and  interested.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  American  Medical  Association  of  Greater  New 
York;  Long  Island  Association  of  Physicians  and  Sur¬ 
geons;  and  of  the  Queens-Nassau  Medical  Society,  of 
which  he  was  the  secretary  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  February  28,  1922.  His  career  was  one 
that  was  outstanding;  well  rounded  out  in  service  not 
alone  professionally  rendered,  but  a  true  service  to 
humanity. 

Dr.  Martin  M.  Kittell  married  (first),  October  31, 
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1894,  Eleanor  Southard,  of  Mellinville,  who  died  in  1898. 
hie  married  (second),  October  25,  iS 99,  Carrie  O.  Dav¬ 
enport,  of  Austerlitz,  Columbia  County,  and  by  the 
second  marriage  there  are  three  children:  1.  Donald 

D. ,  born  in  iqox  2.  George  H.,  born  in  1902.  3.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Carolyn,  born  in  1907.  Dr.  Kittell  is  survived  by 
his  widow,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Charles  S.  and  Mary 

E.  (Ostrander)  Davenport,  her  father  a  farmer  of 
Columbia  County,  and  who  died  October  31,  1924.  Her 
mother  died  in  February,  1923.  Mrs.  Kittell  is  active  in 
the  aCairs  of  her  community,  and  was  a  valuable  aid  to 
her  husband  in  much  of  his  'work.  She  is  a  member  of 
the  Women’s  Club  of  Jamaica.  The  three  children 
also  survive  their  father. 

Dr.  Kittell,  who  leaves  behind  a  memory  that  is  hon¬ 
ored  and  held  in  reverence  by  all  who  knew  him,  was  a 
representative  son  of  his  section.  Untiring  in  industry, 
with  high  ideals,  he  performed  his  life’s  tasks  nobly,  and 
leaves  to  his  posterity  the  valued  heritage  of  a  name  and 
a  li;e  on  which  added  lustre  is  shed  by  a  duty  well 
performed. 


CHARLES  HENRY  STUEBNER— A  man  with 
weighty  business  cares,  who  nevertheless  gave  his  best 
to  his  country  in  the  World  War,  is  Charles  Henry 
Stuebner,  president  of  the  G.  L.  Stuebner  Iron  Works, 
Inc.,  in  Long  Island  City.  Mr.  Stuebner  was  born  in 
Long  Island  City,  August  31,  1S95.  The  family  moved 
to  Flushing  when  he  was  lour  years  of  age,  and  he 
began  his  education  there.  Gustavus  L.  Stuebner,  his 
father,  was  born  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  July  15, 
1854.  and  died  September  12,  1923.  He  was  the  founder 
and  to  his  death  the  president  of  the  Long  Island  Foun¬ 
dry  Company,  adjoining  his  own  G.  L.  Stuebner  Iron 
Works.  This  concern  makes  a  specialty  of  turn-over 
and  bottom  dumping  buckets  of  all  types  and  sizes;  steel 
skips,  flat  and  bottom-discharge  cars;  push  carts,  asphalt 
heaters,  and  lead-melting  furnaces,  smoke  stacks  and 
concrete  chutes,  among  other  things.  And  Gustavus  L. 
Stuebner  invented  a  majority  of  all  the  products  manu¬ 
factured.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Long  Island  City 
Savings  Bank,  a  thirtv-secor.d  degree  Scottish  Rite 
Mason;  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks;  and  of  all  the  Masonic  bodies  and 
orders.  He  married  Helena  Rauschert,  who  died  in 
I9ri,  in  Flushing. 

Charles  Henry  Stuebner,  their  son,  finished  the  gram¬ 
mar  school  course  in  Flushing  in  1911,  at  Public  School 
No  22.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Stuyvesant  High 
School  in  1915.  and  was  a  student  at  the  Stevens  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Technology  for  a  year.  He  enlisted  in  July,  1917, 
for  the  World  War.  and  was  stationed  at  Flushing  with 
the  Naval  Militia.  He  was  sent  across  the  continent  to 
Seattle,  Washington,  assigned  to  a  sub-chaser,  which 
came  to  New  York  with  others  and  then  was  stationed 
off  New  York  Harbor  until  the  armistice  was  signed. 
Returning  home  from  the  war,  he  worked  tor  his  father 
in  the  iron  works  until  his  father  died  in  1923,  when  he 
became  president  of  the  company.  It  has  two  vice- 
presidents,  George  PresslotT  and  William  Stuebner,  a 
younger  brother.  Hector  Mathison  was  secretary  until 
his  death  on  April  25,  1925.  The  father  established  the 
business  in  1879  and  it  was  incorporated  in  1923.  It 


has  been  in  Long  Island  City  since  1890  and  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  prosperous. 

Mr.  Stuebner  was  married  in  Flushing,  June  15,  19 24 
to  Maude  Marchay,  born  in  Brooklyn,  daughter  of 
Charles  and  Elizabeth  (Fisher)  Marchay.  Mr.  Stuebner 
and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Congregational 
Church.  His  recreation  is  gardening  at  his  lovely  home 
at  No.  480  Bayside  Avenue,  Flushing.  His  business 
address  is  at  Twelfth  Street  and  Vernon  Avenue,  Long 
Island  City,  New  York. 


CHARLES  S.  COLDEN — The  career  of  Charles  S. 
Colden  is  of  more  than  passing  interest  to  the  people 
of  Long  Island,  as  well  as  to  the  student  of  affairs  and 
conditions,  for  his  activities  have  carried  him  to  note¬ 
worthy  rank  in  the  legal  profession;  his  office  is  in  Flush¬ 
ing,  but  he  is  a  resident  of  Whitestone.  Mr.  Colden’s 
work,  both  along  the  lines  of  individual  advance  and 
public  service  has  been  of  more  than  passing  importance 
anRhis  success  is  definite.  He  is  a  son  of  David  and 
HI  riett  Colden,  residents  of  Whitestone,  the  father 
active  as  a  fanner  and  owner  of  a  prosperous  ice,  hay 
and  grain  business  until  his  retirement  in  1914. 

Charles  S.  Colden  was  born  at  Whitestone,  Long 
Island,  June  3,  1885.  First  attending  the  public  schools 
of  his  birthplace  and  later  the  Flushing  High  School,  he 
entered  New  York  University,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1913,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws, 
the  institution  conferring  upon  him  later  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Laws.  Meanwhile,  Mr.  Colden  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Jamaica  Normal  School  for  teachers  in  1906 
and  taught  school  from  the  fall  of  that  year  until  1913, 
inclusive,  thereby  financing  his  own  professional  prep¬ 
arations,  continuing  teaching  during  his  legal  course. 
Entering  upon  the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession  in 
1913,  at  Whitestone,  Mr.  Colden  went  forward  inde¬ 
pendently  until  January  of  1920.  when  his  interest  had 
extended  so  widely  and  his  public  service  requiring  so 
much  attention,  that  he  received  a  partner,  Martin  P. 
O’Leary,  who  has  since  been  active  with  him.  These 
progressive  men  going  forward  under  the  firm  name  of 
Colden  &  O’Leary.  In  addition  to  their  central  offices 
in  Flushing,  the  firm  maintains  branch  offices  in  White¬ 
stone  and  Manhasset  and  the  steadily  growing  impor¬ 
tance  of  their  activities  well  appraises  their  ability. 

Mr.  Colden  was  appointed  assistant  district  attorney 
of  Queens  County  in  191S  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  1921,  inclusive.  This  is  his  only  public  service 
thus  far  of  a  political  nature,  except  his  many  activities 
which  link  his  name  with  benevolent  or  charitable 
advance.

Masons,  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Kiks, 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  Royal 
Arcanum,  the  Columbia  Yacht  Club  of  Whitestone,  the 
Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternity  of  New  York,  and  the  Pomonok 
Country  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  Grace  Episcopal 
Church' of  Whitestone,  Long  Island. 
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Charles  S.  Colden  married.  August  18,  1909,  at  Hemp¬ 
stead,  Long  Island,  Gunhild  E.  Dose,  daughter  of 
Frank  and  Helen  Dose.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Colden  are  the 
parents  of  two  children:  Helen,  born  September  6,  1911; 
and  Charles  Cadvvallader,  who  was  named  after  Cad- 
wallader  Colden,  a  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Colony 
of  New  York  from  1761  to  1775,  who  was  a  resident  of 
Flushing  and  died  at  Flushing  on  September  20,  1776,  at 
the  age  of  eighty-eight  years.  The  family  residence  is 
at  Whitestone,  Long  Island. 


NELSON  B.  ASHMEAD — In  his  work  of  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  present-day  interests  of  the  Springfield 
Coal  Company,  of  which  he  is  owner  and  director,  Mr. 
Ashmead  has  opened  a  large  field  of  activity  for  that 
enterprise,  with  the  application  of  a  new  energy  and 
plans  for  expansion.

Nelson  B.  Ashmead  was  born  September  1884,  at 
Jamaica,  where  he  attended  the  public  and  the  high 
schools.

Mr.  Ryerson  is  a 
man  of  noteworthy  ability  and  outstanding  talents  and 
his  prominence  in  the  community  lias  placed  him  in  an 
influential  position.  He  is  a  son  of  John  and  Hannah

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Jesse  S.  Rycrson  was  born  in  Freeport,  January  26, 
1S88.

His  work  was  widely 
recognized  and  he  became  one  of  the  popular  catchers 
of  his  day.  In  1912  Mr.  Ryerson  became  identified  with 
A.  G.  Spaulding  and  Brothers  in  the  capacity  of  sales¬ 
man  and  his  territory  extended  throughout  the  States 
of  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Massachusetts,  and  Con¬ 
necticut.  PI  is  fame  as  a  catcher  and  his  thorough 
understanding  of  sports  were  important  factors  in  his 
success  and  eventually  Mr.  Ryerson  v.as  able  to  estab¬ 
lish  his  present  interest  in  Hempstead.  He  handles  all 
kinds  of  sporting  goods,  specializing  in  baseball,  foot¬ 
ball,  and  basketball  equipment.  In  May  of  1921  the 
interest  was  incorporated,  Mr.  Ryerson  becoming  presi¬ 
dent  and  Charles  \Y.  Walker,  treasurer.  They  further 
deal  in  smoking  supplies,  cigars  and  tobacco,  and  a 
billiard  room  and  bowling  alleys  are  connected  with  the 
store.  Frequent  pool  tournaments  are  held  in  the  par¬ 
lors  of  the  concern  and  this  interest  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  gathering  places  for  those  .terested  in  sports 
in  this  part  of  Long  Island.  "  Mr.  Ryerson  is  broadly 
interested  in  all  that  pertains  to  present  day  advance  and 
fraternally  is  affiliated  with  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
Morton  Lodge,  No.  63,  the  Junior  Order  of  United 
American  Mechanics,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks,  and  attends  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Jesse  S.  Ryerson  married  in  1911  Mary  McCraskey, 
of  Wrightsville,  Pennsylvania,  and  they  reside  in  Ja¬ 
maica,  Long  Island. 


FREDERICK  SMITH,  a  well-known  resident  of 
Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  has  been  identified  with  the 
New  York  Edison  Company  for  more  than  three  decades 
■ — thirty-two  years  to  be  exact — and  during  that  time  he 
has  risen  from  office  boy  to  treasurer  of  this  largest 
electric  light  company  in  the  world  entirely  through  his 
own  ability,  industry  and  perseverance. 

Frederick  Smith  was  born  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey, 
on  January  26,  1S7S,  the  seventh  son  of  John  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Schmitt,  the  father’s  business  having  been  that  of 
wagon-building.  The  parents  were  of  German  birth, 
both  of  whom  are  now  deceased.  Their  family  of  chil¬ 
dren  numbered  nine,  seven  sons  and  two  daughters. 

The  seventh  son,  Frederick  Smith,  received  his  early 
education  in  Public  School  No.  77,  following  which  he 
attended  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York.  At  the 
age  of  fifteen,  however,  Mr.  Smith  abandoned  his  college 
course,  and  on  July  14.  1893,  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Manhattan  Electric  Light  Company,  one  of  the  con¬ 
stituent  companies  which  formed  the  New  \ork  Edison 
Company.  His  first  position  was  that  of  office  boy,  his 
next  as  clerk  and  bookkeeper.  In  1903  he  had  worked 
his  way  to  assistant  cashier,  in  1910  to  general  account¬ 
ant,  and  in  June,  1919,  to  assistant  treasurer.  In  Decem¬ 
ber,  1919,  upon  the  death  of  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Joseph 


William,  Mr.  Smith  was  appointed  treasurer  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  a  position  he  holds  at  the  present  time  (1925).  Mr. 
Smith  also  holds  important  positions  with  associated 
companies,  being  auditor  of  the  Edison  Light  &  Tower 
Installation  Company,  and  treasurer  of  the  Yonkers 
Electric  Light  &  Power  Company,  offices  he  has  held  for 
the  last  ten  years. 

Being®bf  a  strong  and  dominant  personality,  he  is 
instinctively  trusted  and  has  been  elected  to  many  posi¬ 
tions  of  honor  and  trust  in  commercial  and  technical 
associations,  as  well  as  in  societies  and  clubs.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  National  Electric  Light  Association,  and 
has  for  many  years  been  the  secretary  of  its  accounting 
section.  The  work  of  this  section  consisted  chiefly  of 
working  up  a  classification  of  accounts  for  its  member 
companies.  This  classification  of  accounts,  with  slight 
variations,  forms  the  basis  of  the  classifications  adopted 
by  the  various  public  regulatory  bodies  in  nearly  every 
State  of  the  Union.  He  is  a  member  and  vice-president 
of  the  Society  of  Gas  &  Electric  Accountants,  and  also 
holds  membership  in  the  New  York  FZlectrical  Society, 
the  New  York  Electrical  League,  and  the  Edison  Quar¬ 
ter  Century  Club.  His  fraternal  and  social  affiliations 
are  with  Queensborough  Lodge,  No.  878,  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  with  the  Rockville 
Country  Club. 

Until  he  was  fifteen  years  of  age  Mr.  Smith  resided 
in  Yorkville,  following  which  he  lived  in  Astoria,  Long 
Island,  for  about  seventeen  years,  thence  moved  to 
Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  where  the  family  home  is  main¬ 
tained  at  No.  41-24  Forley  Street.  While  a  resident  o: 
Astoria  Mr.  Smith  was  well-known  for  his  great  inter¬ 
est  and  participation  in  athletics,  especially  in  baseball, 
football  and  rowing. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  true  patriot  of  these  United  States,  and 
during  the  late  World  War  he  had  his  name  legally 
changed  from  Schmitt  to  Smith.  Under  date  of  Septem¬ 
ber  20,  1918,  the  following  announcement  appeared: 

To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  by  authority  of  the  Hon. 
Burt  Jay  Humphrey,  Judge  of  the  County  Court, 
Queens  County,  State  of  New  York,  I  have  this  day 
assumed  the  English  equivalent  of  my  name  and 
request  all  persons  to  address  me  hereafter  as: 

FREDERICK  SMITH, 
in  place  of  Frederick  Schmitt. 

Frederick  Smith  was  married,  in  New  York  City, 
September  13,  1900,  to  Harriet  Mabella  Lewin,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  L.  and  Harriet  Lewin,  members  of  an 
old  Connecticut  family.  The  mother  is  dead,  but  the  father 
is  at  present  living  retired  at  Bristol,  Connecticut.  Fred¬ 
erick  and  Harriet  Mabella  (Lewin)  Smith  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  the  following  children:  Frederick  Ascher,  born 
January  21,  1902;  Eleanor  Harriet,  born  June  23,  1905: 
Winfield  Leonard,  born  August  22,  1906;  Marion  Eliza¬ 
beth,  born  May  24,  1912.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  and  their 
children  attend  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Long  Island,  and  are  prominent  in  the  social 
circles  of  the  community. 


THOMAS  F.  DOYLE — The  story  of  City  Magis¬ 
trate  Thomas  F.  Doyle  is  well  known  in  Long  Island 
and  in  Greater  New  York.  It  is  that  of  a  poor  boy  who, 
ambitious,  aspiring  to  attain  great  and  rare  heights, 
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fought  with  life  for  an  existence  and  an  education,  and 
when  he  had  achieved  the  primary  objects,  went  after 
the  bigger  goal  and  succeeded.  Magistrate  Doyle,  whose 
home  is  in  Flushing,  was  a  leading  member  of  the 
Greater  New  York  bar  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
city  magistrates'  courts  by  Mayor  Mitchel.  He  is  a 
foremost  Republican  of  New  York  State  and  of  Long 
Island  and  Queens  County  in  particular,  and  he  is  a 
noted  club  and  fraternal  and  church  member. 

Magistrate  Thomas  F.  Doyle  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  September  17,  18S1,  the  son  of  John  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Doyle.  His  father  was  assistant  superintendent  of 
mails  of  the  New  York  City  Post  Office,  he  died  when  his 
son  was  one  and  one-half  years  old. 

The  future  judge  went  to  Public  School  No.  49  in  New 
York  City  and  was  graduated  from  a  high  school  in  the 
metropolis.  Subsequently  he  attended  the  College  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
1901  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  1909 — 
the  intervening  years  were  replete  with  struggle — Magis¬ 
trate  Doyle  was  graduated  from  the  law  school  of  the 
New  York  University  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws. 

In  the  same  year  he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York 
City  bar,  and  affiliated  himself  with  Willard  A.  Mitchell, 
a  leading  New  York  attorney,  with  offices  at  No.  141 
Broadway,  with  whom  he  remained  three  years.  In  those 
three  years  the  magistrate-to-be  began  im,.  Jssing  promi¬ 
nent  individuals  with  his  legal  ability  and  his  personality 
and  by  1912  he  was  able  to  open  offices  of  his  own  and 
essay  the  legal  field  alone  and  unaffiliated.  He  estab¬ 
lished  himself  at  No.  156  Broadway,  in  New  York  City, 
and  was  soon  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the 
bar  in  the  metropolis  and  the  greater  city,  his  reputation 
even  spreading  to  Albany  and  to  other  parts  of  the  State. 
He  associated  himself  with  the  Republican  party  and, 
becoming  active  in  all  its  affairs,  was  soon  a  leader 
among  politicians.  In  1917  Thomas  F.  Doyle  was  recog¬ 
nized  by  Mayor  John  Purroy  Mitchel  and  was  appointed 
by  the  city  executive  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  on  the 
magistrates’  bench,  but  a  short  time  before  the  mayor 
met  his  death  in  an  army  airplane  accident.  Later  he 
was  reappointed  by  Mayor  Mitchel  for  a  term  of  ten 
years  and  he  is  now  in  the  tenure  of  that  appointment. 
Misdemeanants  who  come  before  him  for  arraignment 
or  for  final  disposal  of  the  charges  against  them  find  him 
just,  and  all  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact  hold  him 
in  high  esteem  and  regard  him  with  unalloyed  respect. 

Magistrate  Doyle  is  secretary  of  the  Republican 
County'  Committee  of  Queens  and  he  was  twice  candi¬ 
date  for  public  office — once  for  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Assembly  and  once  for  surrogate  of  Queens 
County,  but  in  both  instances  wras  defeated. 

Magistrate  Doyle  is  a  member  of  the  Queens  County 
Bar  Association;  the  Flushing  Lodge,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks;  the  Free  and  Accepted  Ma¬ 
sons,  the  Richmond  Hill  Republican  Club,  the  Queens 
County  Republican  Club  and  the  Long  I  Grotto,  of 
Brooklyn. 

He  married  Grace  Luckings,  of  Long  Island,  in 
Astoria,  in  1908.  Magistrate  and  Mrs.  Doyle  have  two 
sons:  1.  Willard,  born  in  1911.  2.  Elwood,  born  in 

1913.  The  magistrate  and  his  family  reside  at  No.  169 
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Cherry  Avenue,  Flushing,  and  his  bench  is  in  Queens 
County. 


JERE  F.  RYAN — Among  the  prominent  men  of  Bay- 
side,  Long  Island,  whose  activities  in  the  past,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  present  time,  ha\e  contributed  to  the 
upbuilding  and  progress  of  the  community,  stands  the 
name  of  Jere  F.  Ryan,  whose  field  of  endeavor  to-day  is 
the  distribution  of  a  popular  make  of  motor  car.  Prior 
to  engaging  in  this  business,  Mr.  Ryan  was  variously 
identified,  as  the  following  resume  of  his  life  will  show. 

Jere  F.  Ryan  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  Decem¬ 
ber  4,  18S2,  a  son  of  Jere,  Sr.,  and  Catherine  (Kane) 
Ryan,  natives  of  New  York  City,  both  of  them  now 
deceased.  The  father,  Jere  Ryan,  Sr.,  was  a  veteran  of 
the  Civil  W  ar,  and  was  engaged  throughout  his  long  and 
useful  life  as  a  contractor  and  builder.  The  junior  Mr. 
Ryan’s  early  education  was  obtained  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  birthplace,  following  which  he  entered 
and  was  graduated  from  a  New  York  City  High  School. 
Upon  the  completion  of  his  scholastic  work,  he  was 
associated  with  the  surveyors  of  the  city  of  New  York 
for  a  number  of  years.  He  then  turned  his  attention  to 
the  contracting  and  building  business,  becoming  one  of 
the  pioneers  in  this  line  at  Bayside,  Long  Island,  where 
he  erected  many  buildings,  especially  apartment  houses. 
In  1917  he  became  associated  with  the  Ford  Motors 
Plant,  at  Carney,  New  Jersey,  in  the  capacity  of  assist¬ 
ant  superintendent,  and  was  thus  engaged  until  1920,  at 
which  time  he  secured  the  agency  of  the  Ford  cars  in 
the  Bayside  section  of  Long  Island,  where  he  now  has 
sales  and  service  offices  and  is  conducting  a  flourishing 
business  enterprise.  Mr.  Ryan  is  a  stockholder  of  the 
First  Mortgage  Guarantee  Company. 

During  the  late  World  War,  Mr.  Ryan  served  as 
investigator  of  the  War  Department  for  the  gas  defense 
of  Bronx  County.  Fraternally,  Mr.  Ryan  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  also  holds 
membership  in  the  Bayside  Civic  Association;  the  Bay- 
side  Merchants’  Association,  of  which  he  is  treasurer; 
the  Jefferson  Democratic  Club;  and  the  Shelter  Rock 
Country  Club.  His  religious  affiliation  is  given  to  the 
Sacred  Heart  Catholic  Church  of  Bayside,  Long  Island. 

Jere  F.  Ryan  was  married,  in  New  York  City,  on 
October  16,  1907,  to  Catherine  Downing,  a  daughter  of 
Mortimer  and  Catherine  (Sullivan)  Downing,  both  of 
whom  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryan  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  four  children,  as  follows:  1.  George,  born  April 
23,  1909.  2.  Virginia,  born  July  4,  1913.  3.  Kathleen, 

born  August  25,  1914.  4-  Edward,  born  May  6,  1916. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryan  are  active  both  in  the  work  of  their 
church  and  in  the  social  circles  of  the  community.  The 
family  -residence  is  maintained  at  Bayside,  Long  Island, 
where  also  is  located  his  business  establishment,  on 
Broadway. 


GEORGE  H.  WORTHINGTON,  JR. — A  native  of 
Whitestone,  Mr.  Worthington,  who  conducts  a  well- 
established  real  estate  and  insurance  office  here,  gained 
his  first  business  experience  away  from  his  native  heath. 
After  his  returned,  he  became  active  in  all  community 
affairs  that  are  progressive  and  for  the  upbuilding  of 
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same,  and  he  is  taking  his  place  among  those  citizens 
whose  services  are  for  the  community-at-large. 

George  H.  Worthington,  Jr.,  was  born  in  June,  1892, 
at  Whitestone,  Long  Island,  son  of  George  H.  and 
Lathenia  Worthington,  his  parents  both  living  (1924)  at 
Whitestone;  his  father,  who  was  lieutenant  of  the  fire 
department  of  New  York  City,  is  now  retired.  The 
son  v/as  educated  at  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Whitestone  and  Flushing,  and  at  the  New  York  Bank¬ 
ing  Institute.  He  then  became  bookkeeper  with  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank,  remaining  in  that  capacity  for 
four  years,  when  he  became  teller  for  the  Guaranty 
Trust  Company,  of  New  York  City,  remaining  with 
that  company  for  another  four  years.  In  August,  1922, 
he  opened  a  real  estate  and  insurance  office  at  White¬ 
stone,  where  he  now  conducts  a  general  business  along 
these  lines.  During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Worthington 
enlisted  with  the  Marines,  and  during  that  period  became 
ill  and  spent  a  long  time  in  the  hospitals.  lie  is  active 
in  all  progressive  movements  of  the  community,  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Long  Island,  the  New  York  State,  and 
the  American  Real  Estate  boards.  He  also  belongs  to 
Whitestone  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Columbia  Club,  of  Whitestone.  In  his 
religious  affiliation  he  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

George  H.  Worthington,  Jr.,  married.  November  14, 
1921,  at  Whitestone,  Aida  Adda,, daughter  of  Pacofic  and 
Hlvaria  (Paity)  Adda,  her  parents  both  living  at  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Long  Island.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Worthington  are 
the  parents  of  one  child,  Elvaria,  born  December  19, 
1923- 


MINER  M.  SMITH — In  America,  business  as  a  rule 
is  achieved  by  capable  men  and  this  the  worth-while 
man  can  succeed  in  provided  he  brings  into  the  problem 
a  fair  amount  of  intuition,  but  above  all  a  certain  stick- 
to-it-ive-ness,  for  otherwise  the  experimenter,  no  mat¬ 
ter  how  apt  he  may  be  as  a  worker,  is  far  outstripped 
in  his  efforts  to  establish  a  fairly  successful  future.  Mr. 
Smith,  an  American  with  ability  above  the  average,  was 
in  the  contracting  field  with  a  partner  for  many  years, 
but  finally  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  better 
paying  occupation  than  to  set  up  in  business  for  one’s 
self.  He  has  succeeded  in  building  tip  an  excellent  con¬ 
cern  by  his  own  initiative  and  owns  his  own  building. 
He  has  secured  the  confidence  of  the  building  public 
and  his  business  is  constantly  expanding. 

Miner  M.  Smith  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  the 
year  1872.  His  father  was  long  in  the  trucking  busi¬ 
ness,  but  long  ago  passed  to  his  eternal  rest.  Miner  M. 
Smith  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  oi  New  York 
City,  and  early  in  life  started  in  business  for  himself 
as  a  contracting  plumber.  This  was  in  the.  year  1906, 
in  Woodhaven,  Long  Island.  It  was  a  partnership 
known  as  Smith  &  Covent,  which  flourished  for  thirteen 
years,  and  was  afterward  dissolved.  The  dissolution 
took  place  in  1919,  and  soon  thereafter  Mr.  Smith  start¬ 
ed  in  business  for  himself  in  the  plumbing  and  contract¬ 
ing  business  and  has  plied  his  specialty  since  with  the 
result  that  he  to-day  owns  the  building  at  No.  9212 
Jamaica  Avenue.

twenty  by  fifty-five  feet,  and  the  loft  runs  back  ninety 
feet. 

Miner  M.  Smith  takes  a  deep  interest  in  the  com¬ 
munity  in  which  he  has  resided  for  so  many  years,  and, 
as  far  as  his  time  will  allow,  aids  any  cause  leading  to 
civic  welfare.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  Order,  and  politically  is  a  Republican.  Time  pre¬ 
vents  him  from  becoming  affiliated  with  any  of  the 
clubs  of  The  vicinity,  but  both  he  and  his  family  are 
members  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Smith  was  married  to  Helena  Mary  Beamish, 
and  they  have  four  children,  namely:  Allen,  Warren 
Miner,  Chester  Park,  and  Sidney  James. 

PERCY  G.  JAMES — One  of  the  prominent  business 
men  of  Jamaica,  is  Mr.  James,  who  is  to-day  the  head 
of  the  establishment  of  James  &  Hawkins,  Inc.,  deal¬ 
ers  in  Hardware,  Paint  and  Household  Supplies,  now 
operating-  nine  stores  on  Long  Island. 

Mr.  James  started  in  business  as  a  clerk,  retailing  in 
New  York,  before  he  came  to  Jamaica,  to  undertake 
the  business  which  he  purchased  from  Martin  S.  Ra- 
pelye,  in  1899,  now  president  of  Jamaica  Savings  Bank. 
This  business  has  developed  from  that  of  a  country- 
hardware  store  until  it  is  now  probably  the  largest  con¬ 
cern  of  branch  store  operation  in  this  business. 

Besides  his  business  he  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in 
local  affairs,  helping  in  the  progress  and  development 
of  the  town.  He  is  independent  in  politics;  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Jamaica  Board  of  Trade;  director  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  Borough  of  Queens;  one 
of  the  Queens  Board  of  the  Bank  of  the  Manhattan 
Company;  trustee  of  the  Jamaica  Savings  Bank;  and 
trustee  of  the  Jamaica  Hospital.  His  clubs  are  the 
Jamaica  Club;  Pomonok  Country  Club;  and  the  Eustis 
Country  Club  of  Florida.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated 
with  Jamaica  Lodge,  No.  546,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons. 


DR.  GRISWOLD  D.  NAMMACK,  who  is  one  of 
the  four  attending  surgeons  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital, 
was  born  in  Far  Rockaway  on  April  13,  1S95.  His  par¬ 
ents  were  Dr.  William  H.  and  Fannie  Nammack,  of 
Far  Rockaway,  Long  Island. 

Dr.  Nammack  attended  the  public  schools  of  Far 
Rockaway,  including  the  high  school,  and  then  went  to 
the  New  York  University.  Following  this,  he  entered 
Bellevue  Medical  College,  from  which  he  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  Medical  Doctor  in  1919.  He  became 
interne  on  the  surgical  staff  of  Bellevue  Hospital  in 
Manhattan  and  served  there  for  three  years,  beginning 
practice  at  Far  Rockaway  in  1921.  He  has  a  general 
practice  there  now  in  addition  to  his  hospital  connection. 
During  the  World  War  he  served  in  the  Medical  Re¬ 
serve  Corps. 

Dr.  Nammack  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  men 
of  Far  Rockaway.  He  is  a  member  of  the  State,  County 
and  American  Medical  associations,  and  a  Knight  of 
Columbus;  in  religion  a  Roman  Catholic. 

Dr.  Nammack  married,  on  June  23,  1923,  Margaret 
I.  Paisley,  daughter  of  Wesley  and  Catherine  Paisley,  of 
Far  Rockaway.  They  have  one  child,  Griswold  Paisley, 
born  September  3,  1924- 
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J.  THOMPSON  SCOTT,  JR. — His  early  business 
career  having  been  in  connection  with  his  employment 
in  the  Wail  Street  financial  district,  when  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  into  real  estate  and  insurance  circles  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  acquired  a  practical  working  knowledge 
of  those  two  lines  of  commercial  activity,  J.  Thompson 
Scott,  Jr.,  now  is  located  in  Flushing,  Long  Island,  in 
which  village  he  is  making  rapid  headway  as  a  realtor 
and  insurance  agent  of  long  and  valued  experience.  Mr. 
Scott  has  become  affiliated  with  the  business  men's  asso¬ 
ciations  of  Flushing  and  Queens  County,  in  which  he  is 
actively  interested  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  ele¬ 
ments  o:  progress  in  the  communities  embraced  by  the 
organizations  in  their  respective  fields  oi’  influence. 

Mr.  Scott  is  the  son  of  J.  Thompson,  Sr.,  and  Grace 
L.  Scott,  of  Flushing,  his  father  being  in  the  jewelry 
business,  and  was  born  in  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  July 
2 1,  i8S~.

JOHNSTON  MacLEOD,  M.  D.— A 

distinguished 

figure  in  the  medical  profession,  long  successful  in  pri¬ 
vate  practice  and  widely  prominent  in  institutional  work. 
Dr.  MacLeod,  of  Flushing,  is  more  widely  known  for 
his  far-reaching  usefulness  in  the  World  War  and  now 
holds  the  rank  of  major  in  the  342d  Engineers.  Endowed 
with  those  gifts  and  abilities  which  count  so  far  in  pro¬ 
fessional  endeavor,  Dr.  MacLeod  has  risen  to  a  position 
of  large  prominence  in  his  chosen  field.  He  is  a  son 
of  Dr.  Samuel  B.  Wylie  MacLeod,  a  leading  physician 
of  his  time  and  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  The  mother, 
Sarah  B.  (Irving)  MacLeod,  was  a  member  of  a  promi¬ 
nent  family  of  this  State. 

Johnston  MacLeod  was  born  in  New  York  City,  July 
7,  1867.  He  began  his  education  in  the  Chapin  Collegi¬ 
ate  Institute  and  the  Lyons  Collegiate  Institute,  New 
York  City,  and  then  studied  under  private  tutors.  He 
took  an  aeadamic  course  at  New  York  University,  being 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1887;  then  entered  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  where  he  studied  two  years: 
afterward  entering  Bellevue  Medical  College,  whence 
he  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1891  with  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.

Leod  served  as  attending  physician  at  the  old  Northern 
Dispensary  at  Christopher  and  Waverly  streets,  New 
York  City,  where  he  had  charge  of  the  general  medical 
and  surgical  work.  He  was  district  consulting  physi¬ 
cian  to  the  old  Marion  Street  Maternity  Hospital  for 
five  years.  He  is  widely  known  as  an  internist  special¬ 
ist,  and  is  physician  for  the  New  York  and  Queens  Elec¬ 
tric  Light  and  Power  Company,  the  New  York  and 
Queens  Gas  Company,  and  for  the  New  York  Gas  Com¬ 
pany’s  Employees’  Mutual  Aid  Society.  His  service 
looking  to  activity  in  the  behalf  of  the  United  States 
Government  during  the  World  War  had  its  beginning 
in  April.  1917,  when  he  was  commissioned  a  first  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  Medical  Corps,  United  States  Army,  and 
was  assigned  to  the  Medical  Officers’  Training  Camp, 
Fort  Oglethorpe,  Georgia,  in  August,  1917.  He  con¬ 
tinued  as  a  student  there  until  September,  19x7,  and  then 
served  as  an  instructor  until  December  22,  1917,  when 
he  was  assigned  to  the  Base  Hospital  of  the  29th  Divi¬ 
sion  at  Camp  McClellan,  Anniston,  Alabama.  On  March 
4,  1918,  he  was  made  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Contagious 
•Diseases,  and  on  April  20,  1018,  he  was  commissioned  a 
captain.  On  July  3,  1918,  he  was  ordered  to  Camp  Mer¬ 
ritt,  New  Jersey,  and  placed  in  command  of  the  July 
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Automatic  Replacement  Regiment.  On  July  13  he  sailed 
for  overseas,  arriving  in  France  July  27,  and  from  July 
30  until  August  11  he  was  stationed  at  St.  Aignon.  Dr. 
MacLeod  then  became  a  casual  and  was  sent  to  Angers, 
France.  There  he  was  made  post  surgeon  of  Organiza¬ 
tion  and  Training  Center  Xo.  4  for  Artilleries,  and  in 
April,  1919,  he  was  made  post  surgeon  of  the  casual  offi¬ 
cers’  camp.  From  April  15,  1919,  to  July  3,  1919,  he  was 
consultant  of  Camp  Xo.  i,  at  Camp  St.  Xazaire,  France, 
where,  on  May  16  of  the  same  year,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  major.  On  July  3,  1919,  his  duties  at  that 
post  were  completed,  and  on  July  30  he  sailed  from 
Brest,  France,  for  the  United  States,  receiving  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  at  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island,  August 
18,  1919.  On  December  9,  1919,  he  was  recommissioned 
major  of  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps  of  the  United 
States  Army  and  was  later  assigned  to  the  3  }2d  Engi¬ 
neers  with  the  same  rank. 

With  many  branches  of  organized  advance  Dr.  Mac¬ 
Leod  is  affiliated,  and  he  is  in  sympathy  with  all  worthy 
endeavors.  Pie  is  a  member  of  the  Queens  County

In  1921  a  large,  three-story  fireproof  structure 
was  erected  at  No.  9415  One  Hundredth  Street,  Ozone 
Park,  Long  Island,  where  now  one  hundred  men  and 
women  arc  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  all  kinds  of 
wax  products,  including  candles.  In  1906  the  enterprise 
was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Columbia  Wax 
Product  Company,  with  Henry  J.  Grupe  as  president. 
Mr.  Grupe  is  general  manager  of  the  Columbia  Wax 
Works,  there  being  two  different  branches  of  the  busi¬ 
ness.  Mr.  Grupe  is  a  director  of  the  Ozone  Park  Na¬ 
tional  Bank.  He  is  Past  Master  of  Polar  Star  Lodge, 
No.  245,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Queensborough  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Masonic  Club,  the  Shelter  Rock  Country  Club, 
and  the  New  York  Athletic  Club. 

In  November,  1902,  Mr.  Grupe  married  Mary  Adele

JAMES  F.  McNAMARA — Associated  in  varied  and 
progressive  official  leaderships,  doing  distinguished  pub¬ 
lic  and  corporation  service  in  financial  and  utility  enter¬ 
prises,  in  both  the  North  and  the  South,  Mr.  McNamara 
has  been  called  upon  in  an  eminent  degree  to  share  his 
talents  and  abilities  as  an  executive  in  the  broad  domain 
of  the  business  world.  His  capabilities  opened  the  way, 
and  developed  the  opportunities  for  his  entry  upon  the 
exacting  and  highly  responsible  duties,  as  an  official  in 
railroad,  banking,  and  industrial  corporations,  and  his 


business  acumen  and  insight  into  affairs  have  led  to 
distinguished  success.  A  native  of  Elmhurst,  he  still 
resides  there,  although  his  services  in  corporate  inter¬ 
ests  demand  his  presence  over  a  broad  area  of  the  land.

He  is  active  in  the  civic,  club,  and  fraternal 
life  of  the  community,  where  he  resides.  Fie  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  General  Sherman  Council,  of  Corona;  Knights 
of  Columbus;  Pomonok  Country  Club  of  Flushing;  the 
Bankers’  Club  of  New  York  City,  and  the  Catholic 
Club.

FRANK  DEHN,  a  retired  business  man,  is  one  of  the 
best  known  citizens  of  Queens  County.  Success  has 
come  to  him  as  the  price  of  laborious  and  skillful  indus- 
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try  beginning  in  early  boyhood,  and  the  following  story 
of  his  career  illustrates  some  of  the  qualities  that  have 
brought  him  to  his  well  deserved  place  among  the  men 
of  affairs  of  Long  Eland. 

He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  January  31,  1S74,  son 
of  John  and  Mary  Dehn.  His  father  was  a  L’nion  sol¬ 
dier  in  the  Civil  War  and  a  jeweler  by  trade.  He  died 
.it  the  age  of  forty-two.  The  widowed  mother  passed 
away  at  the  age  of  fifty-seven. 

Frank  Dehn  attended  school  somewhat  regularly  until 
he  was  ten  years  of  age.  His  father  died  then,  and  after 
mat  he  had  to  work  to  assist  in  supporting  his  widowed 
mother.  From  the  age  of  ten  to  seventeen,  his  employ¬ 
ment  was  on  a  farm.  Seeking  some  other  means  of  get¬ 
ting  into  the  world  of  business  activity,  he  learned  the 
trade  of  marble  and  granite  setter,  and  at  the  end  of  two 
and  a  half  years,  was  called  the  most  skillful  monument 
cutter  in  the  middle  village  section  of  Long  Island. 
After  he  was  twenty-two  years  of  age,  he  married,  and 
about  that  time  he  began  attending  night  school  in  order 
to  supplement  his  early  educational  opportunities  and  to 
better  qualify  himself  for  business  responsibilities.  Mr. 
Dehn  for  twenty-eight  years,  was  an  employee  and 
business  associate  of  Joseph  Bermel,  former  borough 
president.  At  the  age  of  twenty-three  he  was  appointed 
superintendent  manager  of  the  Joseph  Bermel  Marble 
and  Granite  Works.  While  he  remained  with  that 
establishment  and  contributed  in  a  notable  measure  to 
its  success,  Mr.  Dehn  was  also  using  his  oonortunities  on 
tiie  side  to  deal  in  real  estate.  He  built  several  houses, 
bought  and  sold  property,  and  these  enterprises  in  con¬ 
nection  with  his  regular  work,  brought  him  a  degree  of 
prosperity  that  justified  him  in  1917  to  retire. 

However,  he  was  not  satisfied  to  remain  idle  arid  in 
October,  1917,  he  bought  the  bankrupt  Crystal  Ice 
Company  of  Elmhurst  and  formed  the  Elmhurst  Ice 
Company,  and  also  the  Elmhurst  Coal  Company.  He 
soon  developed  out  of  the  bankrupt  business  one  of  the 
best  ice  plants  in  the  county,  and  added  four  ether 
plants,  so  that  he  had  four  places  of  business  at  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Forest  Hills,  Astoria  and  Glendale.  He  was 
president  and  manager  of  the  Elmhurst  Ice  and  Coal 
business  during  the  seven  years  he  continued  in  this 
business.  He  made  it  the  largest  ice  and  coal  business 
in  Queensborough,  developing  it  until  the  enterprise 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Com¬ 
pany,  which  on  June  19,  1924,  bought  out  Mr.  Dehn. 
The  latter  then  retired  from  active  management.  He  is 
now  building  a  home  at  a  cost  of  about  $60,000  at  For¬ 
est  Hills,  Long  Island.  Mr.  Dehn  is  affiliated  with 
Queensborough  Lodge,  No.  878,  Benevolent  and  Protec¬ 
tive  Order  of  Elks. 

He  married,  July  26,  1896,  Lillian  Hilpert,  daughter 

John  Hilpert,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dehn 
"ere  married  in  the  Holy  Trinity  Catholic  Church  on 
Montrose  Avenue  in  Brooklyn.  The  two  children  born 
to  their  marriage  were:  1.  Lillian,  born  May  iS,  1898, 
now  Mrs.  Lillian  Becker,  with  a  home  at  Queensborough 
Bill.  Flushing.  2.  Arthur,  born  August  31,  1900,  mar¬ 
ried  Elfrieda  Schaad;  their  home  is  on  Ingram  and 
Ascon  avenues,  Forest  Hills. 


MICHAEL  GEARON— Through  his  vigorous  and 
prosperous  activities  in  the  realty  field,  Michael  Gearon, 
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well  known  Democrat,  Spanish-American  War  veteran, 
and  noted  Catholic,  has  made  himself  prominent  in 
Brooklyn.  A  firm  believer  in  the  principles  of  Thomas 
Jefferson,  Mr.  Gearon  has  been  like  the  eminent  States¬ 
man  and  President  in  all  his  relations  with  people  and 
thus  has  endeared  himself  not  only  to  his  customers  but 
to  whomever  he  is  known.  Mr.  Gearon  is  a  native  of 
Ireland,  and  he  so  quickly  accustomed  himself  to  life 
in  the  New  World,  and  through  strenuous  effort  and 
after  deprivations  gained  an  education  so  that  he  is 
regarded  as  a  man  of  real  American  culture,  tempered 
with  the  intellectual  and  social  qualities  peculiar  to 
Hibernians.  Few  are  so  greatly  respected  as  he  in 
Brooklyn. 

Michael  Gearon  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1875,  the  son 
of  Michael  Gearon,  a  merchant,  and  Mary  (Buckley) 
Gearon,  and  he  educated  himself  in  public  schools  and 
by  private  study  and  teaching  in  Latin,  Greek  and  mathe¬ 
matics  to  the  extent  of  obtaining  what  is  equivalent  to 
a  high  school  course.  Brought  to  this  country  at  an 
early  age,  Mr.  Gearon  followed  various  trades  until  he 
was  about  thirty-five  years  of  age,  when  he  ventured  into 
the  real  estate  business.  Astuteness,  especial  adaptabil¬ 
ity,  singular  business  acumen  and  other  traits  necessary 
to  the  good  business  man,  soon  established  him  among 
the  leading  realtors  of  Brooklyn.  At  first,  Mr.  Gearon. 
owing  to  the  small  beginning  he  perforce  made,  handled 
his  little  business  from  his  home,  but  eventually  pros¬ 
perity  enabled  him  to  open  an  office,  which  he  now 
maintains,  at  No.  558  Halsey  Street,  in  the  borough,  and 
to  purchase  a  home  for  himself  and  family.  Mr.  Gearon 
devotes  his  business  to  realty  sales  and  purchases,  insur¬ 
ance  and  mortgages,  and  he  is  one  of  the  foremost  in 
this  field. 

Socially,  Air.  Gearon  is  prominent,  and  he  is  a  noted 
member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  in  Brooklyn,  and 
of  the  church  to  which  this  fraternity  belongs — the 
Roman  Catholic.  During  the  Spanish-American  War  he 
served  his  adopted  country  faithfully  and  heroically.

ARTHUR  B.  WHITE,  JR. — In  managerial  charge 
of  the  Arverne  branch  of  the  Bank  of  the  Alanhattan 
Company,  Air.  White  is  one  of  a  Long  Island  group  of 
financial  men  who  have  received  similar  positions  of 
trust  and  responsibility  within  recent  years,  with  the 
further  growth  of  communities  and  the  renewed  de¬ 
mands  for  banking  interests  therein.  With  valued  ex¬ 
perience  obtained  in  New  York  City  and  other  bank¬ 
ing  establishments,  his  proven  abilities  have  led  the  way 
to  merited  appointment  and  promotion.

WALTER  T.  HANRAHAN— The  many  instances 
of  bank  messengers  rising  to  leading  positions  in  the 
banking  business  proves  that  in  our  republic  any  career 
is  practically  open  to  the  youth  of  superior,  tellectual 
endowments  and  those  qualities  of  character  which  are 
the  basis  of  success  in  any  line  of  serious  endeavor.  Mr. 
Hanrahan,  the  well-known  manager  of  the  Corona 
branch  of  the  Manhattan  Company,  began  his  banking 
career  in  1906  as  a  messenger  with  the  Corn  Exchange 
Bank.

LOUIS  DUPUY — The  career  of  Mr.  Dupuv,  one 
among  innumerable  others  that  have  proved  the  truth 
of  the  reward  of  industry,  is  also  an  illustration  of  the 
valuable  citizens  that  are  made  by  the  right  type  of 
man  making  his  home  in  cur  republic,  bringing  with  him 
a  healthy  mind  in  a  healthy  body,  a  love  of  work,  and 
a  readiness  to  put  the  best  that  is  in  him  into  his  work. 
Such  a  man  is  bound  to  succeed  and  to  make  good  in 
what  ever  line  of  industry  he  may  follow,  and  such  a 
man  becomes  one  of  our  valued  American  citizens. 

Louis  Dupuv  was  born  in  France.  December  2,  1S63, 
son  of  Pierre  and  Mary  Dupuv,  his  father  a  wheel¬ 
wright  in  his  native  France.  The  son  received  his  edu¬ 
cation  in  his  native  country,  and  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1887,  landing  in  New  York  with  all  the  en¬ 
thusiasm  of  youth,  and  a  firm  determination  to  qualify 
as  a  worthy  citizen  of  the  sister  republic,  which  owes 
so  much  to  France.  He  had  no  money  in  his  pocket,  and 
he  did  net  waste  time  trying  to  work  in  the  big  city,  but 
walked  out  to  Long  Island,  where  fields  were  green, 
and  succeeded  in  obtaining  employment  with  Louis  Free¬ 
man,  a  florist.  Flere  he  continued  to  work  and  to  save 
his  earnings  until  after  a  time  he  was  enabled  to  start 
in  business  for  himself,  first  on  a  small  scale,  working 
from  eighteen  to  twenty  hours  a  day,  and  having  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  his  zeal  and  industry  rewarded. 
His  trade  grew  by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  his  business 
soon  became  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  horticul¬ 
turist  establishments  on  Long  Island.  His  first  green¬ 
house  was  established  in  1890,  three  years  after  he 
landed  in  America,  and  with  44x10  square  feet  under 
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glass,  he  continued  each  year  to  increase  his  space,  until 
now  (1924)  his  original  place  has  expanded  and  con¬ 
tains  twenty-two  acres,  and  has  120,000  square  feet 
under  glass.  In  1920  he  bought  another  piece  of  prop¬ 
erty,  close  to  his  first  place,  and  on  it  has  established 
more  greenhouses,  having  at  this  latter  place  34,000 
square  feet  of  glass.  These  greenhouses  are  modern  in 
every  particular,  and  are  heated  by  seventeen  oil  burning 
boilers.  Mr.  Dupuy  employs  forty-two  people,  and 
specializes  in  plants  and  cut  flowers,  catering  to  the  New 
York  trade,  and  also  ships  to  Chicago,  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  Baltimore,  Mary¬ 
land.  and  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  as  well  as 
to  other  cities.  Mr.  Dupuy,  who  thoroughly  mastered 
his  calling,  is  well  equipped  and  capable  of  handling  an 
ever  growing  business,  having  a  broad  knowledge  of 
horticulture,  both  in  its  theoretical  and  scientific  as  well 
as  on  its  practical  sides,  and  he  has  been  successful  in 
growing  a  great  many  rare  varieties  of  flowers.  With 
so  large  an  establishment.  Mr.  Dupuy  has  a  clearing 
house  for  his  affairs  in  his  New  York  office,  located 
at  No.  55  West  Twenty-sixth  Street;  and  aside  from 
this  large  interest  he  is  also  an  operator  in  real  estate 
and  building,  having  constructed  seventeen  residences 
in  College  Point,  and  Whitestone. 

Mr.  Dupuy  is  a  director  of  the  New  York  Cut  Flower 
Exchange:  a  life  member  of  the  New  York  Florists’ 
Club;  member  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists;

France,  his  native  land,  and  there  each 
year  he  spends  a  part  of  his  time.  Mr.  Dupuy  has

These  three  brothers,  under  the  fir 
name  of  H.  Heymann  Sons,  stand  among  the  lead-re 
department  store  executives  of  Brooklyn,  with  ;k. -  r 
splendid,  rnodernly  equipped  and  richly  stocked  stor- 
Nos.  1443  to  1447  Broadway,  in  the  borough  of  Brc 
lyn.  The  influences  which  have  contributed  toward. - 
their  rise  to  their  present  high  position  in  the  busir.' 
world  had  their  origin  in  early  training-  Their  dev:*,  d 
father  and  mother  fostered  in  their  hearts  the  love  c' 
family  and  brotherly  loyalty  which  are  the  most  definite 
and  most  highly  honored  characteristics  of  the  Jev.i-n 
race.  The  brothers  have  divided  equally  throughout 
their  entire  joint  career,  not  only  the  responsibilities 
but  the  advantages  and  the  successes  of  prosperous  busi¬ 
ness  activity.  To  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  this  noteworthy  group  of  forward-looking 
men  it  is  well  known  that  there  is  no  one  head  of  this 
business.  Neither  is  there  any  friction  or  source  of  dis¬ 
cussion  among  the  brothers,  for  in  deference  and  prefer¬ 
ment  one  to  the  other,  they  share  alike  every  phase  of 
their  work.

His  education 
was  similar  to  that  of  his  brothers,  including  courses  at 
the  local  public  schools  and  Long  Island  Business  Col¬ 
lege.

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FREDERICK  P.  CODY— To  Frederick  P.  Cody, 
of  Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  is  accorded  the  credit  of 
the  beginning  and  development  of  North  Jackson 
Heights,  and  the  popularity  of  this  handsome,  health¬ 
ful  and  rapidly-growing  suburban  community  reflects 
honor  upon  the  man  whose  foresight  and  administrative 
ability  have  made  its  existence  possible.  Mr.  Cody  is 
one  of  the  most  noteworthy  members  of  the  splendid 
group  of  real  estate  executives  who  have  carried  the 
boundaries  of  suburban  charm  ever  more  widely  into 
Long  Island. 

Frederick  P.  Cody  was  born  July  22,  1889,  in  New 
York  City,  son  of  John  J.  and  Clotildc  (Pagge)  Cody, 
his  father  well  known  in  New  York  City  and  its  en¬ 
virons  as  a  building  contractor.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  local  schools,  followed  by  attendance  at  the 
high  school  and  a  post-graduate  course  at  the  High 
School  of  Commerce,  completing  his  training  for  his 
career  at  Gaffey’s  Business  College.  Mr.  Cody  entered 
real  estate  affairs  in  the  year  1918,  in  the  employ  of 
\\  hippie  &  Russell,  with  whom  he  remained  for  about 
one  year.  He  then  established  himself  in  an  independ¬ 
ent  interest  in  1919,  founding  his  offices  in  the  Jackson 
Heights  district  of  Elmhurst.  At  that  time  the  entire 
district  now  plotted  into  handsome  parkways  and 
spacious  building  sites  comprised  several  large  farms, 
one  of  which,  the  Duryee  Farm,  had  been  in  the  family 
for  two  hundred  and  two  years.  Mr.  Cody  was  the  first 
to  see  the  advantages  of  the  location  for  a  suburban 
community,  and  ex-Sheriff  Knott  coincided  with  him  in 
his  ideas  concerning  the  possibilities  of  this  section.  Mr. 
Knott  bought  th?  Baxter  Farm,  and  a  few  months  later 
it  was  placed  in  .  ir.  Cody’s  charge  for  plotting  and  sale. 
Mr.  Cody  then  handled  the  Duryee  Farm,  mapping 
and  plotting  it  to  the  best  advantage,  and  this  was  ac¬ 
complished  within  a  month  after  the  Baxter  Farm  was 
placed  on  the  market.  After  the  early  beginnings,  other 
progressive  men  joined  these  leaders  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  North  Jackson  Heights  and  other  outlying 
suburbs,  and  this  has  since  become  one  of  the  most  at¬ 
tractive  sections  of  Long  Island.  The  early  success  of 
Mr.  Cody  led  to  his  establishing  elaborate  quarters  at 
Roosevelt  Avenue  and  Twenty-fifth  Street,  Jackson 
Heights,  in  the  center  of  what  is  to-day  a  thriving  com¬ 
munity,  and  his  headquarters  have  become  a  center  for 
all  progressive  movements  for  the  upbuilding  of  that 
section  in  the  way  of  property  improvement  and  real 
estate  problems.  During  the  years  1923-24  Mr.  Cody 
and  his  associates  sold  over  a  million  dollars  worth  of 
Jackson  Heights  property,  and  his  progressive  spirit, 
his  executive  ability,  together  with  his  far  vision, 
promise  a  great  future  for  him;  for  after  all,  this  that 
he  has  accomplished  is  but  a  beginning  and  an  index 
of  what  the  future  holds  in  store  for  him. 

Mr.  Cody  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Navy  in  1917,  and  was  assigned  to  officers’  Training 
School,  'but  before  he  was  required  for  overseas  duty 
the  armistice  became  a  fact;  he  had  served  on  No.  2, 
Legal  Advisory  Board,  for  local  draft,  and  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  service,  De¬ 
cember  16,  1918.  He  is  active  in  all  matters  of  civic  and 
national  interest,  and  belongs  to  Elmhurst  Post,  Ameri-

EDITH  A.  MITTELL,  M.  D. — The  community  of 
Flushing,  Long  Island,  and  its  environs  boast  the 
youngest  woman  physician  on  record  in  the  person  of 
Dr.  Edith  A.  Mittell,  who  had  completed  her  medical 
course  and  received  her  degree  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
four  years,  and  one  year  later  had  completed  her  hospital 
interneship  and  opened  her  own  office  for  the  practice 
of  her  profession,  her  remarkably  rapid  rise  in  medical 
circles  embracing  membership  on  the  staffs  of  two 
hospitals;  and  she  is  known  as  a  skillful  specialist  on 
children’s  diseases.  She  has  been  elected  a  member 
of  the  leading  medical  associations.  She  divides  her 
time  between  attention  to  a  large  number  of  patients 
in  Flushing  and  her  hospital  work  in  New  York  City. 

Dr.  Mittell  is  the  daughter  of  Henry  J.  and  Mary 
A.  Mittell,  of  Flushing  and  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  July  4,  1898.  She  attended  the  grade  and  high 
schools,  and  took  a  course  at  Adelphi  College,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  from  which  institution  she  proceeded  to  Long 
Island  Medical  College,  whence  she  was  graduated  in 
the  class  of  1922  with  the  degree  of  Medical  Doctor. 
She  served  as  interne  at  the  Flushing  Hospital  for 
sixteen  months.  Being  now  fully  equipped  to  enter  upon 
the  practice  of  her  profession  she,  in  October,  1923,  be¬ 
gan  to  receive  her  patients  at  No.  57  Bo  wire  Avenue, 
Flushing,  from  which  office  she  now  conducts  a  gen¬ 
eral  practice.

JACOB  COHEN — There  has  never  been  a  year  in 
the  active  business  career  of  Air.  Cohen  when  he  was 
not  associated  in  one  way  or  another  with  wood  or  metal 
working  interests,  and  particularly  in  those  lines  where¬ 
of  he  has  become  a  leader  in  the  special  province  of  the 
manufacture  and  the  setting-up  of  door  trimming.  This 
is  a  field  in  which  Mr.  Cohen  has  but  few  competitors 
who  are  thus  capable  of  securing  so  high .  a  degree 
of  success,  and  a  patronage  of  most  influential  and 
reliable  type.  His  study  of  his  specialty  has  been  unde- 
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viating  throughout  his  career,  and  his  expert  opinion 
is  widely  sought  and  valued.  He  is  a  son  of  David 
Robert  Cohen,  who  died  in  February,  1893,  and  of  Re¬ 
becca  Cohen,  who  died  in  February,  1922. 

Jacob  Cohen  was  born  in  New  York  City,  January 
26,  1S74,  and  he  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  birthplace.  He  then  gave  his  attention 
to  the  beginnings  of  his  vocation,  and  was  at  first  em¬ 
ployed  in  wood  and  metal  working  by  the  John  Steven¬ 
son  Car  Company,  at  Twenty-eighth  Street,  and  he  so 
continued  in  that  valuable  apprenticeship  for  several 
years,  acquiring  the  methods  and  usages  of  the  wood 
trim  business  for  buildings,  after  which  lie  worked  for 
several  concerns  as  shopman  and  in  the  drafting  depart¬ 
ment  of  various  concerns,  as  well  as  in  the  manufacture 
and  the  installation  of  wood  trim.  In  1896,  Mr.  Cohen 
associated  himself  with  John  \Y.  Rapp,  at  College  Point, 
at  first  in  the  capacity  of  draftsman,  and  later,  success¬ 
ively  as  shop  foreman,  factory  superintendent  and  mana¬ 
ger,  and  together  with  his  associates,  he  saw  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  steel  trim  over  wood,  and  step  by  step  developed 
methods  whereby  steel  trim  gradually  replaced  the  wood 
trim  to  such  an  extent  that  all  the  leading  architects 
adopted  steel  trim  and  doors  for  the  most  important 
buildings.  A  few  of  the  buildings  so  equipped  are  the 
Wool  worth,  the  Metropolitan,  the  Equitable  Buildings, 
both  downtown  and  uptown;  the  Standard  Oil  and  many 
others.  He  followed  the  fortunes  of  the  concern,  whose 
business  in  191 1  was  assumed,  by  the  United  States 
Metal  Products  Corporation,  which  in  its  turn  was 
taken  over  in  1913  by  the  Empire  Art  Metal  Company, 
and  these,  h  1920,  by  the  Central  Metal  Products 
Corporation.  In  March,  1921,  Mr.  Cohen,  together 
with  Andrew  J.  Connell,  organized  the  Superior  Steel 
Door  Trim  Company,  of  which  he  is  now  the  vice- 
president.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Mamionedes  Benevo¬ 
lent  Society. 

Mr.  Cohen  married  (first),  in  September,  1904,  in 
New  York  City,  Celia  Thorman,  and  they  were  the 
parents  of  Rose  Cohen,  born  in  November,  1905.  He 
married  (second),  in  October,  1918,  in  New  York  City, 
Sadie  Wellin,  a  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Bessie  Wel- 
lin,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  Harry  David  Cohen, 
born  in  February,  1020. 


WILLIAM  CHARLES  RITTER— Among  the 
prosperous  business  men  in  Queens  County  is  William 
Charles  Ritter,  real  estate  and  mortgage  agent  in  Long 
Island  City.  He  was  horn  in  1888  in  New  York  City, 
the  son  of  Charles  F.  a-ml  Sophie  L.  (Wiese)  Ritter. 
His  father  was  in  the  clothing  business.  William  C. 
Ritter  was  educated  at  the  Woodside  public  school 
and  the  Woodside  High  School.  He  was  with  the 
Astoria  Mahogany  Company  for  eight  years,  after 
wards  he  went  to  Central  America  for  a  mahogany 
company,  but  in  1922  he  engaged  in  the  real  estate 
and  mortgage  business  he  now  conducts  at  No.  35 
Academy  Street,  Long  Island  City.  He  is  a  Democrat 
in  politics;  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  and  a 
Knights  Templar.  He  attends  the  Lutheran  Church 
and  is  not  married.  His  residence  is  at  No.  3028  Mur¬ 
ray  Land,  Flushing,  Long  Island,  New  York. 


WILLIAM  LINDEMANN— A  veteran  seaman  oi 
the  German  Navy,  in  which  he  served  his  period  of 
enlistment  after  having  followed  the  sea  for  six  years, 
William  Lindemann  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in 
1913,  and  after  persuing  various  occupations,  established 
a  hotel  and  restaurant  business,  first  at  Long  Island 
City,  and  later  at  Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  where  he  is 
at  present  located,  and  has  met  with  success  in  this 
business  which  he  has  conducted  since  1917. 

Mr.  Lindemann  is  the  son  of  Carl  and  Freda  Linde¬ 
mann,  and  was  born  in  Germany,  August  22,  1887. 
His  father  was  in  the  express  business  for  many  years. 
Both  parents  are  deceased.  The  son  William  attended

Here,  for  the  past 
seven  years,  Father  Schenck  has  not  only  greatly  in¬ 
creased  and  consolidated  his  parish  membership,  but 
has  added  to  the  material  value  of  St.  Monica’s  by 
prudent  purchase  of  property  and  the  construction  of 
a  much  needed  school  and  convent.  He  is  a  popular 
spiritual  leader  of  his  people,  has  performed  a  very 
notable  and  substantial  work  here,  and  is  esteemed  by 
all  who  know  him  and  his  unwearied  aims  and  purposes 
in  behalf  of  church  and  parish.  He  is  a  son  of  Fred¬ 
erick  Charles  Schenck,  a  cigar  manufacturer  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  and  of  Pauline  (Greschke)  Schenck,  neither  of 
whom  are  living. 

Rev.  Richard  A.  Schenck  was  born  in  Berlin,  Ger¬ 
many,  September  8,  1866,  and  with  his  parents  came  to 
the  United  States  in  1872.  He  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn,  and  then,  in 
special  preparation  for  his  vocation,  he  became  a  student 
at  St.  John’s  College,  Brooklyn,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1893  with  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.

In  1917, 
he  received  his  appointment  as  pastor  of  St.  Monica’s 
Church  at  Jamaica.  Indefatigable  in  his  efforts  towards 
the  upbuilding  and  maintenance  of  his  parish,  Father 
Schenck,  in  1922,  purchased  64.000  square  feet  of  land 
from  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  with  its  loca¬ 
tion  on  One  Hundred  and  Sixtieth,  Centre,  and  Union 
Hall  streets,  and  there  he  erected  a  parochial  school 
and  convent,  the  cost  of  construction  being  S210.000. 
Father  Schenck  is  a  fourth  degree  Knight  of  Columbus.

confidence  of  all.  Mr.  Bondy  is  a  son  of  Gustave 
and  Anna  Bondy,  his  father  a  retired  manufacturer 
residing  at  No.  70  Maurice  Avenue,  Elmhurst.

A  Canadian  by  birth 
of  pure  Anglo-Saxon  stock  who  has  for  many  years 
been  settled  in  our  country,  where  he  is  conducting  a 
most  successful  medical  practice  is  Dr.  Dallas  G.  Bray, 
of  No.  441  Seventh  Avenue,  Long  Island  City.

Charles  R.  Marvin  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Sep¬ 
tember  r5,  1892,  the  son  of  Meyer  Marvin,  who  is  man¬ 
ager  of  three  of  the  departments  of  Ilanan  &  Son, 
Brooklyn,  and  who  lives  in  Kingston  Avenue,  Brooklyn, 
and  Ida  (Rosenberg)  Marvin,  who  died  in  1907.  Charles 
R.  Marvin  was  educated  in  Public  School,  No.  43, 
Brooklyn,  and  the  Eastern  District  High  School,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  whereat  he  attended  for  one  term.  He  left  school 
in  order  to  go  to  work  as  a  stock  clerk  in  the  wholesale 
silk  and  notions  establishment  of  Henry  E.  Frankenberg, 
after  six  months  in  the  stock  room,  becoming  salesman 
on  inside  work.  A  year’s  employment  in  the  Franken¬ 
berg  place  was  followed  by  service  as  general  manager 
of  the  Lyric  Suit  and  Waist  Company,  Wooster  Street, 
New  York  City.  When  five  years  after  Mr.  Marvin 
became  general  manager  of  the  firm  its  he*1'!  died,  Mr. 
Marvin  accepted  a  position  as  assistant  to  the  general 
manager  of  the  Eastern  Table  Works,  in  Albany,  New 
York.  He  worked  there  three  years  and  then  returned  to 
New  York,  where  he  took  civil  service  examinations, 
and  after  pass’-  *' x  them,  was  assigned  to  the  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yards  in  the  Transport  Department.  When  the 
United  States  entered  the  World  War,  he  enlisted  in  the 
General  Storekeepers’  Department  of  the  United  States 
Navy,  and  was  stationed  aboard  the  transport  steamer 
“Niagara.”  As  storekeeper,  first-class,  he  was  in  sole 
charge  of  supplies  on  the  vessel  and  commanded  eighteen 
men  in  the  convoy  service.  Following  his  discharge,  he 
became  manager  of  the  “Long  Island  Daily  Press,”  in 
which  position  he  remained  for  about  one  year  and  a 
half,  resigning  in  order  to  establish  the  “Nassau  County 
Times,”  at  Mineola.

practice  without  having  first  devoted  a  period  of  time 
varying  from  several  months  to  years  to  a  more  thor¬ 
ough  and  detailed  study  of  the  vast  subject  of  medicine 
and  surgery  from  a  practical,  point  of  view.  This  im¬ 
portant  training  in  the  life  of  the  young  doctor  can  only 
be  obtained  in  the  clinical  wards  or  in  the  operating 
rooms  of  a  hospital  where  the  various  types  of  disease 
arc  classified  and  arranged,  and  old  experienced  clinical 
teachers  are  ready  at  hand  to  guide  the  first  footsteps 
of  the  beginner,  direct  his  attention  to  important  signs 
and  symptoms,  prevent  him  from  committing  some  of 
the  grosser  mistakes  or  overlook  imminent  dangers  which 
to  his  unpracticed  eye  and  ear  are  absent  or  appear 
remote,  and  do  not  claim  his  attention  to  the  degree  that 
they  ought  to.  In  such  hospitals,  with  up-to-date,  well- 
equipped  and  well-endowed  laboratories,  the  young 
medical  practitioner  also  finds  a  chance  of  acquainting 
himself  with  the  most  modern  methods  of  research  work 
and  up-to-date  chemical  and  electrical  apparatus,  which 
same  would  be  quite  beyond  the  reach  of  the  young 
doctor’s  pocket.  One  of  the  doctors,  resident  in  As¬ 
toria,  Long  Island,  who  has  devoted  a  long  time  to  post¬ 
graduate  studies  of  every  variety  and  served  as  interne 
in  three  big  hospitals,  thus  gathering  a  rich  fund  of 
practical  knowledge  at  the  very  outstart  of  his  career,  is 
Doctor  Samuel  I.  Muller,  of  No.  457  Eighth  Avenue, 
Astoria,  Long  Island. 

Dr.  Samuel  I.  Muller  was  born  June  9,  1802,  in 
New  York  City,  a  son  of  Armin  and  Regina  (Seidner) 
Muller,  thv  latter  still  living  (1924).  Armin  Muller, 
the  father,  now  deceased,  was  for  many  years  the  owner 
of  a  cleaning  and  dyeing  establishment.  Dr.  Muller 
received  his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
his  native  city.  lie  then  matriculated  as  a  student  of 
Columbia  University  and  received  the  degree  of  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Philosophy  in  T911,  and  after  another  four 
years’  course  of  study  at  New  York  University,  and 
Long  Island  College  Hospital,  graduated  in  1914  with 
the  degree  or  Doctor  of  Medicine.  After  completion 
of  his  scholastic  period.  Doctor  Muller,  conscious  of  the 
necessity  of  deepening  and  widening  the  knowledge 
gained  in  his  student  days,  entered  the  Williamsburg 
Hospital  as  an  interne,  and  after  that  served  in  the 
same  capacity  in  the  famous  Post  Graduate  Hospital,  and 
the  Lying-In  Hospital,  until  1916,  when  he  considered 
himself  competent  enough  to  start  a  general  private 
practice,  which  he  has  continued  ever  since  with  great 
success,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  numerous  patients 
and  friends. 

During  the  World  War  Dr.  Muller  served  for  a 
period  of  six  months  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the 
United  States  Army,  and  was  stationed  at  Fort  Slo¬ 
cum.  His  fraternal  and  other  associations  include

He  is  owner  of  the  Farm  House,  at  Montgomery 
County,  New  York,  a  one  hundred  and  fifty  acre  farm, 
devoted  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  children,  since 
1921.  This  farm  is  his  recreation  and  hobby. 

Dr.  Samuel  I.  Muller  married,  November  I,  iQiS,  in 
Pennsylvania,  Clara  May  Smith,  a  daughter  of  Charles 
and  Gertrude  (Matthew')  Smith,  both  of  whom  are 
living  (1024).  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Muller  are  the  parents  of 
a  daughter:  Emilia  Muller,  born  September,  1919.  The 
family  residence  is  at  No.  457  Eighth  Avenue,  Astoria, 
Long  Island. 


JOHN  A.  SIMON — As  superintendent  of  the  Queens 
Village  Post  Office,  John  A.  Simon  is  well  known  to 
the  citizens  of  the  village.  Knowing  him  would  not  be 
sufficient  to  the  citizens,  for  Mr.  Simon  is  the  sort  of 
man  with  whom  mere  acquaintance  is  undesirable,  as 
Queens  Village  residents  will  attest.  His  amiable,  cour¬ 
teous  manner,  and  his  affable  personality,  his  splendid 
record  as  the  administrator  of  the  Federal  Government’s 
affairs  in  the  village,  and  his  democratic  treatment  and 
attitude  have  made  for  him  all  his  friends,  with  the 
result  that,  being  continually  in  the  public  eye,  he  is  one 
of  the  most  prominent  and  popular  men  in  the  villa  T<*. 
Mr.  Simon  does  not  confine  his  interests  and  activities  to 
the  post  office,  however,  though  his  able  and  thorough 
execution  of  his  duties  as  post  office  superintendent  is 
unimpeachable ;  for  he  is  an  active  Republican  and  cit¬ 
izen,  and  an  active  club  and  fraternal  man. 

Born  in  New  York  City  in  18G8,  the  son  of  Andrew 
Simon,  a  cooper,  and  Gertrude  (Henry)  Simon,  John  A.

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CHRISTOPHER  MARSDEN — A  lifetime,  prac¬ 
tically,  of  activities  in  nautical  interests  is  the  record  of 
Christopher  Marsden,  of  Jackson  Heights,  and  he  is 
widely  known  as  a  shipmaster  on  important  seagoing 
vessels  which  places  him  among  the  largely  important  and 
significant  men  of  his  day.  Within  the  past  sixteen  years 
he  has  definitely  given  up  the  seafaring  life  and  has  es¬ 
tablished  himself  in  the  real  estate  business  in  this  cora- 
... munity.  Mr.  Marsden’s  natural  ability  and  tireless 
energy  have  made  his  work  in  every  realm  of  more  than 
passing  importance,  and  he  holds  the  unqualified  esteem 
and  confidence  of  all  who  are  in  touch  with  his  activities, 
lie  i>  a  son  of  Charles  and  Ann  Marsden,  his  father  for 
many  years  active  in  the  leather  business  in  Lancaster, 
England.  Both  parents  are  now  deceased. 

Christopher  Marsden  was  born  in  Knowsley,  Lanca¬ 
shire.  England,  September  6,  1S66.  His  early  education 
was  received  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  his  birth¬ 
place,  and  he  also  attended  Nautical  College  in  Eng¬ 
land.

r<  -n? mi.ied  active  in  this  line  of  work,  being  a  real  estate 
exyrt  tor  the  city  on  street  opening  proceedings  in 
1914.  until  war  conditions  were  precipitated  in 
Furope. 

(  aptain  Marsden  at  this  time  served  his  country  by 
taking  command  of  the  steamship  “Georeiana,”  in  which 
he  made  five  trips  through  the  war  zone,  twice  across  the 
North  Sea  to  Rotterdam,  and  through  the  mine  fields. 
In  December,  1915,  he  left  the  “Georgiana”  at  Havre, 
r  ranee,  and  returned  to  New  York  by  way  of  Bordeaux 
<".i  the  steamship  “La  Touraine.”  from  New  York  he 
"-■  lit  to  San  Francisco  to  superintend  the  equipment  of 

stoani'hip  "Eurana,”  which  he  was  then  to  command. 
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On  this  steamer  he  made  four  more  trips  through  the 
war  zone  and  was  caught  only  once  by  a  submarine,  but 
the  commander  of  the  submarine  knowing  Captain  Mars¬ 
den,  instead  of  greeting  him  with  a  torpedo,  wished  him 
a  pleasant  voyage.  In  March,  1917,  Marsden  joined  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserves  as  lieutenant-commander, 
and  was  assigned  to  duty  as  enrolling  officer  for  the 
Third  District.  Captain  Marsden’s  long  experience  in 
affairs  nautical  was  of  the  greatest  value  to  this  country 
in  her  naval  manoeuvers  of  the  war  period,  and  after 
long  and  honorable  service  he  received  his  discharge  in 
January  of  1920.  He  then  took  command  of  the  .steamer 
“Defiance”  of  the  Atlantic  Transport  Line  and  made  two 
voyages  to  London.  Resigning  to  accept  the  position  of 
marine  superintendent  of  the  Consolidated  Maritime 
Lines,  Captain  Marsden  before  the  end  of  1920  resigned 
permanently  from  nautical  affairs.  Locating  in  Jack- 
son  Heights  he  established  himself  in  the  real  estate  busi¬ 
ness  and  is  still  active  in  this  field.  With  offices  in  the 
Corn  Exchange  Bank  Building,  he  has  become  a  leading 
figure  in  real  estate  progress  in  Queens  County  to-day. 

A  Republican  by  political  affiliation,  Captain  Marsden’s 
only  public  service  has  been  along  the  general  line  of  his 
life  work,  and  in  December  of  1921  he  was  appointed  a 
port  warden  of  the  Port  of  New  York  by  Governor 
Miller,  which  office  he  also  held  under  Governor  Flughes 
in  1910-11.

Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  and  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Consistory,  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite;  also 
Kismet  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  a  companion  of  the  Naval  Order 
of  the  United  States;  a  member  of  the  Marine  Society  of 
New  York;  of  Elmhurst  Post,  No.  2S9,  American  Le¬ 
gion;  and  of  the  Shipmasters’  Club  of  New  York.  The 
captain  also  holds  membership  in  the  Masonic  Qub  of 
Jackson  Heights,  and  the  Past  Masters’  Association  of 
Nassau,  Suffolk  and  Queens.  He  attends  the  Community 
Church  of  Jackson  Heights. 

Christopher  Marsden  married,  in  October,  1892.  at 
Knowsley  Church,  England,  Mary  E.  Powell,  daughter 
of  John  Powell,  and  they  have  four  children:  Lillie,  born 
in  1894;  Christopher,  born  in  1897;  Louise,  born  in 
1898;  and  Leonie,  born  in  1900.

FRANK  L.  STARKE — Although  still  in  his  twen¬ 
ties,  Frank  L.  Starke  has  become  recognized  as  a  lawyer 
of  conspicuous  ability,  especially  in  the  field  of  real  estate 
law.

REV.  PET3  *.  HENN — During  his  active  priest¬ 
hood  on  Long  Island  of  more  than  thirty  years,  Rev.

His  first  assignment  was  to  Saint  James 
Cathedral,  and  his  curacies  in  succession  were  those  of 
Saint  Leonard’s,  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  and 
the  parish  of  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help.  He  went  to 
Saint  Joseph’s  parish,  Long  Island  City,  pastor,  in 
March,  1914,  where  he  has  continued  to  the  present. 
This  parish  has  about  six  thousand  souls,  there  is  a 


school  of  eleven  hundred  children,  and  the  Convent  of 
Saint  Dominic  comprises  twenty-two  nuns. 


JAMES  R.  REULING,  M.  D.— With  his  large  gen¬ 
eral  practice  at  Flushing  and  its  neighborhood,  Dr. 
Reuling’s  standing  among  the  physicians  of  Long  Island 
is  that  of  the  progressive  practitioner  who  is  interested 
in  the  new  discoveries  of  science  and  the  application  of 
their  results  for  the  relief  of  humanity;  while  among 
his  clients  he  is  welcomed  as  one  who  is  ready  to  bestow 
that  skillful  service  that  is  the  outcome  of  a  valuable 
training  and  experience  in  the  profession.

Making  special 
preparation  for  his  life  work,  he  graduated  from  Jeffer¬ 
son  Medical  College  with  the  class  of  1914,  when  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  His  first 
active  work  in  his  profession  was  that  of  his  association 
with  the  San  Francbco  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  and  soon 
afterwards  he  was  appointed  chief  resident  physician 
and  surgeon  for  the  City  and  County'  Hospital  at  San 
Francisco.  In  1916  his  chief  attention  was  given  to  a 
laige  practice  that  lie  had  established  in  that  city.  At 
the  close  of  the  World  War  he  accepted  the  new  oppor¬ 
tunity'  of  making  his  home  in  the  East,  and  establishing 
his  offices  at  Bayside,  he  there  built  a  beautiful  residence 
and  has  an  extensive  general  practice,  and  at  the  same 
time  is  associated  with  the  Flushing  Hospital.

He  was  assigned  to  active  duty  at  Mare’s  Island 
Navy  Yard,  at  San  Francisco,  May  2,  1917.  On  May- 
17,  1917,  he  was  detached  from  duty  in  the  dispensary  at 
Mare’s  Island,  and  ordered  to  duty  at  the  naval  hospital 
at  Puget  Sound,  in  charge  of  all  medical  wards  until 
July  31,  1917.  He  was  then  detached  from  hospital  ser¬ 
vice  and  assigned  to  duty  in  connection  with  the  fitting 
out  of  the  U.  S.  S.  “Savannah,”  remaining  on  duty  with 
this  ship  from  December  24,  1917,  until  his  resignation 
took  effect  on  December  23,  1919.  Upon  his  honorable 
discharge  he  was  a  lieutenant,  ranking  as  past  assistant 
surgeon. 

Dr.  Reuling’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  given  to  the 
ancient  Masonic  fraternity,  the  oldest  fraternal  body  in 
the  world.  He  is  a  member  of  Bayside  Lodge,  No.  999. 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  St.  Andrew’s  Chapter.

GEORGE  ABBOTT — Enterprising  business  men  do 
not  remain  any  longer  than  they  can  help  in  a  given  po¬ 
sition  unless  they  feel  that  it  affords  a  congenial  outlet 
for  their  individual  gifts  and  capacities  and  proves  a 
stepping  stone  to  a  more  extensive  and  profitable  sphere 
of  activity.  Mr.  George  Abbott,  a  leading  real  estate  and 
insurance  agent  in  Bayside,  Long  Island,  spent  some 
years  as  a  railroad  clerk  and  banking  official  before  de¬ 
ciding  definitely  in  favor  of  his  present  line  of  business.

ALFRED  PAUL  FISHER,  a  native  of  Boston,  but 
now  resident  of  and  doing  business  on  Long  Island, 
started  in  the  printing  line  about  ten  years  ago,  but  has 
been  appointed  manager  of  the  Woodhaven  branch  of 
the  Studebaker  Corporation  of  America.  Resisting  other 
calls  that  a  college  education  easily  made  possible,  Mr.

PETER  HARPER — With  valuable  experience  in 
other  lines  of  business  endeavor,  Peter  Harper  came  to 
Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  some  eighteen  years  ago,  and  has 
since  been  identified  with  local  affairs  with  large  and 
ever  increasing  prominence.  Mr.  Harper  is  a  native  of 
Ireland  and  a  member  of  a  noteworthy  family  of  that 
country,  his  father,  Thomas  ETarper,  a  farmer  by  occu¬ 
pation  until  his  retirement.  The  mother,  Marie  (Fin¬ 
negan)  Harper,  is  also  a  member  of  a  well-known 
family  of  Ireland.

He  built  about  forty  homes  in  Elmhurst. 


WARREN  H.  GILMAN — One  of  the  many  pro¬ 
fessional  men  whose  career  was  at  the  very  outset  inter¬ 
rupted  by  the  readiness  with  which  they  obeyed  the  call 
to  take  up  arms  on  behalf  of  the  cause  of  freedom  and 
civilization  throughout  the  world,  was  Warren  H.  Gil¬ 
man,  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Creamer  &  Gilman,  of 
the  Flaza  Building,  Long  Island  City,  New  York.  He 
was  born  June  17,  1892,  in  Long  Island  City,  a  son  of 
Edmund  W.  Gilman,  who  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  was 
for  forty  years  superintendent  of  the  Brooklyn  Cooper¬ 
age  Company.  Edmund  W.  Gilman  served  in  the  navy 
during  the  Civil  War,  on  beard  the  steamship  “Cumber¬ 
land,”  and  was  wounded.  The  mother,  Ellen  (Sharkey) 
Gilman,  was  born  in  Jersey  City. 

Mr.  Gilman,  after  attending  the  first  public  school  of 
Long  Island  City,  attended  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  High 
School,  New  York  City,  and  the  Brooklyn  Preparatory 
School,  from  which  latter  institution  he  graduated  in 
1909.  He  then  entered  Brooklyn  College,  where,  in  1913, 
he  took  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  and  finally  matriculated  as 
a  student  at  the  Law  School  of  Fordham  University, 
from  which  institution,  in  1916,  he  received  the  degree 
of  LL.

Jacksonville,  Florida.  After  a  return  to  Camp  Uptcn  in 
June,  1918,  and  a  stay  there  of  three  months,  Mr.  Gil¬ 
man  was  despatched  overseas  as  a  first  lieutenant  and  was 
there  attached  to  Headquarters  of  the  First  Army.  In 
January,  1919,  he  returned  home  and  received  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States  Army 
in  March,  19x9.  Mr.  Creamer,  who  had  been  for  thirty- 
five  years  in  the  law  business,  extended  an  invitation  to 
Mr.  Gilman  to  join  him  as  a  partner,  and  this  led  to  the 
foundation  of  the  present  firm,  Creamer  &  Gilman, 
whose  office  is  situated  at  the  Bridge  Plaza,  Long  Island 
City.  In  politics  Mr.  Gilman  is  a  Democrat ;  and  in 
religion  a  member  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  atten¬ 
dant  of  the  Church  of  Our  Lady  Queen  of  Martyrs,  of 
Forest  Hills,  Long  Island.

JAMES  N.  BUTTERLY— For  the  past  ten  years 
James  N.  Butterly,  of  Elmhurst,  has  been  identified 
with  real  estate  affairs  in  this  section,  beginning  his  ca¬ 
reer  when  a  mere  boy.  In  his  fine  initiative  and  the  large 
natural  ability  which  forms  a  substantia!  foundation  for 
his  success,  he  is  well  equipped  for  his  present  activities, 
and  he  is  counted  among  the  thoroughly  progressive  and 
outstanding  young  men  of  his  day.  His  future  is  un¬ 
questionably  one  of  large  success  and  high  achievement, 
for  he  has  made  a  remarkable  record  thus  far  and  is 
ever  going  forward.  He  is  a  son  of  John  Butterly,  who 
was  for  many  years  active  in  the  real  estate  business  at 
the  corner  of  Grand  Street  and  Queens  Boulevard  in 
Elmhurst,  and  has  also  won  an  enviable  reputation  in 
the  realm  of  civil  engineering.

Natalie,  born  March  23,  1923.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  are 
prominent  in  the  social  circles  of  their  community.  They 
make  their  home  at  No.  28  Smart  Avenue,  Flushing, 
Long  Island. 


CHARLES  B.  WILSON— The  motor  car,  practi¬ 
cally  unknown  to  business  twenty-five  years  ago,  has.  in 
the  last  two  decades,  grown  into  a  business  project  of  im¬ 
mense  proportions,  and  is  the  medium  to-day  by  which 
many  new  successful  business  men  are  made.  A  strik¬ 
ing  instance  is  found  in  the  firm  of  Wilson  Brothers, 
both  brothers  of  which  are  young  men  who  are  steadily 
becoming  more  and  more  successful  in  their  chosen  line 
of  endeavor,  that  of  representing,  as  agents  and  sales¬ 
men,  two  of  the  most  widely  known  makes  of  motor 
car.  Charles  B.  Wilson,  as  secretary  of  the  firm,  is 
contributing  to  no  small  extent  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
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Wilson  Brothers’  Corporation,  and  incidentally  to  the 
progress  and  advancement  of  the  community  in  which 
he  lives  and  works.

DR.  EVAN  W.  McLAVE — The  United  States  is  a 
great  federated  Republic,  by  far  the  largest  of  its  kind 
in  the  world  and  there  are  territorial  regions  which  are 
lumped  together  and  roughly  distinguished  as  the  North, 
the  South,  the  East,  the  Middle  and  the  Far  West  and 
so  forth.  As  all  these  parts  however  arc  coterminous 
forming  sections  of  the  Northern  half  of  the  American 
continent  united  by  common  language,  m-'re  or  less 
common  religion,  ethical  standards  and  ma  .y  other  tics 
and  neither  separated  by  linguistic  or  racial  or  custom 
barrier,  nor  by  the  sea  or  large  stretches  of  water,  there 
is  naturally  a  constant  migration  going  on  between  vari¬ 
ous  parts  of  the  Republic  and  there  has  for  a  long  time 
been  discernible  a  drift  from  East  to  West  and  from 
North  to  South.  Large  commercial  and  banking  enterprises 
operating  in  the  North  are  often  headed  by  Southerners 
who  are  not  infrequently  found  settled  in  the  Northern 
States,  perhaps  not  including  the  New  England  States, 
to  the  same  extent,  exercising  the  legal  or  medical  pro¬ 
fession,  or  teaching  in  colleges  and  universities  and  so 
forth.  One  of  the  medical  men  settled  in  Astoria,  Long 
Island,  who  is  a  Southerner  by  birth,  is  Dr.  Evan  W. 
McLave,  who  is  carrying  on  a  general  medical  practice 
in  Astoria,  Long  Island,  where  he  has  a  large  circle  of 
grateful  patients  and  many  friends. 

Dr.  McLave  is  a  native  of  Virginia,  where  he  was 
born  on  April  iS,  1896,  a  son  of  John  McLave,  a  retired 
carriage-manufacturer,  and  Annie  (Williams)  McLave, 
living.  Dr.  McLave  received  his  education  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  and  high  schools  of  Hastings-on-the-Hudson,  and 
after  completing  his  studies  entered  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity  as  a  student  of  medicine.  After  attending  all  the 
lectures,  courses  and  passing  all  exams  satisfactorily  he 
duly  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1910. 
Plaving  completed  his  professional  studies  as  he  did 
practical  post-graduate  work  and  added  to  his  profes¬ 
sional  skill  and  experience  by  occupying  for  two  years 
and  six  months  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  the  position  of  in¬ 
terne  and  House  Physician.  In  1921  he  began  a  prac¬ 
tice  of  his  own  at  Astoria,  Long  Island,  and  has  con¬ 


tinued  it  with  marked  success  up  to  the  present  time. 
Y\  hile  attending  to  his  large  private  and  family  prac¬ 
tice  Dr.  McLave  is  associated  in  an  honorary  capacity 
with  the  St.  Johns,  and  Bellevue  hospitals.  His  fra¬ 
ternal  and  professional  associations  include  membership 
in  the  following:  American  Medical  Association;  State 
and  County  Medical  Associations;  and  Bellevue  Alumni 
Association.  In  politics  Dr.  McLane  is  an  independent, 
and  in  religion  a  Presbyterian. 

On  June  7,  1924,  Dr.  McLave  married,  at  Bingham¬ 
ton,  Esther  Manger,  a  daughter  of  Frank  and  Carrie 
Manger. 


CHARLES  C.  CHARTIER — In  insurance  circles 
in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  Charles  C.  Cliartier  stands 
among  the  leaders  of  present-day  advance  and  his  work 
is  contributing  in  a  marked  degree  to  the  general  welfare. 
Broadly  familiar  with  insurance  affairs  both  local  and 
general,  Mr.  Chartier  gives  constructive  attention  to  his 
endeavors,  and  his  position  is  one  of  more  than  usual 
prominence.  He  is  a  son  of  Roy  T.  Chartier,  who  was 
born  at  St.  Anne,  Illinois,  and  was  engaged  in  United 
States  Customs  Service  until  his  death  which  occurred 
in  1902.

WALTER  W.  ANDERSON— There  has  been  no 
time  in  the  business  life  of  Mr.  Anderson  when  he  was 
not  concerned  with  some  branch  of  the  lumber  dealer’s 
interests,  whether  in  Canada  or  in  the  United  States; 
and  his  ownership  of  the  Springfield  Lumber  Company’s 
business  and  his  big  standing  among  the  lumber  men  of 
Long  Island  are  results  of  his  lifelong  devotion  to  a 
calling,  in  which  his  father  had  throughout  his  own  life 
been  an  expert.  In  his  early  years  he  made  himself  pro- 
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ficient  in  the  handling  of  lumber,  and  he  has  faithfully 
followed  that  line,  his  present  enterprise  being  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  his  well-directed  ambitions.  He  is  a  son  of 
the  late  Angus  Anderson,  who  was  a  wholesale  lumber 
dealer,  and  of  Grace  (Cannon)  Anderson,  who  is  living 
in  Jamaica. 

Walter  W.  Anderson  was  born  November,  1900,  at 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools. 
After  leaving  school  he  joined  his  father  in  the  whole¬ 
sale  lumber  business,  he  then  being  in  his  fourteenth 
year.  After  his  father’s  death,  which  occurred  in  1922, 
he  bought  the  plant  and  good  will  of  the  Springfield 
Lumber  Company,  a  prosperous  concern,  dealing  in  all 
kinds  of  lumber  and  building  materials.  Mr.  Anderson’s 
fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church. 


LIEUTENANT  SAMUEL  LITTMAN— In  finan¬ 
cial  circles  on  Long  Island,  Samuel  Littman  is  a  well- 
known  figure,  and  he  is  prominent  in  various  lines  of  pro¬ 
gressive  endeavor.  It  is,  however,  in  his  military  activ¬ 
ities  that  his  usefulness  has  been  most  widely  recognized, 
and  thus  it  is  as  Lieutenant  Littman  that  he  is  best 
known.  He  is  a  man  of  large  energy  and  initiative, 
whose  work  in  any  line  of  activity  in  which  he  is  engaged 
reveals  important  qualities  of  definite  benefit  to  future 
progress,  as  well  as  to  present  interests.  Mr.  Littman  is 
a  son  of  Charles  and  Pauline  (Greenberg)  Littman,  both 
natives  of  Roumania,  and  both  residents  of  this  country 
for  many  years.  The  father,  who  has  long  been  active 
as  an  accountant  in  America,  was  a  soldier  1  the  Rou¬ 
manian  Army*  and  served  in  the  Russo-Turk  War  of 
1876.  He  was  married  to  Charlotte  Beatrice,  ne  Ferron, 
and  has  four  daughters:  Anna,  Frances,  Muriel  and 
Leonora. 

Samuel  Littman  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Feb¬ 
ruary  5,  1881.  Receiving  his  early  education  in  Public 
School  No.  7,  of  Manhattan,  he  later  attended  the  College 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1898  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Later 
entering  New  York  University  Law  School,  he  was 
graduated  in  1901,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws, 
but  his  graduation  occurred  nearly  one  year  prior  to  the 
possibility  of  his  acceptance  at  the  bar,  on  account  of  his 
youth.  Admitted  shortly  following  the  twenty-first  an¬ 
niversary  of  his  birth,  he  began  practice  in  Brooklyn  and 
went  forward  alone  until  1905.  He  then  became  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company,  as  at¬ 
torney  in  their  law  department.  Remaining  in  that  con¬ 
nection  he  was  active  for  twelve  years,  then  resigned  to 
take  up  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  World  War 
activities.  Upon  his  return  to  civilian  life,  he  formed  an 
affiliation  with  the  Jamaica  branch  of  the  Home  Title 
Insurance  Company  3s  attorney  and  remained  with  that 
concern  until  September  4,  1920,  when  he  returned  to  the 
Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company.  Pie  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  legal  staff  at  their  Jamaica  branch,  where  he 
continued  until  July  1,  1924,  when  he  opened  his  own 
offices  in  the  Stuart  Building,  Jamaica.  He  is  now  carry¬ 
ing  forward  a  definitely  successful  and  ever-growing  in¬ 
terest  in  the  practice  of  law,  and  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  noteworthy  professional  men  of  his  day. 

Mr.  Littman  was  active  for  ten  years  as  a  member  of 


the  47th  Regiment,  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  with  the  rank  of  first  sergeant  of  Compam-  B.- 
Serving  until  September,  1913,  Mr.  Littman  then  ies:gned 
on  account  of  the  prejudice  of  his  commanding  officer, 
Colonel  Henry  C.  Barthman,  against  his  promotion  be¬ 
cause  of  his  race.  A  special  board  of  inquiry  was  insti¬ 
tuted  bv  Governor  Sulzer,  and  this  board  sustained  Ser¬ 
geant  Littman’s  charges,  recommended  that  his  command¬ 
ing  officer  be  reprimanded  and  that  Sergeant  Littman  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  reenlist  and  be  commissioned. 
(See  adjutant-general  files  of  July  17,  1913).  After  the 
action  of  the  board,  Sergeant  Littman  declined  the  offer. 
In  1917,  he  was  one  of  the  first  to  offer  himself  for  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  World  War,  but  enlisted  as  private  in  the 
Motor  Transport  Corps.  In  May,  1918,  he  was  sent 
overseas  as  a  member  of  the  302d  Motor  Transport 
Corps,  and  was  wounded  at  Soissons  in  the  Chateau- 
Thierry  drive  in  July,  1918.  He  was  cared  for  at  Base 
Plospital  No.  4,  then  transferred  to  the  American  Army 
headquarters  at  Paris,  where  he  participated  in  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  purchasing  department  of  the  Motor 
Transport  Corps,  under  General  Dawes.  He  wras  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  sergeant  and  sent  to  the  Officers’ 
Training  School  at  Decize,  France,  where  he  was  com¬ 
missioned  lieutenant  not  long  before  the  armistice.  Re¬ 
turning  to  the  United  States  in  March,  1919,  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Dix,  with  an  officer’s 
commission,  but  was  reinducted  for  the  demobilization 
activities,  and  served  at  Camp  Dix  until  July,  1919,  as 
army  field  clerk.  He  was  then  finally  discharged  with 
a  certificate  of  meritorious  service.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Hillside  Civic  Betterment  Association  and  chairman 
of  the  committee  of  education,  and  in  that  capacity  he 
succeeded  in  obtaining  appropriations  for  the  construction 
of  Public  School  No.  95,  of  Queensboro.  He  at¬ 
tends  the  Temple  Israel,  of  Jamaica.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Legion.  Major  Marks  Post,  of  Jamaica,  the 
Disabled  American  War  Veterans’  Association,  and  at  the 
writing  of  this  elected  to  membership  in  Garfield  Lodge. 
No.  889,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.

GEORGE  W.  HERZ — Along  general  lines  of  legal 
activity  George  W.  Herz,  ot  Ridgewood,  is  holding  a 
prominent  position  in  legal  advance  on  Long  Island.  His 
natural  ability  and  progressive  attitude  are  constructive 
forces  in  his  endeavors,  which  are  carrying  him  for¬ 
ward  with  the  promise  of  high  achievement  in  the  future. 
Mr.  Herz  is  a  man  of  high  ideals  and  excellent  practical 
training,  thus  the  field  of  legal  affairs  has  gained  a  figure 
of  sincerity  and  worth.  He  is  a  son  of  August  and 
Anna  (Winckel)  Herz,  both  natives  and  lifelong  residents 
of  Ridgewood,  the  father  for  many  years  active  as  a  man¬ 
ufacturer,  but  now  retired. 

George  W.  Herz  was  born  in  Ridgewood,  Long  Island, 
February  22/1899.  Receiving  his  early  edr  ion  in  the 
local  public  schools,  he  completed  the  course  at  the  Ridge¬ 
wood  High  School,  then  entered  the  Brooklyn  Law 
School  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1921,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.

JAMES  M.  DOBBINS,  M.  D.,  is  among  the  younger 
and  successful  practitioners  of  Astoria,  and  although 
educated  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  of  which  sec¬ 
tion  he  is  also  a  native,  his  hospital  experience  was 
earned  in  the  East,  since  which  time  he  has  made  his 
residence  in  this  part  of  the  State.  The  name  Dobbins 
is  of  ancient  origin,  being  of  that  class  of  surnames 
which  had  their  origin  in  the  baptismal  name  of  the 
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father,  the  son  being  called  “the  son  of  Robert.”  of 
which  Dob  is  the  nick  name,  its  diminutive  being  Dobin. 
The  name  was  variously  spelled  Dobbin,  Dobbins,  Dob- 
byn,  Dobbings,  Dobbyns,  Dobbing  and  Dobbinson,  and  in 
some  sections  Dobbin  was  for  a  time  a  pet  name  for  a 
horse,  later  becoming  a  specific  term  for  an  old  and  jaded 
horse.  The  name  Robert  also  gave  title  to  ghosts  and 
haunting  spirits,  hence  the  familiar  hobs  and  dobbUrs. 
A  ghost  is  a  dobby  in  Furness,  and  according  to  another 
authority,  “a  kind  of  spirit.”  As  early  as  1273,  we  find 
the  name  Dobin  used  as  a  surname  in  Oxfordshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  it  has  been  handed  down  along  a  long  line  of 
ancestry. 

Dr.  James  M.  Dobbins  was  born  October  16,  1892.  at 
Buffalo,  New  York,  son  of  Michael  K.  and  Julia  (Poole) 
Dobbins,  his  father  a  blacksmith  by  occupation,  and 
who  is  still  living  (1924);  his  mother  deceased.  The 
mother’s  name  Poole,  originated  in  that  class  of  names 
which  came  from  the  locality  of  residence,  Poo!  and 
Poole  both  meaning  “at  the  pool,”  from  residence  nearby. 
The  son  received  his  education  in  the  public  and  high 
schools  of  Depew,  New  York,  and  then  attended  the  L~ni- 
versity  of  Buffalo,  from  which  institution  of  learning 
he  received  his  degree  of  Medical  Doctor  in  1914.  On 
the  completion  of  his  studies  he  became  interne  at  St. 
John’s  Flospital  in  Long  Island  City,  and  after  his  service 
there,  he  began  his  private  practice  at  Astoria,  where  he 
has  established  himself  in  a  general  practice.  Fie  has 
been  very  successful  in  building  up  a  fine  clientele,  and 
his  services  are  greatly  in  demand.  He  is  on  the  staff 
of  St.  John’s  Hospital,  and  his  opinion  is  frequently 
sought  in  consultation.

Dobbins  are  the  parents  of  four  children :  J.  Walton, 
born  January  28,  1917;  James  Matthew,  Jr.,  boin  January 
18,  1919;  Richard  Francis,  born  July  1,  1920;  and  Mar¬ 
garet,  born  July  1,  1922. 


ANDREW  McTIGUE— Graduated  from  St.  John's 
College,  Brooklyn,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  An¬ 
drew  McTigue,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three,  was  conduct¬ 
ing  his  own  real  estate  business  in  his  native  Far  Rock- 
away,  Long  Island.

STEPHEN  G.  LAMPARD— As  a  leading  under¬ 
taker  of  Queens  County,  Stephen  G.  Lampard  is  prom¬ 
inent  in  Hollis,  and  in  his  sincere  attitude  towards  his 
work  and  his  large  success  the  people  recognize  his 
ability.  Mr.  Lampard  is  a  son  of  George  Thomas  Lam¬ 
pard,  who  has  been  for  many  years  active  as  a  plumbing 
contractor  in  New  York  City,  and  is  one  of  the  def¬ 
initely  successful  men  in  his  field.  The  mother,  Millie 
(Lee)  Lampard,  is  also  living. 

Stephen  G.  Lampard  was  born  in  East  9  ange,  New 
Jersey,  July  19,  1885.  Receiving  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  birthplace,  and  the  family 
thereafter  becoming  residents  of  Brooklyn,  he  attended 
the  Brooklyn  High  School.  Entering  his  present  pro¬ 
fession  with  Joseph  Marfing,  of  Brooklyn,  he  continued 
in  that  connection  for  eight  years,  then,  for  about  five 
years  was  identified  with  the  National  Casket  Company 
of  this  borough.

In  January,  1914,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  has  ever 
since  conducted  a  general  law  practice  as  an  attorney  in 
Hamels,  Long  Island.  Mr.  Wiener  is  a  member  of  the 
Jew'ish  faith,  and  attends  the  Temple  Bethel.  In  poli¬ 
tics,  he  is  a  Democrat,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  of  Rockaway  Beach;  a  member  of  the  State  and 
Queens  County  Bar  Association,  and  a  former  member 
of  the  board  of  governors.  His  fraternal  associations 
include  membership  in  the  Junior  Order  of  American 
Mechanics ;  the  Woodmen  of  America ;  and  the  Knights 
of  Pythias,  of  which  he  is  a  District  Deputy. 

On  November  27,  1017,  Mr.  Wiener  married,  at  Rock¬ 
away  Beach,  Clara  Edelstein,  born  December  13,  1898, 
a  daughter  of  Bernhard  and  Alice  (Ries)  Edelstein,  na¬ 
tives  of  Germany.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wiener  are  the  parents 
of  two  sons :  Bernhard,  born  at  Rockaw'ay,  September 
8,  191S;  and  Franklin,  born  at  Rockaway,  November  25, 
1921. 


MARTIN  J.  BOWE — Among  those  of  the  natives 
of  Flushing  who  have  been  close  witnesses  of  the  remark¬ 
able  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  Greater  New  York 
for  the  past  half  century,  few'  have  been  more  active 
therein  or  more  professionally  observant  of  such  changes 
than  Captain  Bowe,  who,  now  a  New  York  police  chief 
official,  has  for  twenty-eight  years  shared  in  the  active 
history  of  police  organization.  He  is  highly  esteemed, 
both  by  his  colleagues  and  the  public  in  general ;  while 
the  large  fraternity  of  legitimate  sportsmen  likewise 
esteem  him  for  his  lifelong  interests  in  the  national 
game,  particularly  as  applied  to  local  organizations.  He 
is  a  son  of  William  Bowe,  a  contractor  of  Flushing,  and 
Mary  Bowe. 

Captain  Martin  J.  Bowe  was  born  in  Flushing,  June 
15.  1873,  and  he  received  his  education  in  the  parochial 
and  the  Flushing  High  Schools.  He  first  turned  his  at¬ 
tention  to  learning  the  trade  of  plumber,  and  for  some 
time  he  was  employed  by  John  Swenson,  at  Flushing.  In 
1896,  he  received  his  first  call  to  duty  with  the  police 
force  with  his  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  old 
Flushing  organization.  Two  years  later,  when  Flushing 
became  amalgamated  with  Greater  New  York,  he  became 
a  member  of  the  New  York  police  force,  and  his  cap¬ 
taincy  with  the  force  w'as  announced  April  10,  1921. 
The  old-time  baseballists  throughout  this  section  will 
also  recall  his  brilliant  work  on  the  old  Jamaica  baseball 
team,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  most  active  members, 
and  when  he  was  known  as  one  of  the  best  second  base- 
men  of  his  generation.  Captain  Bowe,  besides,  has  the 
distinguishing  honor  of  having  organized  the  police  base¬ 
ball  team  of  New  York.  He  was  sergeant  of  the  17th 
Separate  Company  of  Flushing.  Captain  Bowe’s  frater¬ 
nal  affiliations  are  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  is 
a  communicant  of  Saint  Andres’  Catholic  Church. 

He  married  Agnes  Coughlin,  a  daughter  of  Patrick  and 
Agnes  Coughlin,  neither  of  whom  is  now'  living.  Cap¬ 
tain  and  Mrs.  Bowe  are  the  parents  of:  William  F. ; 
Mary  Rita;  Agnes  Elizabeth;  Martin  Aloysius;  Anna; 
Gertrude ;  Margaret ;  Ruth ;  Eugene ;  all  of  whom  re¬ 
side  with  their  parents. 
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WILLIAM  FRANCIS  BOWE— The  concerns  of 
law  practice  to  the  advancement  of  which  Mr.  Bowe 
has  devoted  all  his  energies  both  in  training  and  in  the 
practical  utilization  in  the  school  of  experience,  are  united 
in  the  activities  of  the  firm  of  Bowe,  Stock  &  Slattery, 
at  Flushing,  general  practitioners.  Mr.  Bowe,  who  is 
the  head  of  the  firm,  is  a  capable  pleader,  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  of  New  York  University  Law  School 
happily  combines  the  pedagogy  with  the  profession  of 
jurisprudence.  He  is  a  son  of  Captain  Martin  J.  Bowe, 
a  captain  of  the  Greater  New  York  police  force,  and  of 
Agnes  Bowe,  both  of  whom  reside  in  Flushing.

JOSEPH  LAWRENCE  MORRISSEY,  M.  D.— A 

physician  who  has  allied  his  professional  duties  largely 
with  those  interests  of  public  advancement,  social  and 
patriotic,  Dr.  Morrissey  is  known  as  a  popular  and  a  de¬ 
voted  practitioner  at  Elmhurst.  Remarkable  honors  for 
service  were  his  in  the  World  War,  yet  the  everyday 
honors  attached  to  service  in  the  practice  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  are  as  heartily  bestowed  while  as  faithfully  achieved. 
Dr.  Morrissey  has  a  large  practice  in  this  township  and 
beyond  its  borders,  and  he  keeps  indefatigablv  at  the  fore¬ 
front  of  the  advancing  interests  of  his  profession.

Joseph  Lawrence  Morrissey,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  New 
York  City,  April  21,  1891,  and  he  received  his  education 
in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  his  native  city.

War,  having  served  overseas  with  the  83d  Division  of 
Infantry,  American  Expeditionary  Force;  Francis  X. 
McKenna,  a  native  of  Far  Rockaway,  Long  Island, 
three  years  after  the  war  ended,  became  a  practicing 
lawyer  in  his  native  village,  where  the  partnership  of 
which  he  is  a  member  continues  to  enjoy  the  patronage 
of  a  large  number  of  clients.  Mr.  McKenna  was  born 
at  Far  Rockaway,  April  20,  1892,  the  son  of  William  J.

PHILIP  SCHOENFELD,  M.  D.— The  achievements 
of  the  gifted  Hebrew  race  in  the  fields  of  literature,  art 
and  science,  are  at  least  equalled,  if  not  surpassed  by 
those  of  Jewish  physicians,  medical  research  men  arid 
sanitarians.  The  imaginative  touch  and  powers  of  in¬ 
tuition  which  as  we  now  know,  are  important  elements 
in  the  mental  equipment  of  great  scientists  and  are 
often  called  into  action  at  the  bedside  in  the  subtle  work 
of  making  a  diagnosis,  not  by  any  mechanical  or  rational 
induction,  but  by  an  intuitive  flash,  almost  comparable 
to  the  inspiration  of  the  poets  and  artists,  are  possessed 
to  an  extraordinary  degree  by  the  Jewish  intellect  and 
enable  it  to  approach  and  cope  with  baffling  problems 
and  difficulties  in  its  own  way,  and  by  its  own  methods. 
It  is,  therefore,  not  to  be  wondered  that  in  the  United

MORRIS  L.  WEISS — A  prominent  builder  and  con¬ 
tractor  of  Forest  Hills,  who  has  but  recently  come  into 
prominence  in  this  section,  but  who  has  for  a  period  of 
years  gained  a  broad  experience  in  his  field  in  the  West 
and  in  the  metropolitan  district  of  New  York,  Morris 
L.  Weiss,  is  doing  splendid  work  for  this  community  and 
in  the  vicinity  in  general.

REV.  EDWARD  A.  HOLEAN  is  a  member  of  that 
group  of  Long  Island  pastors  whose  high  privilege  it  is 
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to  establish  present-day  parishes  among  the  towns  and 
villages  of  Long  Island,  where  members  of  the  Catholic 
faith  are  increasing  in  numbers  and  their  spiritual  needs 
cal!  for  the  founding  of  their  church  homes.  Equipped 
with  years  of  training  in  parish  work  in  New  York  and 
Long  Island,  he  organized  the  Church  of  the  Most 
Precious  Blood  at  Astoria  after  his  return  from  service 
in  the  great  World  War,  and  here  he  bears  the  burdens 
and  responsibilities  of  an  important  pastorate.  As 
civilian  chaplain  in  camp  and  field  during  the  war,  he 
performed  his  part  in  service  with  thoroughness  and 
zeal.  He  is  a  son  of  Thomas  H.  and  Rose'  (Joyce)  Hol- 
ran,  his  father  formerly  a  manufacturer,  and  both  of 
his  parents  now  (1924)  deceased.

He  has  built 
a  three-story  modern  brick  pastorate,  and  a  church  with 
a  seating  capacity  of  1,100,  and  he  has  plans  for  build¬ 
ing  a  large  school  in  the  near  future.  Father  Holran 
has  as  his  assistants  here  Rev.  Edward  A.  McGowan 
and  Rev.  Peter  Keleher.  During  the  World  War  he 
served  as  civilian  chaplain  at  Camp  Mills,  Mitchel  Field 
Military  Hospital,  and  at  Hazelhurst  Field. 


WILLIAM  B.  CATER — Directly  concerned  with 
the  purposes  of  public  safety,  the  product  of  the  Vulcan 
Rail  Construction  Company  is  approved  and  adopted 
throughout  the  United  States  for  its  perfect  adaptability 
to  elevated  railway  and  bridge  systems,  and  travel  where 
one  may  in  this  country  this  most  practical  manufacture 
is  found  in  use  and  a  substantial  part  of  public  utility. 
Concerned  in  the  origin  and  the  process  of  the  making 
of  the  vulcan  rail,  William  B.  Cater,  an  engineer  of  long 
established  reputation,  has  devoted  the  best  years  of  his 
life  and  applied  his  talents  both  for  the  manufacture 
and  the  distribution  of  the  pipe  railing.  He  has  risen 
to  eminence  in  the  concern  that  he  was  largely  the  means 
of  founding,  and  is  known  as  one  of  the  foremost  con¬ 
structionists  in  the  country.

Simmons,  treasurer;  and  T.  M.  Cater,  secretary.  Mr. 
Cater,  in  politics,  votes  an  independent  ticket,  and  he 
has  not  held  public  office.  His  religious  fellowship  is 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

William  B.  Cater  is  director  and  treasurer  of  Moores 
&  Dumford,  Inc.,  of  New  York  City,  and  holds  the 
same  offices  with  the  Reed  Iron  Works,  of  New  York 
City.  He  is  also  a  director  of  Columbian  Brothers 
Corp.,  Freeport;  vice-president  and  a  trustee  of  the 
Greenpoint  Savings  Bank.  His  fraternal  affiliations  are 
those  of  the  Borough  of  Kings,  Brooklyn  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  General  Association  of  Mechanics  and 
Tradesmen  of  New  York,  the  Commerce  Club  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  the  Hempstead  Country  Club,  and  the  Municipal 
Club  of  Brooklyn;  also  the  Douglaston  Club,  of  Long 
Island.  Mr.  Cater  resides  at  Douglas  Manor,  Douglas¬ 
ton,  Long  Island. 

William  B.  Cater  married,  April  12,  1893,  in  Brooklyn, 
Marion  Stokes,  a  daughter  of  Rev.  William  T.  and  Ella 
(Battiste)  Stokes,  both  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cater  are 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  .’  'lliam  H., 
Mildred  T.,  Marion  B.,  Gertrude  B.,  and  Ruth  S. 


HENRY  D.  HOUSE — In  real  estate  and  insurance 
advance  on  Long  Island,  PTenry  D.  House  holds  a  fore¬ 
most  position  as  a  leading  executive  of  Elmhurst,  and  has 
built  his  success  practically  on  the  principle  of  the  satis¬ 
fied  customer.

676  DeKalb  Avenue,  and  continued  same,  and  in  1906 
established  a  branch  office  at  No.  235  Ralph  Avenue, 
Brooklyn,  and  in  1908  purchased  the  old-established  real 
estate  business  of  Rowland  &  Company,  at  No.  187 
Tompkins  Avenue,  carrying  on  the  three  offices  until 
1910,  when  he  sold  out  his  business  and  became  identi¬ 
fied  as  manager  of  the  Rcmco  Renting  System,  at 
Ninety-eighth  Street  and  Broadway.  He  remained  with 
the  latter  concern  until  1914,  when  he  resigned  to  associ¬ 
ate  with  the  Lconia  Pleights  Land  Company,  of  Leonia, 
New  Jersey,  with  which  company  he  remained  for  two 
and  one-half  years,  assisting  greatly  in  the  development 
of  that  section  of  New  Jersey.

For  more  than  a  decade  he  has  been  established  in  Bay- 
side,  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business,  and  his 
interest  in  the  community,  and  his  activities  in  all  civic 
matters,  places  him  among  the  important  citizens  of  this 
place.

Fred  C.  Pearsons  married,  February  1 6,  iSqS,  in  New 
York  City,  Jessie  Conway,  daughter  of  William  and 
Sarah  (Bernard)  Conway,  her  father  deceased,  her 
mother  still  living.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pearsons  have  no 
children. 


HARRY  L.  DAYTON — Financial  affairs  of  impor¬ 
tance  have  placed  in  Harry  L.  Dayton’s  hands  large  re¬ 
sponsibility,  for  which,  however,  he  is  well  fitted,  both 
by  nature,  and  training.  His  work  has  given  his  name 
more  than  usual  prominence  and  now  as  assistant  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  First  Mortgage  Guarantee  Company,  of 
Long  Island  City,  he  is  bearing  a  worthy  and  outstand¬ 
ing  part  in  present-day  advance.  Mr.  Dayton  is  a  vet¬ 
eran  of  the  World  War,  and  is  also  well  known  in  fra¬ 
ternal  circles.

Nimmo  was  next  engaged  in  the  insurance  business 
under  the  direction  of  D.  Master,  beginning  in  i8(>5  and 
continuing  with  Mr.  Nimmo  until  the  latter’s  retirement 
in  1906.  Mr.  Nimmo,  in  association  with  a  partner,  con¬ 
ducted  the  business  until  October,  1917,  and  in  February 
of  the  following  year  he  established  his  own  office  at  No.

Carmel  Roman  Catholic  Church.  His  fraternal  and 
other  associations  include  membership  in  Queensborough 
Lodge,  No.  878,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks,  of  Queens;  Lodge  No.  485,  Loyal  Order  of 
Moose,  of  which  he  has  been  Past  Dictator;  Lodge  No. 
1492,  Royal  Arcanum;  the  Colon  Council  of  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  Past  Grand  Knight;  Di¬ 
vision  No.  6,  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians;  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  the  borough  of  Queens.  In 
1898  the  Thomas  M.  Quinn  Association  was  organized, 
which  is  a  strictly  charitable  and  social  organization,  of 
which  he  is  standard  bearer.  He  also  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  alumni  of  New  York  University. 

Thomas  M.  Quinn  married,  on  May  18,  1S92,  at 
Astoria,  Sarah  McBride,  a  daughter  of  Matthew  and 
Sarah  McBride,  both  deceased.

SYDNEY  ROSENTHAL — Mr.  Rosenthal  is  a  well 
known  lawyer  of  Brooklyn  and  Long  Island,  having  had 
his  offices  first  in  the  former  city,  and  settling  in  the  lat¬ 
ter,  in  1021. 

Sydney  Rosenthal  was  born  May  7,  1886,  in  New 
York  City,  New  York,  son  of  Morris  and  Catherine 
(Gotthelf)  Rosenthal,  his  father  was  in  the  cigar  busi¬ 
ness  in  New  York  City,  and  at  the  present  time  (1924) 
his  parents  are  deceased.

Is  a  member 
of  the  Queensborough  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  of 
the  Ridgewood  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Fraternally, 
Mr.  Hinge  is  affiliated  with  Mizpah  Lodge,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons;  Kismet  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine;  is  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  Queensborough  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks;  a  former  chief  of  the  Old  Newtown  Fire 
Department;  and  a  life  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Volunteer  Firemen’s  Association.  He  attends  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church.

REV.  CHARLES  F.  GIBNEY— In  the  nearly  thirty 
years  since  Rev.  Father  Charles  F.  Gibnev's  ordination 
to  the  priesthood,  he  has  had  the  privilege  of  rebuilding 
two  churches  in  charges  to  which  he  had  been  appointed 
by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop,  of  building  a  new  convent 
and  school,  of  generally  renovating  ecclesiastical  prop¬ 
erty,  and  of  creating  renewed  interest  in  that  portion  of 
the  diocese  where  he  has  been  pastor.  Now  spiritual 
head  of  Mt.  Carmel  Parish,  Astoria,  Father  Gibnev  has 
his  most  extensive  field  of  labor,  in  which  he  has  exer¬ 
cised  his  well-known  talents  as  an  upbuilder  of  parishes 
for  a  larger,  broader  work.  He  has  an  enduring  interest 
in  all  the  concerns  of  the  commun:  and  his  friendship 

is  esteemed  by  citizens  in  all  departments  of  the  social, 
religious,  and  business  activities  of  Astoria. 

He  is  a  son  of  Charles  and  Maria  (Bradv)  Gibney. 
Charles  Gibney,  who  died  at  the  age  of  eighty  years, 
was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  had  been  associated 
with  one  of  the  oldest  wholesale  flour  and  feed  firms  in 
Brooklyn  for  over  sixty  years. 

Rev.  Father  Charles  F.  Gibney  was  born  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  where  he  attended  St.  Peter's  Parochial 
School.  He  afterwards  graduated  at  Manhattan  College, 
New  York  City,  and  at  St.  Mary’s  Seminary,  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  receiving  his  ordination  to  the  priesthood, 
December  21,  1895.  Father  Gibney  said  his  first  mass  at 
St.  Peter’s,  in  Brooklyn,  and  his  first  assignment  was  to 
the  parish  of  Our  Lady  of  Mercy,  Brooklyn,  after 
which  he  received  the  appointment  to  St.  Cecelia’s  and  then 
to  Greenport  as  pastor  of  St.  Agnes’  Church.  At  this 
time,  also,  he  built  the  Lady  of  the  Isle  Church,  on 
Shelter  Island,  and  in  1907  he  freed  both  properties  of 
all  debt.  In  January,  1912,  he  became  pastor  of  the 
Parish  of  Mount  Carmel,  Astoria,  whose  church  build¬ 
ing  he  rebuilt  in  1916.  In  1919,  he  built  a  new  convent, 
and  having  remodelled  the  rectory  and  school  buildings, 
the  parish  is  considered  the  finest  in  Queens  County. 
Father  Gibney  has  two  assistant  priests;  his  parish  con¬ 
sists  of  over  five  thousand  souls,  and  he  has  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  children  at  his  school.  Mount  Carmel  Institute, 
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which  is  also  a  Knights  of  Columbus  recreation  center, 
is  used  as  a  boys’  club,  where  fourteen  hundred  boys  are 
enrolled,  from  fourteen  to  twenty-five  years  of  age. 
Mount  Carmel  Parish  is  the  third  oldest  founded  in  the 
diocese,  having  been  founded  in  1838.  Father  Gibney 
finds  his  recreation  in  travel  and  collecting.  He  has  for 
years  been  a  collector  of  gems,  fine  paintings,  etc.  He 
has  been  six  times  across  the  ocean  and  toured  the  cities 
of  the  world. 


MARTIN  A.  DORAN — In  electrical  advance  of 
Long  Island,  Martin  A.  Doran  holds  a  noteworthy  posi¬ 
tion  as  a  leading  contractor  of  Elmhurst.  With  wide 
practical  experience,  as  well  as  excellent  training,  Mr. 
Doran  is  well  fitted  for  his  work  and  his  success  is  un¬ 
questionably  assured.  He  is  a  son  of  Patrick  and 
Thomasina  (Searson)  Doran,  his  father  a  former  resi¬ 
dent  of  East  Elmhurst  and  formerly  active  in  mer¬ 
chandising  interests,  who  died  November  3,  1924.  The 
mother  died  in  1911. 

Martin  A.  Doran  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
May  1,  1S90.  The  family  removing  to  Woodside  in  his 
childhood,  he  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
that  community,  then  spent  three  years  in  the  New  York 
Edison  Special  School,  from  which  he  received  his 
diploma  in  1915.

In  1910  he  was  made  assistant  operator,  then  day 
operator,  and  shortly  afterward  was  appointed  night 
operator,  which  position  he  ably  filled  for  four  years. 
From  that  time  forward  for  several  years,  Mr.  Doran 
served  as  district  agent  and  chief  clerk  of  the  com¬ 
mercial  department  of  this  concern.  In  1918  he  began 
doing  outside  work  in  the  evening  in  the  hope  of  estab¬ 
lishing  himself  independently.  During  the  years  1918-19 
he  wired  thirty-three  houses  in  his  spare  time,  and  from 
September,  1919,  to  September,  1920,  he  wired  fifty-two 
houses.

FRED  HOFFMAN — Prominently  identified  with  the 
development  of  Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  for  many  years, 
Pred  Hoffman  has  now  for  well  over  a  ,  quarter  of  a 
century  been  active  in  construction  affairs,  and  for  over 
twenty-two  years  has  been  active  as  real  estate  operator 
and  building  contractor  in  Corona  and  Elmhurst.  Mr. 
Hoffman  is  an  eminently  practical  man,  and  in  his 
mapping  out  of  development  projects  he  has  displayed 
the  administrative  ability  which  counts  for  the  perma¬ 
nent  good  of  the  community.  His  present  success  gives 
him  leading  rank  in  his  field,  and  he  holds  the  esteem 
and  confidence  of  all  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact, 
whether  in  a  business  or  in  a  social  capacity. 

Fred  Hoffman  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Decem¬ 
ber  25,  1879,  son  of  John  R.  and  Otilie  (Kestner)  Hoff¬ 
man,  his  father  during  his  lifetime  engaged  in  the  re¬ 
tail  bakery  business  for  many  years  in  New  York,  re¬ 
tiring  from  business  later  in  his  career.

Fred  Ploffman  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  city,  and  his  first  business  activity 
was  in  the  capacity  of  carpenter,  in  the  employ  of  the 
Trenkler  interests  on  Fifty-ninth  Street,  New  York 
City;  in  1897  he  began  an  independent  activity  as  car¬ 
penter  and  builder,  still  in  the  metropolis.  In  1902  he 
became  associated  with  his  father-in-L  John  Simken, 
a  contractor  and  builder  at  Corona,  and  remained  with 
him  until  1907,  when  he  established  himself  in  this  line 
of  business  independently  in  Corona.  In  1909  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Elmhurst,  locating  on  Maurice  and  Gay 
streets,  in  1910  removing  to  Parcoll  and  Gay  streets, 
and  in  1919  to  his  present  location  at  No.  1.  Glean 
Street.

ANTHONY  F.  DE  GRAFFENRIED,  M.  D.— Born 
and  reared  in  the  South,  Dr.  de  Graffenried  has  prac¬ 
ticed  in  the  North  ever  since  he  served  his  interneship 
in  the  Nassau  County  Hospital  after  his  graduation  from 
his  medical  course.  The  son  of  a  druggist,  it  seemed 
but  a  natural  thing  for  him  to  follow  medicine,  and  his 
success  has  amply  proved  the  wisdom  of  his  choice  of  a 
profession.  Plis  personality  and  true  understanding  and 
sympathy  are  fine  assets  in  conjunction  with  his  skill 
as  a  physician,  and  he  has  attained  a  high  standing  in 
the  vicinity  where  he  has  been  established  for  years.

Mr.  Gilbert  has  handled  many  important  trans¬ 
fers  of  real  estate,  is  sought  widely  in  this  section  as  ar.

FRANK  CUCURULLO— With  the  entry  of  the 
United  States  into  the  World  War  at  the  side  of  Eng¬ 
land,  France,  Italy  and  the  other  associated  powers 
fighting  on  the  side  of  liberty  and  democracy  against 
the  reactionary  powers  of  Central  Europe,  there  were 
created  a  whole  series  of  more  or  less  new  problems 
which  in  the  interests  of  national  security  and  national 
defence  had  to  be  solved.  One  of  them  was  the  creation 
of  highly  trained  and  competent  intelligence  services  to 
act  with  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  be  also  auxiliary  organs  of  the  War  Office  authorities 
in  Washington  and  the  Department  of  Justice.  Enemy 
agents  who  had  been  scattered  all  over  the  country  and  - 
along  the  coast  to  sow  disaffection,  impede  recruiting 
and  smuggle  out  and  pass  on  information  useful  to  the 
enemy,  had  to  be  traced,  watched,  and  when  the  evi¬ 
dence  against  them  was  complete,  to  b<'  apprehended  and 
tried.  A  member  of  the  Intelligence  Service  which  to  a 
large  extent  was  composed  of  men  with  a  university 
training  was  Frank  Cucurullo,  who  conducts  a  general 
law  practice  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island. 

Mr.  Cucurullo  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  on 
November  3,  1S93,  as  a  son  of  Theodore  and  Virginia 
(Da  Medica)  Cucurullo,  both  natives  of  Italy,  now  de¬ 
ceased.  Mr.  Cucurullo’s  father  has  for  many  years 
been  active  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  as  a  salesman.  Mr. 
Cucurullo  received  his  first  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  then  became  a 
pupil  of  the  Eastern  District  High  School  in  Brooklyn, 
New' York.  Ha  ving  completed  his  preliminary  studies 
he  entered  the  law  school  of  Cornell  University  as  an 
undergraduate  student  and  in  1915,  after  satisfactorily 
passing  all  courses,  examinations  and  academic  exer¬ 
cises  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1 91 5-  From 
1915  to  1917  he  practiced  law  on  his  own  account  in  Wil¬ 
liamsburg,  Brooklyn,  New  \ork,  and  when  the  World 
War  broke  out  entered  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve 
Force  as  a  second  class  seaman  and  later  obtained  an 
appointment  as  Petty  Officer  in  the  United  States  Naval 
intelligence  Service,  and  was  stationed  at  New  Bedford, 
Massachusetts,  serving  in  that  position  for  one  and  one- 
quarter  years,  after  which  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  United  States  Navy,  at  Bedford,  Massa¬ 


chusetts.  He  returned  to  his  legal  practice  and  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  1919,  associated  himself  with  Dana  Wallace,  former¬ 
ly  District  Attorney  of  Queens  County,  and  opened  an 
office  with  him  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  where  they 
carried  on  a  general  law  practice.  He  is  now  in  prac¬ 
tice  for  himself.  In  politics  Mr.  Cucurullo  is  a  member 
of  the  Democratic  party.  He  belongs  to  the  Leonardo 
da  Vinci  Lodge  of  the  Masonic  Order. 


WILLIAM  BUSS — The  vitally  important  position 
of  caring  for  the  dead  is  the  vocation  of  William  Buss, 
of  Glendale,  Long  Island,  whose  place  in  the  com¬ 
munity  gives  him  the  honor  and  esteem  of  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  civic  body,  for  he  has  won  by  his  sincere  and 
faithful  services  the  unqualified  respect  of  all.  Mr.

At 
the  end  of  the  period  mentioned  he  formed  an  affiliation 
with  his  uncle,  Ambrose  Stolzenberger,  and  locating  in 
Brooklyn  they  inaugurated  the  enterprise  known  by  the 
firm  name  of  Buss  &  Stolzenberger.  In  1922,  they  estab¬ 
lished  undertaking  parlors  at  No.  2734  Myrtle  Avenue, 
Glendale,  and  ever  since  the  interest  of  Mr.  Buss  has 
centered  in  this  headquarters ;  and  as  a  result  of  his 
painstaking  work  and  extreme  care  his  establishment 
has  become  known  throughout  the  community  as  '“The 
Funeral  Home.”  Mr.  Stolzenberger  died  in  1913,  but 
Mr.  Buss  still  maintained  the  firm  name  without  change 
until  December  31,  1924.  He  now  conducts  his  affairs 
under  his  own  name,  and  in  the  progress  of  the  business 
he  is  demonstrating  exceptional  ability.  His  funeral 
parlor  is  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  the  section,  being 
fully  equipped  with  the  usual  departments  and  outfitted 
for  the  work  in  hand  on  the  most  modern  and  approved 
manner.  A  full  complement  of  motor  vehicles  is  main¬ 
tained  for  funeral  corteges,  and  many  of  the  leading 
families  of  this  and  neighboring  communities  employ 
Mr.  Buss  and  his  special  realm. 

Mr.  Buss  believes  in  working  for  his  neighbors  and 
has  several  exemplary  interests  oustide  his  regular  work. 
He  is  a  Republican  in  his  political  faith  and  a  staunch 
worker  in  party  affairs.  In  1921  he  was  persuaded  to 
accept  the  nomination  for  alderman,  and  although  the 
Democratic  strength  of  that  year  brought  about  his 
political  defeat,  his  candidacy  through  his  clean  cam¬ 
paign  methods  made  for  him  a  host  of  friends.  Fra¬ 
ternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  F'ree  and  Accepted  Ma¬ 
sons  and  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  and  is  a  spirited 
supporter  of  all  his  affiliations.  -  He  is  treasurer  of  the 
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Ridgewood  Square  Club:  a  member  of  the  Glendale 
Square  Club;  the  Evergreen  Republican  Club;  and  the 
Woodhaven  Republican  Club.  Besides,  he  was  the  or¬ 
ganizer  and  is  still  the  standard  bearer  of  tne  William 
Buss  Benevolent  Society,  which  was  one  of  the  first  of 
its  kind  organized  in  Brooklyn,  and  which  regularly  pays 
an  annual  dividend  to  its  membership.  Furthermore,  he  is 
chairman  of  the  Transit  Committees  of  the  Glendale 
Taxpayers’  Association  and  the  Glendale  League,  and 
sits  as  delegate  of  the  League  in  the  conferences  of  the 
Associated  Organizations  of  Greater  Ridgewood.  In 
these  positions  he  is  doing  wonderful  work  for  his  com¬ 
munity. 

That  which  caused  Mr.  Buss  to  fee!  his  deepest  pride 
was  the  very  successful  outcome  of  his  effort  to  amal¬ 
gamate  all  the  civic,  political  and  religious  bodies  of 
Glendale  in  a  community  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of 
July  in  1924.  Starting  with  a  small  band  of  helpers  he 
succeeded  in  having  eighteen  organizations  of  every 
creed  and  faith,  comprising  practically  all  organized  folk 
of  Glendale,  drop  their  individual  plans  for  celebrating 
this  great  holiday  and  join  in  the  one  great  patriotic 
manifestation.  Opening  the  day  with  a  gala  parade  it 
developed  to  be  the  greatest  spectacle  ever  witnessed  here 
and  brought  forth  highly  favorable  comment  from  the 
surrounding  communities.  So  enthusiastic  were  the  in¬ 
dividual  bodies  that  at  a  subsequent  meeting  it  was 
voted  to  band  together  permanently  as  an  allied  commit¬ 
tee  to  celebrate  annually  the  Fourth  of  July,  and  Mr. 
Buss  was  unanimously  elected  penn:-.‘,'*nt  chairman. 

William  Buss  married,  in  Brooklyn,  -an  June  10,  1906, 
Marie  Elizabeth  Grossmann,  daughter  of  Christian  and 
Elizabeth  (Bosch)  Grossmann.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buss  are 
the  parents  of  one  son,  William  C.,  who  is  devoting  all 
his  time  conducting  business  with  his  father.  The  fam¬ 
ily  residence  is  at  No.  2734  Myrtle  Avenue,  Glendale, 
Long  Island. 


GEORGE  A.  HAUBITZER— Among  the  business 
concerns  of  substantial  worth  that  dominate  the  activi¬ 
ties  at  Queens,  Long  Island,  the  building  material,  grain 
and  coal  interests  of  Mr.  Haubitzer  are  at  the  fore,  with 
their  retention  of  the  influence  of  family  name  and  tradi¬ 
tions  for  two  generations.

cured  largely  by  his  counsel  and  direction.  Equipped 
with  a  practical  training  in  financial  and  general  business 
matters,  Mr.  Haubitzer  is  accounted  0:1c  of  the  foremost 
men  of  enterprise  and  substantial  worth  in  this  part  of 
Long  Island.

existence.  One  of  the  distinct  features  in  the  mental 
make-up  of  civilized  man  is  the  set  of  feelings  and 
emotions  which  center  around  the  event  of  human  death 
and  bring  it  in  close  connection  with  the  spiritual  life 
of  man,  with  the  relation  of  the  individual  soul  to  its 
creator  and  the  rest  of  the  universe,  and  which  accom¬ 
pany  the  grief  and  feeling  of  loss  on  the  part  of  rela¬ 
tions  and  friends  and  are  its  natural  consequences  of  the 
passing  of  an  individual  from  the  stage  of  this  life. 
Louis  A.  Shaughness,  who  for  more  than  twenty  years 
has  performed  the  duties  of  the  undertaker  and  mor¬ 
tician  in  Brooklyn  and  Jamaica,  New  Y’ork,  is  a  man 
who,  by  his  personality,  care,  tact  and  understanding  of 
the  feelings  of  bereaved  relatives  and  friends,  has  ac¬ 
quired  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  a  large  section  of 
the  population  of  his  district,  who  have  entrusted  to  him 
the  various  steps  and  procedures  connected  with  the 
disposal  and  burial  of  the  dead.  It  must  be  specially 
noted  that  Mr.  Shaughness  is  a  properly  qualified  mem¬ 
ber  of  his  profession,  which,  as  times  goes  on,  will  no 
longer  consist,  as  it  used  to,  of  persons  who,  without 
any  knowledge  or  schooling  and  without  the  personal  and 
ethical  prerequisites  for  the  exercise  of  that  profession, 
have  somehow  and  from  somewhere  drifted  into  it,  and 
sometimes,  by  their  lack  of  reverence  and  higher  feel¬ 
ings,  almost  brought  it  into  disrepute. 

Louis  A.  Shaughness  is  a  native  of  Wappingers  Falls, 
New  Y’ork,  where  he  was  born  on  January  12,  1S79,  as  a 
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son  of  Patrick  Henry  Shaughness,  who  was  bom  at 
Kinderhook,  New  York  State,  and  for  fifty-seven  years 
was  connected  with  the  W  estern  Union  Telegraph  Com¬ 
pany.  The  mother,  Janet  (Mink)  Shaughness,  was  a 
native  of  Rhinebeck,  New  York  State;  both  parents  are 
deceased. 

Louis  A.  Shaughness  received  his  first  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Brooklyn,  and  then  became  a  student 
of  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Embalming,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  June,  1901.  In  April  of  the  following 
year  he  started  in  the  undertaking  business  in  Brooklyn, 
he  came  to  Jamaica,  in  1911,  and  located  first  at  No.  59 
Beaufort  Avenue,  and  is  now  at  No.  26  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty-first  Street.  In  politics  Mr.  Shaughness  is  a 
member  of  the  Democratic  party,  and  in  religion  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  and  attendant  of  the 
Church  of  the  Presentation,  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island. 
His  fraternal  and  other  associations  include  membership 
in  the  Jamaica  Council,  No.  337,  Knights  of  Columbus; 
Queensborough  Lodge,  No.  S78,  Benevolent  and  Pro¬ 
tective  Order  of  Elks ;  and  he  also  holds  membership  in 
the  Roman  Catholic  Orphan  Asylum  Society,  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  of  which  he  is  a  life  member;  in  the 
Holy  Name  Society  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island;  the  Long 
Island  Undertakers’  Association;  and  the  National  Fu¬ 
neral  Directors’  Association. 


GEORGE  W.  HAVILAND,  well  known  civil  engi¬ 
neer,  of  Flushing,  Long  Island,  is  also  one  of  the  best 
known  of  the  veterans  of  the  New  .  ork  National  Guard, 
in  which  he  served  for  twenty-seven  years,  for  thirteen 
years  of  that  period  being  a  lieutenant,  and  now  holding 
a  commission  rank  as  captain,  having  been  placed  on  the 
retired  list  at  his  own  request.  Fie  has  followed  his  pro¬ 
fession  of  surveyor  for  nearly  fifty  years,  and  has  occu¬ 
pied  his  own  office  in  Flushing  for  more  than  twenty- 
five  years.  Mr.  Haviland  is  the  son  of  George  \Y.  and 
Mary  E.  Haviland,  both  of  Flushing,  the  father,  a  retired 
builder,  having  died  in  1902;  and  the  mother  died  in 
1895.  Their  son,  George  W.,  was  born  in  Flushing  on 
December  24,  1851,  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  village,  and  in  1876  became  associated  with  G.

Fie  remained  at  that  location  for 
twenty-four  years  and  his  practice  was  attended  with  suc¬ 
cess ;  he  finally  removed  his  office,  in  1022,  to  better  and 
more  commodious  quarters,  at  No.  3  Main  Street.  Flush¬ 
ing.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Old  Guard  of  the  Mutual 
Engine  Company,  Flushing,  F'ire  Department,  of  which 
he  has  been  president  for  four  years.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  17th  Separate  Company  of  the  New  Y’ork  Na¬ 
tional  Guard  Association. 

Mr.  Haviland  married,  June  28,  1893,  Josephine  H. 
Pratt,  daughter  of  Alfred  W.  and  Sara  Pratt,  of  Flush¬ 
ing.  To  them  was  born  a  son,  Harold  R.,  in  May, 
1898,  who  died  in  August,  1S99. 


TFIOMAS  M.  WALSH — As  manager  of  the  Tack- 
son  Heights  branch  of  the  Manhattan  Company,  Thomas 
M.  Walsh,  of  Jackson  Heights,  is  a  leading  figure  in  the 


financial  advance  of  Queens  County.  His  experience  has 
well  fitted  him  for  his  present  responsibilities,  and  as  one 
of  the  progressive  and  forward  looking  young  men  of  the 
day  he  is  an  influential  force  for  progress  in  local  af¬ 
fairs.

DR.  IGNATIUS  L.  STEIN— One  of  the  American 
medical  men  who  has  rendered  valuable  service  during 
the  World  War  to  his  native  country  and  to  the  Allied 
cause  and  free  democracy  all  over  the  world  is  Dr. 
Ignatius  L.  Stein,  a  native  of  Brooklyn,  New  Y’ork, 
now  carrying  on  a  successful  general  practice  at  No.  216 
Jackson  Avenue,  Long  Island  City. 

Bom  May  3,  1893,  a  son  of  L/>uis  Stein,  living,  who 
had  charge  of  the  industrial  clinic  at  Long  Island  City, 
and  Clara  (Block)  Stein,  deceased,  Dr.  Stein  received 
his  education  in  the  public  and  Bryant  High  schools,  and 
afterwards  entered  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  as 
a  student,  graduating  from  there  in  1915  with  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  To  gain  a  greater  prac¬ 
tical  familiarity  with  the  most  frequent  types  of  disease 
and  the  most  modern  methods  of  treating  them  he  spent 
some  time  after  leaving  college  as  an  interne  of  St. 
John's  Hospital,  beginning  his  private  practice  at  Long 
Island  City  in  1916,  where  he  has  conducted  a  general 
surgical  and  medical  practice  ever  sioce,  and  counts  a 
large  circle  of  devoted  and  grateful  patients.  Dr. 
Stein's  skill  as  a  surgeon  is  testified  to  by  the  fact  that 
he  has  been  offered  the  position  of  Junior  Assistant 
Visiting  Surgeon  at  St.  John's  Hospital,  and  besides 
balding  that  post  is  also  a  member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff 
of  the  Flower  Hospital,  of  New  Y’ork  City.

Stein  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Ignatius  Stein, 
Jr.;  and  Agnes  Stein.  The  family  residence  is  a  beauti¬ 
ful  and  refined  home  situated  at  No.  6  Hyacinth  Place, 
Flushing,  New  York. 


CARLTON  COPP — Graduate  of  the  public  school 
at  Flushing,  Long  Island,  ar.d  the  Pennington  Prepara¬ 
tory  School  at  Pennington,  New  Jersey,  class  of  1912, 
Carlton  Copp  has  since  had  a  valuable  training  for  his 
present  business  of  real  estate  at  Flushing,  having  first 
been  associated  with  his  father  in  the  lumber  trade  at 
three  Centers  on  Long  Island,  and  later  acquiring  a  thor¬ 
ough  knowledge  of  the  real  estate  business  at  Chicago, 
Illinois,  in  Florida,  and  at  Flushing,  where  his  headquar¬ 
ters  are  located,  whence  he  has  pursued  his  elected  line 
since  the  fall  of  1923.  He  gives  promise  of  becoming  one 
of  the  best  known  men  in  the  trade  on  the  island. 

Mr.  Copp  is  the  son  of  '"'harles  W.  and  Mary  Copp, 
and  was  born  at  Flushing,  May  8,  1896.  When  his 
schooling  at  Flushing  and  Pennington  was  finished,  he 
began  to  assist  his  father  in  the  management  of  his 
lumber  business,  which  embraced  three  yards,  at  Flush¬ 
ing,  Port  Washington,  and  Corona,  Long  Island.  His 
father  has  been  retired  from  the  business  since  1919. 
The  son,  Carlton,  after  remaining  with  his  father  for 
four  years,  1912-16,  enlisted  in  the  L'nited  States  Navy, 
in  1917,  as  fireman,  first-class.  He  served  in  foreign 
waters  during  the  United  States’  participation  in  the 
World  War,  and  later  was  stationed  with  a  mine  force 
at  Inverness,  Scotland.  He  was  promoted  to  machinist’s 
mate,  second-class,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  the  Key  West  (Florida)  service  in  1919.  Re¬ 
suming  his  place  in  tire  business  world,  Mr.  Copp  opened 
a  real  estate  office  in  Chicago,  in  the  spring  of  1921,  and 
gained  valuable  experience  in  the  methods  of  business 
at  the  mid-western  metropolis  for  one  year.  Returning 
to  Flushing  in  the  spring  of  1922,  he  entered  the  employ 
of  W.  M.  Smith,  as  real  estate  salesman,  at  No.  106  Main 
Street.  Resigning  his  position  with  Mr.  Smith,  he  be¬ 
came  connected  with  Ladd  &  Nichols,  and  went  as  sales¬ 
man  for  that  firm  to  Florida,  where  he  remained  for 
six  months.  The  call  for  his  return  to  old  scenes  and 
former  activities  in  Flushing  was  strong  within  him,  and 
he  severed  his  Florida  connection,  and  again  came  North. 
He  engaged  in  real  estate  development  in  Flushing  for 
five  months,  and  then  opened  his  own  real  estate  office 
at  No.  106  Main  Street  (in  the  same  building  where  he 
had  formerly  been  connected  with  W.  M.  Smith),  in 
September,  1923.  The  short  time  that  lias  elapsed  since 
lie  started  out  on  his  own  account  has  demonstrated  that 
he  made  a  wise  choice,  and  he  lias  become  one  of  the 


leaders  of  the  young  real  estate  dealers  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  On  October  6,  1924,  the  business  was  incor¬ 
porated  for  $100,000,  under  the  name  of  the  Copp 
Brothers  Realty  Company,  Inc.,  with  offices  at  Port 
Washington  and  Flushing,  and  Mr.  Copp  was  made 
president,  and  later  treasurer,  Alfred  H.  Copp,  vice- 
president,  and  Charles  W.  Copp,  Jr.,  secretary. 

Charles  W.  and  Mary  Copp,  parents  of  Carlton  Copp. 
were  formerly  among  the  well-to-do  people,  and  socially 
well  connected,  in  this  community.  They  are  now  residents 
of  hlorida,  but  spend  their  summers  in  Flushing.  Carl¬ 
ton  Copp  is  a  member  of  the  Old  Country  Club,  and  is 
an  attendant  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  of 
Flushing. 


REV.  MICHAEL  P.  HEFFERNAN— One  of  the 
most  prominent  of  the  pastors  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  is  the  Rev.  Michael  P.  Heffernan,  who  has  de¬ 
voted  the  greater  part  of  his  life  in  the  interests  of  the 
church  and  who  to-day  is  honored  not  only  as  one  ox  its 
staunchest  supporters  but  one  who  has  ably  carried  the 
truth  of  the  Gospels  to  many  thousands  of  worshippers. 
He  has  by  a  life  of  service  earned  the  respect  and  com¬ 
mendation  of  the  community  and  particularly  of  the 
several  parishes  of  which  he  has  been  the  head.  Since 
1889,  when  he  was  first  ordained,  he  has  continued  in 
loving  service  to  give  of  himself  freely,  and  commands 
the  love  of  a  wide  circle  of  friends. 

Michael  P.  Heffernan  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  son  of  John  J.  and  Mary  Heffernan,  deeply  re¬ 
ligious  people  who  long  since  have  passed  to  their  re¬ 
ward.  His  father  was  in  the  plumbing  supply  business 
for  many  years  and  after  a  life  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  the  community,  earned  his  rest  and  passed  away  at 
the  ripe  age  of  ninety-two. 

Rev.  Michael  P.  Heffernan  received  his  early  education 
in  the  parochial  schools  of  his  native  place  and  also  at¬ 
tended  the  Christian  Brother's  School.  Later  he  at¬ 
tended  St.  Alary’s  Seminary,  in  Baltimore.  He  was  or¬ 
dained  in  the  year  1889.  After  being  ordained,  he  was 
placed  in  charge  of  Epiphany  College,  of  Baltimore.  He 
was  also  assistant  at  St.  Francis  Church,  Baltimore,  St. 
Anthony's  Church  of  Brooklyn,  Holy  Rosary,  and  was 
pastor  at  Sayville,  Long  Island,  for  a  period  of  thirteen 
years,  hie  was  also  pastor  at  St.  Patrick’s,  Fort  Ham¬ 
ilton.  He  became  ill,  however,  and  much  to  his  regret 
was  compelled  to  resign  from  the  pastorate.  The  late 
Bishop  McDonnell  advised  him  to  take  the  Parish  of  St. 
Rita's  where  the  work  would  not  be  so  strenuous.  He 
has  been  .with  St.  Rita’s  since  1919.  In  1898,  during  the 
Spanish-American  War,  he  was  chaplain  at  Mcntauk 
Point. 


JAMES  H.  CONNELL — A  distinguished  figure  in 
Flushing  in  many  lines  of  advance  is  James  H.  Con¬ 
nell,  whose  progressive  spirit  and  wide  usefulness  have 
carried  him  to  a  position  where  he  is  considered  one  of 
the  foremost  men  of  this  section.  He  has  now  been 
actively  engaged  in  business  for  more  than  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  a  century,  and  although  one  of  the  most  ven¬ 
erable  figures  in  business  affairs  in  Flushing,  to-day,  he 
is  still  alert  to  the  progress  of  the  time  and  at  the  head 
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of  his  general  field  of  interest.  For  many  years  a  promi¬ 
nent  liveryman,  he  has  within  recent  years  turned  his  at¬ 
tention  to  motor  car  distribution  and  is  now  a  leading 
Ford  distributor.  Mr.  Connell  is  a  son  of  Nicholas  and 
Mary  (McKabe)  Connell,  both  natives  of  Ireland,  where 
the  mother  died.  The  father  was  a  chicken  butcher  in 
that  country,  but  came  to  America  in  the  prime  of  life. 

James  H.  Connell  was  born  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  July  6, 
iS.jo.  Coming  to  Flushing  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years, 
he  completed  his  education,  which  was  begun  in  his 
native  land  at  the  old  Fairchild  Institute.  As  a  young 
man  Mr.  Connell  was  variously  employed  for  a  time, 
tlu-n,  in  i860,  established  himself  in  the  livery  business  in 
Flushing.  Beginning  in  a  small  way,  he  developed  a 
largely  important  interest  and  identified  himself  with  the 
undertakers  of  the  community.  He  furnished  coaches, 
hearses,  horses  and  drivers  for  the  undertakers  of  this 
region  for  more  than  forty  years,  also  meeting  their 
needs  in  the  way  of  supplies  of  every  kind.  With  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  automobile  and  the  gradual  elimina¬ 
tion  of  the  horse-drawn  vehicle,  Mr.  Connell,  with  the 
energy  and  courage  of  the  youth,  although  he  had  reach¬ 
ed  an  age  when  many  men  retire,  began  life  over  again, 
equipping  his  business  with  motor  vehicles.  In  the  year 
1  •  >  1 4  he  discontinued  the  use  of  horses  altogether  and  in 
tire  same  year  became  agent  for  the  Ford  motor  car 
interests  in  this  section.  He  hr~  now  built  a  large  hand¬ 
some  garage  and  salesroom  01  .he  same  site  where  his 
stables  formerly  stood.  With  characteristic  energy  and 
ability  he  has  gone  forward  in  the  new  line  and  has  at¬ 
tained  a  very  high  position  in  motor  car  distribution. 

A  lifelong  Democrat  and  always  influential  in  the 
party,  Mr.  Connell  has  worked  unceasingly  for  the  gen¬ 
eral  good  of  the  people  throughout  his  lifetime.  He  has 
made  a  wonderful  record  of  usefulness  in  political  ad¬ 
vance  in  the  way  of  choosing  for  office  suitable  and 
capable  men  and  aiding  in  their  election,  although  he  has 
never  accepted  nor  desired  political  preference  lor  him¬ 
self.  He  is  still  one  of  the  most  active  men  in  the  party, 
and  the  party  leaders,  as  well  as  the  rank  and  file,  turn 
to  him  for  counsel  and  rely  upon  his  judgment.  For 
thirty  years  Mr.  Connell  was  president  of  the  Flushing 
Undertakers’  Association,  and  he  was  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Flushing  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus.  He 
is  also  a  charter  member  of  the  Royal  Arcanum  and  a 
member  of  the  Jefferson  Democratic  Club.  He  was  a 
charter  member  and  one  of  the  trustees  of  tire  Flushing 
Boat  Club.  His  religious  affiliation  is  with  St.  Michael’s 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Connell  married,  June  10,  1875,  at  College 
Point,  New  York,  Sarah  F.  Trumen,  daughter  of 
Michael  and  Helen  Trumen,  and  who  died  in  1918.  Mr.

Helen,  wife  of  Maurice  E.  Connolly,  now  borough  presi¬ 
dent.  2.  Walter  J.  3.  Sarah  F.  4.  James  H.,  Jr.  5. 
Lillian  F.  The  family  residence  is  at  No.  15  Jagger 
Avenue,  Flushing,  New  York. 


JOHN  BURBECK  FAY — Recognized  as  one  of  the 
able  and  progressive  real  estate  and  insurance  dealers  re¬ 
cently  established  in  Forest  Hills,  John  Burbeck  Fay 
"as  for  many  years  interested  in  electrical  engineering, 
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and  he  also  served  the  United  States  Government  during 
the  Spanish-American  War,  in  the  Bureau  of  Standards. 
He  comes  of  a  family  well  known  and  established  in 
social  and  financial  circles,  and  is  highly  educated,  being 
a  graduate  of  two  of  our  well  known  educational  insti¬ 
tutions. 

John  Burbeck  Fay  was  born  October  25,  1882,  in 
Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina,  son  of  John  Burbeck 
and  Helen  M.  (Needham)  Fay,  his  father  a  banker  on 
\\  all  Street,  New  York,  who  died  in  1004;  his  mother 
died  in  1S92,  in  New  York  City.  The  son  received  Iris 
education  first  in  the  public  schools,  and  then  attended 
Phillips-Andover  Academy,  in  Andover,  Massachusetts, 
being  graduated  from  this  institution  of  learning  in 
1S9S.

The  elder  Mr.  Lake  was  compelled  to  abandon  his  in¬ 
terests  in  the  North  in  the  year  1916  and  has  since  re¬ 
sided  in  Florida  where  he  has  regained  a  degree  of 
health.  The  mother,  Harriette  (Chamberlain)  Lake,  is 
a  member  of  a  prominent  family  and  is  also  still  living, 
residing  in  Florida. 

Robert  C.  Lake  was  born  in  Corona,  June  26,  1891. 
Receiving  his  early  education  in  the  local  and  public  high 
schools,  he  covered  his  higher  studies  under  the  tutelage 
of  Professor  R.  J.  Horne.  Then  realizing  that  his

Robert  C.  Lake  manied,  in  Corona,  May  14,  1916, 
Catherine  Schmidt,  of  Corona,  daughter  of  Frederick 
and  Amelia  Schmidt.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lake  have  two  chil¬ 
dren:  Robert  S.,  born  1917;  Frederick  G.,  born  1919. 


E.  V.  BRAND  &  SON — Leadership  in  realty  meth¬ 
ods  and  usages  is  maintained  to  a  popular  degree  by  Mr. 
Brand,  whose  headquarters  at  Flollis,  Long  Island,  is  a 
beehive  of  industry  in  his  special  branch  of  business.

Mr.  Brand  is  an  independent 
voter  in  politics.  Both  members  of  the  firm  are  affiliated 
with  the  Royal  Arcanum,  Mr.  Steck  being  regent  of 
Richmond  Hill  Council,  No.  1625,  and  Mr.  Brand  being 
vice-regent  of  that  Council.  Both  are  members  of  the 
First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  at  Jamaica. 


EDGAR  SMITH — The  play-going  public  at  once 
recognizes  the  name  of  Edgar  Smith,  long  associated 
with  Weber  &  Fields  playhouse,  as  that  of  the  writer 
of  a  score  or  more  of  plays  that  have  caught  and  re¬ 
tained  public  attention  and  won  approval  for  their  faith¬ 
ful  portrayal  of  the  typical  Broadway  repertoire  of  scene 
and  character.  Mr.  Smith  secured  his  fame  in  play¬ 
writing  not  only  for  the  abundance  of  the  product  of  his 
brain,  but  chiefly  through  his  ability  to  reproduce  upon 
the  stage  the  everyday  characters  in  the  changing  life  of 
the  city,  the  “merry  world”  of  the  passing  hour,  as  it  is 
in  its  reality.  Lie  is  a  son  of  Edgar  M.  Smith,  who  was 
born  at  Islip,  and  of  Amanda  M.  (McPhail)  Smith,  who 
is  deceased. 

Edgar  Smith  was  born  December  9,  1857,  in  Brooklyn, 
and  he  attended  the  public  schools  in  Brooklyn  and  New 
York  City,  after  which  he  became  a  student  at  New 
York  University  and  the  Pennsylvania  Military  Acad¬ 
emy.  He  began  his  career  as  a  clerk  in  the  employ  of 
the  firm  of  Mitchell,  Vrance  &  Company,  of  which  his 
father  was  secretary  and  treasurer.  Two  years  later  he 
went  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  was  there  associated 
with  another  in  charge  of  a  branch  of  his  firm’s  business. 
While  there  Mr.  Smith  met  Augustus  Thomas,  the  well 
known  playwright,  and  they  together  produced  a  play 
that  became  popular.  In  1886,  Mr.  Smith  removed  to 
New  Y’ork  City,  where  he  was  employed  at  the  Casino 
as  a  librettist,  and  he  occasionally  played  in  some  of  the 
operas.  From  1S92  to  1896  he  was  a  free-lance  play¬ 
wright,  and  he  then  became  associated  with  the  Weber 
&  Fields  Music  Hall,  where  he  wrote  all  the  burlesques 
produced  there  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  among  them 
“Catherine,”  “Barbara  Fidgety,”  "Parisse  Cafe,”  etc. 
He  wrote  and  produced  during  and  subsequent  to  this 
period  among  other  plays  such  productions  as :  “The 
Girl  Behind  the  Counter,”  “The  Girl  from  Paris,”  “Old 
Dutch,”  “Tilly’s  Nightmare,”  “The  Blue  Paradise,” 
“Dream  City,”  "Up  and  Down  Broadway,”  “Mr.  Hamlet 
of  Broadway,”  “Red  Pepper,”  “Robinson  Crusoe,  Jr.,” 
“Hello  Alexander,”  “Merry  World,”  “Hotel  Topsv- 
turvy,”  “The  Kiss  Waltz,”  “The  Girl  from  Brazil,” 
“The  Peasant  Girl,”  “The  Melting  of  Molly,”  etc. 

Mr.  Smith’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons;  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine;  Brooklyn  Lodge,  No.  2 2,  Benev¬ 
olent  and  Protective  Order  of  Bilks;  the  Lambs  Club; 
Authors’,  Composers’  and  Publishers’  Society;  the  So¬ 
ciety  of  American  Dramatists;  and  the  Elmhurst  Tennis 
Club.  He  is  a  communicant  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  at  Elmhurst. 

Edgar  Smith  married,  November  5,  1895,  Nannette  B. 
Nixon,  and  they  arc  the  parents  of  the  following  chil¬ 
dren:  Marjorie  Nixon,  who  was  born  in  1900,  and  died 
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in  1920;  and  Edgar  Nixon,  who  was  born  in  1903,  and  is 
a  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Army  Cavalry  Re¬ 
serve  Corps. 


NATHAN  GOTTSEGEN,  D.  D.  S.— The  dentist's 
profession  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  most  important

modern  man  lives  on  food  specially  prepared  and  soft¬ 
ened  by  the  various  processes  of  the  culinary  art,  and, 
therefore,  unlike  the  uncivilized  races,  must  resort  to 
tooth  brushes,  dental  creams  and  powders,  and  stay  and 
counteract  the  decay  and  consequent  loss  of  teeth,  and 
the  host  of  serious  menaces  and  dangers  to  health  and 
life  resulting  from  diseases  of  the  teeth  and  adjacent 
structures,  by  resorting  to  the  art  of  the  qualified  den¬ 
tist,  stornatalogist  as  he  ought  to  be  called,  as  the 
structural  and  functional  integrity  of  the  whole  mouth 
cavity,  not  only  of  the  t^eth,  is  the  special  field  of  his 
art.  Modern  dentistry  i  .a  vast  study  requiring  many 
years  of  theoretical  grounding  as  well  as  practical  train¬ 
ing  and  familiarity  with  the  modern  methods  of  exam¬ 
ination,  such  as  bactercological,  serological,  X-ray  ex¬ 
aminations,  etc.,  and  consequently  the  mischief  done  by 
unqualified  or  insufficiently  trained  practitioners  and  by 
the  large  army  of  quacks,  who,  unfortunately,  have  in¬ 
vaded  this  profession,  is  at  least  as  serious,  if  not  more 
so,  than  the  “cures”  or  therapeutic  attempts  of  the  fake 
doctor,  bone-shaker,  vertebral  twister,  naturopath,  and 
other  specimens  of  would-be  physicians,  who  for  their 
own  financial  benefit  ruin  the  health  and  life,  and  im¬ 
pose  upon  the  stupidity',  credulity  and  ignorance  of  their 
fellow-men.  No  sensible  man,  woman  or  child  valueing 
their  health  and  life  ought  ever  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  an  unqualified  dentist,  and  if  unable  to  pay  the  fees 
of  the  qualified  practitioner,  will  always  receive  proper 
treatment,  free  of  charge,  or  a  merely  nominal  rate 
(not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents),  at  one  of  the  free 
dental  clinics  in  the  nearest  town. 

A  highly  qualified  dental  practitioner,  doctor  of  dental 
surgery,  resident  in  Lawrence,  Long  Island,  is  Dr. 
Nathan  Gottsegen,  born  in  New  York  City',  on  August 
22,  18S7,  as  a  son  of  Morris  Gottsegen,  cigar  manu¬ 
facturer  at  New  York  City,  and  Mary  (Zukor)  Gottse¬ 
gen,  both  living.  Dr.  Gottsegen  received  his  first  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  New  York  City,  and  in 
Clinton  High  School,  New  York,  and  then  matriculated 
as  a  student  at  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College, 
and  after  two  years  as  a  medical  student,  he  changed  to 
dentistry,  and  studied  in  the  New  York  College  of 
Dentistry.

PI.  Light,  of  Jamaica,  has  reached  various  realms  of 
present-day  progress,  and  in  his  tireless  efforts  for  the 
general  good  he  has  won  universal  esteem.  Active  In 
the  real  estate  and  insurance  business,  he  is  a  veteran  of 
the  World  War  and  is  broadly  interested  in  fraternal 
affairs.  He  is  a  thoroughly'  representative  young  man 
of  the  present  day  and  his  work  is  contributing  definitely 
to  the  general  good.  He  is  a  son  of  James  and  Laura 
(Warren)  Light,  both  parents  still  living,  his  father

PHILIP  R.  SCHUNK— The  rise  of  Philip  R. 
Schunk,  a  gradual  but  steady  momentum,  is  not  always 
to  be  met  with  in  times  when  competition  is  so  keen. 
Philip  R.  Schunk,  however,  took  advantage  of  each  op¬ 
portunity  as  it  presented  itself  and  ranks  to-day  as  one 
of  the  leading  business  men  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island, 
respected  and  admired  in  the  community  for  his  career 
as  banker  and  curb  broker  and  later  in  the  real  estate 
and  insurance  business,  there  are  few  who  have  earned 
a  more  just  reward  for  honest  effort  in  everyday  deal¬ 
ings  in  the  business  community.

Later  he  came  to  his  present  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  where  he  is  permanently  located  at  No.  S7S6  Sut- 
phin  Boulevard,  dealing  in  real  estate  and  insurance  and 
also  in  mortgage  loans. 

His  large  business  affairs  do  not  permit  Mr.  Schunk 
to  affiliate  with  any  fraternal  organization  and  his  few 
recreation  days  are  spent  in  hunting  ducks,  a  pastime  he 
is  much  devoted  to.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican,  but 
is  not  narrow  in  his  views  and  is  always  ready  to  aid 
any  movement  having  for  its  object  civic  improvement. 
In  religion,  Mr.  Schunk  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  He  has  never  been  married. 


F.  DE  HASS  SIMONSON — A  representative  and 
thoroughly  public-spirited  citizen  of  Queens  County,  F. 
De  Hass  Simonson,  who  died  in  1918,  was  active  in  his 
affairs  and  in  those  of  the  community  up  until  the  close 
of  his  career,  death  alone  putting  a  stop  to  his  inde¬ 
fatigable  labors  for  the  common  welfare.  Not  alone 
Queens,  but  Brooklyn  Borough  and  that  of  the  metro¬ 
politan  district  benefited  by  his  great  interest  in  civic  and 
educational  matters,  and  he  well  earned  the  noble  reputa- 
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tion  that  he  left  for  a  heritage  to  his  offspring.  Active 
in  the  early  real  estate  developments  of  large  sections  of 
Long  Island,  his  experience  rendered  him  a  valuable  ad¬ 
visor  in  this  field,  in  which  he  became  eminent;  and  in¬ 
deed  his  natural  judgment,  foresight,  vision,  and  keen 
business  instinct  made  him  a  valued  member  of  many 
organizations,  educational,  financial,  and  civic,  in  all  of 
which  he  gave  of  his  best,  animated  by  a  spirit  of  civic 
pride  and  progress,  and  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
his  fellows. 

F.  De  Hass  Simonson  was  born  June  14,  1S63,  in  New¬ 
town,  now  Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  son  of  Charles  and 
Frances  (Thomas')  Simonson,  his  father  having  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  the  real  estate  business  in  Newtown  in 
the  early  seventies.  The  son  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  district,  and  then  learned  the 
printer’s  trade  with  C.  G.  Burgoyne,  in  New  York  City, 
remaining  at  this  work  until  his  father’s  death  in  1884, 
when  he  took  over  his  real  estate  business  in  Newtown, 
on  Broadway  of  the  present-day  Elmhurst.  Throwing 
himself  into  this  new  field  with  all  the  energy  of  an  en¬ 
thusiast,  he  began  to  develop  largely  the  sections  ad¬ 
jacent,  and  large  tracts  around  Corona,  Maspeth,  W  in¬ 
field,  and  Elmhurst,  owe  their  progress  to  him.  Fie 
rapidly  began  to  make  a  name  for  himself,  and  in  spite 
of  his  many  business  duties  he  was  always  active  in 
public  affairs,  and  took  great  pride  in  the  civic  develop¬ 
ment  and  progress.  He  became  president  of  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  Borough  of  Queens;  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  New  York  City;  served  as 
tax  collector  for  Newtown  for  several  years,  and  also 
on  the  local  School  Board,  of  licit  he  became  secretary, 
and  during  this  period  was  largely  instrumental  in  in¬ 
augurating  the  Newtown  High  School.  He  was  on 
the  advisory  board  of  the  Queen’s  County  Branch  of 
the  Com  Exchange  Bank;  director  of  the  board  of  the 
Mortgage  Guarantee  Company  of  Brooklyn;  and  also 
served  on  the  financial  committee  of  the  Title  Guarantee 
&  Trust  Company.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  Borough  of  Queens,  and  in  his 
church  connection  he  was  a  member  and  a  trustee  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newtown.  In  all  of  these 
varied  activities,  Mr.  Simonson  held  the  respect  and 
honored  esteem  of  his  associates,  and  on  his  death,  in 
March,  1918,  he  left  behind  a  memory  that  will  long  re¬ 
main  un  forgotten  in  the  broad  field  in  which  lie  served. 

F.  De  Hass  Simonson  married,  November  26,  18S8, 
at  Newtown,  Long  Island,  Elizabeth  Nelson,  daughter  of 
James  and  Margaret  (Black)  Nelson.  Fir.  and  Mrs.  F. 
De  Hass  Simonson  were  the  parents  of  three  children: 
Charles,  a  sketch  of  whom  follows;  Nelson,  deceased; 
Ruth  I. 


CFI ARLES  SIMONSON — In  real  estate  affairs  in 
Long  Island  the  name  of  Charles  Simonson  is  one  of 
prominence,  for  his  activities  in  Elmhurst  are  placing 
him  among  the  leaders  of  his  day,  as  was  his  father,  and 
also  his  grandfather  before  him,  in  this  same  line  of 
development.  Mr.  Simonson  gives  to  his  work  a  tire¬ 
less  energy  and  a  ceaseless  vigilance,  and  he  is  ever  care¬ 
ful  that  the  interests  of  the  people  are  carried  forward 
along  with  his  own  advance,  thereby  assuring  a  success 


that  is  based  upon  a  sound  respect  and  mutual  trust. 
Coming  from  a  family  that  has  been  established  here 
since  the  early  seventies.  Mr.  Simonson  is  well  and 
widely  known  throughout  a  broad  section,  and  the 
known  honor  and  integrity  of  his  forebears  is  a  guaran¬ 
tee  of  his  faith  in  his  dealings,  and  he  holds  the  honored 
esteem  of  his  fellows. 

Charles  Simonson  was  born  in  Newtown,  Long  Island, 
October  10,  1889,  son  of  F.  De  Hass  and  Elizabeth  (Nel¬ 
son)  Simonson.  Fie  received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools,  later  attended  Adelphi  Academy  in 
Brooklyn,  and  in  19CS  became  associated  with  his  father 
in  the  real  estate  business.  On  the  demise  of  the  latter, 
the  enterprise  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Simonson, 
and  although  at  that  time  he  was  but  twenty-nine 
years  of  age,  he  took  over  the  responsibility,  and  has 
efficiently  handled  its  many  activities.  He  is  gifted  with 
a  spirit  of  independence  and  initiative,  and  is  forging 
ahead  along  pioneer  lines  as  well  as  in  the  furtherance 
of  activities  already  under  way,  and  he  is  already 
achieving  a  place  for  himself  where  he  commands  the 
trust  and  respect  of  his  peers.  Mr.  Simonson  has  few 
interests  aside  from  business,  but  he  is  active  in  his  civic 
duties,  and  in  the  furtherance  of  all  matters  for  the 
welfare  of  the  community  and  nation.  Fie  has  been  for 
five  years  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  belonging  to  Squadron  C,  of  Brooklyn. 
Fie  is  also  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  Borough  of  Queens,  and  in  his  religious  affiliation 
attends  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Elmhurst. 

Charles  Simonson  married  (first),  in  1913,  at  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Long  Island,  Florence  Werther,  who  died  March 
23,  1919,  daughter  of  William  and  Caroline  Werther, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Ruth  M.,  born 
February  26,  1916.  At  Elmhurst,  June  4,  1924,  Fir. 
Simonson  married  (secund)  Bertha  Wunderlich,  of  Elm¬ 
hurst,  a  daughter  of  Robert  and  Emma  Wunderlich. 


CARL  E.  MEYER — Standing  among  the  progressive 
business  executives  of  the  younger  group  in  Flushing 
and  n  resident  of  BaySide,  Carl  E.  Fleyer  is  broadly 
representative  of  present-day  advance  and  is  fulfilling 
the  large  responsibilities  as  cashier  af  the  Flushing  Na¬ 
tional  Bank.  Bringing  to  his  work  the  forward  looking 
attitude  and  practical  judgment  of  the  man  of  affairs  and, 
meeting  his  responsibilities  in  an  eminently  conscientious 
way,  Fir.  Meyer  has  won  the  esteem  and  confidence  of 
all  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.  He  is  a  son  of 
Henry  and  Minnie  (Benkert)  Fleyer.  and  his  father, 
•who  is  now  deceased,  was  for  many  years  a  prominent 
merchant.  His  mother  is  still  living. 

Carl  E.  Meyer  was  born  in  Long  Island  City,  Flarch 
31,  1S95.  Receiving  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Bayside  he  was  later  a  student  in  Flushing 
High  School,  then  completed  his  preparations  for  his 
life  work  at  the  American  Institute  of  Banking  in  New 
York  City.

LYTLE  J.  HUNTER,  is  a  distinguished  inventor 
and  manufacturer,  and  for  many  years  has  been  pro¬ 
prietor  in  a  business  manufacturing  a  line  of  specialties, 
the  Hunter  illuminated  signs  sold  and  distributed  all 
over  the  country.  His  manufacturing  interests  have 
been  centered  at  Flushing,  and  his  home  is  at  No.  43 
Greenway  Terrace,  Forest  Hills. 

Lytle  J.  Hunter  acquired  his  early  education  in  South¬ 
ern  Indiana.  For  several  years  he  traveled  about  the 
country,  representing  different  occupations,  but  in  1877, 
organized  the  Lytle  Safe  &  Lock  Company  at  Cincin¬ 
nati,  remaining  as  president  of  that  business  for  about 
seven  years.  During  that  time  he  brought  out  his  first 
important  invention,  a  c* reet  car  fender;  about  the  same 
time,  he  developed  the  .estinaticn  sign  for  trolley  cars. 
This  was  in  1SS4,  and  his  business  has  been  closely  linked 
with  the  street  car  industry  ever  since;  it  has  grown  as 
the  street  car  itself  has  developed  in  importance  as  a 
factor  in  urban  transportation.  Mr,  Hunter  has  taken 
out  nine  different  patents,  but  most  of  his  attention  was 
devoted  to  the  manufacturing  of  fenders  until  1893,  and 
since  then  he  has  concentrated  his  attention  upon  the 
sign  branch  of  his  business.  Ho  now  deals  exclusively 
with  street  railway  and  bus  companies. 

In  1909  Mr.  Blunter  moved  to  Blushing,  from  New 
York  City,  building  the  factory  at  No.  75  Linden  Ave¬ 
nue.  For  five  years  his  home  has  been  at  Forest  Hills. 
After  fifteen  years  of  residence  in  Flushing  the  business 
is  conducted  under  the  corporate  name  of  the  Hunter 
Illuminated  Car  Signs  Company,  manufacturers  of  the 
Hunter  signs. 


HENRY  RICHTER — Leading  the  way  in  his  own 
increasing  field  of  action  and  new  venture  in  the  real 
estate  field,  Mr.  Richter,  who  offices  are  at  the  Bank  of 
Manhattan,  Rockaway  Park,  New  York,  has  achieved 
a  large  degree  of  success  in  realty  matters.  \\  ith  his 
ripened  experience  of  twenty  years  in  his  line,  he 
possesses  the  veteran’s  treasure  of  information  of  his 
territory  of  work  and  its  values.  Lie  is  a  son  of  Ller- 
man  Richter,  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business,  and  of 
Rose  Richter,  both  parents  born  in  Germany. 

Henry  Richter  was  born  in  Germany,  June  9,  1881, 
and  he  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of  his  birth¬ 
place.  Coining  to  this  country  as  a  young  man,  he  scon

LIERMAN  H.  JANTZB1N — A  record  of  exemplary 
industry  in  mercantile  lines,  of  a  well-applied  inclination 
to  succeed  in  business,  and  of  good  faith  continuously  kept 
with  the  public,  was  established  and  maintained  by  Her¬ 
man  H.  Jantzen  from  that  day  when  he  began  his  shoe 
business  on  Sixth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  to  the  time 
of  his  death ;  and  his  sons,  receiving  that  heritage  as  a 
gift  of  supreme  value,  have  continued  along  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  activities  of  the  present  hour  under  the  same 
standards  that  brought  success  to  the  founder  of  their 
enterprise.  The  story  of  the  shoe-dealing  guild  of  New 
York  City  merchants  would  be  incomplete  without  ade¬ 
quate  reference  to  the  Civil  War  veteran,  who,  just 
prior  to  the  war,  started  his  shoe  business  in  a  small 
way,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  uncertainties  that  followed 
the  war  resumed  his  work,  eventually  to  accomplish 
worth-while  results  in  his  industrial  specialty.  Also, 
among  the  essential  reasons  for  his  success  is  to  be  reck¬ 
oned  the  fact  that  both  his  father  and  grandfather  were 
shoemakers,  and  that  their  business  principles  were  those 
of  probity  and  exactness  as  well. 

Herman  LI.  Jantzen,  founder  of  the  firm  that  is  now 
known  as  the  H.  Jantzen  Shoe  Company,  was  born  in 
1835,  in  Hanover,  Germany,  where  he  attended  school, 
and  then  was  given  the  careful  training  in  the  trade  that 
had  been  handed  along  through  the  generations.  In  1854, 
Mr.  Jantzen  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  a  vessel 
that  took  four  months  for  the  trip  across,  and  due  to  the 
shortage  of  supplies  aboard  ship,  port  was  made  at 
Baltimore,  though  New  York  City  had  been  the  original 
destination.  Mr.  Jantzen  had  no  trouble  in  obtaining 
employment  at  his  trade,  but  in  1S60  he  removed  to  New 
York  City,  where  he  opened  his  first  shoe  store,  at  No. 
335  Sixth  Avenue,  near  Twenty-first  Street,  and  he  con¬ 
tinued  there  until  the  Civil  War  was  declared.  He  had 
received  military  training  in  Germany,  and  with  the 
strong  appeal  that  the  Union  cause  made  for  him,  he  at 
once  enlisted  and  urged  many  others  to  do  the  same ;  in 
fact,  he  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  New  York 
State  Volunteers,  consisting  of  nearly  all  New  York 
business  men,  now  deceased.  Mr.  Jantzen  served 
throughout  the  war,  and  upon  his  return  continued  the 
shoe  retailing  enterprise  that  he  had  started.  The  busi¬ 
ness  prospered,  though  it  was  removed  several  times,  still 
continuing  on  Sixth  Avenue,  from  Nos.  284  to  242,  to 
.66 o,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  Au¬ 
gust  S,  1904,  he  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
retail  shoe  trade  in  the  city.  He  was  a  member  of  Solon 
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Lodge,  No.  771,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  of  the 
Arion  Society,  of  New  York  City. 

Herman  H.  Jantzen  married  Anna  Fisher,  and  they 
had  the  following  children:  I.  Louis,  who,  to  the  time 
of  his  death  in  19 22,  was  president  of  the  H.  Jantzen 
Shoe  Company.  2.  William  C.,  who  was  born  in  New 
York  City,  August  10,  1868.  and  attended  Public  School 
No.  55.  As  a  young  man,  he  started  to  learn  the  shoe 
business  with  his  father,  and  is  now  president  of  the  H. 
J.tut/cn  Shoe  Company,  Inc.  He  is  a  member  of  Long 
Mi:.!  Li  <!gc.  No.  586,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and 
.  Manner  Chapter,  No.  214,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  of 
Long  Island  City;  and  of  Queensborough  Lodge,  No. 

Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He 
married,  in  August,  1898,  in  New  York  City,  Eleanor 
Gerald,  and  they  reside  at  Elmhurst.  3.  George  H., 
who  was  born  January  31,  1871,  in  New  York  City, 
where  he  attended  Public  School  No.  55,  and  afterwards, 
as  a  1  oy,  was  employed  by  his  father  in  the  shoe  store.

771.  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  of  America  Chapter, 
No.  213,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  the  New  York  Com¬ 
mand!  ry,  Knights  Templar;  Scottish  Rites  Consistory, 
the  thirty-second  degree;  Azim  Grotto;  Queensborough 
Lodge,  No.  878,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  George  H.  Jantzen  married,  April  5,  1S94,  in  New 
York  City.  Mary  F.  Hayes,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  two  children:  George  II.  Jantzen,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Fordham  University,  who  now  resides  in 
Queens;  and  Marie.. , Jantzen,  now  residing  in  Elmhurst, 
Long  Island. 


DAVID  T.  McGRATH — Having  fitted  himself  in 
real  estate  law  by  taking  a  course  at  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity,  New  York  City,  David  T.  McGrath  eventually 
entered  the  real  estate,  insurance  and  building  business 
at  Corona,  Long  Island,  and  later  at  Flushing,  Long  Is¬ 
land,  where  lie  has  firmly  established  himself  in  those 
lines  in  a  community  from  which  he  has  drawn  a  large 
and  satisfied  clientele,  and  he  continues  to  do  a  success¬ 
ful  business  in  the  region  dominated  by  the  Flushing 
interests. 

Mr.  McGrath  is  the  son  of  Frank  and  Jennie  (Ennis) 
McGrath,  and  was  born  at  Long  Island  City  an  April 
8,  1892.  His  father,  now  deceased,  was  employed  for 
many  years  on  the  Long  Island  Railroad.  His  mother 
makes  her  home  with  her  son,  who  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Long  Island  City,  graduating  from  Bryant 
High  School  of  that  city,  afterward  taking  an  extension 
course  in  real  estate  law  at  Columbia  University.  His 
studies  at  an  end,  he  first  was  employed  at  the  Harri- 
man  National  Bank,  New  York  City,  as  a  messenger  and 
clerk,  and  later  as  junior  bookkeeper,  1910-12,  resigning 
in  the  latter  year  to  enter  the  real  estate  office  of  George 
Harris  at  No.  451  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City.

GEORGE  W.  TURNER— The  personal  history  of 
Mr.  Turner  is  the  typically  American  one  of  the  man 
who  has  risen  from  humble  beginnings,  by  dint  of  strong 
determination  and  intellectual  power,  to  an  important 
place  in  the  business  world.  For  the  past  twelve  years 
lie  has  been  manager  of  one  of  the  largest  and  most  im¬ 
portant  sugar  concerns  in  the  country,  that  of  Minford, 
Lueder  &  Company,  now  located  at  Nos.  99-101  Wall 
Street,  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Turner  was  born  May  30,  1883,  in  New  York 
City,  and  educated  in  public  and  high  schools  of  that 
city.  He  started  his  business  career  as  an  office  boy  with 
the  New  York  Sugar  Refining  Company,  at  a  salary  of 
three  dollars  per  week.  At  first,  Mr.  Turner  was  em¬ 
ployed  in  their  Ixuig  Island  City  office,  but  was  after¬ 
wards  transferred  to  Wall  Street,  and  it  was  there,  in 
1899,  that  he  met  August  Lueder,  a  raw  sugar  importer, 
who  had  been  in  business  for  over  thirty  years.  Mr. 
Lueder  offered  him  a  position  at  an  increased  salary,  and 
Mr.  Turner  accepted,  remaining  with  Mr.  Lueder  for 
thirteen  years.  In  1912  Mr.  Lueder  formed  a  partner¬ 
ship  with  his  son.  E.  L.  Lueder,  and  James  Spencer 
Brown,  under  the  firm  name  of  Lueder  &  Company,  lo¬ 
cated  at  No.  112  Wall  Street,  and  Mr.  Turner  was  given 
an  interest  in  the  .business.  Four  years  later,  in  1916, 
the  firm  consolidated  with  L.  W.  Minford  &  Company, 
refined  sugar  and  coffee  brokers,  at  No.  106  Wall  Street, 
under  the  name  of  Minford,  Lueder  &  Company,  this 
latter  firm  being  worth  several  million  dollars.  This 
consolidation  brought  an  increase  in  Mr.  Turner's  in¬ 
terest  in  the  business  and  also  in  his  salary.  He  has  had 
power  of  attorney  for  both  of  these  concerns  since  1912.

May  1,  1894,  a  daughter  of  Robert  and  Ma¬ 
tilda  (Smiley)  McCaughey,  both  of  whom  were  born 
in  Scotland. 


EDWIN  E.  SUYDAIvI  is  one  of  our  American  busi¬ 
ness  men  who  is  a  living  example  of  the  truth  that  ex¬ 
ceptional  ability*,  personified  in  the  errand  boy,  will  forge 
its  way  through  difficulties  and  obstacles  to  a  leading 
position  as  sure  as  the  marksman’s  bullet  finds  its  way 
to  the  center  of  the  target,  without  being  deflected  from 
its  course  by  an  intervening  gust  of  wind  or  a  drop  of 
rain.  Born  July  14,  1890,  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  a 
son  of  John  C.  Suydam,  a  retired  farmer,  who,  born  in 
Flatbush  on  the  old  Suydam  farm,  has  lived  in  Jamaica 
for  sixty  years,  being  a  descendant  of  the  Holland  fam¬ 
ily  settling  in  this  country-  in  the  early-  1600’ s,  and  Anna 
Maria  (Duryea)  Suydam,  who  died  December  13,  1905, 
Mrs.  Suydam  being  also  a  descendant  of  the  early  French 
settlers  in  this  country  when  the  Huguenots  were  driven 
out  of  France. 

Mr.  Suydam  attended  the  public  and  normal  schools  in 
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Jamaica  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years  became  an 
errand  boy  for  the  Title  Guarantee  &  Trust  Company 
Real  Estate,  in  Jamaica.  In  the  course  of  his  nine  years’ 
service  he  was  transferred  and  promoted  from  one  de¬ 
partment  to  another,  and  at  the  time  of  his  resignation 
he  held  the  post  of  manager  of  the  sales  policy  depart¬ 
ment. 

In  1911  he  opened  a  real  estate,  insurance  and  building 
business  at  Xo.  350  Fulton  Street,  Jamaica,  but  two 
years  afterwards  came  to  College  Point,  and  at  Xo.  303 
Thirteenth  Street  established  himself  in  the  same  line  of 
business.  Mr.  Suydam  specializes  on  factory  properties 
and  has  to  his  credit  the  locating  of  some  of  the  largest 
industrial  plants  in  College  Point.  Besides  his  regular 
selling  of  houses  and  insurance,  Mr.  Suydam  has  built 
up  blocks  of  houses  to  take  care  of  the  ever  increasing 
demand  for  homes  needed  by  those  employed  in  the  vari¬ 
ous  large  plants.  Business  expanded,  so  that  on  January  1, 
1924,  he  entered  into  partnership  with  G.  Hugo  Koch 
and  with  him  founded  the  real  estate  and  insurance  firm, 
Suydam  &  Koch,  which  have  their  offices  at  the  same 
address.  Mr.  Suydam  occupies  leading  positions  in  sev¬ 
eral  banking  and  business  concerns,  being  president  and 
director  of  the  College  Point  Savings  &  Loan  Associ¬ 
ation;  treasurer  and  director  ct  the  Suvko  Investing 
Company;  vice-president,  secretary  and  director  of  the 
College  Point  Lumber  Company:  president,  director,  and 
treasurer  of  the  College  Point  Building  Syndicate  Com¬ 
pany;  president  and  director  of  the  E.  E.  S.  Realty  Cor¬ 
poration;  member  of  the  College  Point  Taxpayers’  As¬ 
sociation;  and  of  the  College  Point  Business  Men’s  As¬ 
sociation.  His  fraternal  associations  comprise  member¬ 
ship  in  the  "Tee  and  Accepted  Masons;  the  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows;  and  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose.  In 
politics  Mr.  Suydam  is  a  Democrat  and  belongs  to  the 
Democratic  Club  of  College  Point.  Mr.  Suydam  and  his 
family  attend  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Jamaica. 

On  October  12,  1912,  Edwin  E.  Suydam  married  Marie 
Marra,  of  Corona,  Long  Island,  a  daughter  of  Angelo 
and  Dorothy  Marra,  both  living  in  Corona,  Long  Island. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Suydam  are  the  parents  of  three  children: 
Dorothy,  born  May  13.  1913;  Marie,  born  June  13,  1915; 
Edwin  E.,  Jr.,  born  December  14,  1920. 

JOHN  F.  HOWES,  JR.— The  talent  with  which  John 
F.  Howes,  Jr.,  is  endowed  has  found  definite  expression 
and  wide  usefulness  in  his  lifelong  activities  in  hotel 
interests.  Beginning  work  of  this  nature  as  a  young 
man  of  seventeen  years,  he  lias  now  been  enagaged  in 
hotel  interests  for  a  period  of  thirty-five  years  and  holds 
high  rank  in  the  administration  departments  of  one  of 
the  leading  hotels  of  the  metropolis.  Mr.  Howes  is  a 
son  of  John  F.  and  Agnes  Howes,  his  father  a  hotel 
man  throughout  his  active  lifetime,  but  retired  for  some 
years  previous  to  his  death.  The  mother  still  survives, 
and  resides  at  Xo.  23S4  Broadway,  Xew  York  City. 

John  F.  Howes,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Xew  York  City,  X’o- 
vember  8,  1872.  Receiving  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  and  thereby  gaining  a  practical  foundation  for 
his  career,  he  began  his  life-work  in  1889,  in  the  em¬ 


ploy  of  the  old  Cambridge  Hotel,  at  the  comer  of  Fifth 
Avenue  and  Thirty-third  Street,  in  Xew  York  City.  His 
father  was  then  manager  of  that  hotel,  and  under  his 
leadership  the  young  man  gained  valuable  experience  and 
a  permanent  foothold  in  hotel  affairs.

PETER  J.  KARKHECK — From  messenger  to  bank 
manager  within  the  comparatively  brief  period  of  a 
single  decade  is  the  notable  record  made  by  Peter  J. 
Karkheck,  who  has  attained  a  high  place  in  financial 
circles  on  Long  Island,  and  particularly  at  College  Point, 
the  village  of  his  banking  connection  arid  his  residence. 
He  is  among  the  youngest  of  the  men  who  have  risen 
to  such  an  important  position  as  manager  of  a  bank  in 
that  section  of  the  country.

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  then  attended  Yale  University, 
being  graduated  from  that  institution  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  class  of  1912.  During  the  years  1912 
and  1913  he  was  associated  in  business  with  the  Home 
Insurance  Company  of  New  York,  when  he  formed  a 
connection  with  the  First  Mortgage  Guaranty  Company, 
where  he  remained  until  1917.  He  later  was  one  of  a 
group  of  men  to  organize  the  Long  Island  F'inance  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  he  is  the  vice-president  and  treasurer  of 
this  co  ;rn.  Mr.  Higbie  is  a  member  of  the  Queens- 
borough  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Jamaica  Board 
of  Trade;  his  club  affiliations  are  with  the  Yale  Club 
of  New  York,  and  the  Grolier  Club  of  New  York.

Leo  Propper  is  of  European  birth,  but  he  has  spent  the 
larger  part  of  his  life  in  the  United  States  where, 
through  his  persevering  industry,  he  has  fought  and  won 
the  battle  of  getting  on  in  the  world.

He  studied  for  the  priesthood 
at  St.  John’s  Seminary,  and  was  ordained  by  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  McDonnell,  May  30,  1S96.  Father  Foran  said 
his  first  mass  at  St.  Brigid's  Church  in  Brooklyn,  and 
he  was  successively  assistant  pastor  at  the  Church  of 
the  Blessed  Sacrament,  St.  Patrick’s,  and  the  Church 
of  the  Presentation.  He  had  the  honor  of  founding  St. 
Clement’s  Parish  at  South  Ozone  Park;  and  in  1916, 
he  went  to  St.  Francis  de  Sales  Parish,  at  Eelle  Harbor, 
as  pastor.

GEORGE  W.  REY — The  lifework  of  George  W. 
Rev  tollowed  the  most  practical  lines  and  in  his  de¬ 
voted  attention  to  the  daily  needs  of  the  people  he  won 
marked  success.  Mr.  Rev  was  a  man  of  large  natural 
ability  and  his  tireless  energy  gave  to  the  people  activi¬ 
ties  of  a  permanent  significance.  More  than  a  decade 
has  gone  by  since  his  passing  but  he  is  remembered  in 
Maspcth  as  one  of  the  thoroughly  progressive  and  esti¬ 
mable  men  of  his  day.  Fie  was  a  son  of  John  B.  and 
Elizabeth  „  dancher)  Rey,  both  deceased,  the  father  a 
manufacturer  of  macaroni. 

George  \V.  Rey  was  born  in  Middle  Village,  Long  Is¬ 
land,  February  27,  1854,  and  died  in  Maspeth,  Decem¬ 
ber  15,  1913.  He  received  his  education  in  the  old 
“White  Pot’’  Schoolhouse,  thereby  gaining  a  practical 
preparation  for  his  lifework,  then  in  1S70,  at  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  began  working  in  a  general  store  in  Mas¬ 
peth,  for  George  S.  Jarvis,  starting  in  1S79  for  himself 
on  a  small  scale,  he  developed  a  large  prosperous  in¬ 
terest,  and  rose  to  a  period  of  marked  importance  in  the 
community.  Taking  a  deep  interest  at  all  times  in  every 
phase  of  local  advance,  Mr.  Rey  was  an  uncompromising 
supporter  of  the  Republican  party  and  a  leader  in  local 
Republican  affairs.  He  never  accepted  public  honors, 
however,  preferring  to  leave  leadership  for  others,  but 
he  did  much  toward  the  placing  of  responsible  executives 
of  proved  integrity  in  positions  of  public  trust.  He  was 
a  trustee  of  the  Bushwick  Savings  Bank  of  Brooklyn 
and  was  influential  in  all  that  counted  for  public  advance. 
Fraternally  Mr.  Rey  was  identified  with  the  Masonic 
Order.  He  attended  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Klm- 
hurst,  of  which  he  was  an  elder. 

George  W.  Rey  married,  at  Middle  Village,  Long  Is¬ 
land,  in  May,  1880,  Cornelia  A.  Lossee,  daughter  of 
Cornelius  and  Rebecca  Lossee.  Mrs.  Rey  died  February 
11,  1914.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rey  are  the  parents  of  five 
children:  Anna  V.,  born  September,  1881;  Victorine, 
born  November,  1S84;  Florence,  bom  January,  1887; 
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George,  born  October,  18S9;  and  Cornelia,  born  March, 
1892.  The  family  residence  is  at  No.  76  Grand  Street, 
Maspeth,  Long  Island. 


EDWARD  W.  ALTHAUS — Some  careers  indicate 
by  the  rapid  manner  in  which  the  various  grades  of  the 
business  or  banking  hierarchy  are  climbed  and  the  com¬ 
paratively  young  age  at  which  leading  positions  are  at¬ 
tained,  the  exceptional  ability  and  strong  congenial  en¬ 
dowment  m  a  certain  direction,  which  is  at  the  base  of 
nearly  all  success  in  practical  life.  The  present  manager 
of  the  Brooklyn  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Manhattan, 
Mr.  Edward  \Y.  Althaus  in  less  than  a  decade  has  forged 
his  way  from  the  lowest  rung  of  the  ladder  on  a  bank 
staff  to  his  present  important  and  responsible  position 
which  he  fills  with  remarkable  credit  and  success.

Company,  of  Tennessee.  Mastering  the  details  of  the 
profession,  Mr.  Ryan  did  not,  however,  engage  in  its 
practice  for  a  time,  but  from  1907  to  1909  was  active  in 
the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  Chattanooga,  Tennes¬ 
see.  During  the  years  1909  and  1910  Mr.  Ryan  was 
active  as  embalmer  in  the  employ  of  J.  J.  McLarncy,  at 
the  corner  of  Sixty-fifth  Street  and  Lexington  Avenue, 
New  York  City.

He  plays 
the  violin  and  saxaphone;  for  four  years  served  the 
Corona  Band,  playing  the  saxaphone;  lie  now  plays  in 
the  Moose  Band,  Lodge  No.  485,  Long  Island.  Pie  finds 
his  recreation  in  music. 


JOHN  F.  WOLFRAM, M.  D. — Professionally  active 
in  medicine  and  surgery,  Dr.  John  F.  Wolfram,  of 
Ridgewood,  Long  Island,  is  a  figure  of  more  than  pass¬ 
ing  prominence  in  the  progress  of  his  day,  and  in  the 
half  decade  during  which  lie  has  been  active,  has  demon¬ 
strated  his  ability.  His  work  places  him  in  leading 
ranks  of  professional  advance  and  both  as  a  man,  and 
as  a  citizen,  as  well  as  in  his  chosen  realm  of  activity 
he  commands  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  all.  Dr. 
Wolfram  is  a  son  of  Frederick  and  Elizabeth  (Steim- 
bluger)  Wolfram,  his  father  a  native,  and  still  a  resident 
of  Brooklyn,  and  the  mother  deceased.  Frederick  Wol¬ 
fram  was  engaged  as  a  truckman  but  is  now  retired 
from  active  business  affairs. 

John  F.  Wolfram  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
December  11,  1S93.  Plis  education  was  received  in  the 
public  and  high  schools  of  Brooklyn,  and  St.  John’s 
College;  he  was  graduated  from  the  Long  Island  Med¬ 
ical  College  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1918.  Dr.  Wolfram  served  as  interne  at  the  Long  Island 
College  Hospital,  also  at  the  Jersey  City  Hospital,  and 
with  this  splendid  equipment  began  practice  in  Ridge¬ 
wood  in  1919.  Early  gaining  a  foothold  in  his  chosen

JOHN  F.  NAAB— Founder  of  one  of  the  prom¬ 
ising  younger  parishes  in  Long  Island,  and  pastor  of 
one  of  the  most  extensive  and  progressive  churches  of 
the  smaller  townships  of  the  Island,  Father  Naab  has 
thrown  his  energies  into  whatever  parish  work  he  has 
been  assigned  to,  but  in  particular  with  that  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary  Parish,  at  Winfield,  where  he 
is  now  the  pastor.  In  his  devotion  to  his  work,  he 
has  met  with  a  cordial  reception  among  his  own  people, 
as  well  as  among  those  not  of  his  flock,  and  the  signs 
of  progress  that  he  has  made  in  his  present  charge  are 
but  further  proofs  of  his  thoroughly  capable  pastoral 
ability  to  perform  a  substantial  and  enduring  work  for 
church  and  peopie.  He  is  a  son  of  Augustine  Naab,  a 
retired  cabinet  maker,  and  of  Margaret  (Kraus)  Naab. 

Rev.  Alphonse  Rickert  has  ably  assisted  the  Rev. 
Father  Naab  for  three  years,  and  is  now  devoting  him¬ 
self  to  the  work  of  the  Colored  Mission  of  the  diocese 
and  is  now  succeeded  by  Rev.  James  T.  Fitzgerald. 

Rev.  Father  John  F.  Naab  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  attended  parochial  schools.  Graduating 
at  St.  John’s  College  and  St.  John’s  Seminary,  he  was 
ordained  to  the  priesthood  in  1900.  Father  Naab  said  his 
first  mass  at  St.  Nicholas  Church,  in  Brooklyn,  and  his 
first  assignment  was  to  All  Saints’  Parish,  in  that  city, 
and  afterwards  to  St.  Aloysius  Church.  In  1912,  Father 
Naab  had  the  honor  of  founding  the  parish  of  SS.  Peter 
and  Paul,  at  Manorville;  and  in  1915,  he  became  pastor 
of  the  parish  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  at  Winfield,  a  parish 
of  thirty-two  hundred  souls.

there  and  is  still  living  (1924).  Having  received  his 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  place,  he 
started  business  life  as  a  messenger  boy  for  the  Western 
Lnion  Telegraph  Company,  then  entered  the  service  of 
the  American  Waltham  Watch  Company,  of  New  York, 
where  he  rose  to  the  position  of  bill  clerk.

For  the  past  ten  years  Mr.  Ells¬ 
worth  has  been  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Long  Is¬ 
land  City  Building  and  Loan  Association.  In  politics 
he  is  an  Independent  and  in  religion  a  member  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church.  His  fraternal  atid  other  as¬ 
sociations  include  membership  of  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons;  the  Royal  Arcanum;  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce;  the  American  Institute  of  Bank  Clerks;  Rotary 
Club,  of  Queensborough ;  the  Astoria  Business  Men’s  and 
Taxpayers’  Association;  and  Flushing  United  Associa¬ 
tion.

Keele,  who  conducts  a  real  estate  and  brokerage  busi¬ 
ness,  has  be.  j,  one  of  the  active  citizens  since  coming 
here. 

Steven  Keele  was  born  April  12,  18S1,  at  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  son  of  William  and  Fredrica  (Steuer) 
Keele,  his  father,  a  native  of  England,  employed  as  a 
shipping  clerk;  his  mother  a  native  of  New  York  City.

STUART  TUTHILL — In  the  widely  responsible 
capacity  of  manager  and  cashier  of  the  Queensboro 


National  Bank  of  Corona,  Stuart  Tuthill  holds  a  promi¬ 
nent  position  in  financial  circles  on  Long  Island  and  his 
work  is  counting  largely-  for  the  progress  of  the  day.  A 
veteran  of  the  world  war  and  interested  in  all  that  per¬ 
tains  to  the  progress  of  his  day  Mr.  Tuthill  is  one  of  the 
widely  recognized  and  highly  esteemed  young  men  of 
Corona. 

The  name  of  Tuthill  is  derived  from  the  ancient  tot- 
1  ills  of  England  ami  signifies  “Hill  of  God”  which  was 
given  in  earlier  times  to  conical  hills  in  England  but  the 
permanent  scat  of  the  family  w:as  in  Devonshire,  Eng¬ 
land.  \\  illiam  Totyl  was  Lord  Mayor  of  Exeter  in  the 
year  1552.  The  name  is  variously  spelled,  also  Tutel 
and  Tuttle  and  on  the  coast  of  Wales  in  the  Province 
of  Caernarvon  is  a  town  called  Tuthill.  The  name  was 
early  known  in  America  and  John  Tuthill  settled  in 
Southokl,  Long  Island,  in  1641,  having  first  come  from 
the  county  of  Norfolk,  England,  and  the  village  Sax- 
lingham  to  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1635,  after  which 
in  1639  he  removed  to  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  thence 
coming  to  Long  Island.  Daniel  Tuthill,  Mr.  Tuthill’s 
father  was  a  fisherman  by-  occupation  during  the  greater 
part  of  his  lifetime  in  East  Marion  Suffolk  County, 
Long  Island.  The  mother,  Emily  (Gardiner)  Tuthill,  is 
a  member  of  a  prominent  American  family-. 

Stuart  Tuthill  was  born  in  East  Marion,  May  15, ' 
1891.  Attending  first  the  public  and  high  school  of  his 
birthplace  he  began  his  career  in  1908  as  a  clerk  in  the 
National  Bank  of  Commerce.

Mihiel  drive  on  September  16,  1918.  An  influential  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Jamaica  Real  Estate  Board,  he  is  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Jamaica  Board  of  Trade,  and  fraternally  is 
affiliated  with  Richmond  Hill  Lodge,  No.  892,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  also  is  a  well  known  member  of  the 
Lions  Club. 


HARRY  KATES — The  associations  of  credit  busi¬ 
ness  men  throughout  the  country,  organized  as  they  now 
are  in  every  business  activity,  owe  the  origination  of 
their  purpose  in  a  very  large  degree  to  the  initiative  of 
Harry  Kates,  who  possessed  one  of  the  most  construct¬ 
ive  and  farsighted  business  minds  of  his  generation. 
Known  and  highly  esteemed  throughout  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  principally  for  his  adjustive  and  protect¬ 
ive  methods  in  behalf  of  business,  he  was  the  means  of 
opening  new  fields  of  enterprise  for  such  organizations 
as  the  Men’s  Haberdashery  Association  and  the  Corset 
Manufacturing  Association. 

Harry  Kates,  the  son  of  Abraham  Kates,  a  cattleman, 
and  Elizabeth  (Brice)  Kates,  was  born  July  12,  1871,  in 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  attended  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  the  high  schools,  and  graduated  at  the 
Harvard  Business  School.  Specializing  in  credit  ad¬ 
justments,  he  was  a  pioneer  in  that  particular  line,  hav¬ 
ing  founded  the  first  credit  and  claim  law  list  ever  pub¬ 
lished;  and  he  established  a  chain  of  offices  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Baltimore,  and  New  York  City.  In  April,  1922, 
he  founded  the  “Jamaica  Herald,”  which  publication  is 
continued  to-day  by  Mrs.  Marian  (Spahn)  Kates.  Since 
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1917,  he  had  been  politically  prominent  in  Queens  County, 
and  until  1924  he  was  one  of  the  Republican  County 
Committeemen  for  the  Fourth  Assembly  District.  He 
had  also  been  a  delegate  to  a  number  of  the  National  and 
State  Republican  conventions.  He  was  formerly  vice- 
president  of  the  Hungarian  Republican  Club,  of  New 
York  City.  He  was  president  of  the  Jamaica  Business 
Men’s  Association,  and  treasurer  of  the  Normal  Hill 
Property  Owners’  Protective  Association.  In  former 
years  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Friars ;  Knights  of 
Pythias ;  and  the  Narragansett  Club.  He  had  followed 
the  faith  of  his  fathers,  and  he  had  helped  to  organize 
the  Jamaica  Temple  Israel.  His  mother  is  related  to 
the  Duke  of  Argyle. 

Mr.  Kates  married  (first),  August  15,  1892,  - .  He 

married  (second),  April  30,  1914,  Marian  Spahn,  daughter 
of  Louis  and  Rebecca  (Marco)  Spahn.  Mrs.  Kates  con¬ 
tinues  the  editorship  of  the  “Jamaica  Herald”  but  uses 
the  110m  de  plume  of  Elizabeth  Brice  as  a  feature  story 
writer;  she  writes  children’s  stories,  dramatic  and  book 
reviews ;  and  she  is  carrying  forward  the  ideals  and 
ambitions  that  prompted  the  launching  of  the  publica¬ 
tion.  The  children  by  the  first  marriage  are  as  follows: 
Florence  (Kates)  Johnson;  Beatrice  (Kates)  Stein¬ 
berg;  Sybil  (Kates)  Smith;  Leroy  Kates.  The  child  by 
the  second  marriage  is  Joan  Adrienne  Kates. 

Harry  Kates  died  October  17,  1924,  at  Jamaica  Hos¬ 
pital.  He  possessed  gifts  both  brilliant  and  practical, 
and  life  and  its  accomplishment  were  a  boon  to  his  times. 


WILLIAM  REINHART— With  the  fulfillment  of 
his  life-plans  during  his  association  with  the  ice  and  the 
building  materials’  industries  in  New  York  City,  Mr. 
Reinhart  had  few  rivals  in  his  highly  successful  busi¬ 
ness  organization  along  those  lines.  He  was  known 
among  many  groups  as  an  energetic  leader  in  whatsoever 
he  undertook,  formerly  as  a  custom  house  officer,  and 
later,  consecutively,  in  the  livery,  the  ice  and  the  build¬ 
ing  materials’  interests,  in  each  of  which  he  proved  his 
constructive  value  and  his  ability  to  carry  his  projects 
through  to  a  worth-while  accomplishment. 

A  son  of  Stephen  and  Mary  Reinhart,  both  deceased, 
William  Reinhart  was  born  January  16,  1850,  in  County 
Wexford,  Ireland,  where  he  attended  the  local  schools. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  police  force  in  Ireland,  and 
when  he  came  to  the  United  States,  at  the  age  of  twenty 
years,  he  joined  the  police  force  in  New  York  City,  and 
later  he  became  an  officer  in  the  custom  house.  At  the 
same  time,  also,  he  was  associated  with  the  Empire  City 
Ice  Company.  In  1896  he  established  a  livery  business 
on  Twenty-seventh  Street,  between  Eighth  and  Ninth 
avenues,  in  which  he  continued  three  years,  when,  in 
partnership,  he  incorporated  an  ice  business  long  and 
favorably  known  as  Kennedy,  Reinhart,  Inc.,  and  they 
owned  a  number  of  icehouses  at  Castletown,  and  along 
the  Hudson  River.  Later,  upon  retiring  from  that  busi¬ 
ness,  he  established  a  building  materials’  business,  known 
as  Reinhart  &  Campbell,  Inc.,  at  No.  268  West  Thirty- 
fourth  Street.  He  was  a  stockholder  in  the  Manufac¬ 
turers’  Trust  Company;  a  member  of  the  Royal  Ar¬ 
canum;  and  of  the  Elmhurst  Business  Men’s  Associa¬ 
tion. 
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Mr.  Reinhart  married,  October  2,  18S3,  Laura  Estelle 
Armstrong,  daughter  of  William  Armstrong,  a  timber 
inspector,  who  died  January  10,  1892,  and  of  Ann 
(Caton)  Armstrong,  who  died  August  18,  1897.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Reinhart  were  the  parents  of  the  following 
children :  Jessie,  Born  March  3,  1891,  and  died  March 
29,  189S;  and  Iva  Steel,  born  April  2,  1896,  who  mar¬ 
ried  William  E.  Young.  William  Reinhart,  who  had  re¬ 
tired  from  business  in  1917,  died  March  31,  1924,  after 
an  illness  of  about  a  year. 


FRANK  W.  SCUTT — The  fulfillment  of  the  plans 
and  purposes  made  by  Mr.  Scutt  nearly  three  decades 
ago  for  his  real  estate  establishment  at  Jamaica,  known 
for  its  excellence  from  one  end  of  Long  Island  to  the 
other,  has  been  brought  to  pass  by  the  gradual  and  sure 
process  of  development,  in  accordance  with  the  growth 
and  advance  of  the  community.  The  business  founded 
by  Mr.  Scutt  owes  both  its  progress  and  its  permanency 
to  his  own  natural  aptitude  for  the  exigencies  of  his 
calling,  and  to  his  generalship  in  deploying  the  array  of 
interests  that  have  eventually  become  successfully  cumu¬ 
lative  in  this  modern  triumph  of  industry.  A  leader 
born  and  bred  in  the  field  thus  mapped  out,  and  in  the 
results  achieved,  he  is  a  valued  official,  and  the  direct¬ 
ing  spirit  in  a  number  of  allied  enterprises.  He  is  a  son 
of  Hiram  B.  Scutt,  a  prominent  wire  manufacturer  at 
Joliet,  Illinois,  born  in  Delaware  County,  New  York,  and 
of  Adelaide  Ward,  born  at  Orwell,  Vermont,  neither  of 
whom  is  now  living. 

Frank  W.  Scutt  was  born  at  Joliet,  Illinois,  May  29, 
1S68,  and  he  received  his  early  education  at  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  place,  and  later  at  Phillips  Acad¬ 
emy,  Andover,  Massachusetts.  He  came  to  Jamaica, 
and  in  1895  opened  his  real  estate  headquarters  in  the 
old  post  office  building,  and  there  he  conducted  real 
estate  business  until  approximately  1901,  when  he  or¬ 
ganized  the  firm  of  Scutt  &  Nostrand.  This  style  was 
continued  up  to  1906,  at  which  time  Mr.  Scutt  again 
found  himself  sole  proprietor.  In  1912,  his  son,  Harold 
Scutt,  was  received  as  partner,  and  to-day  the  firm  is 
known  as  F.  W.  Scutt  &  Company,  dealers  in  real  estate. 
In  1921,  another  mark  of  progress  was  made  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  firm’s  own  headquarters.  In  his  politics, 
Mr.  Scutt  votes  an  Independent  Republican  ticket.  His 
business  affiliations  are  numerous.  He  is  president  of 
the  Queens  Nassau  Mortgage  Company,  of  Jamaica;  and 
of  the  Woodlawn  Estates  Company;  treasurer  of  the  H. 
B.  Scutt  Building  Company,  and  of  Scutt  S:  Smith  Com¬ 
pany,  Incorporated,  of  Jamaica.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Jamaica  Board  of  Trade,  and 
he  represents  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is 
also  treasurer  of  the  Queens  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America.  His  clubs  are  the  St.  Albans,  the  Jamaica, 
and  the  Orchard  Lake.  His  religious  affiliation  is  with 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Jamaica. 

SETH  W.  KELLY — A  favorite  quotation  of  the 
many  estimable  folk  possessed  of  acute  but  limited 
mental  vision  is  that  about  the  “Jack  of  all  trades  and 
master  of  none,”  and  they  insist  that  the  chief  peril  to 
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success  in  life  is  the  scattering  of  energy  and  its  dis¬ 
tribution  over  may  fields  rather  than  its  confinement 
within  one  narrow  channel  in  which  they  think  it  will 
act  like  the  tempestuous  mountain-torrent,  after  a  long 
rain,  and  with  the  strength  of  its  impetus  sweep  away  all 
obstacles  and  win  by  sheer  force  of  concentration. 

Seth  W.  Kelly,  a  native  of  Staten  Island,  like  a  good 
many  other  successful  men,  belongs  to  those  who  by 
temperament  would  rather  not  specialize,  but  start  in 
one  groove  and  live  and  have  his  being  and  die  therein, 
but  in  defiance  of  all  accepted  notions  believe  in  having 
several  irons  in  the  fire  and  using  the  one  that  gives  the 
greatest  promise  of  success.  He  was  born  February  16, 
i860,  a  son  of  Robert  H.  Kelly,  an  engineer,  now  re¬ 
tired,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  in  which  he 
served  for  three  years  and  nine  months  and  was  several 
times  wounded,  and  Henrietta  (Burbank)  Kelly,  de¬ 
ceased. 

Mr.  Kelly  attended  public  school  in  Winfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  after  graduating  from  there  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  entered  the  employ  of  William  Dickinson,  who 
was  the  owner  of  a  dairy  business  in  Corona,  Long  Is¬ 
land.  After  continuing  in  that  position  for  three  years, 
he  accepted  service  with  a  builder,  a  Mr.  Morris,  with 
whom  he  remained  two  years,  until  1898,  when  he  en¬ 
listed  as  a  soldier  in  the  United  States  Army  and  fought 
for  his  country  in  the  Spanish-American  War,  serving 
a  little  more  than  a  year,  and  at  his  honorable  dismissal 
from  the  army  received  the  rank  of  corporal.  After  his 
return  to  civilian  life,  he  started  a  grocery  business  in 
Corona,  Long  Island,  w-hich  he  conducted  with  great 
success  for  the  period  of  one  and  one-half  years.  He 
then  entered  the  service  of  a  baker’s  establishment,  a 
Mr.  Reuter  on  Park  Street,  but  never  intended  to  have 
his  career  limited,  and  even  while  working  there  bought 
a  moving  truck  and  in  1901  established  himself  in  the 
trucking  business.  For  three  years  he  worked  in  the 
bakery  at  night  and  ran  the  van  in  the  daytime.  In  1905 
he  had  saved  enough  money  to  buy  a  garage  for  his  car 
at  Nos.  6-8  North  Alberta  Avenue,  Corona,  where  he 
continues  to  conduct  his  business  with  great  success. 
Mr.  Kelly,  who  now  owns  a  number  of  trucks,  has  set 
no  limit  to  his  enterprise,  and  having  also  invaded  the 
building  business  erected  and  sold  five  houses  in 
Flushing,  Long  Island,  during  the  year  1923. 

Seth  W.  Kelly  married,  October  9,  1909,  Helen  Car- 
dinean,  a  native  of  Corona,  daughter  of  August  and 
Mina  Cardinean,  both  living  in  Flushing.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Kelly  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  I.  Willard,  born 
April  5,  1911.  2.  Robert,  born  April  15,  1913.  3.  George, 
born  May  30,  1918.  4.  Richard,  born  September  30, 

1922.  The  family  home  is  on  Highland  Avenue,  Flush¬ 
ing,  Long  Island. 


JAMES  N.  STEWART,  JR.— At  the  age  of  twelve 
years  James  N.  Stewart,  Jr.,  one  of  the  leading  Ford 
automobile  dealers  on  Long  Island,  started  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  with  a  sub-agency  at  Ozone  Park,  and  he  has  con¬ 
tinued  in  that  line  with  remarkable  success  approaching 
now  twenty  years,  and  to-day  is  the  manager  of  the 
Richmond  Hill  Ford  Agency.  Mr.  Stewart  was  born 
October  16,  1895,  at  New  York  City,  the  son  of  James 


N.  Stewart,  born  October  9,  1871,  at  New-  York  City,  and 
Sarah  H.  (Woodbridge)  Stewart,  born  October  9,  1872, 
at  Brooklyn.  Mr.  Stewart,  Sr.,  was  for  many  years 
a  builder  and  is  now  retired  from  active  business. 
Their  son  James  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
New  York  City,  and  in  1907,  became  connected  with  the 
Ford  sub-agency  at  Ozone  Park.

He  is  a  member  of  Quinsigamond  Dodge, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Worcester,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  He  attends  the  Presbvterian  Church  of  Ozone 
Park. 

He  married,  January  20,  1915,  at  Woodhaven,  Long 
Island,  Ruth,  the  daughter  of  Oscar  and  Florence  Kent, 
of  Brooklyn,  where  she  was  born  August  26,  1897.  They 
are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  George  N.,  born  at  Ozone 
Park,  October  19,  1916;  and  Donald  K.,  born  at  Ozone 
Park,  February  2,  1923. 


THOMAS  DALY — In  construction  circles  in  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Long  Island,  Thomas  Daly  holds  a  noteworthy 
position  and  his  activities  have  contributed  largely  to 
the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  section.  Mr.  Daly’s 
ability  as  a  business  executive  is  at  the  foundation  o: 
bis  success  and  his  close  familiarity  with  construction 
affairs  places  him  in  a  position  to  make  history  in  this 
field.  That  he  has  accomplished  this  end  is  clearly  evi¬ 
dent  to  all  who  are  in  touch  with  his  activities.  Mr. 
Dal)-  is  a  son  of  Martin  and  Johanna  Daly,  both  now- 
deceased,  bis  father  throughout  his  lifetime  a  farmer 
by  occupation  and  always  a  man  respected  by  the  people 
and  active  in  the  progress  of  his  day. 

Thomas  Daly  was  born  in  Ireland,  May  20.  1878,  and 
received  his  education  in  the  national  schools  of  his 
native  land.  Coming  to  America  in  1897,  Mr.  Daly  en¬ 
tered  the  employ  of  the  P.  F.  Collier  Publishing  Com¬ 
pany,  of  New  York  City,  but  remained  only  for  a  time, 
entering  the  insurance  field  before  the  close  of  the  year.

Catholic  Church,  Margaret  Guidera,  a  daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  (Dwyer)  Guidera. 


HENRY  G.  BAUER — The  school  board  of  Elmont, 
Long  Island,  is  presided  over  by  Mr.  Henry  G.  Bauer, 
whose  farming  activities  leave  him  enough  time  to  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  locality,  and 
who  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  education 
question.  Mr.  Bauer  was  bom  in  1S73,  in  Elmont,  Long 
Island,  a  son  of  George  Bauer,  a  farmer,  born  in  1840, 
died  in  1920,  and  Barbara  Bauer,  born  in  1845  and  died 
in  1908,  on  a  farm  which  has  been  in  the  Bauer  family 
for  three  generations.  He  received  his  early  education 
in  the  local  public  schools,  graduating  in  18S3,  after 
which  he  worked  on  his  father’s  farm,  and  when  his 
father  died  in  1920,  took  sole  charge  of  the  property. 
Mr.  Bauer  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  board  of 
Elmont,  for  fourteen  years  and  in-  August,  1923,  was 
elected  president  of  that  body,  and  reelected  in  1924  for 
a  term  of  three  years.

York  City,  December  1,  1884,  a  daughter  of  August 


and  Sarah  (Harper)  Siebeneichen,  the  father  a  native 
of  Jersey,  and  the  mother  born  and  raised  in  old 
Greenwich  Village,  New  York  City. 


CHARLES  M.  LOBEJAGER— In  the  important 
and  broadly  useful  field  of  architecture  Charles  M. 
Lobejager,  of  Corona,  holds  a  noteworthy  position  in 
present-day  advance  on  Long  Island.  He  has  done 
much  for  the  progress  and  upbuilding  of  the  community 
in  which  he  is  located  and  his  work  is  sought  by  many 
discriminating  patrons  from  distant  parts.  Mr.  Lobe¬ 
jager  is  a  son  of  William  and  Anna  (Fischer)  Lobe¬ 
jager,  his  father  an  artist  by  profession  throughout  his 
lifetime,  but  both  parents  now  deceased. 

Charles  M.  Lobejager  was  born  in  Germany,  June  15, 
1876.  The  family  coming  to  America  in  September  of 
the  same  year.  Mr.  Lobejager  was  reared  under  Ameri¬ 
can  conditions  and  educated  in  the  institutions  of  this 
country.  The  family  settling  in  New  York  City  he  at¬ 
tended  the  local  public  and  high  school  and  Cooper 
L'nion  Institute.  Later  taking  an  extension  course  in 
engineering  at  Columbia  University,  he  was  first  active 
as  an  architect  in  1900  with  the  firm  of  Hess  and  Weeks. 
After  one  year  of  activity  with  that  concern  he  became 
identified  with  the  Nesbit  Construction  Company  in  the 
capacity  of  superintendent  and  remained  with  that  con¬ 
cern  for  about  five  years.  In  1906  Mr.  Lobejager  be¬ 
came  affiliated  with  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City 
of  New  York  in  which  connection  he  was  active  as 
architect  and  designer  in  the  important  school  building 
construction  constantly  in  course  of  erection  in  the  me¬ 
tropolis.

He  seeks  only  the  highest  class 
of  architectural  designing  and  always  keeps  oversight 
of  the  buildings  erected  from  his  plans.  Having  de¬ 
signed  and  supervised  the  construction  of  many  im¬ 
portant  and  beautiful  buildings  on  Long  Island,  his  fame 
is  ever  widening.  He  is  looked  upon  as  a  very  success¬ 
ful  man  in  his  field  of  endeavor  and  is  a  member  of 
Municipal  Engineers  of  New  Tork.  He  attends  the 
Lutheran  Church  of  Corona. 

PHILIP  SCHEEL — In  the  present-day  advance  of 
Long  Island  the  name  of  Philip  Scheel  holds  a  note¬ 
worthy  position,  for  he  has  for  several  years  been  active 
in  real  estate  affairs  as  an  independent  operator  and 
broker.  Mr.  Scheel  is  a  well  known  figure  in  fraternal 
and  social  circles  in  Corona,  and  his  endeavors  are  con¬ 
tributing  definitely  to  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the 
people.

MICHAEL  JOSEPH  LENIHAN— The  family  that 
bears  this  name  comes  of  an  ancient  lineage  in  Ireland, 
this  present  branch  being  represented  in  America  more 


than  half  a  century  ago,  Afr.  Lenihan’s  father  having 
been  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  The  O’Leineachain 
family,  from  the  word  Leine,  the  Irish  for  a  linen  gar¬ 
ment  anglicized  O’Lenehan,  Lenehan,  and  Lenihan,  de¬ 
scended  from  a  younger  son  of  the  House  of  MacEniry, 
of  Cappagh.  They  were  formerly  a  family  of  note  in 
the  counties  of  Tipperary  and  Limerick,  where  the  name 
is  sometimes  rendered  AlacLenehan  and  Alac  Lanaghan; 
and  chiefs  of  a  district  forming  the  present  barony  of 
Upper  Third,  in  the  county  of  Waterford,  where  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  River  Suir,  and  where  the  river  re¬ 
ceives  the  waters  of  the  Clodagh,  they  had  a  strong 
castle,  of  which  they  were  dispossessed  by  the  Purcells 
and  the  Do  Grandisons,  who  expelled  them  from  their 
patrimonial  inheritance.  They  also  possessed  Crota  Cli- 
ach,  and  Hy-Coonagh,  a  territory  partly  in  the  barony  of 
Owney  and  Arra  in  Tipperary,  and  partly  in  the  barony 
of  Coonagh,  County  Limerick.  The  family  bore  arms  as 
follows : 

Arms — Argent,  on  a  mount  vert  a  buck  trippant 
pules,  attired  or,  in  the  mouth  a  trefoil  slipped  of  the 
second,  a  chief  azure,  charged  with  a  castle  having  on 
each  tower  an  obtuse  spire  surmounted  by  a  weather¬ 
cock,  and  on  an  arch  over  the  curtain  wall  a  cross 
flory  all  of  the  field. 

Crest— A  buck  trippant  gules,  attired  or,  holding  in 
the  mouth  a  trefoil  slipped  vert,  and  resting  the  fore¬ 
foot  on  an  escutcheon  of  the  Burke  arms,  viz.,  or.  a 
cross  gules  in  the  first  quarter  a  lion  rampant  sable, 
and  in  the  second  a  hand  of  the  last. 

Motto — Patriae  infeliei  fidelis. 

There  was  recorded  by  the  Four  Alasters  the  death  of 
Alulciaran  O’Lenaghan,  a  religious  of  Tumna,  County 
Roscommon,  who  died  A.  D.,  1249,  as  follows:  “Alul¬ 
ciaran  O’Lanaghan,  a  dignified  priest  of  Tumna,  a  man 
who  kept  a  house  of  hospitality  for  the  clergy  and  laity, 
died  on  his  way  to  Ardcarne,  to  attend  a  sermon  there, 
on  the  Friday  before  Lammas;  and  was  interred  with 
great  honour  and  solemnity.”  From  such  an  ancient  and 
honorable  stem  springs  the  modern  branch  of  this  fam¬ 
ily,  though  the  steps  by  which  it  has  descended  may  be 
lost  in  the  mists  of  the  centuries. 

Afichael  Joseph  Lenihan,  to-day  the  head  of  his  own 
business  concern,  and  serving  his  community  in  the  of¬ 
ficial  capacity  of  deputy  sheriff,  was  born  Alarch  22, 
1864,  in  New  York  City,  New  York,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Catherine  (Quain)  Lenihan,  his  mother  deceased  at 
about  the  age  of  thirty-one  years,  his  father,  who  was 
a  stone  cutter  contractor,  and  a  veteran  of  the  Civil 
War  in  the  cavalry,  having  died  about  thirty-eight  years 
ago  (1924).

Gabriel’s  Parochial  School,  and  found  his  first  employ¬ 
ment  in  working  fur  a  meat  market,  doing  this  work  for 
about  two  years,  when  he  found  enployment  with  the 
New  York  Central  Hudson  River  Railroad,  remaining 
with  this  organization  for  five  years.  He  later  became 
agent  for  the  Westcott  Express  Company,  and  retained 
this  connection  for  twelve  years.

Lenihan  are  the  parents  of  eight  children:  Edward, 
Bernard,  Catherine,  Margaret,  Michael,  Mary,  Gabriel, 
and  Cecelia.

GUSTAV  KIRCHNER— An  honorable  and  vener¬ 
able  figure  in  Queens  County  is  Gustav  Kirchner,  of 
Corona,  whose  activities  in  real  estate  affairs  have  filled 
the  course  of  his  career  with  large  and  permanent  use¬ 
fulness.  Mr.  Kirchner  was  active  at  different  times  in 
mechanical  advance,  and  in  both  these  realms  he  has 
given  to  his  work  the  constructive  energy  and  loyalty 
which  counts  for  the  general  good.  Mr.  Kirchner  is  a 
son  of  Michael  and  Justina  Kirchner,  both  now  long 
since  deceased,  but  the  father’s  lifetime  was  spent  as 
an  active  business  man. 

Gustav  Kirchner  was  born  in  Germany,  December 
22,  1S4S.  Receiving  his  education  in  the  institutions  of 
his  native  country,  he  began  work  at  the  age  of  thirteen 
years,  entering  the  employ  of  a  German  concern  as  an 
apprentice  to  the  trade  of  machinist  and  toolmaker. 
Active  in  his  trade  until  1866,  he  then  came  to  America 
and  followed  the  same  line  of  endeavor  in  this  country. 
In  1800  he  definitely  laid  aside  his  mechanical  work 
and  opened  a  real  estate  office  in  New  York  City,  lo¬ 
cating  on  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Street.  He 
did  much  for  the  development  of  the  upper  section  of 
the  city,  and  in  his  activities  along  this  line  gained 
large  success.  Coming  to  Long  Island  in  1905,  he 
opened  another  office  at  No.  532  Second  Avenue,  Long 
Island  City,  maintaining  both  these  interests  until  war 
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conditions  were  brought  about  between  United  States 
and  Germany.  Mr.  Kirchner  then  entered  the  industrial 
world  once  more,  and  from  1917  until  1921  he  was 
active  as  a  tool  and  die  maker  in  Flushing,  Long  Is¬ 
land.  After  the  World  War,  Mr.  Kirchner  opened  his 
real  estate  office  in  Flushing,  and  in  192 2  established  his 
present  office  in  Corona.

born  in  1898;.  and  Bertha,  born  in  1901. 


JOSEPH  H.  CHALK— The  large  responsibility  of 
caring  for  the  dead  has  engaged  the  attention  of  Joseph 
H.  Chalk  for  the  past  few  years,  and  with  previous  busi¬ 
ness  experience,  which  well  fitted  him  for  the  com¬ 
mercial  side  of  this  profession,  he  is  going  forward  to 
large  and  prominent  success.  Mr.  Chalk  is  a  man  of 
lofty  ideals,  and  in  the  practical  application  of  the  high¬ 
est  business  principles  to  his  work  is  filling  a  vital  need 
of  the  people  efficiently  and  well.

He  attends 
St.  Bartholomew’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  of  Elm¬ 
hurst. 


GEORGE  EDWARD  LOWE — Fifty-one  years  ago, 
George  Edward  Lowe,  assistant  postmaster  of  Flush¬ 
ing,  Long  Island,  came  from  England,  at  the  age  of 
eight  years,  with  his  parents,  who  had  determined  to 
try  their  fortune  in  America,  and  settled  on  Long  Island. 
He  has  been  in  State  and  Federal  service  for  twenty-five 
years,  having  been  a  chief  deputy  sheriff,  a  postmaster 
and  a  post  office  superintendent  before  reaching  his 
present  position.  Mr.  Lowe  is  the  son  of  George  and 
Jane  Lowe,  and  was  born  in  England,  March  21,  1873. 
His  father  lives  at  Riverhcad,  Long  Island;  his  mother 
died  in  June,  1917.  The  son,  George  E.,  came  to  the 
United  States  with  his  parents  in  1881.  and  they  first 
lived  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  attended  Public  School  No. 
37.  When  he  was  thirteen  years  of  age  he  secured  em¬ 
ployment  with  the  Eastern  District  Telegraph  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Brooklyn.  Two  years  later,  18S8,  he  was 
made  telephone  operator.  In  1891  he  resigned  his  posi¬ 
tion  with  that  company  and  entered  the  foundry  business, 
learning  iron  moulding  at  the  foundry  of  Healey 
Brothers,  in  Brooklyn.  In  1S97  he  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Frank  A.  Munsey  Publishing  Company,  as  ship¬ 
ping  clerk,  remaining  with  that  concern  for  three  years. 
In  1900  he  was  appointed  chief  deputy  in  the  sheriff’s 
office,  Queens  County,  under  Joseph  DeBragga,  and 
held  that  position  for  three  years.  In  1903  he  was  re¬ 
appointed  by  Joseph  Meyer  rose  and  served  for  one  year. 
In  1904  he  began  to  serve  as  postmaster  of  Glendale, 
Long  Island,  and  when  the  free  delivery  system  was  in¬ 
stituted  there  in  October  of  that  year,  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  by  the  Post  Office  Department  to  Corona,  Long 
Island,  under  appointment  as  superintendent.  He  held 
that  position  for  six  years.  From  1911  until  1923  he 
was  superintendent  of  the  post  office  at  Maspeth,  Long 
Island,  and  for  six  months,  in  1923,  he  occupied  a  simi¬ 
lar  position  at  Elmhurst,  Long  Island,  and  from  that 
office  was  transferred  to  his  present  position  as  assistant 
postmaster  of  Flushing.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  he  is 
considered  one  of  the  best-informed  and  most  efficient 
officials  in  the  service  of  the  Post  Office  Department. 

Mr.  Lowe  is  a  stockholder  in  the  Bank  of  Manhattan. 
He  is  an  exempt  fireman  of  Newtown,  Long  Island,  and 
a  member  of  the  Post  Office  Association.  He  is  a 
member  of  Tadmore  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons; 
the  Order  of  Foresters,  Neuwiler  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  of  which  he  has  been  the  treasurer  since  1920;  and 
is  a  communicant  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Lowe  married,  in  November,  1895,  at  Glendale, 
Long  Island,  Susan  E.  Chopping,  daughter  of  James 
and  Mary  Chopping.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  chil¬ 
dren:  George,  born  in  May,  1896;  Charles,  born  in 
July,  1807;  Benjamin  Franklin,  born  in  June,  1899;  and 
Gilbert  Bertram,  born  in  July,  190S. 
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ADAM  J.  HENDEL — Heating  and  plumbing  facil¬ 
ities  are  as  essential  to  a  community  as  water  is  to  an 
individual,  and  a  community  will  always  tend  to  expand 
as  its  plumbing  and  heating  systems  approach  the  most 
modern  designs,  A  good  many  of  the  Long  Island 
towns  owe  their  unexcelled  growth  to  the  far-sighted¬ 
ness  of  the  plumbing  and  heating  business  men  who 
have  spared  no  pains  to  make  the  island  an  improved 
place  of  abode.

He  is  at  the 
present  writing  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  and  Pro¬ 
tective  Order  of  Elks,  and  also  of  the  Knights  of  Colum¬ 
bus.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Wood¬ 
men  of  the  World,  and  politically  is  a  member  of  the 
Montauk  Democratic  Club. 

Adam  J.  Hendel  was  married,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
in  19x3,  to  Louisa  Ruppert.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hendel  are 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  August,  John, 
Joseph,  Theodore  T.  H.,  Rosemary,  and  Marion.  Mr. 
Hendel’s  business  address  is  at  No.  952,  Jamaica  Ave¬ 
nue,  Richmond  Hill,  Long  Island.  The  family  attend 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 


WILLIAM  LA  FORGE  SAVACOOL— In  the 
wide,  important  realm  of  the  civil  engineer  and  sur¬ 
veyor,  William  La  Forge  Savacool  is  achieving  a  large 
success  and  bearing  a  practical,  constructive  part  in  the 


growth  of  the  Borough  of  Queens.  His  headquarters 
are  at  Elmhurst.  With  broad  experience  in  city  engi¬ 
neering  added  to  his  excellent  training,  Mr.  Savacool 
has  attained  enviable  rank  as  an  engineer  for  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  suburban  real  estate — his  chosen  field  of 
endeavor.  He  is  a  son  of  George  P.  and  Maggie  (La 
Forge)  Savacool.  Both  family  lines  are  pre-Revolu- 
tionary  stock;  his  father’s  family  being  early  settlers 
of  northwestern  New  Jersey;  while  his  mother’s  people 
were  among  the  first  settlers  of  Staten  Island. 

William  La  Forge  Savacool  was  born  on  Staten  Is¬ 
land,  February  8,  18S0.  Receiving  his  early  education 
in  the  public  and  high  schools,  he  attended  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  the  class  of 
1904  with  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer.  The  following 
year,  after  six  months  service  on  Erie  Canal  con¬ 
struction,  Mr.  Savacool  began  his  work  in  the  Borough 
of  Queens  as  an  engineer  in  the  Topographical  Bureau, 
obtaining  this  position  as  a  result  of  a  competitive  civil 
service  examination.  For  a  full  decade  he  was  identified 
with  this  important  branch  of  the  municipal  government, 
being  promoted  to  assistant  engineer  and  later  advanced 
to  chief  of  a  field  division  of  five  surveying  parties, 
engaged  on  a  variety  of  extensive  topographical  surveys, 
extending  the  street  system  into  the  undeveloped  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Borough  of  Queens.  As  engineer  in  the 
Topographical  Bureau  in  1915,  he  located  Jamaica  Bay 
Causeway  now  under  construction,  extending  five  miles 
across  Jamaica  Bay  from  Woodhaven  to  Rockaway 
Beach.  Fie  left  behind  him  in  the  municipal  civil  service 
a  reputation  for  thoroughness  unexcelled. 

Determined  to  get  into  independent  private  practice, 
Mr.  Savacool  resigned  his  position  and  purchased  in 
July,  1915,  the  engineering  and  surveying  practice  of 
B.  G.  Meinikheim,  established  1876,  transfering  the 
office  to  Grand  Street  and  Queens  Boulevard,  Elmhurst. 
Fie  has  developed  this  interest  very  extensively,  ful¬ 
filling  commissions  for  corporation  representing  impor¬ 
tant  affairs  both  locally  and  throughout  Long  Island. 
Mr.  Savacool  has  signed  and  delivered  more  than  seven 
thousand  different  land  maps.  His  fame  has  carried  his 
name  to  distant  points,  and  he  is  considered  one  of  the 
leaders  in  engineering  activities  in  this  part  of  the  State. 
During  the  World  War  Air.  Savacool  was  active  as  a 
construction  engineer  at  Camp  Alills,  and  served  also  as 
a  four-minute  speaker  on  Liberty  Loan  drives  and  other 
wartime  activities.  Fie  has  few  interests  except  those 
closely  in  line  with  his  profession  but  he  is  a  member 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  Borough  of 
Queens;  also  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  the 
First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Jamaica;  and  the 
Board  of  Management  of  the  Jamaica  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association. 

William  La  Forge  Savacool  married,  April  2,  1907, 
Mary  Ruth  Eshbach,  of  Ithaca,  New  York,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Alary  Wilma,  born 
May  12,  1910. 

JOHN  F.  ROGERS— For  two  generations,  Mr. 
Rogers,  whose  own  plumbing  establishment  has  been 
located  at  Flushing  for  forty  years,  has  been  accounted 
one  of  the  foremost  plumbers  in  New  York  State,  a 
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place  in  the  regard  of  his  associates  in  the  business  that 
has  been  won  through  the  results  of  his  mechanical  skill 
and  his  business-like  qualifications  as  applied  to  the 
general  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  plumber’s 
trade.  There  are  but  a  few  men  in  Long  Island  who 
have  the  record  of  so  long  and  so  active  continuance 
with  the  one  line  of  business,  and  so  extensive  an  ac¬ 
quaintanceship  and  well  established  a  repute  in  the 
plumber’s  field.  His  metropolitan  officership  and  his 
State-wide  influence  are  in  part  the  reward  of  a  lifelong 
devotion  to  the  industry  with  which  Mr.  Rogers  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  so  keenly  interested.  He  is  a  son  of  Den¬ 
nis  Rogers,  a  farmer,  and  of  Elizabeth  (Carroll)  Rogers, 
neither  of  whom  is  now  living. 

John  F.  Rogers  was  born  at  Flushing,  December  24, 
1855,  and  he  received  his  education  in  the  parochial 
school  at  his  birthplace.  Mr.  Rogers  started  out  early 
to  earn  his  living,  and  at  the  age  of  ten  years  he  entered 
into  the  employ  of  the  Higgins  Nursery  at  Flushing, 
where  he  remained  for  two  years.  His  opportunity  to 
learn  the  plumber’s  trade  appeared  when  directly  after¬ 
wards  he  became  associated  with  Henry  Lewis,  in  the 
same  town,  as  plumber’s  helper,  and  he  so  continued  for 
seven  years,  during  which  time  he  made  himself  thor¬ 
oughly  conversant  with  the  various  branches  of  his 
vocation.  For  some  years  afterwards  he  was  employed 
both  in  New  York  City  and  at  Babylon.  New  York, 
as  a  journeyman  plumber.  It  was  about  the  year  1886 
that  lie  established  his  own  business  firm  at  Flushing, 
and  there  he  has  continued  to  the  present,  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  No.  131  Main  Street. 

Mr.  Rogers  has  always  been  and  continues  to  be  deeply 
interested  in  the  advancement  of  every  civic  interest  of 
Flushing  and  its  vicinity,  and  he  has  held  public  office 
with  great  credit.  Among  the  public  positions  that  he 
has  held  from  time  to  time  are  the  following:  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the 
town  of  Flushing  tor  four  years,  and  the  town  s  receiver 
of  taxes  for  six  years;  he  was  deputy  collector  of  as¬ 
sessments  and  arrears  of  taxes  for  the  Borough  of 
Queens,  of  the  city  of  New  York,  after  the  consolida¬ 
tion;  superintendent  of  pubile  buildings  and  offices  of  the 
Borough  of  Queens  one  year;  and  assistant  commis¬ 
sioner  of  public  works  tor  the  Borough  of  Queens  for 
a  year. 

His  fraternal  affiliations  are  mainly  those  connected 
with  his  calling,  and  he  has  held  offices  therewith  for 
long  periods.  He  was  for  twenty-five  years  treasurer 
of  the  New  York  City  Master  Plumbers’  Association, 
and  for  twenty-three  years  he  was  financial  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Queensborough  branch  of  the  New 
York  City  Association.  He  has  been  president  of  the 
Flushing  Boat  Club  for  six  years,  and  he  served  as  the 
club’s  captain  twenty  years;  and  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Lions  Club,  and  of  the  Flushing  United  Association. 
He  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Michael  s  Roman  Catholic 
Church  in  Flushing. 

Mr.  Rogers  married,  May  23,  1881,  at  Corona,  Mary 
C.  Birch,  a  daughter  of  Stephen  and  Mary  (Burke) 
Birch,  neither  of  whom  is  now  living.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rogers  are  the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
Elizabeth,  Mary,  Lawrence,  Louise,  Cecil  and  Sabina 
Rogers. 


HENRY  J.  GOETT'E,  JR. — A  varied  experience  in 
different  lines  of  business,  particularly  in  the  electrical 
line,  equipped  Henry  J.  Goette,  Jr.,  to  take  over  the 
sales  and  service  offices  and  station  for  the  Chandler 
and  Cleveland  automobiles  at  Nos.  27-31  Broadway, 
Flushing,  Long  Island,  in  which,  for  a  somewhat  new 
establishment,  he  has  been  successful  in  building  up  a 
good  volume  of  business.  He  is  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War,  having  served  in  the  United  States  Army  for  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  1918.  Mr.  Goette  is  the  son  of 
Henry  J.,  Sr.,  and  Theresa  Goette,  and  was  born  in 
Long  Island  City,  December  23,  1891.  He  attended  the 
grade  and  high  schools,  and  studied  at  Pratt  Institute 
nights  while  taking  the  electrical  course.  His  course 
concluded,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York 
Edison  Company,  as  office  boy,  remaining  in  that  posi¬ 
tion  for  one  year.  He  next  went  to  the  Citizens’  Water 
Supply,  as  indexer,  and  occupied  that  place  for  six 
months.  Pie  afterward  became  connected  with  the  New 
York  and  Queens  Electric  Light  Company,  being  em¬ 
ployed  successively  as  sub-station  helper  in  the  meter 
department,  and  as  collector  and  claim  agent.  lie  was 
with  that  concern  for  seven  years,  and  then,  in  associ¬ 
ation  with  a  Mr.  Kenney,  he  organized  the  Electrical 
Contractors  and  Supply  Company  of  Elmhurst,  Long 
Island,  at  No.  15  Whitney  Avenue,  the  company  doing  a 
general  business  in  the  electrical  line.  At  the  end  of  a 
year  and  a  half  Mr.  Goette  took  over  the  entire  estab¬ 
lishment  and  conducted  it  for  a  year  and  a  half  longer. 
He  then  went  to  the  Ajax  Rubber  Company,  as  sales¬ 
man,  and  held  that  position  for  two  years.  On  March 
5.  1923,  he  opened  the  Chandler-Cleveland  agencies  on 
Broadway,  in  Flushing. 

Mr.  Goette  enlisted  on  July  13,  1918,  in  the  United 
States  Army,  and  was  stationed  at  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity,  Fort  Plamilton  and  Fortress  Monroe.  He 
served  as  a  private.  He  was  honorably  discharged  on 
December  5,  1918,  returning  at  once  to  civil  life  and 
eventually  entering  the  automobile  business  of  which 
he  is  the  active  head.

WILLIAM  L.  WOOD — The  old  English  maxim 
“experience  teacheth”  has  been  restated  in  a  qualified 
and  extended  form  by  Benjamin  Franklin  when  he  gave 
as  his  opinion  that  “experience  is  a  dear  school  but  fools 
will  learn  in  no  other,”  meaning  that  we  ought  not  to 
repeat  the  mistakes  of  our  parents,  kinsmen,  friends  and 
advisers  who  by  reason  of  age  or  in  some  other  way 
have  accumulated  a  larger  experience  than  we  our¬ 
selves,  but  rather  profit  by  them  and  listen  to  their 
advice,  lest  we  fall  into  the  same  errors.  The  wise 
man  in  life  and  in  business  is  he  who  profits  by  the 
experiences  of  his  fellowmen  and  adds  to  them  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  his  own  life.  Thus  fitted  out  he  will  be  of 
great  value  to  any'  individual,  business  concern  or  in¬ 
stitution  who  may  seek  his  advice  for  their  own  guidance 
in  the  complex  affairs  of  private  and  business  life.  A 
man  of  that  stamp  whose  counsel  on  account  of  the 
wide  range  of  his  business,  banking,  and  financial  ex¬ 
perience  is  eagerly  sought  by  several  commercial  and 
banking  institutions  is  Mr.  William  L.  Wood  who  now 
lives  in  retirement  on  Long  Island,  but  during  his  years 
of  activity  had  abundant  opportunity  to  develop  his  very 
exceptional  gifts  by  long  contact  with  various  large  en¬ 
terprises  in  many  different  fields  of  business. 

Mr.  Wood  who  comes  of  an  old  American  family,

York  City.  He  kept  up  his  connection  with  the  broker¬ 
age  business  until  1889,  when  he  became  one  of  the  in¬ 
corporators  of  the  Bank  of  Jamaica.  In  1809  he  was 
chosen  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank  in  the  of¬ 
ficial  capacity  of  cashier.  In  189S  when  the  interests  of 
the  Bank  of  Jamaica  were  sold  and  the  name  was 
changed  to  that  of  the  Bank  of  Long  Island,  Mr.  Wood 
relinquished  his  post  and  accepted  the  position  of  vice- 
president  of  the  Queens  County  Bank,  later  a  branch  of 
Com  Exchange  Bank,  of  which  branch  Mr.  Wood  be¬ 
came  manager.  About  1910  Mr.  Wood  severed  his  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Corn  Exchange  Bank  and  entered  into 
retirement.  He  is  connected  in  an  advisory  capacity 
with  several  banking  and  business  institutions  who  bene¬ 
fit  by  his  ripe  counsel  and  experience.  In  politics  Mr. 
Wood  is  a  Republican,  was  for  several  years  chairman  of 
the  Republican  Committee  of  Queens  County,  but  never 
aspired  to  political  office.  In  religion  Air.  Wood  is  an 
undenominational  Christian.  His  fraternal  and  other  as¬ 
sociations  include  membership  of  the  Jamaica  Lodge, 
No.  546,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons ;  of  the  Kis¬ 
met  Temple,  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine;  the  Brooklyn  Lodge,  No.  22,  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

In  18S4  Mr.  Wood  married,  at  Queens,  Long  Island, 
Grace  Doughty,  a  daughter  of  Nicholas  Wyckoff  and 
Cynthia  (Potter)  Doughty,  both  deceased.  Mr. 
Doughty  w^as  a  prominent  and  well  known  citizen  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  two  children:  I.  Frederick  D.  Wood,  advertising 
manager  of  the  “Good  Housekeeping  Magazine,’’  and  a 
Reserve  of  the  23d  Regiment.  2.  Margaret,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Benjamin  Arnold  Smith,  a  prominent  Civil  Engi¬ 
neer  and  a  veteran  of  the  Signal  Corps,  National  Guard, 
New  York. 


THOIvIAS  D.  AUSTIN — In  legal  circles  in  Queeni 
County  the  name  of  Thomas  D.  Austin  lias  come  to  be 
recognized  as  one  of  more  than  passing  significance  both 
to  the  profession  and  to  advance  in  general.  Mr.  Austin 
has  been  in  practice  for  the  past  twelve  years,  and  due 
to  the  experience  gained  in  other  States  he  has  taken 
leading  rank  in  Jamaica  in  his  chosen  field  of  endeavor. 
He  is  a  son  of  Daniel  W.  Austin,  a  leading  wholesale 
grocer,  who  was  born  in  New  York  City,  and  a  grand¬ 
son  of  Robert  T.  Austin,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
widely  famous  wholesale  grocery  concern,  Austin- 
Nichols  Company,  of  New  York  City.

Thomas  D.  Austin  was  born  in  Farmington,  Maine, 
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February  16,  1887.  Receiving  his  early  education  in  the 
public  and  high  schools,  he  later  attended  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Maine,  then  entered  Boston  University  Law 
School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1912  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Within  the  year  Mr. 
Austin  was  admitted  to  the  bars  of  both  Maine  and 
Massachusetts,  and  was  active  in  practice  in  those 
States  until  1919  when  he  came  to  Jamaica  and  opened 
offices  at  No.  375  Fulton  Street.  He  was  associated 
with  his  brother,  Robert  B.  Austin,  in  the  law  firm  of 
Austin  McKown  ;  lie  withdrew  in  1921  from  this  part¬ 
nership  and  has  since  gone  forward  independently.

He  is  a  Democrat  by 
political  affiliation,  and  while  he  has  not  thus  far  ac¬ 
cepted  public  responsibility  in  Queens  County  he  was  at 
one  time  attorney  for  Franklin  County,  Maine.  He  is 
identified  with  the  Queens  County  Bar  Association; 
Alpha  Tan  Omega;  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Lions  Club, 
of  Jamaica,  of  which  he  is  president. 

Mr.  Austin  married,  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  March 
6,  1909,  Florence  Richardson,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  three  children:  Marjorie;  Thomas  D.,  Jr.;  and 
Merrill. 


SOL.  SCHILDKRAUT,  native  of  Hungary,  emi¬ 
grated  at  an  early  age  to  the  United  States,  settled  on 
Long  Island,  and  before  he  reached  the  age  of  thirty 
years  was  proprietor  of  his  own  automobile  business  at 
Far  Rockaway,  Long  Island,  and  afterward  at  Jamaica, 
Long  Island,  where  he  has  become  an  established  factor 
in  the  commercial  life  of  the  community.  He  was  born 
in  Hungary,  December  12,  1SS1,  the  son  of  Sender  and 
Rose  Schildkraut,  his  father  having  been  a  lumber 
dealer  in  his  native  country.

Mr.  Frankfort  was  born 
in  New  York  City,  December  18,  1866,  the  son  of  Judah 
Frankfort,  a  cigar  manufacturer  of  New  York  City, 
and  Hannah  (Hamburger)  Frankfort,  natives  of  Hol¬ 
land.  He  attended  the  public  schools,  and  following 
periods  of  varied  employment,  became  engaged  in  the 
real  estate  business  in  New  York  City,  in  1S9S,  and  in 
1906  opened  his  branch  establishment  in  Far  Rockaway.

He  is  a  member  of  the  Temple  Israel  Congregation,  Far 
Rockaway. 

Mr.  Frankfort  married,  February  22,  1891,  in  New 
York  City,  Frances  Reineman,  of  New  York  City, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick  Reineman.  They 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Frederick,  born  in 
Brooklyn,  December  22,  1893;  and  Hortense,  born  in 
Far  Rockaway,  March  14,  1904. 


PAUL  M.  PELLETREAU — A  leading  figure  in 
legal  advance  in  Queens  County  to-day,  is  Paul  M. 
Pelletreau,  of  Jamaica,  who  is  a  member  of  the  well- 
known  firm  of  Pelletreau  Sc  Fowler.  Mr.  Pelletreau  has 
had  many  years  of  experience,  and  his  success  in  the 
profession  has  placed  him  in  an  enviable  position, 
through  which  he  receives  the  esteem  and  confidence  of 
the  people.  As  a  public  servant  and  also  in  military 
circles,  Mr.  Pelletreau  is  well  known,  and  his  promi¬ 
nence  is  that  of  the  able,  efficient,  and  forward-looking 
professional  man.  He  is  a  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Pelle¬ 
treau,  who  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  and  was  throughout 
his  active  career,  and  until  his  death,  a  leading  Episcopal 
clergyman.  The  family  is  a  very  ancient  and  honored 
one  of  French  Huguenot  ancestry.  The  mother,  Elma 
A.  (House)  Pelletreau,  was  born  in  Ulster  County,  New 
York,  and  is  still  living. 

Paul  M.  Pelletreau  was  born  at  Unadilla,  New  York, 
December  15,  1876.  His  education  was  begun  in  the 
local  public  schools,  and  he  also  attended  the  Ballston 
Spa  High  School,  then  entered  Union  College  at  Schen¬ 
ectady,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  due  course.

THEOBALD  ENGELHARD!" — The  name  Engel- 
hardt  carries  with  it  weight  and  quality  in  building  and 
architectural  matters  in  Brooklyn,  and  has  done  so  since 
the  middle  of  the  last  century  to  the  present  hour,  the 
present  bearer  of  the  name,  Theobald  Engelhardt,  hav¬ 
ing  established  his  reputation  of  general  architect  that 
is  by  no  means  confined  to  the  bounds  of  his  native  city. 
The  stamp  of  professional  approval  has  been  set  upon 
the  product  of  the  offices  at  No.  905  Broadway,  many 
years  a  business  landmark  both  in  architecture  and  in 
general  construction,  while  the  high  estimate  of  its  pub¬ 
lic  patronage  has  been  warranted  by  excellent  results. 
It  may  well  be  said  that  Mr.  Engelhardt  was  born  and 
brought  up  amid  the  influences  of  the  school  of  modern 
builders,  and  with  the  counsel  and  direction  of  his  own 
boyhood  home  and  its  surroundings  as  earliest  incentive, 
he  naturally  gave  first  attention  to  that  calling  which 
has  pointed  out  his  career,  and  dominated  the  course 
of  his  life.

Theobald  Engelhardt  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  August 
23,  1851,  and  after  receiving  his  preliminary  education 
at  a  private  school,  graduated  at  the  Brooklyn  Educa¬ 
tional  School  of  the  Brooklyn  E.  D.  Turn  Verein  in  1S64, 
and  then  prepared  himself  tor  his  life’s  work  with  a 
three  years’  course  at  Brown’s  Business  College,  after¬ 
wards  graduating  at  the  Cooper  Institute,  with  the  class 
of  1871.  He  began  his  business  activities  in  his  father’s 
workshop,  as  a  builder,  so  continuing  until  1875,  when 
he  went  into  business  on  his  own  account  as  a  general 
architect.  He  lias  occupied  the  same  site,  at  No.  905 
Broadway,  since  1884,  and  within  that  period  he  has 
erected  many  residences,  schools,  memorial  buildings, 
churches,  banks,  breweries,  as  well  as  a  number  of  in¬ 
dustrial  buildings.  He  has  financial  interests  of  a  lead¬ 
ing  character,  is  second  vice-president  of  the  Lincoln 
Savings  Bank  of  Brooklyn,  and  is  a  member  of  its  board 
of  trustees.  His  politics  are  those  of  the  Republican 
party  and  though  he  has  never  held  office,  he  has  taken 
leading  part  in  local  political  campaigns. 

Mr.  Engelhardt’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of  the 
Brooklyn  E.  D.  Turn  Verein,  the  Brooklyn  Arion  Society, 
the  New  York  Society  of  Architects,  the  American  In¬ 
stitute  of  Banking,  the  Manufacturers’  and  Dealers’ 
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League,  the  Brooklyn  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Rich¬ 
mond  Hill  Civic  Association,  and  the  Richmond  Hill 
Republican  Club. 

He  married,  in  1879,  in  Brooklyn,  Louisa  E.  Giebel, 
who  was  born  in  Brooklyn  in  1857,  and  died  at  Rich¬ 
mond  Hill  in  1916,  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  Augusta 
Giebel,  neither  of  whom  is  living;  and  their  children 
were:  Charles  P.,  associated  with  his  father  as  an 
architect;  Louisa  R. ;  Emily;  Emma;  Clara;  Theobald 
H.,  with  Andrew  J.  Thomas,  architect,  in  New  York 
City;  Augusta  and  Mabel. 


HENRY  A.  BOHLEN — In  the  financial  concerns 
of  Glendale,  a  field  of  consistent  effort  towards  general 
progress  is  shared  in  a  very  large  degree  by  Mr.  Bohlen, 
the  assistant  secretary  of  the  Manufacturers’  Trust  Com¬ 
pany,  and  whose  lifelong  interests  both  here  and  in 
Brooklyn,  have  been  those  of  the  institutions  for  bank¬ 
ing.

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  office  force  of  the  Union 
Bank  and  Home  Trust  Company,  and  was  cashier  with 
the  Ridgewood  National  Bank,  which  became  merged 
with  the  Manufacturers’  Trust  Company,  when  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  appointment  as  assistant  secretary.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Mr.  Bohlen  married,  June  14,  1913,  Adelaide  Sands, 
daughter  of  Sidney  and  Anna  Sands,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of:  Doris;  Ro!>ert;  George;  and  Adelaide. 


FRANK  L.  STILES — A  successful  lawyer  of  the 
present  day,  widely  affiliated  with  organized  advance  and 
active  along  general  lines  of  practice,  Frank  L.  Stiles, 
of  Jamaica,  holds  a  leading  position  in  this  section. 
His  long  experience  added  to  his  exceptionally  compre¬ 
hensive-  training  has  placed  him  in  an  enviable  position 
in  his  chosen  profession,  and  he  gives  to  bis  endeavors 
the  constructive  attention  of  a  natural  administrator  of 
affairs.  Mr.  Stiles  is  a  son  of  Robert  B.  Stiles,  long  a 
prominent  lawyer  of  Troy,  New  York,  who  died  in  1914. 
The  mother,  Ida  E.  (Lawrence)  Stiles,  is  still  living. 

Frank  L.  Stiles  was  born  in  Lansingburgh,  New  York, 
May  22,  1879.  Following  his  studies  in  the  public 

schools,  Mr.  Stiles  attended  Troy  Academy,  a  military 
school,  and  then  entered  Union  College  at  Schenectady,

Mr.  Schaefer  is  an  expert  in  the  de¬ 
vising  and  production  in  this  group  of  residence,  and 
commercial  lighting,  and  in  his  present  position  is  con¬ 
tributing  definitely  to  the  progress  of  the  day.  He  is 
a  son  of  Louis  Schaefer,  now  retired,  and  Pauline 
Schaefer,  both  living. 

Benjamin  Schaefer  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  March  9, 
1S94.

THEODORE  FOULK — Considered  an  authority  on 
the  subject  of  the  growing  of  trees  and  plants,  Theodore 
Foulk  was  one  of  the  best  known  nurserymen  of  the 
country.  The  Bloodgood  Nurseries  of  Flushing,  which 
he  managed  from  the  time  he  bought  a  half-interest  in 
them  in  1894  till  his  death  on  September  19,  1924,  have 
a  national  reputation  for  the  excellence  of  their  products 
and  for  fair  dealing. 

Theodore  Foulk  was  born  February  1,  1848,  at  An¬ 
drews  Bridge,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  county  schools  at  Callamer,  Chester  County, 
then  called  Hornerville,  and  at  Miss  Mary  Gray’s  private 
school  at  Ccchranville,  Chester  County.  Fie  began  his 
business  career  as  an  employee  with  L.  Pierce  in  the 
nursery  business  at  Ercildoun,  Chester  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  From  there  he  went  to  Westchester,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  was  engaged  as  manager  of  the  Morris 
Nurseries,  George  Achelis,  owner,  where  he  remained 
until  he  went  to  Flushing  in  1S94.  The  Bloodgood 
Nursery  has  been  established  in  1790  in  Flushing,  and 
it  is  the  oldest  active  nursery  in  America.  When  Mr. 
Foulk  assumed  the  management  in  1894  not  much  more 
than  a  living  wage  was  being  realized.  Soon  after  he 
came  it  was  incorporated,  and  the  business  began  to 
grow  until  it  became  one  of  the  best  paying  and  best 
known  nurseries  in  the  country.  He  became  president 
of  the  corporation,  and  his  policy  of  not  advertising  his 
business  through  the  newspapers  but  of  trusting  to  his 
satisfied  customers  to  make  it  known  soon  brought  good 
results.  When  the  World  War  came,  instead  of  buying 
bonds,  Mr.  Foulks  donated  money  to  the  government  to 
be  used  for  construction  work. 

On  June  14,  18S2,  in  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Foulk  married 
Mabel  Pyle  Way.  Her  mother  was  Phoebe  (Pyle) 
Way,  and  her  father,  Ziba  Way;  they  are  both  dead. 
They  lived  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the 
southeastern  corner  of  the  State,  and  during  the  time 
of  the  anti-slavery  movement  considerable  agitation  on 
the  subject  of  slavery  developed  in  the  neighborhood. 
They  were  Quakers.  Mr.  F'oulk’s  mother,  Margarette 
(Maclntire)  Foulk,  and  his  father,  Aaron  Foulk.  also 
believed  in  the  injustice  of  human  slavery.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Theodore  Foulk  have  two  children :  Helen  M.,  born 
October  5,  1883,  who  is  single  and  lives  with  her  mother; 
and  William  Flemer,  who  was  associated  with  his  father 
in  business,  and  succeeds  him,  and  who  is  married  and 
has  three  children.  Another  child,  Donald  Foulk,  died 
at  the  age  of  seven  years. 

Mr.  Foulk  was  a  man  of  quiet  tastes,  and  enjoyed 
spending  his  spare  time  at  home  reading  and  writing.  Fie 
belonged  to  no  clubs  or  organizations.

J.  Hart  Pease  was  born  in  Flushing,  in  April,  iSSt. 
Gaining  a  practical  preparation  for  his  career  in  the 
local  public  and  high  schools,  and  gifted  with  marked 
ability  in  mathematics,  he  early  entered  accountancy 
work  and  followed  this  general  line  of  activity,  being 
connected  in  that  capacity  with  the  law  firm  of  Wil¬ 
liams  and  Rathgeber.

JOHN  SILVESTRO  — A  long  and  honored  life 
devoted  to  useful  pursuits  is  the  record  of  John  Sil- 
vestro  whose  endeavors  have  done  much  lor  general  ad¬ 
vance  on  Long  Island,  and  whose  thirty  years  and  more 
of  business  activities  in  Winfield  have  made  him  a  lead¬ 
ing  figure  in  Queens  County.  Mr.  Silvestro  is  a  native 
of  Italy  and  came  to  America  as  a  young  man  inspired 
by  the  pioneer  spirit  which  in  every  generation  for  the 
past  three  centuries  has  lighted  the  youth  of  Europe 
across  the  Atlantic.

HOWARD  A.  FLUCKIGER— Admitted  to  the  bar 
of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1914,  Howard  A.  Fluckiger, 
a  well-known  lawyer  of  Far  Rockaway,  Long  Island, 
interrupted  the  practice  of  his  profession  to  serve  the 
government  as  a  member  of  the  51st  Pioneer  Infantry, 


at  Camp  Wadsworth,  New  York,  and  later  was  attached 
to  Field  Bakery  Company,  No.  363,  having  seen  eight 
months’  service  in  the  former  outfit  and  becoming  first 
sergeant  and  chief  baker  of  the  field  bakery  organiza¬ 
tion.

WALTER  G.  SMITH— The  substantial  share  of 
construction  work  that  has  come  to  Mr.  Smith  since 
he  took  up  his  residence  in  Jamaica  is  the.  logical  result 
both  of  his  skill  and  thoroughness  as  a  builder,  and  of 
his  conscientious  methods  of  work,  his  headquarters  here 
being  a  center  of  successful  and  lucrative  business.  For 
more  than  thirty  years  he  lias  been  known  and  respected 
in  Long  Island,  both  as  sign-painter  and  builder,  the  firm 
as  at  present  established  combining  both  industries.  He 
is  a  son  of  Hiram  T.  Smith,  who  was  born  in  Merrick, 
Long  Island,  and  who  died  in  1913,  and  Matilda  (Childs) 
Smith,  who  was  horn  in  England,  and  who  survives 
her  husband.  Mr.  Smith,  Sr.,  was  the  first  man  to  in¬ 
troduce  lunch  rooms  in  Jamaica.  His  father,  Luther

Smith,  becoming  partner,  the  firm  name  was  changed  as 
at  present  to  Smith  S’  Son,  with  show-card  work  as  their 
specialty.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican  in  his  political 
allegiance,  though  he  has  not  held  political  office.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Angle-Sea  Club,  the  Civic  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Far  Rockaway  Club.  His  religious  fellow¬ 
ship  is  wath  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Smith  married,  at  Cypress  El  ills.  Long  Island, 
June  3,  1903,  Grace  E.  Sheeler,  of  Brooklyn,  a  daughter 
of  William  and  Eva  (Baty)  Sheeler,  who  survives  her 
husband,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  five  children: 
Arthur  W.,  Florence,  Walter,  Jr.,  Richard,  and  Albert.

M.  Campbell  first 
began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  New  York  City, 
afterward  transferring  his  activities  to  Jamaica,  Long 
Island,  where  he  has  become  widely  known  for  his  spe¬ 
cializing  in  laboratory  work,  maintaining  now  for  ten 
years  his  own  pathological  laboratory.

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JAMES  W.  HICKS,  of  Long  Island,  whose  name  is 
coming  to  merit  wide  recognition  in  the  law,  was  bom  in 
this  community,  October  S,  [S97,  and  is  a  son  of  John 
F.  and  Annie  C.  (Wall)  Hicks,  his  father  a  native  of 
New  York  City  and  prominent  in  legal  affairs,  also  in 
real  estate  advance  in  Long  Island  City,  the  mother  de¬ 
ceased.  As  a  young  lad,  Mr.  Hicks  attended  the  public 
schools  of  this  birthplace  and  later,  Fordham  Preparatory 
School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1916.  There¬ 
after  attending  Fordham  University  School  of  Law,  he 
was  graduated  in  1920,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  Adnvtted  to  the  bar  the  following  year,  Mr. 
Hicks  established  himself  in  practice  in  November,  1921, 
in  Long  Island  City,  and  has  since  been  active  in  associ¬ 
ation  with  his  brother,  John  F.  Hicks.  Under  the  firm 
name  of  Hicks  &  Hicks  the  brothers  are  going  forward 
to  large  and  ever-increasing  success,  following  general 
lines  of  legal  practice. 

Interested  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  general  advance, 
Mr.  Hicks  is  a  loyal  Democrat  by  political  affiliation, 
but  has  thus  far  never  accepted  public  responsibility. 
During  the  World  War,  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
S.  A.  T.  A.  at  Fordham  University,  but  the  Armistice 
intervened  before  his  unit  was  scheduled  to  go  over¬ 
seas.

S.  EDGAR  EVERITT — Having  succeeded  to  the 
ownership  of  the  undertaking  business  established  by  his 
father,  the  son,  S.  Edgar  Everitt,  now’  operates  under 
his  own  name  at  Jamaica.  Born  in  Jamaica,  August  11, 
1879,  the  son  of  John  Rogers  and  Jane  A.  (Carman) 
Everitt,  Mr.  Everitt  attended  the  public  schools  and  a 
business  school.  In  his  young  manhood  he  began  to 
leant  the  undertaking  business  in  association  with  his 
father,  in  1S0S,  and  lie  has  been  at  the  head  of  his  own 
establishment  for  some  years.  In  political  affairs  he 
votes  independently  of  party  lines.  He  is  a  member  of 
Masonic  Lodge,  No.  546,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons; 
Queensborough  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks,  the  Long  I  Grotto,  No.  44.  and  the  Lions 
Club.  He  is  an  attendant  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Everitt  married.  November  1,  191  r,  at  Brooklyn, 
Hattie  L.  Laggo,  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  (Mc- 
Affry)  I  ,aggo,  of  Brooklyn.  They  are  the  parents  of 
two  children:  Dorothy,  born  November  29,  1914;  and 
Edgar  Rogers,  born  July  31,  1916- 


JAMES  A.  GRAY,  JR. — Prominently  identified  with 
real  estate  advance  in  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  James  A. 
Gray,  Jr.,  holds  a  broadly  prominent  position  in  the 
progress  of  Queens  County,  New  York,  and  with  offices 
in  the  Merchant  Building  is  bearing  a  definite  and  ever 
constructive  part  in  the  present-day  advance.  Mr.  Gray 
is  a  son  of  James  A.  Gray,  a  largely  prominent  attorney- 
at-law  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  v.ho  was  bom  in  Cal¬ 
houn,  Georgia,  June  6,  1857.  He  is  a  member  of  a  very 
old  and  distinguished  family  of  the  South.

JOSEPH  M.  GRAY— Closely  in  touch  at  all  times 
with  present-day  advance  in  the  East,  as  well  as  in  his 
residence  section  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  Joseph  M. 
Gray  holds  a  noteworthy  position  in  present-day  affairs. 
Mr.  Gray  has  been  active  for  more  than  twenty  years  in 
real  estate  advance  and  now’  stands  among  the  leaders 
in  this  field.  He  is  a  son  of  James  A.  and  Sallie  (Ma¬ 
lone)  Gray  and  brother  of  James  A.,  Jr.  (see  preceding 
sketch).

JOSEPH  GEORGE — For  the  past  twenty-four 
years  Mr.  George  has  been  a  resident  of  Corona,  Long 
Island,  and  during  that  period  he  has  identified  himself 
with  the  activities  and  general  progress  and  welfare  of 
the  community,  doing  much  for  its  upbuilding  and  de¬ 
velopment,  and  rendering  an  active  service,  especially  to 
the  section  occupied  by  his  fellow-countrymen.  Born  in 
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Italy,  he  was  brought  to  this  country  by  his  parents  be¬ 
fore  he  was  ten  years  of  age,  and  his  education  and  up¬ 
bringing  have  been  accomplished  under  the  Stars  and 
Stripes.  Hardworking,  and  efficient  in  organization, 
Mr.  George  has  risen  from  humble  beginnings  to  his 
present  place  in  the  community,  where  he  is  held  in  high 
regard  and  esteem. 

Joseph  George  was  born  October  5,  1871,  in  Italy,  son 
of  James  and  Filomina  (Farbizzia)  George,  his  father 
dying  December  8,  1885,.  in  New  York  City,  a  few  years 
after  his  arrival  here,  his  mother  surviving  until  1912, 
when  she  died  in  Corona,  Long  Island.  His  parents  came 
to  America  in  1SS0,  bringing  their  son  with  them,  and 
for  a  year  they  lived  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  when  they 
returned  to  New  York  City,  where  the  son  received  his 
education  in  the  public  schools.

WILLIAM  A.  PERRY— One  becomes  an  attorney 
by  being  a  pupil  of  an  attorney,  and  law,  being  a  prac¬ 
tical  discipline,  is  best  learned  by  constant  and  prolonged 
practice  under  the  guiding  supervision  of  an  experienced 
practitioner  of  the  legal  art.  Mr.  Perry  had  many  years 
of  practical  law  training  after  preparing  theoretically  by 
the  study  of  textbooks  and  the  attendance  of  lectures 
for  his  future  career  as  an  attorney-at-law. 

Born  on  December  1,  1881,  at  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
as  a  son  of  William  A.  Perry,  a  native  of  Scotland  and

a  valuable  training  in  trading,  money  matters  and  ac¬ 

counting,  which  has  been  of  great  service  in  their  pres¬ 
ent  business  relations.  While  a  resident  of  Brooklyn, 
he  served  five  years  and  three  months,  1901-1906,  in  the 
National  Guard  of  New  York  State  as  a  member  of  the 
13th  Regiment.

ARTPIUR  E.  WAHLBERG— Having  pursued  the 
banking  business  for  ten  years  in  Brooklyn  and  Man¬ 
hattan,  Arthur  E.  Wahlberg  abandoned  that  career  and 
came  to  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  where  he  is  associated 
with  Fred  M.  Strang  (q.  v.)  as  a  partner  in  the  Strang 
Auto  Supply,  which  has  successfully  built  up  a  large 
trade  for  Buick  and  Dodge  automobiles,  Mr.  Wahlberg 
having  now  been  connected  with  this  line  of  business  for 
more  than  ten  years.  His  long  financial  experience  came 
into  excellent  use  in  his  newer  enterprise,  and  his  knowl¬ 
edge  of  banking  has  been  recognized  in  connection  with 
his  financial  standing  by  election  to  the  directorate  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Jamaica.  Like  his  partner, 
Mr.  Strang,  he  has  given  of  his  time  and  sendee 
to  the  military  establishment  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
he  having  been  a  member  from  1901  to  190S  of  the  New 
York  State  National  Guard,  the  13th  Coast  Artillery.

ALEX  J.  KERWIN— Educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  Chicago  and  the  University  of  Illinois,  Alex  J.  Ker- 
win,  one  of  the  leading  real  estate  and  insurance  men  of 
Flushing,  Long  Island,  started  his  business  career  in  as¬ 
sociation  with  his  father,  who  operated  a  warehouse  in 
Chicago.  He  has  been  interested  in  the  civic  and  com¬ 
mercial  life  of  Flushing  since  1918.  During  the  World 
War  he  gave  valued  service  to  the  United  States  Gov¬ 
ernment  as  a  member  of  an  aircraft  battalion  and  was 
stationed  overseas,  having  been  in  the  service  twenty- 
two  months  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  with  the 
rank  of  first  sergeant.

Klages’  interests  are  those  of  the  well-rounded  nature, 
and  as  a  citizen,  as  well  as  in  his  professional  capacity, 
he  holds  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  all.  He  is  a  son 
of  John  L.  Klages,  who  was  born  in  New  York  City  in 
September,  1867,  and  is  largely  successful  as  a  mer¬ 
chant  and  hatter  in  the  metropolis.  The  mother.  Mary 
(Christ)  Klages,  was  born  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in 
October,  1869,  and  is  also  still  living. 

August  G.  Klages  was  born  in  New  York  City’,  De¬ 
cember  13,  1S88.  His  early  education  was  received  in 
the  local  public  schools,  and  following  his  graduation

Harvey  F.  Otis  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  in  1896.  the 
son  of  Harvey  F.  Otis,  a  builder,  and  Hannah  (Rein- 
muth)  Otis.  He  was  educated  in  grammar  schools  in 
Brooklyn,  and  was  graduated  from  the  Brooklyn  Poly¬ 
technic  High  School.  Before  Mr.  Otis  could  essay  any

great  foreign  specialists  and  observing  foreign  methods 
of  hygiene  and  sanitation,  are  greatly  stimulated  ar.d 
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obtain  priceless  benefits  from  the  point  of  view  of  prac¬ 
tical  experience,  which  in  the  art  of  healing  and  preven¬ 
tion  of  disease  is  far  more  important  than  mere  theoret¬ 
ical  book  knowledge.  To  the  small  class  of  American 
doctors,  who,  after  a  first  rate  medical  education  at  home 
and  after  graduating  in  one  of  the  foremost  medical 
schools  in  America  and  in  the  world  not  only  continued 
his  studies  abroad,  but  obtained  a  much  coveted  degree 
from  what  is  probably  the  oldest  university  in  the  world, 
belongs  Dr.  Bruce  L.  Jones,  of  No.  295  Jamaica  Avenue, 
Astoria,  Long  Island.

CYRIL  R.  JUSTER,  superintendent  of  the  Wood- 
have  Fost  Office,  Woodhaven,  Long  Island,  although 
one  of  the  younger  men  of  the  community,  has  won  the 
esteem  of  his  fellow-citizens  for  his  efficiency  and  trust¬ 
worthiness  in  the  service  of  the  public.  He  is  the  son  of 
Edward  J.  and  Margaret  (Cassidy)  Juster,  the  father  a 
clerk  in  the  Long  Island  City  Court  House.  Cyril  R. 
Juster  was  born  at  Jamaica  in  1895.  He  received  bis 
education  in  the  parochial  school,  and  afterwards  studied 
in  a  business  college,  with  the  intention  of  entering  the 
business  field.  His  first  employment  was  in  the  business 
of  importing  and  exporting  general  merchandise,  and  he 
was  for  some  time  with  the  H.  B.  Claflin  Company  of 
New  York  City.

OTTO  LOIBL — A  varied  and  interesting  experi¬ 
ence  lies  behind  the  present  success  of  Oito  Loibl  in 
Woodside,  and  as  one  of  the  important  real  estate  and 
insurance  executives  of  Queens  County  he  is  exerting  a 
wide  influence  for  advance  in  this  section.  Mr.  Loibl 
is  a  native  of  Germany  and  a  son  of  Joseph  and 
Josephine  Loibl,  both  now  deceased,  his  father  a  painter 
and  decorator  by  occupation.

N.  Parry,  Jr.,  and  Helene,  born  July  2,  1901,  wife  of 
Hugo  Kladivko,  Jr.  The  Loibl  family  residence  is  at 
No.  64  Roosevelt  Avenue,  Woodside. 


WILBUR  R.  SCHOONMAKER,  M.  D.,  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Flower  Hospital  Medical  School,  has  been  practic¬ 
ing  his  profession  at  Flushing,  Long  Island,  since  192 2. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Flushing  Hospital  staff,  and  one 
of  the  best  known  of  the  younger  physicians  of  that  sec¬ 
tion.  He  is  a  member  of  the  leading  medical  associa¬ 
tions  of  the  country  and  New  York  State.  He  is  the 
son  of  Edward  T.  and  Anna  G.  (Spalding)  Schoonmaker, 
and  was  born  at  Fordham,  New  York,  May  19,  1S91.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  at  Fordham,  the  high  school

Edward  Donner,  who  has  been  affiliated  with  one  branch 
or  another  of  the  construction  world  for  nearly  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century  and  who  is  now  the  head  of  one  of  the 
largest  lumber  firms  on  Long  Island,  has  in  many  ways 
accelerated  the  growth  of  Long  Island  City.  Once  in  the 
house  wrecking  business,  at  another  time  in  the  building 
business,  and  now  a  lumber  dealer,  Mr.  Donner  obviously 
has  been  connected  with  every  phase  of  his  field.

The  company  maintains  its  offices, 
yards,  mill  and  warehouse  at  Ely  Avenue,  North  Jane, 
William  and  Sunswick  streets,  Long  Island  City,  and 
there  it  carries  on  a  most  prosperous  business.  The 
Donner  Lumber  Company  owns  all  its  buildings  and  also 
the  forty-five  lots  that  comprise  its  lumber  yard.  The 
firm  enjoys  great  prominence  among  builders  and  lum¬ 
ber  men.  Mr.  Donner  is  a  member  of  Long  Island  City 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Long  Island  City 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and 
the  Fellow  Craft  Club.  He  and  his  family  attend  the 
Hebrew  Synagogue  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Donner  married  Sadie  Kahanc,  in  New  York

JAMES  B.  THOMAS — Like  many  thousands  of 
young  men  in  the  great  city  of  New  York,  Mr.  Thomas 
began  his  career  as  a  stenographer  in  a  broker’s  office  i:i 
Wall  Street,  and  with  this  training  as  a  foundation  he  is 
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now,  and  has  been  for  about  six  years,  in  charge  of  all 
the  secretarial  work  of  the  Engineers’  Club  at  No.  32 
West  Fortieth  Street. 

James  B.  Thomas  was  born  on  March  6,  18S4,  in  Eas¬ 
ton,  Pennsylvania,  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Bowden) 
Thomas.  His  mother  died  in  1905.  His  father  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  mechanical  work  in  Easton  and  held  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  foreman  in  a  large  industrial  organization  there.

CHARLES  HENDRY,  architect  and  builder,  has  a 
record  of  over  thirty  years  of  active  duty  in  his  line  of 
work  at  Elmhurst,  Long  Island.

ANDREW  J.  CONNELL — The  story  of  how  an 
extensive  business  like  that  of  the  Superior  Steel  Door 
and  Trim  Company,  Inc.,  was  brought  to  pass,  and  be¬ 
came  of  immediate  and  widespread  utility  both  in  industry 
and  in  architecture,  is  to  be  found  largely  in  the  genius 
and  enterprise  of  the  founder  of  its  corporation,  Mr. 
Connell,  most  of  the  business  energies  of  whose  career 
have  led  directly  to  this  crowning  achievement.  With 
headquarters  at  College  Point,  his  interests  in  this  cor¬ 
poration  have  developed  to  an  uncommon  extent,  its 
patrons  being  inclusive  of  many  of  the  most  prominent 
banking  and  building  corporations,  who  have  adopted 
the  product  as  a  feature  of  their  own  structural  plans. 
As  a  practical  architect  and  builder,  with  modern  ideas 
and  means  of  putting  such  into  operation,  Mr.  Connell 
has  a  unique  standing  among  substantial  ornamental  con¬ 
structionists.

Andrew  J.  Connell  was  born  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  Janu¬ 
ary  8,  1875,  and  coming  to  the  United  States  in  his  early 
youth,  he  attended  Public  School  No.  49,  in  New  York 
City.  He  gave  his  attention  to  architecture  and  building 
at  the  outset  of  his  career,  and  his  first  employment  was 
with  George  H.  Streator,  architect,  as  assistant  drafts¬ 
man,  and  with  whom  he  remained  two  years.

The  institu¬ 
tion  also  maintained  special  courses  in  preparation  for 
professional  lines  of  endeavor.  Mr.  Galotti  was  later 
active  as  an  important  builder  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
He  married  Reginalda  Rushion,  both  being  members  of 
distinguished  families  of  Italy  and  both  are  now  de¬ 
ceased. 

Rocco  M.  Galotti  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Oc¬ 
tober  14,  1895.  Receiving  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  metropolis  and  beginning  his  high 
school  course  also  in  New  York,  he  later  attended  Brvant 
High  School  in  Long  Island  City,  then  entered  the  busi¬ 
ness  world.  His  first  activity  in  the  real  estate  indus¬ 
try  was  in  the  employ  of  L.  Di  Stefano,  with  whom  he 
was  identified  as  a  salesman  until  1922.  He  then 
formed  a  partnership  with  Frank  Gruber  (a  former 
comrade  in  the  overseas  service),  and  under  the  title  of 
Gruber  &  Galotti  they  went  forward  until  the 
year  1923.  These  partners  have  developed  a 
wide  and  important  interest  in  real  estate  affairs. 
Mr.  Galotti  then  established  himself  in  business 
at  the  corner  of  Seventeenth  Street  and  Roose¬ 
velt  Avenue,  Jackson  Heights,  and  now  stands  among 
the  leaders  in  present  day  development  activities,  as 
well  as  acting  on  a  considerable  scale  as  a  broker  and 
operator.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Galotti  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Army  in  1917  and  was  sent  over- 
'eas,  rising  to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  He  participated 
•n  some  of  the  most  trying  drives  in  that  period  and 
'-aw  action  in  the  battles  of  Chateau-Thierry,  along  the 
Baccarat  front,  also  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  drive.  Al¬ 
though  men  fell  beside  him,  to  the  right  and  to  the  left, 
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Mr.  Galotti  escaped  injury,  receiving  no  wound,  neither 
did  he  suffer  from  the  effects  of  gas.  Returning  to 
America  in  the  spring  of  1919,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  service  in  May  of  that  year.  He  is 
now  a  leading  mendrer  of  the  Second  Ward  Realty 
Board  of  Queens  County,  and  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  borough  of  Queens.  His 
religious  affiliation  is  with  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
of  St.  Joan  of  Arc,  of  Jackson  Heights. 

Mr.  Galotti  has  been  married,  and  is  the  father  of  two 
children:  John  B.,  born  May  29,  1920;  and  Maurice  A., 
born  June  3,  1921. 


HENRY  PRINCE,  who  owns  the  largest  hotel  at 
Arverne,  Long  Island,  is  an  American  of  Hungarian 
origin,  whose  personal  qualities  and  public  spirit  have 
made  him  extremely  popular  among  his  fellow-citizens, 
who  have  shown  their  sympathy,  trust  and  appreciation 
by  electing  him  to  public  positions  in  the  part  of  Long 
Island  where  he  has  made  his  home. 

Pie  was  born  March  9,  1862,  in  Hungary,  the  son  of 
Benjamin  and  Mollie  Frince,  both  natives  of  Hungary, 
his  father  a  farmer,  stock  dealer  and  manufacturer  of 
farming  tools.  Henry  Prince  came  to  the  United  States 
in  the  year  1887  and  started  in  the  hotel  business  in  New 
York  City.  In  1904  he  went  to  Arverne,  I.ong  Island,  to 
pursue  his  occupation,  and  has  continued  there  ever 
since,  being  at  the  present  time  (1924)  the  proprietor  of 
the  most  important  and  successful  enterprise  in  that  line. 
Mr.  Prince’s  position  in  the  community  and  in  his  occu¬ 
pation  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  his  being  vice-president 
of  the  Arverne  Hotel  Association,  and  executive  of  the 
Long  Island  Hotel  Association,  besides  being  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Arverne.  member  of  the 
Queens  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Rockaway  Board 
of  Trade,  the  New  York  State  Hotel  Association,  and 
chairman  of  the  boardwalk  committee.

Prince  is  a  staunch  Democrat,  and  vice-president  of  the 
Jefferson  Democratic  Club. 

On  May  16,  1888,  Mr.  Prince  married,  in  New  York 
City,  Bertha  Reisman,  born  August  I,  1870,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Irving,  born  in  New 
York  City,  January  22,  1890.  2.  Lillian,  born  in  New 
York  City,  May  16,  1900. 

CHARLES  A.  BERNSTON— Standing  behind  con¬ 
struction  interests  in  the  distribution  of  lumber,  Charles 
A.  Bernstein  holds  a  prominent  position  in  Queens 
County,  with  headquarters  at  Corona.  Mr.  Bernston  is 
an  eminently  practical  man,  always  alert  to  the  move¬ 
ment  of  the  times,  and  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
people  in  his  present  work  he  is  bearing  a  broadly 
useful  part  in  the  progress  of  the  day.  He  is  a  son  of 
August  and  Marie  Bernston,  his  father  active  as  a 
farmer  throughout  a  long  and  honorable  lifetime;  the 
mother  died  in  1920.

STANLEY  WALTER  PAYNE— A  well  known

WILLIAM  J.  STYLES — One  of  the  prominent  real 
estate  and  insurance  dealers  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island, 
is  William  J.  Styles.

Avon  St  fit  Laundry,  Stancourt  Laundry  Company, 
Household  Laundry  Corporation  of  Newark,  and  Coney 
Island  Laundry  Company,  and  with  all  these  laundries 
together  they  may  fairly  claim  to  be  the  largest  laundry 
corporation  in  the  world,  doing  family  work,  employing 
one  thousand  hands  in  all  their  laundries,  and  having 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  trucks  on  the  road.  This 
laundry  has  had  one  of  the  most  phenomenal  growths 
of  any  laundry  business  in  the  United  States,  causing 
quite  a  sensation  in  that  business,  as  no  rise  of  such 
dimensions  has  ever  heretofore  been  heard  of,  or  be¬ 
lieved  possible.

Though  on!}'  thirty-two  years  old, 
he  is  already  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  doctors 
in  his  community.

His  father  Isaac,  was  born  in 
the  Government  of  Grodno,  now  Poland,  and  died  in 
Kiev  in  1900  at  the  age  of  fifty-two.  The  family  name 
was  spelled  Berkovitch  by  the  father,  who  was  a  Hebrew 
teacher  and  author,  and  had  thirteen  children,  five  of 
whom  are  living:  1.  Jacob  lives  in  Kiev  and  goes  by  the 
old  name.  All  of  the  others  live  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  2.  Simon  Berg,  a  practicing  lawyer.  3.  Abraham. 
4.  Eva,  the  wife  of  Dr.  Nathan  Rubenstcin.  5.  Joseph, 
who  was  christened  in  Hebrew,  Joshua,  the  Russian 
equivalent  being  Evsei.  Fie  went  to  the  day  schools 
and  also  attended  the  evening  high  school  on  Harrison 
Street.  He  went  to  preparatory  schools  in  Brooklyn 
and  Manhattan,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  19x1.  He  has  been  in  practice  ever  since,  his  offices 
being  at  No.  957  Broadway,  Brooklyn.  Mr.  Berg  is  a 
member  of  the  Republican  Club  on  Kingston  Avenue.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  the 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose;  and  the.

DR.  HAROLD  LINSKY — A  representative  mem¬ 
ber  o!  the  younger  group  of  physicians  of  Brooklyn  is 
Dr.  Harold  Linsky,  who  is  attached  to  the  staffs  of  the 
Wyckoff  Heights  Hospital  and  its  clinic,  and  is  grad¬ 
ually  developing  a  practice.

Completing  his  professional  training,  as 
he  did,  just  at  the  period  when  the  United  States  had 
declared  war  and  was  turning  every  resource  into  World 
War  activity,  Dr.  Auerbach  immediately  entered  the 
service  as  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Navy  Med¬ 
ical  Division,  and  became  past  assistant  surgeon  on  trans¬ 
port  duty  He  made  no  less  than  eight  trips  across  during 
the  war  in  addition  to  serving  on  ocean  convoy  duty  with 
headquarters  in  England.  With  this  very  valuable  pro¬ 
fessional  experience  and  splendid  record  of  service  be¬ 
hind  him,  he  commenced  private  practice  in  Brooklyn  in 
1921,  from  the  beginning  specializing  in  surgery.  For  a 
time,  however,  he  served  as  resident  pathologist  at  the 
Kings  County  Hospital,  thus  adding  a  close  study  of 
pathological  ca.es  to  his  previous  expeiience.  He  is  now 
a  medical  examiner  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  assist¬ 
ant  surgeon  at  the  Jewish  Hospital  of  Brooklyn,  and  is 
highly  regarded  in  the  profession.  Dr.  Auerbach  keeps 


in  touch  with  the  most  progressive  tendencies  in  the 
medical  science  by  active  membership  in  the  State  ar.d 
County  Medical  societies,  and  the  Brooklyn  Pathological 
Society.  His  war  service  resulted  in  membership  in  the 
American  Legion,  the  Army  and  Navy  Club  of  America, 
and  the  War  Society  of  the  Cruiser  and  Transport  Force, 
in  all  of  which  organizations  he  takes  a  vital  interest. 
Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Junior  Order  of 
United  American  Mechanics,  and  Benevolent  and  Pro¬ 
tective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  Club  of  America,  and  the  Association  of  Mil¬ 
itary  Surgeons. 


REV.  ANTHONY  F.  MANNO— The  responsibili¬ 
ties  associated  with  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  St. 
Rita’s  Parish,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  in 
Brooklyn,  are  in  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  Father 
Anthony  F.  Manno,  a  clergyman  of  attainments,  and 
with  a  broad  experience  as  curate  and  pastor  in  Long 
Island  parishes,  and  as  a  chaplain  in  the  World  War. 
Father  Manno  has  been  instrumental  in  the  advancement 
of  the  interests  of  a  number  of  prominent  churches,  and 
during  the  period  since  his  appointment  to  St.  Rita’s 
he  has  there  led  the  way  to  a  new  era  of  accomplish¬ 
ment,  and  to  the  further  growth  and  upbuilding  0:  an 
extensive  religions  center. 

Rev.  Anthony  F.  Manno,  the  son  of  Salvator  and 
Mary  Manno,  was  born  June  9,  1884,  in  Italy,  where  he 
attended  the  schools.  Removing  to  the  United  States 
in  1907,  he  graduated  at  St.  John’s  Seminary,  ar.d  was 
ordained  to  the  priesthood  in  1910,  by  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
Charles  F.  McDonnell,  D.  D.  He  was  first  assigned  to 
St.  Bridget’s  Parish,  at  Ridgewood,  where  he  continued; 
to  1918,  and  was  then  appointed  to  Mt.  Carmel  Church, 
at  Astoria,  and  to  St.  Finbar  Parish,  Bath  Beach.  For 
three  months  he  was  acting  pastor  at  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Family,  and  in  1923  he  was  appointed  to  the  pas¬ 
torate  of  Our  Lady  of  Mt.  Carmel  at  Patchogue.  In 
1925  Father  Manno  became  pastor  of  St.  Rita’s  Church, 
in  Brooklyn,  where  he  has  the  care  of  over  12,000  souls, 
and  where  he  has  started  work  on  a  new  school  of  six¬ 
teen  classrooms.  lie  has  the  assistance  of  two  priests. 

During  the  World  War,  Father  Manno  was  chaplain 
in  the  United  States  Aviation  Corns,  and  was  stationed 
at  Calstrom  Field  and  Dorr  Field. 


HARRY  MANDELBAUM,  M.  D.— In  general  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  in  Brooklyn,  Dr.  Mandelbaum  has  also 
by  special  courses  of  study  made  himself  highly  pro¬ 
ficient  as  an  internist,  and  both  in  the  hospitals  and 
throughout  the  general  community  his  work  has  re¬ 
ceived  recognition  as  that  of  a  conscientious  and  skilled 
physician.  Associated  in  membership  with  the  leadiru 
medical  societies,  he  is  well  esteemed  by  his  colleagues 
in  the  profession,  and  by  the  public  of  Brooklyn.  He  is 
the  son  of  Samuel  Mandelbaum,  who  was  born  in  Russia 
and  came  to  the  United  States  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years. 

Dr.  Harry  Mandelbaum  was  born  March  7,  1895.  in 
New  York  City.  His  parents  removed  to  Brooklyn  when 
he  was  three  years  of  age.  He  graduated  at  Public

MAX  SEIDENBAUM — Of  the  younger  attorneys 
in  practice  in  Brooklyn,  Mr.  Seidenbaum,  who  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  bar  in  1924,  has  entered  upon  a  wide  field 
of  usefulness  in  his  profession,  to  which  he  gives  his  un¬ 
divided  attention  in  the  long-established  offices  of  Joseph 
Fried.  Vith  a  thorough  training,  and  with  his  decided 
inclination  toward  general  law  matters,  Mr.  Seidenbaum’s 
outlook  for  a  successful  career  is  shared  by  his  col¬ 
leagues  and  his  many  friends.  Fie  is  a  son  of  Adolph 
Seidenbaum,  who  was  born  in  Kiev,  Russia,  and  of 
Lena  (Weinberger)  Seidenbaum,  both  of  whom  live  in 
the  Bronx;  they  were  the  parents  of  nine  children;

JOSEPH  J.  FEMINELLA,  M.  D.— Among  that 
large  number  of  settlers  who  have  come  to  our  shores 
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from  the  sunny  land  of  Italy,  bringing  with  them  the 
rich  heritage  of  the  colorful  life  of  that  country,  may 
be  numbered  prominently  the  family  of  Dr.  Joseph  J. 
Feminclla,  who,  in  adopting  this  country  as  their  own, 
have  identified  themselves  with  our  life  and  ideals  and 
institutions.  In  the  making  up  of  the  American  Nation, 
perhaps  no  nation  has  brought  quite  so  much  of  the  ro¬ 
mance  of  life  as  have  those  descendants  of  Italy,  with 
her  rich  store  of  literature,  her  art,  her  song,  and  her  love 
of  the  beautiful  in  everyday  living.  Other  nations  have 
brought  laws,  history,  science,  navigation,  but  Italy’s 
heritage  is  essentially  the  beautiful,  and  America  is 
grateful  for  the  wealth  of  it  that  has  been  incorporated 
within  her  life.  A  certain  number  of  these  various 
peoples  come  to  our  shores  to  make  money  and  to  return 
to  spend  it  in  their  own  land,  and  of  them  we  give  them 
welcome  and  Godspeed.

who  have  largely  by  means  of  their  own  energies  made 
their  way  to  success,  Mr.  Spigelgass  has  won  no  small 
amount  of  distinction  for  his  capabilities  as  a  pleader, 
and  more  generally  and  upon  all  public  occasions  as  a 
convincing  speaker.  Throughout  his  training,  which  in 
the  schools  and  colleges  as  well  as  in  his  practice  has 
been  very  thorough,  he  has  exhibited  those  pleasing 
gifts  of  oratory,  and  of  a  full  comprehension  of  legal 
causes  of  which  he  has  had  charge,  that  has  won  for 
him  the  esteem  of  his  associates  and  the  public.  He 
is  a  son  of  Henry  Spigelgass,  a  fish  packer  now  residing 
in  Chicago,  Illinois,  who  was  born  in  Russia,  and  came 
with  his  family  to  Brooklyn  in  1886;  and  of  Bessie 
(Resnick)  Spigelgass,  who  was  born  in  Russia,  and  died 
in  Brooklyn,  November  15,  1901,  thirty-three  years  of 
age.  They  were  the  parents  of :  Abraham  Llarry  Spi¬ 
gelgass;  and  of  Anna  Spigelgass,  who  married  Nathan 
Marcus,  of  Brooklyn. 

Abraham  Harry  Spigelgass  was  born  May  12,  1S85, 
in  Russia,  near  Kishinev,  and  came  to  the  United  States 
with  his  parents  in  his  infancy.  He  graduated  at  Brook¬ 
lyn  Public  Grammar  School  No.  35,  in  1889,  and  at  the 
Boys’  High  School  in  1903.  Preparing  for  his  career 
at  the  Brooklyn  Law  School  of  St.  Lawrence  University, 
he  graduated  there  in  1905,  with  honors,  and  his  Bache¬ 
lor  of  Laws  degree.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of 
the  Theta  Phi  fraternity  of  St.  Lawrence  University.

Leonard  Isaiah,  born  November  28,  190S. 


DR.  HARRY  EDWARD  DUNLOP— Medical  sci¬ 
ence  owes  much  to  Dr.  Harry  Edward  Dunlop,  of 
Brooklyn,  for  this  physician  has  made  contributions  of 
decided  importance  growing  out  of  his  investigations  and 
research  work  in  the  field  of  cancer  as  related  to  m- 
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ternnl  medicine,  and  has  advanced  the  most  plausible  hy-r 
pothesis  as  to  the  cause  of  the  disease.  Dr.  Dunlop, 
always  a  student,  and  an  earnest  practitioner  of  good  rep¬ 
utation  in  internal  medicine,  is  deserving  of,  and  has 
the  respect  of  his  confreres  in  medicine.  He  is  a  mem- 
»i,;r  of  the  national  and  local  medical  societies,  and  a 
man  highly  esteemed  for  his  general  knowledge.  Dr. 
Dunlop  comes  of  that  noted  Fraser  clan  of  Scotland 
whose  fame  was  increased  by  the  illustrious  Lord  Simon 
Fraser  Lovett,  and  he  has  carried  down  to  the  present 
the  honorable  traditions  of  that  ancient  and  noble  family. 

Dr.  Harry  Edward  Dunlop  was  born  in  Marchmont, 
county  of  Simcoe,  Ontario,  Canada,  April  9,  1864.  His 
father  was  Alexander  Dunlop,  who  was  born  near  Glas- 
cow,  Scotland,  in  1S20,  and  who  settled  in  Orillia,  On¬ 
tario,  where  he  became  a  farmer,  and  where  he  died  in 
March,  1881,  and  Mary  Jane  (Fraser)  Dunlop,  a  native 
of  the  northern  part  of  England,  who  was  a  direct  de¬ 
scendant  of  Lord  Simon  Fraser  Lovett,  and  who  died  at 
the  age  of  sixty  years,  in  February,  1899.  There  were 
altogether  thirteen  children  of  the  union  of  the  senior 
Mr.  Dunlop  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Dunlop  and  a  sister,  now 
Mrs.  Kate  Dixon,  were  twins.  These  two,  and  three 
others — Thomas  Barr,  Alexander  Fraser  and  William 
Fraser  Dunlop — are  the  only  survivors.  Their  grand¬ 
father  brought  his  family,  which  included  Alexander 
Dunlop,  from  Scotland  to  Canada  in  1829  and  became  a 
farmer  and  distiller  in  Ontario ;  the  founder  of  the 
.North  American  branch  of  the  Fraser-Dunlop  family 
was  the  son  of  a  Presbyterian  minister  of  Scotland. 

Dr.  Dunlop  received  h:s  early  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  Ontario,  which  he  attended  until  he  was  seven¬ 
teen  years  old.  Then  he  became  a  matriculant  in 
Queens  University,  Kingston,  Ontario,  and  subsequently 
100k  his  medical  course  in  the  Toronto  Medical  School, 
in  Toronto,  finishing  in  the  New  York  University  Medical 
School,  which  granted  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Med¬ 
icine  in  1886.  Two  years  before  this  he  had  graduated 
from  the  Toronto  College  of  Pharmacy  in  Toronto.

NATHAN  WEINBERG — An  honored  and  respected 
member  of  the  community  of  medical  men  who  practice 
in  Brooklyn  is  Dr.  Nathan  Weinberg,  for  he  is  a  phy¬ 
sician  who  gave  meritorius  service  to  the  United  States 
and  civilization  here  and  overseas  during  the  World 
War  and  has  been  giving  many  years  of  service  to  the 
people  of  Brooklyn.  Dr.  Weinberg’s  prominence  is 
ide-spread  and  his  popularity  extends  to  every  corner 
oi  the  borough.  He  is  an  acknowledged  leader  of  his 
profession  and  is  regarded  with  high  esteem. 

Dr.  Nathan  Weinberg  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  March 
10,  18SS,  the  son  of  Martin  Weinberg,  a  native  of 
Austria,  who  died  at  the  age  of  thirty-five  years  when 
his  son  was  a  baby,  and  Bessie  (Weinstock)  Weinberg, 
also  deceased.  There  are  two  other  sons,  Harry  Wein¬ 
berg,  a  resident  of  Seattle,  Washington,  and  Abraham 
Weinberg,  of  Brooklyn.  Dr.  Weinberg  was  educated  in 
Public  School  No.  43,  Brooklyn,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1904;  in  the  Brooklyn  Boys'  High  School, 
wherefrom  he  was  graduated  four  years  later,  and  in 
the  Bellevue  Medical  College,  New  York  City,  from 
which  he  obtained  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1912.

I.OUIS  M.  SMIRNOW,  M.  D. — A  native  of  Rus- 
»  a.  educated  in  several  countries,  a  master  of  English 
\ (.rnacular,  and  a  noted  author,  Dr.  Louis  M.  Smirnow 
occupies  a  distinctive  place  in  the  medical  and  literary 
•.sorlds  of  the  East.  He  was  born  in  Elizavetgrad,  Rus- 
?ia,  June  15,  1879,  and  remained  there  until  he  was  ten 
vears  old,  when  his  father  and  mother  brought  him  to 
America,  making  their  home  in  New  Haven,  Con¬ 
necticut.  His  father,  Meyer  Smirnow,  was  born  in 
Russia,  was  a  furrier  by  occupation,  and  lives  in  retire¬ 
ment  in  New  Haven  at  the  age  of  eighty-five.  His 
mother  was  Leah  Solotaroff,  born  in  Russia  and  died 
in  New  Haven  in  1907,  at  the  age  of  sixty-five.  They 
were  the  parents  of  seven  children,  all  living  in  America. 
Among  theni  are  Dr.  Max  Smirnow,  who  practices  in 
New  Haven;  and  a  sister,  Flora,  is  the  wife  of  Yehoash, 
who  is  regarded  as  the  world’s  greatest  Jewish  poet, 
and  who  is' now  engaged  in  the  translation  of  the  Bible 
ior  the  fir.  time  into  Yiddish.

He  continued  to  practice  medicine  in  Bridgeport 
until  1922,  when  he  removed  to  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
having  practiced  general  medicine  until  1915,  after  which 
he  specialized  in  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases, 
having  taken  special  courses  in  Freiborg,  Switzerland, 
just  before  the  World  War.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Kings  County  Medical  Society,  and  of  a  number  of 
lay  organizations.  Dr.  Smirnow  has  traveled  in  Colo¬ 
rado  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  regions,  the  Vv  est  Indies, 
South  America,  and  in  foreign  countries  in  order  to 
obtain  material  for,  and  to  get  in  touch  with  matters 
pertaining  to  his  literary  efforts.  He  wrote  a  play, 
The  Mask  of  Shakespeare,”  celebrating  the  three  hun¬ 
dredth  anniversary  of  the  poet’s  birth,  which  was  pro¬ 
duced  in  an  out-door  performance  in  Bridgeport  and 
which  was  witnessed  by  twenty-five  thousand  spectators.

1'ierre,  on  the  Island  of  Martinique,  which  he  witnessed 
and  survived.  “The  Covenant  and  Other  Poems”  was 
■reci  fitly  published  by  the  Stratford  Publishing  Company 
•»  Boston.  “Heaven  and  Earth,”  yet  unpublished,  but 


soon  to  be  issued  from  the  press,  is  a  great  epic  poem 
dealing  with  many  universal  subjects.  Indeed,  Dr. 
Smirnow  has  devoted  the  best  and  hardest  efforts  of 
his  life  to  literary  work. 

Dr.  Smirnow  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  order  of  B’nai  B’rith,  having  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  Yehuda  Halevi  Lodge,  No.  710,  which  he 
organized. 

Dr.  Smirnow  was  married,  June  29,  1913,  to  Cecilia 
D.  Phillips,  in  Bridgeport,  Connecticut.  His  bride  was 
born  in  Russia  in  1891,  but  came  to  America,  when  two 
years  of  age,  with  her  parents.

GEORGE  LAWRENCE  KESSLER,  M.  D.— A 
wide  experience  and  training  prepared  Dr.  George  Law¬ 
rence  Kessler,  of  Brooklyn,  for  his  professional  career. 
He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  January  31,  1869.  His 
father,  Lawrence  George  Kessler,  was  born  in  Germany, 
in  Barmen,  and  came  to  this  country  a  boy.  He  con¬ 
ducted  a  hotel  and  restaurant,  and  died  in  1875,  at  the 
age  of  forty-nine.

THOMAS  FRANCIS  NEVINS,  M.  D.— -The  inter¬ 
ests  of  his  profession  and  the  progress  of  his  community

JOHN  ADAM  QUELL,  M.  D. — Prominent  in  the

HENRY  M.  GESCHEIDT — A  name  associated 
with  law  business  and  political  matters  in  Brooklyn  for 
more  than  thirty  years  during  the  past  century  was  that 
of  Henry  M.  Gescheidt,  who  was  a  leader  at  the  bar  in  his 
most  active  days  in  his  defence  of  a  number  oi  prominent 
criminal  cases,  and  was  the  executive  head  of  the  New 
York  City  School  Board  for  nearly  that  length  of  time. 
A  world  traveler,  and  one  who  was  deeply  interested  in 
the  progress  and  changes  of  matters  cosmopolitan,  a 
reader  and  thinker  at  the  front  of  his  generation,  Mr. 
Gescheidt  was  a  representative  man  professionally  and  as 
an  active  citizen  in  his  day.  He  was  a  son  of  Moritz 
Gescheidt,  an  architect,  and  of  Maria  (Von  Weber) 
Gescheidt. 

Henry  M.  Gescheidt  was  born  November  5,  1S48,  in 
Brooklyn,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools  and 
afterwards  graduated  at  Scheck’s  Institute,  in  Richmond 
County.  He  was  one  of  the  most  extensive  law  prac¬ 
titioners  of  the  time,  his  activities  in  his  profession  in¬ 
cluding  a  period  of  over  thirty  years,  when  he  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  prosecuting  and  defending  a  large  number  of 
important  criminal  and  civil  actions  both  in  the  United 
States  and  European  countries.  Mr.  Gescheidt  traveled 
extensively  through  the  United  States  and  European 
countries,  including  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  Germany, 
France,  Switzerland  and  Italy.  Pie  was  a  member  of 


Tammany  Hall  and  of  the  Tammany  Society  for  twenty 
years;  a  school  trustee  and  president  of  the  school  board 
for  twenty  years,  president  of  the  school  inspectors  of  the 
First  District  of  New  York  City  over  five  years,  vis¬ 
ited  one  schooi  each  day  and  attended  every  meeting 
held  in  that  time.  lie  was  a  champion  of  numerous  en¬ 
tertainments  in  the  schools  of  the  First  District;  and 
was  president  of  the  municipal  association  of  all  nation¬ 
alities  for  twenty  years.  The  latter  organization  took 
important  action  in  the  election  of  various  mayors,  and 
after  its  dissolution,  its  membership  was  formed  into 
camps  and  benevolent  associations,  for  which  Mr. 
Gescheidt  served  gratuitously  as  official  counsellor.  He 
was  also  president  of  the  Gescheidt  Medical  Company 
of  New  York  City,  London,  Paris  and  Berlin,  owners'  of 
a  proprietary  medicine.  His  many  affiliations  included 
those  of  Ivanhoe  and  Park  Lodges,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  of  New  York  City;  Scheutzen  Corps;  City 
Scheutzen  Corps ;  Independent  Scheutzen  Corps ;  and  he 
was  Chief  of  Aquahougia  Tribe  of  the  State  of  New 
York;  and  an  honorary  member  ot  the  Edward  C.  Stone 
Literary  Society ;  and  the  Lafayette  Maennerchor  So¬ 
ciety  ;  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  First  Ward  Benevolent 
Society.  He  was  a  communicant  of  the  Protestant  Episco¬ 
pal  Church.  His  recreations  were  those  of  hunting, 
camping,  fishing,  boating,  horticulture  and  driving. 

Mr.  Gescheidt  married  Minnie  D.  Beck,  a  daughter  of 
Johan  and  Christiana  (Shell)  Beck,  who  came  from 
Dresden,  Germany,  to  the  United  States  in  1840,  in  a 
forty  days  trip  aboard  the  sailing  vessel  “Vroull,  ’  at 
first  settling  in  Greenwich,  where  they  were  prominent; 
afterwards,  in  1886,  locating  in  Brooklyn.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gescheidt  were  the  parents  of :  Wilhehnina  Dorothea, 
who  married  Robert  J.  Werdermann,  assistant  organist 
at  St.  Agnes  Chapel,  Trinity  Parish,  many  years.  Mr. 
Werdermann’s  parents  lived  for  many  years  in  the  De 
Bevois  Plome.  Pie  is  an  accountant  for  the  Standard 
Oil  Company,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Minnie  Elizabeth. 
Minnie  D.  (Beckl  Gescheidt  was  baptized,  confirmed, 
married  and  buried  from  old  St.  Paul’s,  New  York  City, 
the  same  church  in  which  her  daughter  (Mrs.  Robert  J.

New  York,  and 
former  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Memorial  Hospital 
for  Women  and  Children  and  who  was  secretary  of  the 
Nurses’  Training  School  of  the  same  institution,  was 
born  in  Brooklyn  in  1866.  Her  parents  were  Walter 
G.  and  Ruth  Emily  (Lain)  Stoddart.  Her  father  was  in 
the  leather  findings  business  but  retired  in  18S8.

PI.  PAUL  SPIANIK  is  an  attorney  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  with  an  office  at  No.  50  Court  Street.  He 
was  born  near  Vilna,  Russia,  August  7>  the  son 

of  Joseph  and  Rose  (Siskind)  Shanik.  Joseph  Shanik 
was  born  in  Vilna,  in  1870.  Pie  and  his  family  moved 
to  Brooklyn,  New  York,  soon  after  the  birth  of  H.  Paul 


and  Mr.  Shanik  is  now  a  real  estate  operator,  his  office, 
also,  being  at  No.  50  Court  Street. 

H.  Paul  Shanik  arrived  in  this  country  when  he  was 
five  years  of  age.

12,  1900. 


JAMES  F.  QUIGLEY,  lawyer,  was  born  of  lr.- 
parents  in  Greenpoint.  part  of  the  old  city  of  Williams¬ 
burg!',  on  December  22,  1S59,  and  educated  in  the  pa 
schools  and  Brown's  Business  College.  He  studied  1  -  ■< 
and  graduated  from  Columbia  Law  School  and  was  -- 
mittted  to  the  bar  in  May,  1SS5,  and  has  practiced  !ta 
Brooklyn  and  New  York  ever  since.  He  has  always 
a  Democrat,  and  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  :r 
years  1891,  1892  and  1893.  During  his  terms  as 


' 
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sembljman  he  served  on  important  committees,  and  in 
1893  was  chairman  of  the  ways  and  means  committee 
and  leader  of  the  majority.  While  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  Mr.  Quigley  was  closely  associated  with 
Governors  Hill  and  Flower,  and  during  the  year  1893, 
representing  the  Democratic  organization,  had  charge  of 
all  the  important  legislation  passed  that  year,  being  the 
ranking  member  of  the  rules  committee.  While  in  the 
Legislature  Mr.  Quigley  took  charge  of  all  city  bills  ad¬ 
vocated  by  Mayors  Chapin  and  Boody.  Some  of  the 
important  bills  introduced  by  Mr.  Quigley  and  passed  by 
the  Legislature  were :  The  ten  hour  bill,  which  provided 
that  no  person  should  be  required  to  labor  on  a  street 
railway  longer  than  ten  hours  a  day ;  the  bill  for  a  train¬ 
ing  school  for  school  teachers ;  the  bill  for  the  State  care 
of  lunatics,  appropriating  §1,300,000  for  the  support  of 
the  insane  poor  of  the  State.  During  the  session  of  1893 
Mr.  Quigley  introduced  the  act  for  the  submission  to  the 
people  of  the  State  of  New  York  of  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  increasing  the  number  of  judges  of  the 
Suprefne  Court  of  the  First  and  Second  Judicial  districts. 
He  also  introduced  several  bills  amending  the  municipal 
corporation  law,  also  the  bill  creating  the  miscellaneous 
reports  and  providing  for  their  publication,  also  a  bill  au¬ 
thorizing  the  United  States  to  acquire  land  at  Plum 
Island  for  fortification  purposes,  and  the  bill  creating  the 
Bridge  Police  Pension  Fund  and  a  bill  authorizing  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  commission  to  learn  if  Brooklyn  was  ade- 
qu<„  ly  protected  from  fire. 

Mr.  Quigley  was  for  a  time  a  partner  with  John  R. 
Farrar,  now  justice  of  the  Municipal  Court.  The  firm 
did  business  under  the  name  of  Quigley  &  Farrar  for 
several  years,  with  offices  in  Brooklyn  and  Manhattan. 
After  Mr.  Quigley  retired  as  a  member  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  he  served  in  the  old  city  of  Brooklyn  as  a  city  mag¬ 
istrate,  and  during  Mayor  McClelland’s  administration 
was  an  assistant  corporation  counsel  continuously  from 
1904  to  1910,  having  charge  of  the  condemnation  bureau, 
commonly  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Street  Openings. 
Since  his  retirement  from  the  corporation  counsel’s  office 
he  has  specialized  in  condemnation  proceedings  where  the 
city  acquires  title  to  land  for  public  purposes.

Though  a  Russian 
by  birth  and  early  training,  he  has  become  a  conserva¬ 
tive  American,  respected  and  admired  in  his  community. 
He  was  born  in  1S66,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Bella  (Katz) 
Bagully.  Henry  Bagully  was  a  rabbi  in  Russia.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  are  deceased. 

Dr.  Bagully  went  to  school  in  his  early  youth  in 
Russia,  finishing  the  graded  schools  there  and  also 
completing  the  high  school  course.  On  coming  to  this 
country  he  entered  the  Long  Island  Medical  College, 
and  was  graduated  from  that  institution  in  1900.  His' 
first  location  as  a  practicing  physician  was  at  No.  21 


Debevoise  Street,  Brooklyn,  where  he  became  well  and 
favorably  known.  In  1904  he  removed  to  his  present 
location  at  No.  74  McKibben  Street,  Brooklyn,  where 
his  former  patients  followed  him,  and  where  their 
number  has  been  greatly  augmented  by  the  spread  of 
the  news  of  his  success  as  a  practitioner.

Aaron  Gold¬ 
man,  who  was  a  retired  merchant,  is  now  dead,  but 
his  wife  survives  him.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bagully  have  one 
child,  Ruth,  who  married  James  Karp,  and  who  now 
also  resides  in  Brookljn. 


CLIFFORD  M.  BISHOP — A  progressive  and  broadly 
prominent  figure  in  automobile  distribution  in  Brooklyn 
to-day  is  Clifford  M.  Bishop,  who  has  been  identified 
with  his  present  line  of  activity  since  the  completion 
of  his  studies  and  thus  has  now  for  upwards  of  twenty 
years  been  closely  affiliated  with  motor  car  advance.  Mr. 
Bishop  is  a  son  of  Eli  H.  and  Fannie  (Heritage)  Bishop, 
natives  of  England,  but  for  many  years  residents  of 
Brooklyn.  Eli  H.  Bishop  was  prominent  for  a  consider¬ 
able  period  as  a  builder  and  contractor,  also  doing  a  great 
deal  of  development  work.  He  entered  the  automobile 
activities,  however,  during  the  early  years  of  the  history 
of  motor  car  production,  and  has  now,  since  1905,  been 
identified  with  the  present  business. 

Clifford  M.  Bishop  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  January  ix, 
18S3.  His  education  was  begun  in  the  local  public 
schools,  and  later  attending  Adelphi  Academy,  he  was 
graduated  in  the  class  of  1902.  Thereafter  taking  up  his 
advanced  studies  at  Amherst  College,  he  was  graduated 
from  that  institution  in  the  class  of  1906.  Immediately 
following  his  graduation  Mr.  Bishop  identified  himself 
with  his  father  in  the  business  of  motor  car  distribution, 
the  firm  name  then  being  Eli  H.  Bishop  &  Sons,  Mr. 
Bishop’s  brother  also  joining  the  organization.  As  deal¬ 
ers  in  Dodge  cars  the  concern  went  forward  for  a  time 
under  that  name,  and  then  became  known  under  the 
present  title  of  Bishop,  McCormick  &  Bishop.  They 
now  do  a  very  extensive  business  throughout  Kings  and 
Queens  counties,  also  a  part  of  Nassau  County,  the  vol¬ 
ume  of  their  business  amounting  to  fully  $4,000,000  an¬ 
nually.  They  continue  to  represent  the  Dodge  interest 
and  have  now  for  some  years  maintained  branch  offices 
at  Jamaica  and  Lawrence,  also  a  service  station  at  Bay 
Ridge,  and  another  in  Long  Island  City.  Mr.  Bishop  has 
been  a  leading  factor  in  the  development  and  progress  of 
this  concern,  and  he  is  now  one  of  the  widely  recognized 
and  highly  esteemed  executives  in  the  motor  car  district 
of  Brooklyn.

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/THOMAS  JOSEPH  CLEARY — Popular  in  bis  pro¬ 
fession  and  in  other  circles,  Dr.  Thomas  Joseph  Cleary, 
of  No.  248  Sixth  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  seems  assured  of  a 
fine  future.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City  July  17, 
1887.  Dr.  Cleary’s  father,  Lawrence  T.  Cleary,  born 
in  Ireland,  came  to  this  country  and  to  New  York  City 
at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years.  He  died  April  7,  1914, 
aged  seventy-four  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Cotton  Exchange  and  of  the  New  York  Produce 
Exchange.  Dr.  Cleary’s  mother,  Mary  (Holihan) 
Geary,  born  in  Ireland,  died  August  17,  1915,  aged  sev¬ 
enty-two.

Rising  has  won  high  rank  in  his  chosen  field  of  endeavor, 
and  with  headquarters  at  No.  2t  Fulton  Street,  Brooklyn, 
is  going  forward  to  ever  larger  success.  A  veteran  of 
military  activities  of  importance,  he  is  interested  in  every 
phase  of  present-day  progress,  and  his  usefulness  is 
widely  recognized.  Mr.  Rising  is  a  son  of  William  S. 
Rising,  who  was  born  in  1851,  and  is  still  living.  He  was 
very  prominent  during  his  active  career  as  a  singer  and 
actor,  and  will,  perhaps,  be  best  remembered  by  the 
theatre-going  public  in  his  important  role  in  the  “Little 
Tycoon,”  which  drama  enjoyed  long  popularity  on  the 
road.

Mr.  Rising  was  prominent  for  a  number  of  years  in  mili¬ 
tary  affairs,  enlisting  in  the  1st  Cavalry  of  the  regular 
army  after  four  years  of  service  in  the  7th  Regiment, 
National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York.  With  his 
unit  of  cavalry  Mr.  Rising  was  stationed  at  the  Mexican 
Border  and  served  with  honor  and  distinction.  He  is 
interested  in  every  branch  of  worthy  activity,  is  an  hon¬ 
ored  member  of  the  Brooklyn  Chamber  of  Commerce: 
and  fraternally  is  affiliated  with  Lodge  No.  51 1,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  of  Kings  County;  and  Lodge  No.  22, 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.

SAMUEL  CHERON — Patriotic  service  to  the 
United  States  Government  during  the  World  War,  dur¬ 
ing  which  period  he  also  pursued  his  ambition  to  be¬ 
come  an  attorney  and  counsellor  by  study  of  the  law 
whenever  he  could  be  spared  from  his  war  duties,  per¬ 
haps  gave  Samuel  Cheron  that  impetus  of  motive  and 
direction  that  eventually  encompassed  his  admission  to 
the  bar  of  the  State  of  New  York,  since  which  occasion 
he  has  practiced  his  profession  in  Brooklyn.  Mr.  Cheron 
is  also  financially  interested  in  a  number  of  moving  pic¬ 
ture  enterprises,  his  headquarters  in  this  line  of  endeavor 
being  the  Arverne  Theater  at  Arverne,  Long  Island.  He

ISHAM  G.  HARRIS,  M.  D.— The  measure  of  at¬ 
tainment  that  is  properly  accredited  to  Dr..  Isam  G. 
Harris,  of  Brooklyn,  has  its  recognition  both  in  the  pro¬ 
fession  and  among  the  people  generally  as  of  a  high  and 
noteworthy  order,  Dr.  Harris  having  for  some  years 
been  regarded  as  a  leading  authority  on  institutional 
work,  and  his  career  having  been  principally  devoted  to 
this  branch  of  medical  science.  He  is  a  man  of  much 
natural  ability,  and  with  his  excellent  training  and  wide 
experience  he  fulfills  a  leading  part,  and  important  re¬ 
sponsibilities  are  placed  in  his  hands.  In  certain  lines 
of  organized  advance  he  bears  a  constructive  part,  par- 
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ticularly  in  line  with  his  professional  work,  and  from 
every  angle  of  vision  his  career  has  a  vital  significance 
to  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  community. 

Dr.  Isham  G.  Harris,  the  son  of  John  Harris,  a 
farmer,  and  Martha  (Reed)  Harris,  was  born  in  1867, 
in  Paris,  Texas,  and  he  attended  the  public  schools 
there  and  those  in  Tennessee,  with  the  removal  of  the 
family  to  that  State  in  his  boyhood.

HON.  WILLIAM  HAROLD  O’HARE— Taking 
leading  rank  in  professional  circles  in  Brooklyn,  Wil¬ 
liam  Harold  O’Hurc  has  achieved  much  in  his  chosen  field 
of  legal  affairs  and  in  the  public  service  he  has  made  a 
noteworthy  record  of  usefulness.  Interested  in  all 
branches  of  worthy  activity  of  whatsoever  nature,  he 
casts  his  influence  in  the  right  direction,  and  the  people 
recognize  not  only  his  ability  as  a  professional  man  but 
his  high  standing  as  a  citizen.  Mr.  O’Hare  is  a  son  of 
William  O’Harc,  who  was  born  December,  1850,  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  and  came  to  America  as  a  young  lad 
with  his  parents,  settling  in  Brooklyn.  He  is  now  a 
retired  cabinet  maker.  He  married  Anna  Sheldon,  who

Receiving  his  early  education  in  the 
primary  schools  of  Brooklyn,  he  later  attended  the  New 
York  Preparatory  School,  while  his  graduation  from 


Brooklyn  Law  School  occurred  in  1910.  Admitted  to  the 
bar  before  the  close  of  the  same  year  Mr.  O’Hare  began  . 
practice  immediately  in  an  independent  way,  opening  his 
offices  at.  his  present  address.  His  success  in  the  law 
was  a  matter  of  definite  and  early  achievement,  com¬ 
manding  the  attention  and  commendation  of  his  con¬ 
temporaries  in  this  and  other  fields  of  professional  ef¬ 
fort.  Always  a  worker  for  the  general  good  and  a  leader

Mr.  O’Hare  is  a  member  of  the 
Brooklyn  Bar  Association,  the  Brooklyn  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Loyal  Order  of 
Moose,  the  Foresters  of  America,  and  all  the  leading 
Democratic  associations  of  Long  Island.

DOMIbHCK  SALVATI— An  architect,  with  busi¬ 
ness  headquarters  in  Brooklyn,  is  Mr.  Salvati,  the  son

1  rovmce  ot  Potenza,  Italy,  September  2.  1889.  He 
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received  his  early  education  in  his  native  community, 
and  in  1898,  when  he  was  nine  years  old,  emigrated  with 
his  parents  to  the  Lnited  States.  The  son  at  once 
began  to  attend  the  public  schools  of  the  city  and  after- 
v  ward  took  a  correspondence  school  course.  He  entered 
the  office  of  Robert  T.  Rasmussen,  a  leading  P>rooklyn 
architect,  and  remained  with  him  from  1906  to  1910.

Joseph 
Henry  Gardiner  was  bora  in  Brooklyn,  April  6,  1846, 
and  died  August  23,  1917;  he  was  a  custom  house 
broker.  1 1  is  mother,  Eliza  (Mooney)  Gardiner,  was 
born  in  Ireland,  February  28,  1847,  but  came  to  America 
at  the  age  of  three;  she  had  nine  brothers  and  sisters. 
She  was  a  grand  opera  singer,  and  appeared  under 
Antonio  Barelli,  a  half-brother  of  the  famous  diva.

HERMAN  STRIZVER— Success  in  the  pro  fession 
of  the  law'  stands  to  the  credit  of  Herman  Strizver,  of 
Brooklyn,  w'hose  Russian  birth  and  American  training 
gave  to  the  professional  world  of  Brooklyn  a  man'  o: 
large  abilities,  whose  achievements  have  taken  rank  with 
the  leaders  in  the  metropolitan  district.  For  nearly  fif¬ 
teen  years  Mr.  Strizver  has  been  active  in  practice,  and 
his  usfeulness  as  a  citizen  has  been  clearly  and  abun¬ 
dantly  demonstrated.  His  service  in  the  World  War 
has  been  the  only  interruption  of  his  career  as  a  lawyer, 
and  in  his  affiliations  with  organized  advance  his  pro¬ 
gressive  spirit  is  evidenced.  He  is  a  son  of  Louis  and 
Molly  (Baran)  Strizver,  his  father  a  largely  succesful 
manufacturer  of  ladies’  apparel. 

Herman  Strizver  was  born  in  Kiev,  Russia,  March 
1,  1S89.  His  education  was  begun  in  Manhattan,  the 
family  coming  to  America  in  his  childhood,  and  he  was 
graduated  from  Public  School  No.  147  in  1902.  He 
covered  three  and  one-half  years  of  the  classical  course 
at  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  then  entered 
New  York  University  Law  School,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1909.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  October  0: 
the  following  year,  he  has  since  gone  forward  in  practice 
in  an  independent  way  and  along  general  lines.  His 
ability  as  an  advocate  is  supplemented  by  bis  profound 
knowledge  of  legal  affairs,  and  in  the  measure  of  his 
success  his  talents  are  well  appraised.

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EDWARD  W.  CASE — Leadership  in  so  useful  and

With  the 
steady  increase  of  business  the  company  removed  to  the 
present  quarters,  at  the  corner  of  Warren  and  Columbia 
streets,  in  1922,  and  there  are  now'  in  this  employ  forty 
people,  the  business  requiring  the  present  20,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space,  the  product  including  the  jobbing  of 
pipe  and  boiler  radiators,  fitting  valves,  covering  pack¬ 
ing  and  all  the  variety  of  specialties  that  are  made  use  of 
in  the  steam  heating  trade.  The  company,  which  holds 
first  rank  in  Brooklyn  in  the  straight  steam  fitting  sup¬ 
plies  business,  has  supervision  of  more  than  fifty  dif¬ 
ferent  related  manufactured  products.  Mr.  Conran  died 
in  1921,  and  during  the  following  year  J.  C.  Conran  acted 
as  president  of  the  company.  In  1922  E.  W.  Case  and 
W.  B.  Philipbar  purchased  Mr.  Conran’s  interest,  and 
Mr.  Case  has  since  held  the  position  of  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  concern,  with  Air.  Philipbar  as 
vice-president  and  sales  manager. 

Mr.  Case’s  fraternal  affiliations  are  those  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons;  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary 
Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  National  Pipe  and  Sup¬ 
plies  Association,  New  York  Plumbing  Credit  Associ¬ 
ation,  Manufacturers  and  Dealers’  Protective  Associ¬ 
ation.

DR.  WILLIAM  C.  HAUPT,  assistant  surgeon  at 
the  Brooklyn  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  and  a  well-known 
specialist  in  treatment  of  diseases  or  defects  of  the 
ear,  nose  and  throat,  wras  born  in  Brooklyn,  on  July  23, 
1882.  He  was  the  son  of  C.  William  and  Louise  A. 
(Schultze)  Haupt.  His  father,  who  was  a  merchant, 
died  after  retirement  in  1919.

JAMES  STEVENSON  GRAHAM— A  leader  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  is  James  Stevenson  Graham,  owner 
of  large  interests  in  beach  properties,  as  well  as  prom¬ 
inent  in  civic  and  educational  work,  and  a  figure  of 
national  importance  in  the  Young  Men's  Christian  As¬ 
sociation.  Mr.  Graham  has  been  identified  w'ith  the 
progress  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  for  some  twenty-two 
years,  and  has  done  much  for  its  development  He  is  a 
member  of  a  distinguished  Scottish  clan,  a  son  of  Rev. 
John  Graham,  who  came  to  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  with 
his  parents  at  the  age  of  two  years.  The  family  settled 
in  Prescott,  Ontaria.  Mr.  Graham  married  Margaret 
Stevenson. 

James  Stevenson  Graham  was  bom  in  Renfrew,  Can¬ 
ada,  February  10,  1862.  The  changes  necessitated  by  his 
father’s  work  as  traveling  preacher  placed  him  in  the 
country  schools  of  different  communities  for  his  early 
education.  He  homesteaded  in  the  great  Northwest  at 
the  age  of  eighteen,  and  after  proving  up  on  this  land, 
he,  as  a  young  man,  entered  Northwestern  University,  at 
Evanston,  Illinois,  where  he  spent  several  years,  after 
which  he  took  a  law  course  and  a  degree  at  Kent  College, 
in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  from  which  he  grad¬ 
uated  in  the  class  of  1894.  Mr.  Graham  never  practiced 
law,  however,  although  he  has  found  this  training  of  in¬ 
estimable  benefit  to  him  in  his  business. 

For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Graham  was  active  in 
the  publishing  business  in  the  Caxton  Building,  Chicago, 
producing  charts,  school  supplies,  school  text  books,  and 
various  publications  in  this  general  group.  He  had 
earned  his  way  through  college  selling  supplies  of  this 
nature,  and  his  familiarity  with  this  field  made  his  use¬ 
fulness  as  a  publisher  wide  and  constructive.  Selling  his 
publishing  interests  in  1902,  Mr.  Graham  came  to  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  and  entered  the  real  estate  business,  in 
which  he  has  since  been  continuously  engaged.  Early 
winning  a  noteworthy  position  in  this  field,  Mr.  Graham 
has  now  for  many  years  devoted  his  attention  almost 
wholly  to  development  work.  He  buys  very  extensive 
tracts  of  land  and  builds  where  it  may  inspire  others  to 
build.  Pie  has,  for  a  number  of  years,  owned  the  Hotel 
Touraine,  at  No.  23  Clinton  Street,  Brooklyn,  New'  York, 
where  he  resides,  but  perhaps  his  most  interesting  prop¬ 
erties  are  the  beaches  which  have  become  popular  re¬ 
sorts.  He  purchased  what  is  known  as  Graham  Beach, 
'  at  Staten  Island,  and  developed  this  charming  spot,  which 
'  he  still  owns  in  part,  also  he  is  still  the  owner  of  Wood¬ 
land  Beach  and  Annadale  Beach,  both  on  Staten  Island. 


His  name  has  come  to  stand  for  large  operations.  He 
helped  to  organize  and  is  a  trustee  of  the  Kings  Highway 
Savings  Bank.  He  also  helped  to  organize  and  is  a 
director  of  the  Brooklyn  National  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany,  of  which  his  son  is  assistant  secretary. 

Mr.  Graham’s  work  is  constructive,  not  only  in  the 
physical  sense,  but  it  counts  in  a  definite  way  for  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  people  and  the  economic 
security  of  the  twentieth  century  American  home. 

In  various  branches  of  welfare  endeavor,  Mr.  Gra¬ 
ham  has  long  been  a  leading  figure  East  and  West.  He 
serves  on  the  board  of  managers  of  the  Central  Branch 
of  the  Brooklyn  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association, 
which  is  known  to  be  the  largest  in  the  world.  One  of 
the  benevolences  in  which  he  is  more  deeply  interested  is 
the  maintenance  of  two  American  secretaries  in  Mexico, 
and  he  is  chairman  of  the  committee  which  has  fur¬ 
nished  funds  by  subscription  for  this  purpose  for  many 
years.  He  serves  as  a  delegate  to  all  conventions  of  the 
organization,  and  is  considered  one  of  the  foremost 
leaders  in  association  work  in  the  East.  He  has  for 
years  been  deeply  interested  in  parks  and  playground 
work  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  The  cause  of  education 
in  every  phase  is  very  near  to  Mr.  Graham’s  heart,  and 
he  serves  as  chairman  of  the  committee  for  raising  funds 
for  the  Northwestern  University,  his  alma  mater,  and 
for  several  years  was  president  of  the  Kent  College 
Alumni.  He  finds  recreation  in  hiking,  horseback  riding, 
golf  and  other  outdoor  sports. 

James  Stevenson  Graham  married,  in  Evanston,  Illi¬ 
nois,  October  19,  1896,  a  classmate,  Jennie  S.  Sanborn,  a 
native  of  Pecatonica,  Illinois,  and  they'  are  the  parents 
of  two  children:  Benjamin  Sanborn,  bom  January  21, 
1900,  and  Katherine  Stevenson,  born  October  24,  1901.

He 
is  the  son  of  Charles  Lewis  Campbell,  a  lifelong  resi¬ 
dent  and  an  engineer  at  Ilion,  and  of  Ella  (Fraser) 
Campbell. 

Dr.  Ralph  E.  Campbell  wTas  born  May  12,  1897,  at 
Cherry  Valley,  and  he  graduated  from  the  elementary 
school  and  the  high  school  at  Ilion.  Graduating  at  Dart¬ 
mouth  College  in  1920  with  his  degree  Bachelor  of 
Science,  he  took  the  medical  course  at  Northwestern  Uni¬ 
versity,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Med¬ 
icine  in  1922.  Serving  as  an  interne  at  Kings  County 
Hospital  to  1924,  he  was  then  appointed  as  director  of  the 
laboratory  there,  where  he  continues ;  and  he  is  also  at¬ 
tending  pathologist  at  St.  Giles’  Hospital;  assistant  in 
gynecology  and  obstetrics  at  Harbor  Hospital,  and  also 
in  Kings  County  Hospital.

RICHARD  L.  HEASLIP,  Phar.  D.,  conducts  a 
well  appointed  and  excellently  equipped  prescription  and 
general  pharmacy  at  No.  1826  Flatbush  Avenue,  and  is 
one  of  the  leading  exponents  of  the  drug  business  in  this 
section  of  Brooklyn.

Mr.  Grady  has  always  retained  his  interests  in  the 
one  bank  from  the  time  of  his  first  employment  in  busi¬ 
ness  life,  and  his  relationship  therewith  has  been  that  of 
well-merited  promotion.  A  veteran  of  the  World  War, 
Mr.  Grady  proved  his  loyalty  to  the  cause  of  democracy 
as  a  private  in  the  ranks  throughout  his  service  overseas. 

John  J.  Grady,  the  son  of  John  J.  Grady,  a  foreman, 
and  of  Mary  (McGrail)  Grady,  both  of  whom  are  now 
deceased,  was  born  August  9.  1SS7,  in  Brooklyn,  wdiere  he 
attended  the  parochial  schools  and  graduated  at  the 
Catholic  High  School,  and  at  a  business  college.  For  a 
short  period  he  was  engaged  in  clerical  work,  and  in  1906 
he  entered  the  employ  of  the  State  Bank  of  New  York 
City  as  stenographer  and  bookkeeper,  thus  laying  a  prac¬ 
tical  foundation  for  future  years,  and  grade  by  grade 
working  his  way  through  all  the  departments  of  banking. 
In  1916  he  was  appointed  chief  officer  of  the  transit  de¬ 
partment  of  the  bank;  and  in  1919  he  was  made  as¬ 
sistant  manager  of  the  Clinton  branch.  In  June,  1924, 
Mr.  Grady  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  manager  of 
the  Coney  Island  branch  of  the  State  Bank  of  New 
York  City. 

During  the  \\  orld  War  Mr.  Grady  served  with  the  old 
69th  New  York  Regiment,  and  he  shared  in  all  the  battles 
with  that  regiment;  he  was  with  the  American  Expedi¬ 
tionary  Forces  overseas  for  nineteen  months,  and  it  was 
his  good  fortune  to  escape  from  the  ordeal  of  the  war 
unwounded.  His  fraternal  affiliations  are  with  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  the  American  Legion,  the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars,  and  the  Hermits  of  the  Himalayas; 
and  he  is  a  member  of  the  old  Greenpoint  Association, 
and  an  honorary  member  of  the  Coney  Island  Hebrew 
Association.  His  religious  faith  is  that  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church. 

John  J.  Grady  married,  June  20,  1923.  Amanda 
Criqui,  daughter  of  Philip  and  Mary  Criqui,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  John  J.  Grady,  Jr.,  who  was  born 
June  23,  1924. 


WALLACE  DOWNEY,  ship  builder  of  international 
reputation,  corporation  organizer  of  marked  ability,  and 
noted  “Brooklynite,”  was  born  in  Minudie,  Cumberland 
County,  Nova  Scotia,  May  n,  1862,  a  son  of  Joshua 
and  Catherine  (McGurney)  Downey,  and  died  at  Mont¬ 
clair,  New*  Jersey,  July  23,  1924. 

Mr.  Downey  was  educated  in  Minudie  grammar 
schools,  finishing  his  education  in  1879,  and  came  from 
Nova  Scotia  to  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  1880,  his  busi¬ 
ness  career  starting  immediately.  He  first  became  ap¬ 
prenticed  to  Townsend  &  Edgett,  shipwrights;  in  this 
business  he  made  rapid  progress,  and  in  1892  became 
manager  and  partner  of  this  firm,  being  then  designated 
as  Townsend  &  Downey.  In  1898,  he  organized  the 
Towmsend  &  Downey  Shipbuilding  Company  with  a  cap¬ 
ital  of  83,500,000.  This  firm  became  very  active  in  ship¬ 
building,  and  among  other  important  productions  built 
the  celebrated  yachts  “Atlantic,”  (winner  of  German 
Emperor’s  $10,000  Gold  Cup),  the  “Elmina”  and  the 
“Muriel.”  This  firm  in  1901  contracted  with  Emperor 
Wilhelm  II  of  Germany  to  build  the  imperial  yacht 
“Meteor.”  At  the  launching  of  the  “Meteor,”  which 
Miss  Alice  Roosevelt,  now  Mrs.  Nicholas  Longworth. 
was  sponsor,  Mr.  Downey  entertained  President  Roose¬ 
velt  and  staff,  Admiral  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia  and 
staff  and  6,000  other  guests.  In  1912  he  built  the  cele¬ 
brated  “Carnegie,”  for  the  Carnegie  Institute,  Washing- 
ton,  which  was  built  of  non-magnetic  materials  to 
eliminate  variation,  this  vessel  being  used  to  cruise  the 
oceans  of  the  world  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  and 
making  navigation  charts.  In  1917  Mr.  Downey  founded 
the  Downey  Shipbuilding  Corporation  and  bought  the 
plant  of  Milliken  Brothers,  in  Staten  Island,  New  York. 
This  plant  built  ten  freight  steamers  for  the  United 
States  Government  during  the  World  War,  and  produced 
five  after  the  war  for  private  interest,  but  was  put  in 
the  hands  of  the  receivers  in  1920  on  account  of  the 
United  States  Government  withholding  payments  due. 

Although  extremely  active  as  a  business  man,  Mr. 
Downey  found  time  for  other  activities.  He  was  the 
founder  of  the  New  York  Metal  Trades  Association  and 
served  as  president  of  the  New  York  and  New  Jersey 
Dry  Dock  Association  from  1909  to  1913.  In  politic? 
he  was  a  Republican,  and  was  vice-president  of  the 
Men’s  Club  of  the  Clinton  Avenue  Congregational 
Church,  Brooklyn,  New  York.  He  held  membership  in 
the  New  York  Yacht  Club;  Atlantic  Yacht  Club;  Ca¬ 
nadian  Society  of  New  York,  in  which  he  served  as 
president  during  1908-1900;  Society  of  Naval  Architects 
and  Marine  Engineers;  Maritime  Association  of  New 
York;  British  Schools  and  LTniversities  Club;  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons ;  and  the  Scottish  Rite. 

On  June  12,  1894,  Wallace  Downey  and  Ada  Prinz- 
horn,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  were  united  in  marriage, 
and  to  this  union  wrere  born  two  children  :  Mildred  Mar¬ 
guerite  and  William  Wallace. 


DR.  LEO  S.  DREXLER,  a  leading  physician  ot 
Brooklyn,  was  horn  iti  Brooklyn,  December  5,  1800,  the 
son  of  Edward  Drcxler,  who  is  in  the  wholesale  dye;rg 
business,  and  Anna  Drexler. 

Dr.  Drexler  was  educated  in  the  public  and  h  gh 
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schools  of  Brooklyn,  in  Columbia  College,  New  York 
City,  and  in  the  Long  Island  College  Hospital,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1921  with  the  degree  of  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Medicine. 

Dr.  Drexler  served  as  interne  in  the  Williamsburg 
Hospital,  and  in  1922  began  practice  in  Brooklyn.  He  is 
now’  on  the  staffs  of  the  Cumberland  Street  Hospital 
and  the  Williamsburg  Hospital.

He  was  born  in 
New  York  City  on  February  15,  1882,  the  son  of  Nathan 
and  Annie  Harris,  both  now  living  in  Brooklyn.  His 
father  is  a  merchant. 

Louis  Harris  gained  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  New  York  City,  including  the  high  school, 
and  then  studied  medicine  at  Long  Island  College  Hos¬ 
pital,  where,  in  1905,  he  obtained  the  degree  of  Medical 
Doctor.

The  doctor  has  one 
brother,  Dr.  Frank  Harris,  who  practices  dentistry  in 
Brooklyn.  Dr.  Louis  Harris  will  remove  his  home  and 
office  on  or  about  November  1,  1925,  to  No.  906  St. 
Mark’s  Avenue,  Brooklyn.

distinction  and  in  tne  discharge  of  1 1  i s  duties  as  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Dime  Savings  Bank  of  Brooklyn  he 
holds  a  prominent  and  noteworthy  position.  His  further 
interests  include  membership  in  various  lii.es  of  organ¬ 
ized  advance  and  to  every  worthy  endeavor  he  gives 
bis  cordial  support  and  endorsement. 

.1  he  Jackson  family  has  for  many  years  been  one 
of  prominence  in  American  advance,  and  John  Jackson, 
grandfather  of  Mr.  Jackson  was  born  on  Long  Island, 
and  engaged  in  farming  practically  throughout  his  life¬ 
time.  He  was  a  member  of  Tammany  in  the  early  days 
of  that  historical  organization,  and  his  name  may  we'd 
be  recorded  in  history  for  the  fact  that  he  sold  to  the 
United  States  Government  in  1S04.  the  land  which 
formed  the  site  of  the  present  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard.

Frederick  W.  Jackson  married,  in  1870.  Florence  Gale 
Fletcher  of  Brooklyn,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  one 
son:  Frank  F.  Jackson. 

CHRISTIAN  GROZTNGER,  early  in  his  career, 
made  the  most  and  the  best  of  his  opportunities  in  the

HYMAN  EDWARD  KAMEN,  who  is  recognized 
in  the  metropolitan  district  as  a  prominent  lawyer  of 
the  younger  group,  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  January  26, 
1900,  and  is  a  son  of  Elias  and  Sarah  (Kaplowitz) 
Kamen,  both  natives  of  Russia,  the  father  a  prominent 
clothing  dealer,  twenty-five  years  in  this  country.  The 
children  of  these  parents  number  five:  Rose,  wife  of 


Simon  Ohana;  Hyman  Edward,  of  further  mention; 
Clara;  Fannie,  arid  George.  Receiving  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  Public  School  No.  84,  Mr.  Kamen  was  graduated 
in  the  class  of  1914  and  four  years  later  was  graduated 
from  the  Commercial  High  School.  Entering  Brook¬ 
lyn  Law  School  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  he  was 
graduated  from  that  institution  in  1922  and  was  admit¬ 
ted  to  the  bar  in  the  following  year.  Mr.  Kamen  has 
since  been  active  in  practice  and  although  only  a  com¬ 
paratively  short  time  has  elapsed  he  is  considered  one  of 
the  rising  and  promising  young  men  of  the  profession.

Mr.  Levy 
was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Arcanum,  the  Woodmen  of 
the  World,  the  Business  Men’s  Association,  and  an  active 
member  of  the  Corridor  Club.  He  had  a  large  circle 
of  friends.  In  religion  he  was  a  member  of  the  Jewish 
faith,  and  an  attendant  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Synagogue, 
on  State  Street,  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

Mr.  Levy  married,  in  1900,  Bertha  Kaplan,  a  daughter 
of  David  Kaplan,  a  prominent  business  man  of  New 
Y7ork,  and  Jennie  Kaplan.  Mr.  Levy  died  on  January  29, 
1920,  deeply  lamented  by  his  mourning  wife  and  two 
sons,  Alvin  and  David  Levy,  who  will  forever  treasure 
the  memory  of  an  affectionate  and  faithful  husband  and 
a  loving,  solicitous  father. 


JACOB  MEYERSON — The  life  of  the  Jewish  popu¬ 
lation  in  Czarist  Russia,  was  such  a  series  of  perpetual 
persecutions,  oppressions  and  interferences  on  the  part 
of  the  autocratic  government  with  the  private,  religious, 
family,  and  business  life  of  the  Jewish  dwellers  in  that 
land  who  had  to  pay  taxes,  do  military  service,  and  per¬ 
form  other  duties  which  the  State  exacted  from  them 


without  granting  them  the  most  elementary  rights,  such 
as  security  and  protection  of  life  and  property,  that  with 
the  exception  of  some  renegades  who  embraced  the 
Orthodox  Christian  faith  not.  from  conviction  but  to 
improve  their  material  or  social  position,  there  was 
hardly  a  Jew  alive  in  Russia  who  did  not  consider  that 
country  to  be  an  excellent  place  to  be  out  of,  to  be  away 
from  as  far  as  possible.  Those  who  succeeded  to  leave 
Russia,  a  privilege  which  is  supposed  to  have  been 
granted  only  to  such  as  were  able  to  bribe  not  one  but 
a  whole  scries  of  officials  in  the  corrupt  hierarchy  of 
the  Czar’s  civil  service — directed  their  steps  to  the 
countries  of  Central  Europe  or  to  England  or  to  the 
United  States,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  their 
private  life,  the  existence  of  relations  resident  in  any  of 
these  countries,  and  last  but  not  least,  to  the  funds 
available  for  purposes  of  travel  and  immigration. 

A  prominent  representative  of  the  fur  trade  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  an  American  citizen  of  Russian  birth  and  of  the 
Jewish  persuasion,  who  has  found  in  his  adopted  country 
a  haven  of  refuge  and  of  success,  is  Mr.  Jacob  Meyer- 
son,  of  No.  393  Flushing  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
Born  in  Russia  on  October  13,  1893,  a  son  of  Isaac  W., 
who  is  active  in  the  hotel  business,  and  Bessie  (Mel- 
licker)  Meyerson,  Jacob  Meyerson  came  to  America  at 
the  early  age  of  eleven  years  and  started  work  in  the 
shipping  room  of  one  of  the  well  known  fur  dyers.  He 
worked  his  way  up  through  the  different  grades  until  he 
was  offered  the  position  of  manager  of  the  business. 
Having  continued  in  that  capacity  for  several  years,  Mr. 
Meyerson  decided  to  establish  a  business  of  his  own, 
which  he  started  in  a  small  way  in  1919.  Two  years 
afterwards  he  had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  he  had 
to  move  to  No.  393  Flushing  Avenue,  where  he  now  has 
over  30,000  feet  of  floor  space  which  is  devoted  strictly 
to  one  branch  of  the  fur  business,  viz.,  fur  dyeing.  The 
name  of  the  firm  is  Jacob  Meyerson,  Inc.,  and  in  the 
few  years  of  existence  has  developed  into  one  of  the 
leading  establishments  of  its  kind.  In  politics  Mr.  Mey¬ 
erson  is  an  Independent;  and  fraternally  is  a  member  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  Ledge.  Mr.  Meyerson  attends 
the  Darich  Amuno  Synagogue  in  Brooklyn.
